PREFACE 


The Author of these Annals is fully aware 
that they contain topics which may not prove 
interesting to the ordinary readers of biogra¬ 
phy. Should any who move in the higher 
circles of life, and seek their happiness in scenes 
of dissipation and folly, be induced to look into 
this volume, they will soon find themselves dis¬ 
appointed, because such persons can neither un¬ 
derstand nor appreciate the nature of the life 
exhibited, which was a life of constant and 
unwearied devotedness to the service and glory 
of God. After a few pages have been read, 
the whole will most probably be thrown aside 
as destitute of entertaining incident, and the 
conduct delineated be branded with the com¬ 
mon-place epithets of enthusiasm, fanaticism^ 
and madness. But the Author confidently 
hopes, that by all who know the gospel in its 
spiritual character, these Annals will be read 
with heart-felt interest; not because they con¬ 
tain any thing strange and novel, or unfold 
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any experience which is not more or less com¬ 
mon to other Christians, but because they 
bring them to a more distinct and particular 
acquaintance with one whose memory is highly 
and justly honoured in the religious world, and 
evince how powerfully she felt the obligation 
of Christian principle, and how solicitous she 
was to walk, life Enoch, with her God, 

The Author claims no merit in bringing 
these Annals before the eye of the religious 
public. He has done little more than arrange 
and connect the facts and circumstances to 
whidi he had access. If, however, by his 
doing so, any new light shall be thrown upon 
the influence of Christian principles on the 
heart and conduct—^if the friends of Oirist 
shall be thereby stimulated to more active 
exertions in the cause of truth, and be encou¬ 
raged and comforted in the course of their 
diversified experience, and thus the interests 
of religion and the honour of the Redeemer 
be in any measure advanced, his object is 
completely gained, and, so far as tMs Work is 
concerned, he has received his fuU reward.

WlLElAM Maxwell,, Esq. of Preston, in the 
stewartry of Kirkcudbright, a branch ai the Nithsdale 
family, was a medical gentleman, and possessed a large 
fortune. 

In the year 1739 he married Elizabeth Hairstanes, 
of Craig, in the same county. Their faiiiiily conristed 
of two daughters. The eldest was Mary, norwards

Countess of Sutherland. The youngest was Williel- 
ina, the subject of these Annals, bom after her father’s 
death, on the 2d of September 1741. 

Mrs Maxwell having lived a widow twelve years, 
was on the 27th of August 1753 married to the Right 
Honourable Charles Rrskine of Tinewold and Alva, a 
Senator of the College of Justice, with the title of 
XiOrd Alva; in consequence of which, by the courtesy 
of the times, she enjoyed the title of Lady Alva till 
her death. « She survived her daughter Williehna 
twenty years. Lord Alva was, soon after his mar¬ 
riage, raised to the high olfice of Lord Justice Clerk, 
equivalent in Scotland to that of Lord Chief Justice 
in England. Under the parental roof of this much 
respected Judge, the Misses Maxwell spent the last 
seven years of their unmarried state; and of his Lord¬ 
ship’s kindness during that period. Lady Glcnorchy 
always spoke with much reverence and affection. 

The Misses Maxwell were in their day celebrated 
for their beauty, accomplishments, and amiable man¬ 
ners, as well as for their fortune. Their mother, 
lofty and ambitious, had, from their infancy, destined 
them, in her own mind, to the attainment, by mai-- 
riage, of high rank. 

She obtained her object; but, alas! as is oftm the 
case in schemes of worldly ambition, it was followed 
with many bitter consequences. 

[1761.] Mary, the eldest, was married, with every 
flattering prospect, on the 14th of April 1761, to Wil¬ 
liam the seventeenth Earl of Sutherland, and premier 
Earl of Scotland. To the finest person, he united all 
the dignity and amenity of manners and character 
whicli give lustre to greatness, while slm was every 
thing which could be desired by such a husband. But 
thirir earthly career was of short, duration. ** As for 
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man, hks days are as grass ; as a flower of the field so 
he withereth.” 

About the time of Lord and Lady Sutherland’s 
union, a proposal of marriage was ma^ .to Willielma 
by John Lord Viscount Glenorchy, the only son and 
heir of John the third Lari of Breadalbane; a young 
man, in every respect, eicept in rank and fortune, the 
very opposite of Lord Sutherland. Lgrd Breadalbane 
had been bred at Court, and possessed veiy extensive 
.property and influence. He was proprietor of one of 
the most magnificent seats in Scotland, where he lived 
in princely splendour. A suitor placed in the circum¬ 
stances, and possessing the prospects of Lord Glenor¬ 
chy, was a temptation, if not too great for Miss Max¬ 
well, yet beyond a doubt too great for hCT motlter to 
resist. His character must have been at this time in 
a great degree unknown^ to them both, as it had not 
yet been fully developed. Pushed on by mistaken 
friends, and deceived by the fascinations of grandeur, 
which had no doubt been increased by the marriage of 
her sister a few months before, she was, in the twen¬ 
tieth year of her age, on the S6th of September 1761, 
married to I^ord Glenorchy, who on that day was 
twenty-three years old. 

Lady Glenorchy had fine talents, and she had pro¬ 
fited much by a very liberal and expenidve education. 
She was esteemed one of the first amateur musicians, 
and had a charming voice, which, after she became a 
decided Christian, she seldom used but in the worship 
of God. She' was naturally vivacious, gay, peculiarly 
formed for hilarity, and commanded a very conridera- 
ble portion of pleasantry, which she was capable of 
using with great effect- In short, she seems to have 
been endowed wHh ev«ry talent calculated to commu¬ 
nicate delight to a virtuous and well regulated mind. 
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[1762.J Lord Glenorchy, the year after his mar¬ 
riage, succeeded to the estate and mansion of Great 
Sugntd in Staffordshire, which he derived from his 
mother, the heiress of John Pershall, Esq. There 
Lady Glenorchy and he sometimes resided. Lord 
Breadalbane had a house in London, and magnificent 
apartments in the Abbey of Holyroodhouse in Edin¬ 
burgh, besides the celebrated Castle of Taymouth in 
Perthshire. His Lordship generally resided during 
the winter in London, and Lady Glenorchy with him. 
After Lady Breadalbsme's death, he resigned to Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy the establishments of Edinburgh 
and Taymouth. Although, therefore, Lord Bread^- 
bane was generally with th^m wherever they were. 
Lady Glenorchy had the direction and command of 
the whole establishments. 

[Aged 21.3 Soon after Lady Breadalbane's death, 
which took place at Bath, S^tember 1, 1762, Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy, accompanied by Lord Breadal¬ 
bane, went abroad, intending to make the usual tour 
of Europe. They had spent some time in France, and 
had proceeded to Nice, when Lord Breadalbane left 
them, being called home by the death of his sister, who 
was maid of honour to the Princess Amelia. Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy pursued their journey to Italy 
and Rome; and after spending about two years on the 
continent, they returned home. 

[1764. Aged 23. j Lady Glenorchy was now about 
twenty-three years of age, and during all that time 
« had walked according to the course of this world, 
without God, and without hope.” This is the account 
which she herself gave about two years afterwards in 
her Jouimal, which i^all presently be brought before 
the read^. 
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On th^r return to Britain, Lady like 

the bulk of young people in her dtreumstanoes and 
present state of mind, entered with ardour into the 
pomp and splendour of high life, and frequented 
public places and fashionable amusmhents. But among 
these she found no place oh which she could rest the 
sole of her foot. In the full possession of all those 
things which are objects of envy to the worldling, she 
was wretchedly forlorn. O ! what a hard and deceit¬ 
ful task-master is this present evil world !• 

That the health of a young and delicate female 
should suffer from such a mode of life, is not uncom¬ 
mon. And so it was with Lady Xllenorchy. The 
seasons of indisposition, however, were seasons >of re¬ 
flection : she thought of God and religion, became 
sensible that she was not in spirit what she ought to 
be, and formed resolutions of abandoning her pre¬ 
sent pursuits, of returning to God, and living a de¬ 
vout and religious life. But, alas! when the dawn of 
health and spirits appeared, as is usual in such cases, 
the dew of good intentions evaporated. 

Great Sugnal, where Lord and Lady Glenorchy 
sometimes resided, was at no great distance from 
Hawkstone, the celebrated seat of Sir Rowland Hill, 
Bart. At this time, several of the younger branches 
of this family, Mr Richard Hill, the Rev. Rowland 
Hill, Miss Hill their eldest sister, and another sister, 
afterwards Mrs Tudway, were of a decidedly pious 
character, and bore the reproach ordinarily connected 
with it, from, the thoughtless, the formal, and the pro¬ 
fligate. Lady Glenorchy visited this family, became 
intimate with it, revered and loved its members, and 
secretly wished that she was like them. Htqipily the 
time was at hand in which God fulfiUeid the^ desires 
of her heart. 
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Early smn&ia* oi 1765 was at Taymouth. 
While th^, slie nms seized with a dangerous putrid 
fever, aawi confined to her bed in the melancholy state 
of smuid to which reference has already been made. 
On her convalescence, by a Aguiar circumstance in 
Providence, a train of serious thoughts and reasonings 
was produced, mid was followed by convictions and 
purposes which ended in a complete renovation of 
heart and conduct. To this she beautifuBy adverts in 
her journal. • 

Lady Glenorchy was not yet twenty-four, and Miss 
Hill was about her own age, perhaps someahat older. 
They had before been intimate, but finan this time 
they ^became bosom friends. The goodness of God 
was very evident in providing for Lady Glenorchy an 
adviser so well informed, so wise and prudent, so faith¬ 
ful and affeetibnate. The judirious and pious reader 
will be stnmk with' wonder and admiration at the re¬ 
ligious knowledge and experience of so young a per¬ 
son, and at the ease and clearness, as wdl as decision, 
with which she in her letters conveys hmr ideas; and 
at the integrity and truth, the simplirity, fervour, and 
good sense, with which she expresses herself on Various, 
and even mysterious subjects.* 

* The coirespondaice between these friends, from 1765 to 1768, was 
frequent, and did it exist cndze on both sides, would be veeey Talnable. 
Miss HiU survived Lady GJenorchy only a few yean, having died about 
1793, and moat probably bad destn^ed the letten of her fiie^ as they 
contained much delicate communkaUon; for her niece, to wbotn her papers 
were conunhted, conld find no ves^e of them. The original letters of 
Bliss Hill, the anfiior of these Ann^ thinks, were also restored to her 
by Lady MaxweU, Lady Oleinor^y’B executrix, soon after Lady CSen- 
ordiy’s death; fin he is in the possession of aletter from Bfisallil], re¬ 
questing hhn to tffif to Lady Maxwell to nsttat them.

** It ^ves me great pleasure to hear that your illness 
has been so sanctified to you, as to show you in any 
measure that m yourself, to which before you confess 
you were a stranger; that is, that you };tad too great 
an attachment to Uus vain unsatisfying world, the 
most pleasing appearances of which are nothing more 
than transparent baubles, which present gay colours 
that will soon fade. Allow me to congratulate you on 
this discovery; and may He, in whose hand our bream 
is, show you more and more of the unt^rtainty of all 
earthly happine^, and convince you of the sub¬ 
stantial joys that aie to be found in him alone. It is 
a common and no less dangerous prejudice which 
many entertain agmnst the ways of true evangelical 
holiness, that they are dull, forbidding, and melan¬ 
choly, and that to live godly in Christ Jesus is to ex¬ 
change every enjoyment for austerities and mortifica¬ 
tions ; whereas, on the contrary, none enjoy so much 
inward peace and security, none have so much cause 
for cheerfulness and joy, as those who seek Jirst the 
kingdom of God and his righteouaress. It is indeed 
thfi interest of the grand enemy of our salvation to 
pervert the good ways of the Lend}-, to fri^ten us 
froni pursuing them by lying suggestions, and, like 
tl^ sjnes who went to view the promised land, to 


clean copy, written by lAdy Gl^occhy’a own lumd, wbudi bas been 
found among her papers, and from whidi wt stud be able togather some 
idea of tlie state of her LadyshipV nrind dtulng Uus period. 
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bring against it an evil import; and to insinuate, that 
instead of flowing with milk and honey, it devoured 
the inhabitants thereof. But surely God never in¬ 
tended that reli^on should lessen our enjoyments, 
or make over to a world hving in rebellion against 
himself, a happiness greater than his own children 
should possess. No; the ways of religion are ways 
of pleasantness, and all her paths are peace. You say 
you wish to overcome the fear of death. In order 
to this, I would advise you to examine whether you 
are really building upon the only sure foundation 
of hope ; and what that hope is, the apostle expressly 
declares in the following words; ‘ Other foundation 
c^n no man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.’ 
Try then, whether, as lost and undone in yourself-— 
deeply sensible of the natural apostasy of your heart 
from God—^wcary and heavy laden with the burden 
of an—and renouncing all hope and help in your own 
righteousness, repentance, resolutions, &c.—try if you 
really rest upon Christ as your only Saviour, relying 
■ solely upon his blood applied by the Spirit to pardon 
you, his righteousness imputed to justify you, and his 
grace to be ^ven to sanctify you. It was He who 
came to seek and to save that which was lost, and we 
must see and feel ourselves thus lost without him, be¬ 
fore we can in earnest seek an interest in that salvation 
which he hath purchased, for ‘ they that are whole 
need not a physician, but they that are sick.’ go 
long as, either in whole or in part, we cleave to our 
own doings, and are not brought off from all depen- 
dance on the covenant of wen-ks, one or other of these 
two things must happen ; either we shall have so high 
a conceit of ourselves as to think lightly of, and greatly 
undervalue tlie redemption that is in Jesus, or else wc 
sbaU walk in continual darkness and want of comfort, 
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uiuier a slavidb dread of wrath, whereby all our endea¬ 
vours to avoid sin will proceed from a wrong prindple, 
a prindple of fear, instead of love and gratitude, and 
all our obedience will be the forced drudgery of a 
slave, and not the effect of the filial disposition of a 
child. This, I am convinced, is the case with many 
sincere people, and it is wholly owing to a lurking 
spirit of self-righteousness and unbelief, which pre¬ 
vents them from submitting to the righteousness of 
God, and clcMsing with that full, free, all-sufficient sal¬ 
vation which the Gospel holds forth to guilty, helpless 
sinners, showing them, that by the obedience of Christ 
unto death, the law is fulfilled, and Infinite Justice 
satisfied to the uttermost—that by his resurrection 
from the dead, God accepted the payment which he 
had made for his jjeople, and discharged him from the 
pristHi of the grave in token of their full acquittal, and 
that he is now at the right hand of God, having en¬ 
tered the holy place as their head and forerunner, dis¬ 
pensing his gifts according to their various necessities, 
and making intercession for them, that where he is 
they may be also. Well, then, may we say with the 
apostle, ‘ Who shall lay any thing to the charge of 
God’s elect? It is God that justifieth, who is he that 
condemneth ? It is Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the right hand of God, 
who also maketh intercession for us. Who shall 
separate us from the love of Christ ? Shall tribulation, 
or distress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword—^in all these things we are more than 
conquerors, through him that loved us. For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of 
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God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.’ Many, 1 
know, object against thus hving wholly upon the 
blessed Redeemer, making him our all in all, our 
Alpha and Omega, as a doctrine that tends to licen¬ 
tiousness, and to the preiudice of morality and good 
works; and this is sometimes done even by those who 
pretend to mighty zeal for the interests of holiness, 
whilst they themselves are living after the course of 
this world. Whoever makes this objection, hereby 
plainly shov^ himself to have never received the grace 
of Gotl in truth, and to be a stranger to the nature 
of justifying faith, and to the constraining power of 
Christ’s love; for how is it possible tliat we should be 
one with Christ, and not endeavour to be like him 
If we partake of his Spirit, will not the fruits of that 
Spirit appear in our lives and conversation 't Can lu- 
that is brought into the marvellous light of God’.s 
dear Son, have any longer fellowship with the unfruit¬ 
ful works of darkness ? Can the head be holy, and 
the members unholy ? Can he Avho is uniletl to C'hrist 
be employed in the service of Satan ? Can the new 
creature delight in the works of the old man ? Cer¬ 
tainly not. It is true, (as the Church of I'higland ob¬ 
serves in her 11th article,) ‘ we are accounted right¬ 
eous before Gotl, only for the merit of t)ur Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, by faith, and not for our own 
works or deservings. Wherefore, that we are justilietl 
by faith only, is a most wholesome doctrine, anti very 
full of comfortbut then it is as true, that there can 
be no real faith which does not produce good works, 
for the tree is known by its fruits, and as faith is the 
root of works, so works are fruit of faith. We dt) 
not then make void the law through faith. God for¬ 
bid : but we establish the law ; for although through 
our weakness we cannot be justified by it, yet it still 
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remains as a rule of life to every justified believer. 
Besides, the real Christian does not only look upon 
holiness as his duty^ but also as \ns privilege ; for being 
vitally united to Christ by faith, he receives from him 
a new nature, being, as saith the apostle Peter, ‘ made 
partaker of a divine naturewhich nature as much 
inclines him to holiness, as the old corrupt nature does 
to sin. Thus, being regenerated and born again, he 
is transformed in the spirit of his mind, he has put on 
Christ, and is renewed in every faculty* of his soul. 
But still let us remember, that we are but renewed in 
part; so long as we are in the body, we shall find a 
law in our members warring against the law in our 
mind ; the old man will be still striving for the mas¬ 
tery, and if he must die, will die hard. May this con- 
siderativtii make us ever watchful against the first ris¬ 
ings of sin, and may we be continually looking to 
Jesus for strength to check it in the bud. It is this 
Jesus, my dt!ar friend, who has conquered the only 
enemies we had to fear; he has disarmed death of bis 
sting—looking to him we may overcome all fear of its 
apprt)ach, for when he is ovir friend, death is no other 
than an advantage; if' he is our life, we shall surely 
iind death our gain. The following questions I have 
found useful to myself: if we are able to give a com¬ 
fortable answer to them, death cannot be to us a king 
of terrors, but a messenger of peace. Have earthly 
or heavenly things the chief place in our thoughts and 
affections ? Do we prize that great salvation which. 
the gospel offers to sinners, beyond every thing else 
in the w'orld ? Are we crucified to the world, and 
the world to us ? Are we dead to its pleasures, riches, 
honours, and esteem Does the humble temper of 
the meek and lowly Jesus reign in us ? Is his service 
our delight; is sin our burden "f Are we hungering 
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and thirsting after righteousness? Are we taking up our 
cross daily, denying ourselves, and following Christ ? 
Are we working out our own salvation with fear and 
trembling ? Are we giving diligence to make our call¬ 
ing and election sure ? Blessed indeed is the person 
who can say, /find this to he my caseJ" 

This letter, by the blessing of God, produced what 
was intended by Miss Hill, and what was desired by 
Lady Glenorchy. It was the means employed by the 
grace of God, to bring her out of the horrible pit and 
the miry clay of despondency, to set her feet on the Rock 
of Ages, to establish her goings, and to put a new song 
into her mouth, even praises unto God. It may now 
be said of Lady Glenorchy, Behold she prayeth.—She 
arose from her kness at Taymouth, as Saul of Tarsus 
did from the ground near Damascus, a wonderful mo¬ 
nument of the power and grace of God. From that 
interesting moment, without hesitation or conferring 
with flesh and blood, she resolutely turned her back 
on the dissipated world, and without reserve devoted 
herself, and all that she could command and in¬ 
fluence, to the service of Christ and the glory of God; 
and in this she invariably persisteil to her latest breath. 
Here future path of life lay through evil report and 
through good report; in the midst of deep adversity 
and of high prosperity; of severe trials and strong 
temptations, both temporal and spiritual. But none 
of these things moved her from the steadfastness of her 
Christian profession. Although her road was often 
rough in the extreme, and her enemies cruel, strong, 
and numerous, yet on she went in her Christian 
course, nevm* deviating to the right hand nor to the 
left, but ever pressing toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus, 
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CHAPTER II. 

Lady Glcnorchy becomes sensible of her spiritual weakness—Mias Hill 
writes to her on this subject—Goes to Ijondon—Is afiaid of being 
thereby diverted from serious subjects—Letter from Miss Hill endea¬ 
vouring to strengthen her in her resolutions to fesist the tempta¬ 
tions there. 


Ladv Gi.enoechy, like every other well informed 
Christian, very soon began to discover her spiritual 
weakness and infirmities. Of these, it seems, she com¬ 
plained to her friend Miss Hill, who accordingly 
wrote to her the following letter:— 


Alight 30 , 1765 . 

“ It gives me great concern to hear of your bad 
state of health. May that God, in whose hands you 
are, command a blessing on the means u,sed for your 
recovery ! or, if it slmuld In? his will that this sick¬ 
ness be a sickness unto death, may you, as you see 
the outward man decaying, see the inward man renew¬ 
ed day by day ! The Lord has merciful intentions even 
in his most bitter dispensations. Whom he loveth he 
chasteneth; and he scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceiveth. May you, my dear friend, be enabled to see 
iove in his rod, as well mjttsitce in his dealings ; and 
may the bitter cup which he has given you to drink be 
So mixed with sweet ingredients, that you may look 
forward with comfortable assurance that all shall work 
together for good ! It is the Lord, he cannot mistake 
your interest; his will be done: if it is his will, most

earnestly do I wish and pray for your recovery. 1 am 
persuaded that you belong to Christ; and therefore 
desire patiently to wait his will in the event. What 
poor helpless creatures should we be, full of inward 
fears and outward pains, unwilling to die, and yet dis¬ 
satisfied with a wretched life, could we not discover 
some tokens of the Lord’s merciful intentions towards 
us, and of our interest in him ! Press on, my dear 
friend, and be not discouraged: he that is for you is 
greater than he that is against you. Although trials 
await you from without as well as from within, he who 
I trust has brought you out of darkness into his mar¬ 
vellous light, and has refreshed your soul with the 
light of his countenance, will now be with you when 
you pass through the fire and water of affliction. 
These are the strokes of a loving Father's hand, whose 
wisdom knows how to temper them to your case and 
strength, and to make you not only bear them with 
submission, but to kiss the rod that smites, and to sing 
of judgment as well as mercy. The trials and tempt¬ 
ations which you have to encounter are indeed great 
and many ; but having taken to you the whole armour 
of God, you may bid defiance to them ail. You 
fight against conquered enemies. The Lord of Hosts 
is engaged in your behalf; look to liim then by faith 
and prayer for strength ; he will assuretlly show him¬ 
self to be a strong-hold in the day of trouble, in which 
the weary may take shelter and be safe. He is faith¬ 
ful that promised, ‘ I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee.’ ‘ Fear not, for I am with 4hee; be not dismayed, 
for I am thy God.' ‘ Cast thy burden on the Lord and 
he shall sustain theeand above all let us remember, 
and we shall never want comfort, the gracious,declara¬ 
tion, ‘ In that he himself hath suffered, being tempt¬ 
ed, he is able to succour them that are tempted !’—O 
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may your eyes and mine, ray dear friend, be ever upon 
the Lord Jesus. Fixed upon him, we must be happy. 
He it is that has overcome Satan, death, and hell: 
they cannot hurt the soul that rests on Christ; he can- 
hot fail the weakest believer that builds upon him. 
Strong in the Lord, and in the power of his might, 
we are enabled amidst every distress, and every trial, 
and every temptation, to endure: as some massy rock 
supported by pillars of basaltes, though surrounded by 
tempestuous waves, and beat upon bjj storms and 
winds, yet remains unmoved, so we, built upon tlie 
rock Christ, are enabled to look down on the foaming 
billows of affliction, and defy their imjwtent rage. If 
wo are in Christ, we shall have strength, and none 
shall be able to pluck us out of his hand. The more 
we art! encompassed with trials and temptations, the 
more earnestly let- us fly to him, and Uien shall we find 
by sweet experience that he is able to keep us from 
falling, and that when we are weak, then shall we be 
strong—strong in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. I have found that I am no where safe, but at 
the foot of the Cross ; there would I always be in the 
lowest prostration and subjection ; in that posture I 
would always be looking to Jesus, viewing the fulness 
of the all-sufficiency which dwells in him: and when in 
that posture of soul, deeply sensible of my own no¬ 
thingness, and firmly believing his faithfulness, as well 
as fulness, I dare defy all the powers of darkness. 
Again, although I desire always to approach the^ 
throne of grace with lively actings of faith, and 
pleading the divine promises, yet I would appear, not 
in the character of a saint, but of a sinner ; and (as a 
friend of mine observes) there are two things in which 
I need not fear excess, in thinking humbly of myself, 
and highly of the Lord Jesus. I would approach him 
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as niy dread sovereign, and yet as my dearest friend, 
who hath loved me with everlasting love, and drawn me 
with everlasting kindness. Within this fortnight I have 
met with a severe trial in the death of a most dear and 
intimate friend, who has been as a sister to me ft'om my 
infancy ; but my comfort is, that I firmly believe she 
is gone to glory, and my loss is her gain. There can 
be little doubt that she was washed, sanctified, and 
justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of ouc God, as it evidently appeared both in her 
health and sickness. Although she was in the bloom 
of life, and God had given her such a portion of the 
good things of this world as might have attached her 
heart to it, yet did she wisely consider that this was not 
her rest, and looked beyond this transitory life to the 
world of spirits, where she was persuaded she must 
ere long appear before the judgment-seat of Christ, to 
receive the things done in the body, according to tliat 
she had done, whether it was good or bad. This aw¬ 
ful consideration led her to inquire into the nature, 
ground, and object of her hope, and through mercy 
she found it not only to be such as would administer 
comfort to her in a dying hour, but such as would give 
her confidence towards God in the great day of Christ’s 
appearing. When she was in health, she was often 
under doubts and fears with respect to her interest in 
Christ, the reality of her grace, and the truth of her 
conversion. But in the time of her sickness, the 
Lord was pleased to remove this burden, and to give 
her (as she told me) a settled and composed confidence 
in his pardoning love through Christ. Hence she was 
enabled to look upon death as a disarmed enemy, who 
had no power to hurt her, Christ Jesus the Captain of 
her salvation having given her the victory over him, 
through futh in his most precious blocKi, through 
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whicli she had redemption, even the forgiveness of 
her sins according to the riches of his grace. Happy 
souls, who, from a well grounded hope and confidence 
in the God of their salvation, can, when on tlie borders 
of eternity, look the king of terrors in the face, and 
say in the triumphant language of Scripture, ‘ I am 
persuaded that neither death nor life can separate us 
from the love of God which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.’ 
I was not present when my dear friend resigned her 
spirit into the hands of Jesus, but was with her not 
long before; the last words she spoke to me Avere,— 
‘ Pray for me that my faith fail notand taking me 
affectionately by the hand, rested her head on the 
j»illow, which lay on the table by her, (for she took 
not toller bed till just before she expired.) After this, 
I withdrew ahmist immediately, being greatly affected. 
Her last words were, ‘ Lord, let thy will be done 
in meand presently after she fell asleep in Christ, 
with a SAvect smile in her countenance. May our lat¬ 
ter end be like hers ! With regard to myself, I can¬ 
not say that I have been (juite Avell lately; but when 
consider my own deserts, I am amazed that the Lord 
deals so gently Avith me, and that the heavy rod of his 
displeasure has not long since fallen on so unprofitable 
a branch, with this dreadful sentence, ‘ Cut it down, 
why cumbereth it the groundBut grace is free, or 
it Avould not be grace. Here then will I set my foot— 
Grace is free, and comes by Jesus Christ; and ho saith, 
look unto me, and be ye saved. O for a steadfast faith 
on his infinite merits and glorious work. The believ¬ 
ing heart through the poAver of the Holy Ghost ap¬ 
plies them to itself, and fails not to reap every real 
advantage, both in time and through eternity. I can¬ 
not express how greatly I think myself indebted to 
you for the kind regard which you show me; I trust we 

B 
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have established a friendship upon such solid founda¬ 
tions as can never be overthrown. Our meeting again 
in this world is very uncertain ; God only knows if it 
will ever be : but, through grace, the time will come, 
when we shall meet to part no more ; when a period 
shall be put to all our worldly troubles, and we shall 
join the heavenly host, who are day and night singing 
praises to the Lamb who redeemed them by liis blood. 
Before I conclude, I must beg leave to offer you, my 
dear friend, a word or two of advice, which you may 
find useful in your Christian course, of which' expe¬ 
rience has taught me the necessity. Be earnest and 
diligent in prayer, and however backward you may at 
times find yourself to be to this exercise, yet never 
give way to sloth or listlessness; but if you find your 
heart cold and dead, pray, (as was Luther’s custom), 
till it be warmed and enlivened. Never rest satisfied 
with the mere performance of this duty, but always 
seek to maintain that communion with God in it, with¬ 
out which it will be dry and unprofitable, and perhaps 
nothing better than lip labour. Be diligent also in 
reading the word of God, and supplicate that Spirit 
which inspired it to be your teacher, to lead you into 
all truth, and to enlighten your understanding, that 
you may see the wondrous things of his law. Avoid, 
as much as your situation will allow, whatever may be 
destructive of a holy, lively, and spiritual frame of 
mind, such as vain company and unprofitable dis¬ 
course, which greatly tend to injure and impair the 
life of God in the soul. I would also beg leave to 
caution you against the unprofitable walk of profes¬ 
sors. Let us always remember, that there is a great 
and a wide difference between knowledge in the head 
and grace in the heart. -Beware, my dear Madam, 
that you are not encouraged to go beyond your Chris- 
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tian liberty in any matter, because you see others do 
so ; but whilst you copy their graces, be very careful 
not to stumble by their falls, or be led aside by their 
infirmities. I am in a particular manner bound to 
repeat this caution to you, from a consciousness, that 
my example before you has not been such as bccometh 
the gospel; but be assured, that the reflection of my 
undutifulness affords me constant matter of humilia¬ 
tion, and that it is the earnest desire of my heart to be 
.daily more and more conformed to the imag'^ of Christ, 
and more and more meet to be a partaker of the in¬ 
heritance t)f the saints in light. As the directions 
here suggested are diametrically opposite to the prin¬ 
ciples and practices i)f a w'orld lying in wickedness, it 
will be no wonder if your adherence to them should 
bring upon you reproach and opposition from those 
who are yet in a state of blindness and alienation from 
God, whether they be totally careless or outwardly 
decent. There cannot be conceived any two things so 
contrary, as the Spirit of Christ which dwells in all true 
lielievers, and the spirit of Satan which dwells in all 
the children of disobedience. ‘ If ye were of the 
world,’ says our Lord, ‘ the world would love his 
own ; but because ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth 
you but be of gtx>d cheer, he who spoke these words 
tells you likewise, that he has ‘ overcome the world.’ 
If we would have Christ, we must have his cross also; 
and if we suffer with him, we shall likewise reign with 
him.” 

[Aged 24.] The only place of public reli^ous in¬ 
struction to which Lady Glenorchy had at this time 
access, wi« the parish church of Kenmore. But then 
the service was chiefly conducted in the Gaelic Ian- 
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guBge, which she did not understand, there being 
only one short sermon delivered in English. Nei¬ 
ther had she any friend but Miss Hill who could aid 
her; she of course was obliged to apply to her, to 
solve her inquiries and her difficulties. In answer to 
a letter conveying intimation of these. Miss Hill thus 
wrote.— 


« October 1st, 1765. 

“ I begSin to entertain many anxious and uneasy 
thoughts respecting you, and am most truly concerned 
to find that my apprehensions were but too well ground¬ 
ed, and that you have been so much worse. But thanks, 
all thanks be to the Great Physician, who has again 
been merciful to my dear friend ! His name is Wonder¬ 
ful. None is like him. His skill and power are beyond 
comparison. There is no disease which he cannot cure. 
There are none so poor whom he is not willing to heal. 
No one ever applied to him, even in the most desperate 
case, and perished. Indeed, how can they ? For his 
name is Jesus, his nature is love ! Love all mighty tti 
save his people, and that from the first moment of 
their conversion to the last moment of their lives, even 
to the endless ages of etennty. He is and ever will 
be our Saviour, to keep us from all evil, and to bless 
us at all times with every good. Your letter seems to 
be written on -purpose to humble me. I be your mo¬ 
nitor ! O, my dear friend, what an unworthy object 
have you employed ! Conscious of my own demerit, 
my pen is ready to shrink back, lest it should do in¬ 
justice to the cause which it wishes to promote. Yet 
encouraged by the hope that God often makes use of 
the weakest instruments for the greatest ends, I pre¬ 
sume to offer you all the assistance in my power to¬ 
wards your progress in the road to Zion. And for 
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this end I know of nothing more useful than a deep 
impression of the importance of salvation, to which 
every circumstance of human life ought to l)e subser¬ 
vient. We must consider that the same omniscient 
eye is over our thoughts, views, affections, frames, lan¬ 
guage, and behaviour, as well whilst we are conversant 
with the common affairs of life, as when we are engag¬ 
ed in public ordinances or in our closet. This consi¬ 
deration, wlnm allowed its full effect, will make every 
thing serve as a fresh gale to waft us fo^ard to our 
desired harbour. AV''e must likewise remember, that 
every religious duty is performed in the presence of a 
heart-.scarching Gotl, who jices the inmost recesses of 
our soids. It will be therefore necessary, indispensa¬ 
bly necessary, for us, by previous nieditation, to endea¬ 
vour to obtain a lively sense of the infinite perfection.s 
of that God before whose throne we w'ould appear, 
keeping our hearts as free as possible from deadness, 
coldness, or wandering thoughts, and habitually striv¬ 
ing to maintain a devout and S 2 )iritual frame of mind. 
We should approach God with an abasing sense of our 
sinfulness both by nature and pratitice, and with earnest 
imp<irtunity for the assistance of his grace and Spirit; 
and though we come self-loathed and self-condemned, 
yet we must not dishonour God so far as to appear 
before him -with a distrustful dread; but, sensible of, 
our own misery and want, we should with faith and 
dependance plead the merits of a crucified Jesus, and 
the riches of his boundless grace. We should fre¬ 
quently ask ourselves, if we arc fit to die .•* This is a 
question of the utmost importance, and should at once 
excite us diligently to flee from the wrath to come, 
and animate our love and gratitude to God, and our 
zeal for his service, in hope of the glory to be revealed. 
Before retiring to rest, we should constantly recollect. 
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the business done, the duties performed, the mercies 
received, the frames of soul experienced, the dispensa¬ 
tions of Providence allotted, with the sins of omission 
and commisaon of the past day. By this means we 
may always see ourselves as in a glass, and observe 
what proficiency we make in the school of Christ. 
Whatever wc do, let faith in the Son of God be kept 
in constant exercise, and run through every duty. 
‘ For this is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith.’—‘ Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of thin^ not seen.’ This uni¬ 
form attention to the actings of faith will make us keep 
the mark for the prize of our high calling constantly 
in our view. Let us moreot’cr ever remember, that 
all our expectations of pardon, sanctification, and sav¬ 
ing mercy, must be derived from Christ, the fountmn 
opened for sin and for uncleanness, who is our hope, 
the hope of Israel, and the Saviour thereof. Whatever 
corruptions we see in ourselves, let us lay them aU at 
the foot of the cross; for he who was suspended on 
that accursed tree has borne our griefs and carried 
our sorrows, and with his stripes we arc healed. How 
amazing are the transactions of redeeming love ! Our 
hearts must be dead indeed, if we arc not quickened by 
the ajntcmplation of it. We shall, I believe, always 
find our souls enlivened, our graces invigorated, and 
our affections spiritualized, in proportion to our hum¬ 
ble, steady, cheerful depends nee on Christ, our blessed 
surety, for all those supplies of which we stand in need. 
In holy writ, the Hedeemer is styled the Lord our 
Righteousness. What a tre^ure is there in that epi¬ 
thet ! O, my dear friend, I desire to rest satisfied, and 
to stand complete in the righteousness which is of God 
by faith. View it, I entreat you, incessantly, and par¬ 
ticularly under deep afflictions and discouragements; 
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fix your soul in the lowest abasement at the foot of the 
cross, and at all events dare to cry, ‘ O, my Saviour, 
who hung, and who bled, and who died upon it; my 
wisdom, my righteousness, my sanctification, my all in 
fill, in thee do I trust 1’ Blessed be God, however 
variable we may be in our spiritual frames, affections, 
or dispositions of soul, yet Christ is the same to-day, 
yesterday, and for ever, and may be safely trusted. 
All he has done—all he has sufiered—all he is now 
doing, is in behalf of the believer ; and ^therefore, al¬ 
though we walk in darkness, and see no light, though 
we even walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, yet may we trust in the name of the Lord, and 
stay ourselves upon our God. His people may seem 
to suffer the same things as others do, but lie wonder¬ 
fully supjKirts them, sanctifies their sufferings, and 
changes their very nature, so that they come from 
love, and taste of love. All their crosses arc marked 
with love. In the hour of affliction, his language is, 
“ I will be with thee in trouble.’ When confficting 
witli the great enemy, listen to his declaration, ‘ Stand 
still, and see the salvation of God.’ When visited 
with sickness, hearken to his promise, ‘ I wUl make 
thy bed in thy sickness.’ When oppressed with po¬ 
verty, his cheering voice proclaims, ‘ I know thy po¬ 
verty, but thou art rich.’ When ready to faint under 
losses and bereavements, this is his language, ‘ I am 
thy shield and great reward.’ Even at the approach 
of death, the voice from the excellent glory declares, 
‘ He that believeth in me shall never die.’ And to’ 
complete tl^c bliss, even when standing at the judg¬ 
ment-seat, the divine Redeemer says to all his believ- 
ing people, ‘ Lift up your heads with joy, for now 
your redemption draweth nigh.’ In all these cases of 
distress, ever remember that he acts as Jesus, and saves 
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from them ail; not indeed from their approach, but 
most certainly from their injurious effects. They 
come, but it is for good; he permits the disease to 
seize on them, that he may show his almighty power 
to heal. He suffers his children to be put into the 
burning fiery furnace, to show that fire can have no 
power over them, nay, that the very smell of it cannot 
pass even upon the garments of those who are under his 
keeping. O what a friend is this ! Surely there can 
be none like him ! Such a friend, and better and 
greater far, you may, and, I doubt not, shall find him, 
as your faith increases, and your dependance u])on 
him becomes more habitual. He is every thing to 
his people which they can desire; a propitiation 
for their sins, light in darkness, life in death, the 
way whermn they must walk, the door by which they 
must enter, and the garment which tliey must put on. 
So says the infallible word of God, that word whi<!h I 
would recommend to my dear friend to make her study 
as much as her health would admit. In that word are 
truths pure and umnixed,—truths without the least 
taint of error,—the infallible and perfect will of God 
itself. Treasure it up, then, in your memory ; learn it 
well, and inwardly digest it; you will find it as neces¬ 
sary to your s£>ul as food is to your Itody ; thcrcft>re 
feed upon it, and nourish your soul with it. As you 
say, that you arc sometimes under the necessity of be¬ 
ing in vain company, which doubtless must be burden¬ 
some to a soul in pursuit of higher gratifications and 
more substantial pleasures, allow me to request of you 
to examine your heart as follows ;—Am I willing that 
those I at any time converse mth sdiould know that it 
is my determined resolution to work out my salvation 
with fear and trembling ? Am I willing to risk my re¬ 
putation so far as not to be ashamed to be thought 
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more serious than the world around me ? Have I 
given proof of this when in the company of those who 
are otherwise disposed ? Have I had courage to think, 
to speak, and to act, in opposition to their opinions and 
practices; and have I done so when necessary, upon 
the very sptJt i '—There is nothing in this age which can 
so much evidence the determination of our wills for 
God, as such a conduct in the world; and much need 
have we, especially in times like the present, of the 
assistance of the Holy S})irit, to enlighten our minds, 
to keep open our eyes, and to confirm our hearts in 
such a resolution; but we shall not fall if we pray as 
we ought, and seek for greater humiliation under a 
sense of past miscarriages. I received, the other day, 
ail account of the experience of a young person on her 
<leath-bcd, which, as it is both comfortable and en¬ 
couraging, I shall insert without apology.—* My 
mind,’ said she, ‘ has been kept in perfect peace and 
cornpisure, intermixed sometimes w’ith lively views of 
the glory that is to lie revealed. I have no doubts, 
nor any fears of death ; I am happy. I beg you to 
press on, and not to faint by any means. I can assure 
you that you shall be well recompensed; the reward 
is present as well future. I would not part with the 
knowledge which I have of Go<l in Jesus Christ, for 
ten thousand w'orlds; I only lament that I have done 
no more for the glory of G(xl, and lived no more to 
promote it. Beg all to pray for me that I may wait 
the Lord’s time, and glorify him by a patient submis¬ 
sion, as becomes a humble penitent sinner under the 
chastening of an Almighty God, and most merciful 
Father in Christ. I have been taken out of bed but 
once this fortnight. My disease is worse, attended 
with mo.st violent pain, and such excessive thirst as i.s 
almost insu]>portablc. I am passing a time of the 
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greatest trial; but Satan is kept under. I have peace, 
hope, and joy beyond expression; but I still find my¬ 
self a corrupted creature, and have the greatest reason 
to cry with my latest breath, God be merciful to me a 
sinner ! I have no wish to return to life again, but I 
derire to wait God’s time with patiene-e.? 

“ In this young person’s happy death, we receive a 
testimony of the power and grace of the Redeemer. 
It is a peculiar blessing, my dear friend, that you are 
resigned to his will, and that you can see that the sting 
of death is removed. O may all w'ho suffer by your 
illness be equally submissive, and not the worse but 
the better for the cross ! I am and shall be earnest at 
the throne of grace on your behalf, that the Lord may 
pour out upon you the influences of his Holy Spirit, 
that what he calls you to, he may fit you for ; but you 
have a better intercessor than I am, whom the Father 
heareth always. Now our Lord Jesus Christ himself, 
and God, even our Father, be your sup{x)rt under, 
and do you good by this disjx'nsation. Believe me to 
be, more than I can express, your sincere and affec¬ 
tionate friend.” 


The family usually left Taymouth at the close of the 
autumn. This year, it would seem, they had taken 
their. departure sooner, for Lady Glenorchy was in 
London early in October. This probably was intend¬ 
ed by her friends to divert her mind from those seri¬ 
ous subjects which occupied it. Aware of the danger 
attending this return to the seat and centre of dissipa¬ 
tion, she had made up her mind to resist it, and had 
informed Miss Hill of her determination. In this re¬ 
solution her friend endeavoured to confirm her, by ad- 
dressing to her the following letter. 
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“ October 14, 1765. 

As my brother goes through London, I cannot 
omit writing you a few lines by him, and sending you 
some tracts, which I trust may be of use to you in 
your present resolution of seeking our blessed Jesus, 
and of being no more conformed to this vain world. 
Although I am most deeply affected by your illness, I 
cannot but rejoice in the happy change produced on 
your mind. O my dear friend, what abundant cause 
of thankfulness and rejoicing have you, ihat God has 
thus brought you to himself—that he has shown you 
the nothingness of every creature comfort, and enabled 
you to seek happiness where alone it is to be found, 
before you are called home, to be no more in the 
world. The power of the Redeemer's grace now 
makes you look \ipon the salvation of your soul as the 
one thing needful; and instead of attempting to feed 
your mind with the emptiness of worldly amusements, 
enables you to see his power and his glory in the 
sanctuary, and to look forward towards eternity with 
a hope full of a glorious immortality. This change 
has been wrought by the finger of God, and even in 
its lowest degree is to be thankfully acknowledged and 
remembered in every dejection of mind which, through 
the force of your distemper, may surprise you. I 
trust you will always be enabled to recollect and to 
say with comfort, ‘ Remember, O Lord, thy gracious 
word unto thy servant, wherein thou hast caused him 
to hope.' May your soul, my dear friend, rejoice, 
more and more in an experimental sense of commu¬ 
nion with the blessed Jesus, and in the sensible mani¬ 
festations of his love and favour! O how far prefer¬ 
able is this to the vain, false, momentary, unsatisfac¬ 
tory toys on which the children of this world fix their 
.dehided hearts. The worldling, it is true, sees no 
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excellency, no form nor comeliness in the Lord Jesus 
wherefore he should be desired, as if there was no 
more in the knowledge of Christ the Saviour than in 
the knowledge of the world, its vanities and pursuits. 
Glory, glory be to rich grace, that has taken the 
dark scales from off our eyes, and enables us to call 
Christ our Beloved and our Friend, the cI)oice, the 
rest, the life, and the joy of our souls, our all in all, 
in whom we both wish to live and die. In him all 
fulness dwells, and he has it for the express purpose 
of dispensing it liberally. This is the fulness of a 
fountain ever flowing, yet ever full; and, therefore, 
none ever applied to it in good earnest and was disap¬ 
pointed. O may we never dishonour the profession 
we make by any sinful worldly compliances, which 
may at once destroy Iwth our communion with Got! 
and our peace of conscience. The fears you men¬ 
tion, of returning to a life of vanity, if it please God to 
continue you much longer in the world, are an evi¬ 
dence of your progress in the divine life, and that you 
have been effectually brought out of the captivity of 
Satan, into the glorious liberty of the children of God. 
How much do I feel myself attatched to you, to whom 
I perceive the Lord is manifesting himself, and whom 
I trust he is sealing unto the day of final redemption ! 
So long as you keep the importance <)f salvation in 
view, looking at Christ as your only satisfying good, 
your only enriching treasure, and relying on him for 
.strength, you will no doubt be kept from falling; you 
have God’s promise on your side, which cannot fail: 

‘ When thou passest through the waters, I will be 
with thee ; and through the rivers, they shall not over¬ 
flow thee: when thou walkest through the fire, thou 
shall not be burnt, neither shall the flame kindle upon 
thee. For I am the Lord thy God, the Holy One of 
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Israel, thy Saviour.’—‘ Cast thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee.’ I am glad that you 
examine strictly into your own heart. May the Lord 
enable us to approve ourselves to him, and to strive 
Inost vigorously against all unhallowed inclinations, 
those sources of actual transgression wherewith we 
more or less tiffend God continually, both in heart 
and life! To the care and protection of God I now 
heartily commend you. May his blessing follow you, 
and if it is his good pleasure, may you be restored to 
health ; at all events, may you be conducted safe to 
the desired haven of eternal rest and bliss! So prays 
your sincere friend.” 
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CHAPTER III. 

The doctrines of forgiveness by the SBcrifice of Christ, of justification by 
his righteousness, and of regeneration by the Spirit, were at this time 
revived and preached in England—They occupy the attention of Lady 
Glenorchy—A^s Hill writes her opinion of them—Amidst die follies 
of liondon and Bath, l^dy Glenorchy determines to resist them— 
And, in a letter. Miss Hill expresses her satisfaction at the determina¬ 
tion. 

Fkom the time of Uu- Reformation to that of the Re¬ 
storation, the scripture doctrines of the free fttrgiveness 
of sins by the sacrifice of Christ, of justificati«)n by his 
righteousness, and <»f i-egeneration }>y the operations 
of the Holy Ghost, tvert' very generally taught through¬ 
out all England. After the Restoration, however, they 
became too generally neglected and forgotten. So 
much indeed was this the case, that wlten they were 
preached by the regular clergy, Hervey, Romaine, 
and a few others, from their pulpits, and by the irre¬ 
gular clergy, Whitfield and Wesley, and their follow¬ 
ers, in tlie streets and fields, there was a general com¬ 
motion excited throughout the whole land, as if some 
new, and strange, and pernicious tenets had been in¬ 
troduced. About tliis time these topics became very 
■frequently not only the subjects of controversy from 
the pulpit and the press, but the subjects also of con¬ 
versation among professing Cliristians, and were con¬ 
demned or applauded by them, according to the differ¬ 
ent views which had been formed of their nature and 
importance. Among others. Lady Glenorchy had her 
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attention turned to them, and, as might naturally have 
been expected, was anxious to have the opinion of her 
friend Miss Hill upon them. This Miss Hill gave, in 
her usual frank and kind manner, as follows:— 

“ November 16,1765, 

“ My heart and thoughts, my very dear friend, 
have been much with you during your journey ; and 
were it not for the reflection that you have a merciful 
God, whose watchful eye is ever overyou^ to keep you 
from all evil, ray uneasiness on your account would 
have been abundantly heightened, as in your last letter 
you mention being afflicted with great doubts and ter¬ 
rors. This is far from being an uncommon com¬ 
plaint ; and I believe there are few truly brought out 
of the captivity ol’ -in atul F i.ai, *vIio have not at 
times experienced the .same or similar distress. When 
this great adversary sees his kingdom likely to be over¬ 
thrown in the heart of any one, he never fails, either 
by force or fraud, to attempt to regain it. Hut the 
Lord Jesus Christ, tlie great (Captain of their salva¬ 
tion, ever has, and ever shall most undoubtedly enable 
them to come off more than conquerors. With re¬ 
spect to the doctrine of the new birth, on which you 
ask my opinion, it is jiLainly taught by our Lord in 
his discourse to Nicodemus, when he says, ‘ Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.’ The sinner, in his natural state, has unques¬ 
tionably in God, life, motion, and animal being; but 
he is not conscious of his presence, and is an entire 
stranger to those influences of the Holy Spirit which 
nourish the divine life in the new creature. The 
things of God which arc so continually present to the 
souls of the children of God, make no impression on 
his mind. God speaketh to him by his word and his 
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providences; he caileth him, but he heareth not his 
voice. Christ offers himself to him as the bread from 
heaven, but he tastes not hovir good the Lord is. God 
would manifest himself to him, but the eyes of his un¬ 
derstanding ai*c so darkened, that he cannot discover 
him. He is, in fact, as the apostle Paul expresses it, 
‘ alienated from tlie life of God through the ignorance 
which is in him.’ He may, however, at times have 
some serious thoughts and affections; he may occa¬ 
sionally feel ^ some good desires, and make some faint 
efforts to turn to God ; but his heart being yet attach¬ 
ed to this world, his spiritual senses not bi;iiig yet ex¬ 
ercised, he is not able to behold the Sun of Right¬ 
eousness, for he is not yet born of God. Whatever 
peculiar circumstances may attend such a change as 
is implied in being born again, there is every reason 
to believe that none can have truly experienced it, 
and yet remain entirely ignorant that such a change 
has been effected. The .sinner, in fact, is no sooner 
born of God, than he feels the presence of God, 
and becomes capable of discerning spiritual objects. 
God no longer calls to him in vain; he hears, ho 
knows the voice of God, he draws near to God, he 
tastes the good word of God, and the joys of the 
world to come. In short, his spiritual senses are 
all in action ; the veil is taken oflT from his eyes ; the 
things of the Spirit of God are no longer foolish¬ 
ness to him; he receives them, he comprehends 
them; he feels the peace which passeth all under- 
* standing; the love of God is shed abroad in his 
heart; and living in love, and knowing that God is 
love, he knows also that he is born of God, and that 
he dwelleth in God, and God in him. Having sug¬ 
gested these few hints respecting the doctrine of rege¬ 
neration, I shall now proceed to say a word or two. 
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which may, by the blessing of God, bo of use to you 
towards repelling those fiery darts with w'hich Satan fre¬ 
quently attacks believers, bringing them under doubts 
and fears respecting their interest in Christ, and the 
ftality of their regeneration. The great deceiver 
(who, like a roaring lion, goeth about seeking whom 
he may devour,) may possibly take advantage of the 
weakness of your body, and thereby bring you under 
many distressing fears. But, my dear friend, the God 
of trutli has declared, that he cannot hur^ you ; ‘ for 
in that Christ himself hath suffered, being tempted, he 
is able to succour them that are tempted.’ Keep this 
text <‘onstaiitly in yt)ur view; I know of none more 
strengthening or comforting; it has often been blessed 
to me in like circumstances. Our dear Redeemer, in 
his sufferings, seemed to be cast off by his Father, 
when, in bitter agony, be cried out, ‘ My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me ?’ And yet, even then, 
he obtained a glorious victory over the powers of 
darkness. The Israel of God, his s])iritual children, 
through him, likewise, are more than conquerors, al¬ 
though they may sometimes be tempted to think that 
God has cast them off, and suffer most severely by 
jiarticular conflicts. God, however, is in these circum¬ 
stances often most near to them, and thus exercises 
the strength of their love towards him, and tries their 
faith and patience. A lively faith in the divine pro¬ 
mises will convince us, not only that the God of Peace 
shall bruise Satan under our feet shortly, but that it is 
also the Father’s good pleasure to give us the king¬ 
dom. When, tlierefore, my dear friend, you feel the 
force of temptation, and you arc assaulted with doubts, 
fears, and terrors, (than which nothing can be more 
burdensome to a real Christian,) do not fail to exercise 

faith on the Son of God ; consider his triumphs on the 

c 
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cross; and remember, that all he did, and all he suf¬ 
fered, were for ycm. Lay hold on him as your only 
and all-sufficient Saviour, then shall he be to you, as 
Isaiab expresses it, chap, xxxii. v. 2. ‘ As an hiding- 

place from the wind, and a covert from the tempest; 
as rivers of water in a dry place ; as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land.' When Christians are dis¬ 
tressed with convictions of sin, as David was, or ^fa¬ 
tigued with the troubles of this world, as Elijah, they 
find that in,Christ, in his undertaking, his promises, 
and his consolations, which revives them, and keeps 
them from fainting; they wlio ai’e weary and heavy 
laden, do indeed find rest in Christ. All the precious 
privileges of the new covenant are purchased by his 
blood, and communicated by his Spirit. How sweet 
are the promises to a believing soul! How delightful 
the knowledge of pardon, tlie assurance of God’s love, 
the joys of the Holy Ghost, the hopes of eternal life, 
and the present earnests and foretastes of it, to those 
who have their spiritual senses exercised. If the plea¬ 
sures of sin are hateful to us, divine consolations will 
be sweet to our taste, sweeter than honey and the 
honey-comb. Now if Satan attempt to destroy your 
comfort, by suggesting that you must do so and so, 
and be this and be that, repel his temptation, by calling 
to your remembrance, that Christ has paid the whole 
debt, even to the uttermost farthing; and that in him 
you have a fulness of pardon, peace, wisdom, strength, 
righteousness, and salvation, all treasured up for you. 
O blessed free grace of God ! O blessed be his name, 
for Jesus Christ! What a gift! and for leftom ? for 
sinners ! for me and for you, my dear dear friend, to 
whom I am now writing. Wliat says the everlasting 
God ? Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved. Can God lie ? Can we have a bet- 
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ter fourulatiun to build upuu than hii^ pruniise and 
oath ? O tlien, may we ever cast all our burden 
jipon the Lord, seeing we are thus encouraged, and 
incited to do so, and lean on the beloved of our 
souls, and upon the jiromises of God in him. This 
will hear us up under all troubles, and fortify us against 
all temptations, for the Lord Jesus is our strength and 
our Redeemer. You complain of weakness, see then 
in whom you have sti'ength, strength sufficient for you 
in every time of need; for, saith the Scripture, ‘ As 
thy day is, so shall thy strength be. God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation also make a way to 
e.scapc, that ye may be able to bear it.’ My dear 
friend, lay up these gracious words of promise in your 
heart as your richest treasure, and confide in tliem as 
your surest support, counting nothing so certain as 
what God has said. While his children can live upon 
this fixed dependance on the Saviour's grace, all things 
shall work together for their good. The abiding sense 
of our own weakness will keep us dependant upon Jesus, 
and atixious to receive out of his fulness, so that the 
more we £ 1 * 0 ! of our utter helplessness, the stronger 
we shall grow, because wo shall live more upon him; 
which illustrates that seeming pai'adox of the apostle’s, 
^ When I am weak, then I am strongwhen I am 
most sensible of my own weakness, then am I strong 
in the Lord ; his strength is then perfected in me. Ac¬ 
cording to the express testimony of the Scriptures, it is 
faith that brings peace and resignation to the soul; 
* Being justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.’ And again, ‘ Thou 
shalt keep him in perfect peace whose mind is stayed 
on thee, because he ti’ustetli in thee.’ The conscience 
being first awakened to see its own defilement, and 
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afterwards pacified by an application of the blood of 
sprinkling) attains a sweet composure; and resting on 
the faithfulness of the Redeemer, and the all-sufficiency, 
of his undertaking, is confident that all things shall 
work together for good to those who love God, and arc 
the called according to his purpose. This considera¬ 
tion makes it the desire of the Christian’s heart, that 
the will of God may be done in him, and by him ; and 
therefore, under the most distressing circumstances and 
sharpest sufferings of body or mind, lie can say, ‘ not < 
my will, but thine be done.’ Moreover, the soul thu.s 
brought out of its natural darkness into the marvellous 
light of the Gospel, sees an aniiableness and an excel¬ 
lency in Christ Jesus, of which before it knew nothing. 
Onc.e the man could look ujxm the blessed Redeemer 
as having no form nor comeliness that he should de¬ 
sire him ; but now he sees him to be altogether lovely, 
the chief among ten thousands, full of grace and truth. 
Having now obtained the jirecious faith of God’s 
elect, Jesus is become precious to his soul; for saith the 
Apostle Peter, ‘ Unto you ivhich believe, he is pre¬ 
cious.’ Time was when this poor perishing world, and 
its riches, honours, or pleasures, engrossed his affec¬ 
tions ; but the bent of his heart being now changed, he 
seeks only the unsearchable riches of Christ, the ho¬ 
nour which Cometh from God, and those pleasures 
which arc at his right hand for evermore. Time was 
when his own will was his rule, and the commandments, 
ordinances, and people of God, were irksome to him 
and unwelcome; but now, being born from above, 
and passed from death to life, it is the desire of his 
heart to be guided by the word and Spirit of God ; he 
counts his commandments no longer grievous, but a 
light and easy yoke; he .says of the ordinances, ‘ It is 
good for nic to be hereand his delight is in tlie saints. 
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who in his estimate arc the excc^lleut ones of the earth. 
These things, my dear friend, I am convinced you now 
know by happy experience; and most certain it is, that 
•if you do know them in truth, flesh and blood hath 
n5t revealed tliem unto you, ‘ For the natural man rc- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of God, neitlier can 
he know them, because they are spiritually discerned 
and human nature can rise no higher than its source; 
but tlie anointing which you .Jiavo received of God 
abidelh in you, and shall teach you all things. Al¬ 
though, however, it has pleased the ILord to reveal 
himself in you, you must be earnest in prayer for fresh 
supjilics of knowledge, faith, grace, and strength; and 
you have all possible encouragement to be so, since (as 
I observed before) in Christ all fulness dwells, and out 
of thfit fulness we receive grace for grace. JLearn then 
to guard against self-dependance, and to live more 
upon Christ. Resign yourself to him in all his offices, 
as a l*roj)het to teach you, a Priest to make atonement 
and intercession for you, and a King to rule over you 
and in y'ou. View him also in his 2 iasU)ral office, in 
the character of a shcjdierd, ‘ the good Shepherd who 
gave hi.s life for the .sheej}.’ Consider his w^atchful- 
ness aixd care of his little chosen flock, that ‘ little 
fl(jck to whom it is the Father’s good jdeasure to give 
the kingdtjin,’ and of whom he himself says, that 
‘ none shall ^iluck them out of his hand.’ O my dear 
fellow-traveller in the road to Zum, how are we bound 
to magnify and adore the good Shepherd, when we 
remember how that, when we like sheep had gone 
a.stray', he sought vjs and brought us back by the cords 
of love, and when we were wandering farther and far¬ 
ther from his fold, made us * hear his voice and fol¬ 
low him.’ O this indeed is love which passeth know¬ 
ledge ! May it All our hearts with gratitude, and our 
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lips with praise 1 May it constrain us to live more to 
him who died for us, and to grow more and more in 
conformity to his blessed image ! that so we may adorn 
the doctrine of God our Saviour in ail things, and by 
well-doing put to silence the ignorance of foolish men, 
who would falsely accuse our good conversation in 
Christ. But I tire you, and engross too much of your 
time by the length of my letters. You will, I know, 
however, pardon the fi^eedom with which I write, for 
with shame ^d sorrow I confess, that I am a miserable 
proficient in the school of Christ, and have great need 
myself to be taught. I love indeed to think, talk, and 
write of the blessed Jesus; my sinful stiul seems re¬ 
freshed when I meditate on the glories which compcKse 
Iiis name. But O, how dark, how ignorant am I ! 
how little, how exceedingly little do I know of him ! 
O thou light of the world, enlighten my soul, teach 
me to know more of thy infinite and unsearchable 
riches, tliat I may love thee witli increasing ardour, 
and serve thee with growing zeal, till thou bringest me 
to glory ! Since I wrote the above, I have been very 
ill, but I thank God that I am now better. In the 
midst of my pain, I felt a sweet composure, and ex¬ 
perienced a hope that God was my reconciled Father 
in Christ. When I looked at myself, the sight fright¬ 
ened me, for I saw nothing but a black catalogue of 
actual sins arising fK)ni the impure fountain of my cor¬ 
rupt nature; but in looking at Jesus, how was the view 
changed ! I was enabled to sec every sin blotted out 
by his precious blood, and that the law, as a covenant 
in its utmost rigour, could have mi demands agmnst 
me. In general, I find it the hardest thing in the 
world to believe this; a certain legal self-righteous 
spirit cleaves to me, and I am looking for that in my¬ 
self which I can never find but in my blessed Surety. 
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It is this that obstructs the actings of faith, and pre¬ 
vents us from submitting to the righteousness which is 
of God. I thought much of you, my beloved friend, 
and even almost wished that I could bear your sick¬ 
ness for you ; but this was not a proper submission to 
the will of Him ‘ who orders all things well,’ and thm 
visits you for the good of your immortal soul. I de¬ 
dicate part of every day to pray to God for your rc- 
cov<;ry, and for your increase in grace, strength, faitli, 
and holiness, so that you may come out of the furnace 
of affliction, refined as gold purified in the fire, and be 
made more and more meet for an inheritance amongst 
the saints in light. May the Lord vouchsafe an an¬ 
swer to my petitions! Sometimes the consideration 
of my great unworthiness would draw me back from 
the throne of grace ; but I am encouraged by the re¬ 
flection, that it is God’s command that we should make 
our i-equests known to him, and that I shall be heard, 
not because I am worthy, but in virtue of the merits 
of my Redeemer. O what a privilege is it, that the 
God of heaven allows poor sinful worms to pour out 
their complaints before him ! What an ease to an op¬ 
pressed heart to breathe its wishes, and confess its fears, 
and tell its griefs to a loving Father, whose ears are 
ojHjn to the humblest prayer! O that the time spent 
in this heavenly exercise may be more and more de¬ 
lightful to me, and not to me only, but to all who love 
the Lord Jesus in sincerity ! I fear our prospect of 
meeting again is very distant; perhaps it may not be 
permitted us in this life; but we may, I trust, hope for 
a far happier meeting, where sickness, pain, disappoint¬ 
ments, and sin, (the woeful cause of them and of every 
other evil), shall be no more!—Blessed existence! May 
God vouchsafe to bring us, together with the whole 
Israel of God, to the haven of everlasting peace and 
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rest, even to the eternal state of holiness and bliss, 
through the merits and intercession of our dear Re¬ 
deemer ! Help me with your prayers, ray dear friend, 
to the end that I may be enabled to experience in my 
own soul, what I most sincerely recoraraend to you, 
and most earnestly pray for you.” 

Lady Glenorchy passed this winter in London and 
Bath, where every means had been employed to induce 
her to return to the disripated world. Her judgment 
and her conscience, however, were decidedly against it; 
and neither severity nor art, both of which were put 
in practice, could divert her from her purpose. In 
this steadfastness Miss Hill rejoiced, and thus express¬ 
ed the pleasure which she felt. 


“ Jemuary 17,1766. 

“ I was last night made happy by the receipt of 
your kind letter, which I perused with uncommon in¬ 
terest and feeling. Greatly did I rejoice to find that 
there is any amendment in your bodily health, and 
above aU, that you have once more through grace 
conquered the snares which Satan had industriously 
laid to seduce you again into the world'—a world, 
friendship with which, the Scriptures declare, is enmity 
with God. It is truly amazing that so many people, 
professing to believe the Bible, should count it an act 
of prudence and good sense to cultivate, in the manner 
they do, the esteem and friendship of this vain and 
foolish world. Such persons certainly forget that 
there is no precept in Scripture laid down with more 
express authority than this, ‘ Be not conformed to 
this world, but be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind nor than this, ‘ Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world. If any man 
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love the world, the love of the Father is not in him.' 
How does it happen then that so many love the world, 
and yet rcmmn perfectly at ease with respect to the 
state of their souls ? I can attribute this to nothing but 
to the fatal blindness and desperate deccitfulness of the 
Jieart, and to the temptations of Satan, the father of 
lies. This arch deceiver is ever persuading us to 
think, and to live, and to act in direct opposition to 
the sacred oracles of truth, in some point or other; 
well aware that as long’ as we are the willing servants 
of any known sin, so long arc we his ; as the Apostle 
emphatically expresses it, ‘ Know ye not that to whom 
yc yield yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye are 
to whom ye obey ?' It is because the god of this world 
hath blinded tlieir eyes, that worldly people are so con¬ 
tented and satisfied with themselves ; and hence it is 
that the religion of the heart is so much despised 
amongst us, anil tliat engaging in the round of cere¬ 
monies and formal services pas.ses for the whole of re¬ 
ligion. The Gosjx'l, however, is the power of God 
unto salvation ; and when its influence is truly felt, it 
purifies the heart, sets it upon Gixl, and is as incon¬ 
sistent with the love of this vain world, as light is with 
darkne.ss. This accounts at once for all the opposition 
which has been raised against it. The Lord says, ‘ Son, 
give me thine heartand when the heart, deeply affect¬ 
ed with the love of the Redeemer, yields itself up to God, 
Satan has no more place there : this he well knows, and 
therefore stirs up the enmity of the world to use its 
utmost efforts to shake the pillars of the kingdom of 
(xod within the soul. This is evidently the cause why 
inward vital religion is so much rejected and despised, 
and why that dull, stupid, inefficacious lip-labour, in 
which worldly peojile are so fontl of trusting, passes 
current amongst us. O that God may open the eyes 
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of all who are thus deluded, and show them that no¬ 
thing but the love of God in the heart can avail before 
him, and that every thing else is false and counterfeit! 
O may God then, my very dear friend, by his Spirit 
shed abroad his love in our hearts, and cause us to live 
more and more under its holy and heavenly influence ! 
Happy they who, like Mary, have chosen that good 
part, wliich sliall not be taken away from them ! They 
have abundant cause to rejoice before God on account 
of what he hath done for their souls, in as much as he 
has enabled them to know the things which belong 
unto their everlasting peace, and to prefer the service 
of Jesus to ail that the Avorld can present. Doubtless 
the world condemns their choice, and has been tolling 
them that they are sadly lo.st to their friends and ac¬ 
quaintances, and, with an affected sort of pity, would 
fain again entangle them in its snares. But they arc 
happy, let the world form what opinion of them it 
may, for the Spirit of Goil and of glory resteth on 
them; and whatever they may meet with from tlie 
contempt of an unbelieving world, they shall rejoice 
and be exceeding glad, for great is their reward in 
heaven. ‘ Remember,’ saith our blessed Lord, ‘ the 
word that I said unto you, the serv'ant is not greater 
than his I^ord; if they have jicrsccuted mo, they will 
also |>ersecute you ; if they have kept my saying, they 
will keep yours also. These things have I spoken 
unto you, that ye should not be offended.’ Thtsie 
words of our Lord are sufficient consolation to every 
bolie\’cr. Under their influence let us, my dear friend, 
learn daily that glorious lesson, to ‘ count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus our Lord and think it our highest honour, 
that as we can (Zo so little for Christ, we should be 
called in some way or other to suffer for him, till he 
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gives us our discharge, and takes us to share in the 
triumphs of that victorious faith which overcometh tlie 
world. May this be our happy lot! I rejoice you had 
resolution and fortitude to resist all places of public 
fimusemcnt at Bath, and that you were enabled to see 
the vast danger you were in of being again entangled by 
the world, whose delights you now happily find to be so 
truly empty, and so greatly disproportionate to the mo¬ 
ral capacities of the soul, that they are no more capable 
of yielding any solid contentment to an inynortal mind, 
than the glow-worm glistening in the liedge is capable 
of giving light to the universe. Bet us remember, that 
wliatever we make our chief delight, to the neglect of 
Christ and his salvation, as it is vanity in the fruition, 
so it shall surely be very bitterness in the end. But if 
the blessed Jesus say to us, ‘ Be of good cheer, your 
sins are forgiven you’—if he add that precious promise, 

‘ I will never leave you nor forsake you’—^if he in the 
hour of death receive our dcpai’ting souls into Ms ten¬ 
der and comjjassionale bosom—if in the day of judg¬ 
ment h(* bid u» enter into the joy of our Lord—if this 
he our pijrtion, we cannot but be truly happy. Let 
me warn you not to give way to unbelieving doubts 
and fears, which are highly dishonourable to God, and 
most destructive to your own peace and comfort. God’s 
Spirit has been striving much of late with you, and 
will, I am persuaded, not sufler you to rest short of a 
true conversion. Do trust hiring he will certainly per- 
fV.K.;t the work he has begun. I do from the very bot¬ 
tom of my heart bless the Lord, who is dcjaling so 
kindly with you. Every one of your spiritual com¬ 
plaints is, in my mind, matter of rejoicing on your lie- 
half, and your case is the common one of all God’s 
children. What if your duties are imperfect, your 
graces at limes weak, and yinir comforts fail; is not 
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Christ still the satne.^ Is he not able and willing 
to pardon the imperfections of your duties, and to 
strengthen your graces, and to cause your consolations 
to abound ? He is showing you that you must live 
wholly upon him. This is one of the most important 
lessons he has to teach you ; and whatever brings it to 
your experience is a great and valuable blessing. What 
can make Christ so precious as seeing our continual 
need of him.** What can endear him so much to our 
hearts as a full persuasion that we cannot do any one 
thing without him ? My dear friend, you seem not to 
have perfectly learned this lesson. Let not your faith 
be discouragetl by a sense of fresh wants, but live- 
closer and nearer to the Lord Jesus. Look upon him 
as a.^full Saviour, and rest satisfied that he can save to 
the uttermost. Here you may build upon a founda¬ 
tion which cannot possibly fail you. Strive to make 
use of this blessed Immanuel upon all occasions; by 
faith and prayer carry your wants, your sins, your in¬ 
firmities to him, that he may deliver you from them 
all. May the Lord teach and enable you to do this 
by his word and Spirit! justified person shall live 
by faith ; and, says the Apoptle, the life which I now 
live in the flesh, I live by the faith of the Son of God. 
M^iy you, my dearest friend, know this truth in your 
mind, love it in yt»ur heart, and enjoy it in y<»ur t;xpe- 
rience every moment of your life, and then all the pre¬ 
sent evils of which you complain shall work together 
for your good.”

TiOiii) Rueadadbane, although he did not enter into 
the ideas of Lady Glenorchy in matters of religion, 
highly respected her integrity and talents ; and enter¬ 
tained for her the greatest esteem and affection to his 
latest hour, which extended to no great distance from 
her own. Lady Glenorchy, however, suffered much 
from other causes, and wrote to her friend Miss Hill 
on the suhjcct, who immediately directed her, in the 
two following letlers, to the best of all consolations— 
those which are drawn from religion. 

“ January^ 1766 . 

“ You say you have troubles of various kinds. Of 
whatever nature; they may be, I most sincerely sympa¬ 
thize with you ; but you may be persuaded that you 
have not one which you could do well without. Even 
in the midst of the greatest tribulations, while they 
are besetting us, and falling heavy upon us on every 
side, true Christians can triumph, having peace with 
God, and tejoicing in liope of his glory. They who 
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are acquainted with that greatest of all blessings, the 
sense of enjoying the favour of the almighty and all- 
sufHcient Jehovah, and who behold endless glory 
awaiting them, and, as it were, just lieforc them, can¬ 
not fail to experience thereby incomparable consola¬ 
tion and support. It is God, our God in Christ Jesus, 
who can only be our stay in trouble. A covenant 
God 1 transporting thought! a God graciously con¬ 
descending to be a Gtxl to us in time and for eternity, 
through Jesus the Mediator. Have we then taken 
hold of the covenant ? Have we come to God by 
Jesus Christ ? Do we cleave to him as our portion, 
our greatly and only desired portion And do we 
know of a truth that he is a reconciled God to u.s, 
and that he will be our God for ever and ever ? Thus 
minded, we shall rejoice even in tribulations ; neither 
shall it be in the pow^er of affliction, or of sin, or of 
Satan, of oppression or persecution, or even of death 
itself, to take this our joy from us. O how singular 
and peculiar are the blessings whicli belong to real 
Christians, who arc related to Gotl as dear children ! 
and how should this engage us to give all tliligence to 
make our calling and election sure ! A Christian is a 
most honourable character—one who has fellowship 
w'ith the Father and with his Son Jesus Christ. May 
we then make it evident to our own souls that w'e are 
partakers of that fellowship, by living a life of faith’on 
the Son of God, and adorning the doctrine of God 
our Saviour in all things! Without this, all is no¬ 
thing. In every trouble we must strive to exercise the 
graces of humility, faith, and hope; and when these 
are in full operation, patience will be the infallible 
result. Humility shall effectually stop the mouth of 
cumpbunt; faith shall give the well-grounded persua¬ 
sion tliat the affliction is good ; and ho})e shall bring 
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in the enlivening prospects of growth in grace and 
approaching glory. How then can we tlo otherwise 
than rejoice in tribulations, knowing that ‘ tribulation 
•worketh patience ; and patience, experience; and ex- 
})&rience, hope ? Afflictions are sent to prove us, 
whether grace be in us or not. Now, if they work in 
us the sorrow of the world, and make us fly to worldly 
succours, what do they but unquestionably prove tlie 
depravity of our hearts But if they have a contrary 
effect, and work patience, they produce in,us an expe¬ 
rimental acquaintance with various circumstances re¬ 
lative to God and to ourselves, to this world and to 
the next, which are of the most interesting and com¬ 
fortable importance. When afflictions bring us to a 
more resigned and mortified spirit, to a more sure 
trust in God, and a more entire casting of our care 
upon him; and when the l..ord supports us under 
them, and blesses our souls by them, then they bring 
along with them a comfortable experimental proof of 
his love. ‘ If ytm endure chastening, God deoleth 
with you as with sons.' It is afflictions wdiich dis¬ 
tinguish the chaff' from the wheat; and by our de¬ 
portment under them, wc shall be able to discover 
w'hether or not wc are sincere and upright in heart. 
If we cleave to God and duty palicntly in a cloudy 
and dark day, this shall clear up our evidences, and 
help us to an cx|x;ricnce of our integrity in which we 
may rejoice. If at such a season we do not confer 
with flesh and blood, and do not yield any thing to 
ease, interest, or worldly esteem, but maintain a good 
c-onscience, patiently suffering since the will of God is 
so, hereby we evince that wc regard God’s will more 
than our own. Thus it is, my dear friend, that suffer¬ 
ings may be (Considered as s[>ecial seasons and means 
of giving to the cliildren of God experience of their 
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iuU^g^rity towards him. I rejoice to think that my last 
letter afforded you any consolation ; but I beg you on 
no account whatever to look on the unworthy writer 
in a higher light than she deserves. If God make use' 
of me to be in the least degree instrumental towards 
strengthening you in the blessed paths of righteousness 
and jieace, I shall indeed be happy; but to him give 
all the glory. My heart is much with you, and I can¬ 
not be employed more to my satisfaction than in tliis 
intercourse* w'hich I must beg may never again be in¬ 
terrupted. Perhaps the Lord may in his good time 
jiermit us to meet again here below; if not, the trans- 
porting hour is drawing nigh, when wo hope to meet 
alxive, and leave all our sins and sorrows behind us. 
In the mean time, may faith supply the defects of 
sense, and feed upon the privileges of spiritual com¬ 
munion ! Do we not meet at the same throne of 
grace ? Do we not drink of the same water of life F 
Are we not fed wdth the same heavenly bread, and 
supported by the same divine promises ? Are we not 
animated by the same glorious hopes, and pressing 
towards the same heavenly mark ? Does not he who 
comforts f/ou, vouchsafe to comfort me also ? When 
we pray in retirement, do we pray alone? O no, my 
dear friend, how would it raise our spirits to consider 
the countless multitudes that are joining with us every 
hour ! Ail our eyes and hearts are fixed upon the 
same Jesus, and he, like the sun in the firmament, 
shines forth at one "and the same moment, filling every 
eye with his light, and warming every heart with his 
love. Nor is this all; nay, this is the smallest part of 
the view of the communion of saints. We join not only 
with the church below, but with the church above, that 
glorioUs assembly, which is enlarging every moment, by 
the accession of new voices out of every kindred, and 
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tongue, and nation, and constantly singing, ‘ Worthy 
is the Lamb that was slain,’ and ascribing all the 
praise- to ‘ him who loved us, and washed us from our 
Sins in his own blood.’ It is true, as one observes, 
that the saints in light do not feel our imperfec¬ 
tions, and consequently cannot mourn over them ; for 
ill heaven that which is in part is done away, and 
tlint wiiich is perfect is fully come. They do not wore, 
but they did once. There was a time when they were 
as we arc. They in their day passed through this 
vast howling wilderness; they were beset with our ene¬ 
mies ; they were tempted, wounded, and sore thrust at 
that they might fall; but the Lord was their stay. 
Many of them have been hard put to it, and, in an 
hour of unbelief, have almost despaired of seeing the 
goodness of the Lord in the land of the living; but 
noAV their conflicts are over. After all their struggles, 
they are made more than conquerors, by the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of his testimony. And we, 
who experience the same trials, expect the same deli¬ 
verance ; for the arm that protected them is stretched 
out still; the fountain whereof they drank is full and 
flowing for us also; the word on which they hoped is 
in our hands; the rock on which they were built is 
the Rock of Ages, a foundation sure in every age; 
tlierefore we need not fear. Every one wdio lias gone 
to heaven before us, is a witness to the power, faith¬ 
fulness, and love of our Saviour. And O, with what 
a cloud of these witnesses should we see ourselves 
enctimpassed, could we but penetrate beyond the veil 
of flesh, and open our eyes upon the glorious realities 
of the unseen world ! May God bless you, my very 
dear and honoured friend, and pour out upon you the 
choicest of his mercies ! Strive to have Christ always

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in your heart, heaven in your eye, and the world under 
your feet, and then you can never be unhappy.” 

“ February 5, 1766. 

Many things in your last letter I will answer now 
more particularly. The more I consider the matter, 
the more I see proofs of the Lord’s gracious dealings 
towards you. He seems to be, by the enlightening 
influences of his Holy Spirit, bt)th working in you a 
more perfect knowledge of himself, and of your own 
state and character. These two things are indispens¬ 
ably necessary towards our progress in the Christian 
race. For until we see something of the infinitely 
condescending love of God to sinners, in sending his 
own Son to suffer for them, and the majesty and 
glory of the Redeemer himself, we shall never be able 
to discover the exceeding sinfulness of sin, which re¬ 
quired a ransom of such inestimable value. And, on 
the other hand, until we see ourselves lost and undone, 
both by original and actual sin, and incapable t)f 
raising -ourselves to newness of life, we shall never in 
earnest apply to Christ for help, nor value aright 
that great salvation w'hich is in him. You complain 
of blindness, hardness of heart, and unbelief. O what 
delightful evidences arc those complaints, that your 
heavenly Father is now convincing you of your lost 
and undone state by nature and practice, and that he is 
teaching you to set a true value on the undertaking of his 
dear Son, who invites all to come to him that labour 
with doubts and fears, and are weary and heavy laden 
with the burden of sin! You say that you cannot believe. 
I rejoice that you feel your inability; for undoubtedly 
a conviction of this is the first step towards obtaining 
true faith. You now experimentally know that faith 
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is, as tlie Scripture declares, tJie grfl mid the xvork of 
God; from whom it must be sought in humble earnest 
jarayer, and by whose Spirit it must be wrought in the 
heart. How different now are your sentiments from 
what they once were, or from those of the unawakened 
world around you ! Were you to ask one who has the 
form of godliness withrmt \A\epozeer, if he \vas faith 9 the 
question would appear strange to him ; he would per¬ 
haps be offeinletl, and tell you confidently that he always 
believed. Were you to ask him, if he was ever weary 
and heavy laden with the burden of sin.? his answer 
would probably be, that he thanks God he never did 
.any thing sc* bad as to give unea.siness to his conscience : 
so blind is he, both with regard to the state of his own 
soul and the sjiirituality df God’s law. Whence is it, 
think you, that such a change has bcK;n wrought in 
you ? The reason is evident. It is because Christ has 
ch(*seu you to himself, and by his grace made you to 
differ from the .world around you. O did you but 
know what terrors and sore conflicts! what blas¬ 
phemous thoughts! what hardness of heart, many, 
who have told me their exjjcrieuces, have been exer¬ 
cised with before they were set free by Christ, and 
under which I myself have at times groaned, you 
would not suppose your own case peculiar, but would 
see the kind hand of God in all his dealings with you. 
You have a gracious promise, that neither the world, 
nor death, nor hell, shall be able to pluck you out of 
the hand of Christ, your Saviour. Say, then, in the 
words of holy David, ‘ Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul ? And why art thou disejuieted within me ? 
Hope in God; for I shall yet praise him who is the 
health of my countenance, and my God. Wait on 
the Lord ; be of gcxid courage, and he shall strengthen 
thine heart.’ The faith of the strongest believers may 
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be sometimes grievously attacked, and shaken, and 
ready to fail. Such seasons become doubly trying, 
when our evidt'iices ai'e at the same lime cioiuled^ 
divine consolations susjteiuled, and communion with 
God interrupted. But however distressing these may 
be, they are a gotxl sign of the existence of spiritual 
life, and of the exercise of sjnritual senses. Whatever 
may be the nature of (rod's dealings with us, of this 
one thing we may rest assured, that he is gt>od, the 
same yesterday, to-dav, and for ever ; ami will be 
found always true to his covenant with iiis ])eople. 
When, then, our faith is at tlie weakest, let us bo 
careful not to let go c»ar hold of the S;niour. The 
guilt of sin .seems not the only thing that distresses 
you; you complain also of the deceitfulncss of your 
heart, of frequent rcv»>hings and wanderings frotn 
God. Do you not think that these complaints an* 
the language of all who are brought out of the cap¬ 
tivity of Satan into the glorious liberty t)f the children 
of God ? Believe it, they are ; and read, for your com¬ 
fort, what severe conflicts even the apostle I’aul liim- 
self had, as he tells us in Horn. vii. from verse 7- to the 
end ; and I am sure, that whoever has any knowledge 
of the plague of his own heart, must earnestly cry out 
w'ith him, ‘ O wretched man that I am ! who shall 
deliver me from the body of this death But arc these 
struggles with sin a proof that a jterson has no .saving 
grace Quite the contrary. They are a convincing 
evidence that he is born of God, and that the new 
nature is striving for victory over the old, which is 
sure to fight hard to attain the ascendency, and to 
give the soul much uneasiness before it will owm itself 
conquered. The most advanced disciple in the schotd 
of Christ, will have cause to mourn over that corru}>t 
nature which so continually fights against grace, and 
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which even brings him into cajitivity to the law of 
sin. Bo not discouraged, I tliercfore beseech you. 
You are fighting tlie gfM)d fight of faith, which has 
been done by every believer from the creation of the 
w'orld to this pre.seiit moincnl ; and you ha\ e the same 
Jesus —the same Captain of Salvation present W'ith 
you, and the same precaous })romises, that in the end 
yon shall be more tlian conqueror, through him who 
hath loved you, ami redeemed you by his blood. 
Think, () think of .le.sus on !Mount Calvary! There 
did he satisfy, co7//y.»/rA7//satisfy, <livine justiee ! There. 
the hea\ y blow Athich should otherwise have fallen 
u])on xis, fell u])on his innocent head ! The blood of 
the New Co\enant is shed—it has made propitiation 
for our sins: that j)rceious blood, far fiami crying for 
vengeance, liki- the blof)d of Abel, merits and demands, 
anti obtains for us everlasting life. The reason why 
we do not hoar ovir worldly actpiaintances complaining 
of their eorrujttions, is plain,—they are led captive by 
Satan at his will. They are ignorant of their disease, 
consequently careless of thi'ir remedy; they are under 
the dominion t'f sin ; and though slaves to corruptions, 
yet they hug their chains. Is this the case with yx>u 
O no, blessed he (iod ' from what ymu wrote rnc, 1 
am sure it is not. \'ou see yourself by nature a child 
of wrath, anil that in you dwclleth no good thing ; 
and you find in you a ]>rinciple of grace making war 
against the natural principle of corruption which is in 
you and in every child of Adam ; and this is an iudis- 
])utable proof that yam are ijuickcned by tht* Spirit of 
God. You have no reason to doubt, therefore, that 
God is carrying on an effectual w'ork of grace in your 
soul, and givitig you an experimental knowledge of 
divine things, with wdiich otherwise you could not he 
ac<jumnted. I cannot conclude without again entreat- 
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ing you, my dear friend, to cast yourself entirely on 
the Lord Jesus. Trust him for the salvation you need, 
and while you do this, you will never fail. It pleased 
the Father that all fulness should dwell in him, there¬ 
fore go to him for all spiritual blessings.” 

Lady Glenorchy left Bath in the spring; and after 
making some stay in Edinburgh, according to her 
usual custom, went early in the summer to Taymouth. 
At this time, in addition to her domestic trials, she was 
visited with a very severe affliction, by the loss of her 
only sister, and which was much t;nhan(rcd by the 
melancholy circumstances that attended it. Lord and 
Lady Sutherland had two children ; Lady Catherine, 
bom the 24th .of May 1764, and Lady Elizabeth, 
who succeeded her father in the Itonours of Sutherland, 
and who, by marriage, is now* the Marcliioness of 
Stafford, born May the 24th, 1765. Lady Catherine 
died on the 3d of January 1766. This event so affected 
her parents, that they left their ecat, Dunrobin, in 
Sutherland, at which place it happened, and sought 
relief in the amusements of Bath, wheie they arrived 
much about the time that Lady Glenorchy left it. They 
sought relief; but they found it not. One affliction 
rapidly succeeded another. Soon after their arrival. 
Lord Sutherland was seized with a putrid fever, with 
whicli he struggled for fifty-four days, and then ex¬ 
pired. The first twenty-one days and nights of this 
period. Lady Sutherland never left his bed-side, and 
then at last, overcome with fatigue, anxiety, and grief, 
she sunk, 'an unavailing victim to an amiable, but ex¬ 
cessive attachment, seventeen days before the death of 
her Lord. Strange and unaccountable as the cir¬ 
cumstance may appear, yet it is a fact, of which there 
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can be no doubt, that her mother, Lady Alva, knew 
nothing of the death of her daughter for nearly three 
weeks after the event had taken place. The way in 
which she at last became acquaHted with it was in it¬ 
self particularly singular and affecting. Whilst she 
was hastening to her assistance, she happened to alight 
one day from her carriage at the door of an inn, on 
the road to Bath, where she saw two hearses standing. 
Upon inquiring whose remains they contained, she was 
told they were those of Lord and Lady Sutherland, on 
their way to the Royal Chapel of Holyrood-House, in 
Scotland, for interment. 

The cup of affliction, thus put into the hands of 
Lady Glenorchy, by her domestic trials, and by this 
painful bereavement, was full to the brim and running 
over : this led her to pour out her sorrows, as usual, 
into the bosom of her friend Miss Hill, from whom, 
in return, she received the following cheering commu¬ 
nications :— 

« July 10, 1766. 

“ O my dear friend, what a mixture of pain and 
jdeasure has your letter, which I have just now re¬ 
ceived, (Kieasioned me ! The effect which your illness 
has had upon me, siiows me that I am too much at¬ 
tached to you. I feel my heart sinking within me, at 
the bare apprehension of losing you. May the Lord 
pardon me, and spare you to glorify him on the eartli! 
I rejoice in the happy* frame of soul in which you 
appear to be, patiently waiting the Lord’s time for 
the removal of your troubles. Fear not, he will do it; 
and as you well observe, turn your present mourning 
into joy. But O I am almost at a loss bow to advise 
you concerning the particulars you mention. I have 
laid the cause before God in prayer, beseeching him to 
direct you for the best, and to show his will concern- 
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ing you. Surely the weapons of a Christian should 
be always spiritual, and a Christian’s adorning should 
be the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, under the 
greatest provocations.n. Do not then, my friend, so 
far dishonour the profession you make of a follower of 
the lowly Jesus, and even act so contrary and wholly 
opposite to your own disposition and inclination, as to 
put on any appearance of ill-humour. This would 
be going ov^t of the way of duty, and might provt>ke 
God rathercto continue the affliction, than remove it. 
Besides, such a conduct and example might injure 
spiritual interest where you wish to promote it, and 
make what you say on religious subjects of no weight, 
as that religion will most naturally and justly be 
thought vain, which does not influence the temper 
and conversation. Rather continue to pour out your 
distress before the throne of God, nothing doubting 
but that the trial shall lie removed when the Lord secs 
it requisite for the good of your soul. Your letter fills 
my heart with thankfulness to the ever-blessed God, 
who has thus wonderfully supported you, and shown 
himself a present help in the time of your greatest ex¬ 
tremity. Be not alarmed that you have felt those 
pains which are the consequences of natural affection; 
a want of them would have argued great insensibility. 
It would be, indeed, displeasing to Goil, to mourn as 
those who have no hope ; but he is far from forbidding 
us to weep over our departed friends. Did not our 
Saviour do the same .p” 


“ July 26, 1766. 

I trust, my dearest friend, this letter will find yovi 
perfectly easy and composed under your late trial; and 
that having laid all your burden on the Lord, he has 
continued to support you under it. As this, however. 
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was the chief subject of my last letter, I shall proceed 
to inform you of some particular circumstances relative 
to myself, in which you so kindly take an interest. 

* Know, then, that since it has pleased the Lord, out of 
tfie abundant riches of his grace, for which I desire ever 
to magnify and adore him, to show me the vast im¬ 
portance of salvation, and the absolute inconsistency of 
worldly pleasure with a life hid with Christ in God, 
I have been obliged to submit to some light crosses 
and trials from those who do not think o£ the nature 
and authority of the infallible Word of God as I do, 
and who wouhl persuade me tliat I am dt*ceived lw>th 
in doctrine and practice, and that all this strictness is 
unnecessary. Daily cxjjerienee and observation show 
me, that w hosoever will be disciples of the crucified 
Jesus, must bt' thought particular, and many difiiculties 
must meet them in their journey through life. Upon 
the whole, I have far more cause to be thankful than to 
complain; and I desire to bless the Lord for many 
privileges I enjoy, which others in my situation cannot 
|>o.sse8s. We kin)w that suffering and war with this 
world form a part of our ])ortion here. It is doubtless 
a great blessing to taste of the bitter cup of affliction 
in whatever Avay it may please our gracious God to 
send it; and I am convinced there is nothing outward 
more calculated to make us give up the world and its 
friendship, than to experience something of its enmity 
and malice. For my own part, I never have enjoyed 
such sweet and near communion with God in Christ, 
as after those seasons when I have been particularly 
called upon to bear my testimony boldly in the cause 
of my crucified Redeemer, w'hich I have sometimes 
been under the necessity of doing, when a large party 
has been against me. But as truth is a powerful wci»^ 
pon, even though wielded by a weak hand, I trust I shall 
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never be ashamed of him who has bled and died for 
me. I see how dangerous it is to enjoy much of the 
favour of the world, whose smiles and blandishments 
might make us ready to take up our rest on earth,' 
and abate our thoughts and desires after heaven. 
Opposition is certainly useful, and serves as an excite¬ 
ment to Christians in their journey towards Zion. 
Without it, many Christian precepts could not be put 
in practice.* If we have not all manner of evil spoken 
against us, .Jhow can we bear contempt, and seek only 
the honour which cometh from above ? If we have 
not persecutors, how can our suffering virtues be kept 
in exercise, and how can we love, pray for, and do 
good to those who despitefully use us ? How can we 
overcome evil with g<Kxl ? In short, how can we 
know whether we love God better than life it.self It 
has Iwien, I believe, an observation in every age of the 
Christian Church, and confirmed by experience, that 
when the Church was at the highest pitch of outward 
peace and prosperity, it was at the lowest in point 
of spiritual lustre; and that when it apjieared in the 
greatest distress by cruel persecutions, and uncom¬ 
monly severe sufferings, it was most abounding in sin¬ 
cerity, zeal, vigour, and grace. When the soul is 
most afflicted by outward trials, it is often most happy 
in the rich supplies of spiritual consolation and holy 
joy; and Gotl speaks most peace to it when things 
seem to be most against it. I long to hear from you 
again, and to know how you bore this last misfortune, 
which I am encouraged to hope would have no violent 
effect upon you, as you were prepared for it, and had 
your mind stayed upon that Almighty God, whose hand 
has before been so wonderfully stretched out for your 
support. O what a blessing it is to have this God 
for our God, our steady unchangeable friend ! Since 
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he has done so much for us in times past, shall we not 
trust him for all that is to conic, and leave every thing 
that concerns us in his hands, who bears us so much 
upon his heart, and %vho cannot mistake our true in¬ 
terest In him is eyerlasting strength; therefore we 
may trust him, and wait upon him. O, my friend, 
shall we not confide in him, who is the Lord of all 
power, tlie Father of all mercies, and the God of love ? 
Here, then, let us rest our minds; here repose all our 
trust and confidence; here our heavy burdened hearts 
may find rest, case, and peace; safety and boldness; 
comfort and joy. Thus leaning on our beloved and 
our lx.‘.st friend, we shall praise him who is the health 
of our countenancc.s and our God. On what besides can 
we depend for relief in times of trouble and adver- 
.sity ? All earthly things must fail: they cannot satis¬ 
fy the desires of an immortal heaven-bom soul. O 
may the Almighty l..ord and giver of life and comfort, 
take us oft" from all confidence in any thing we are 
a}>t to trust .to, either in ourselves or any creature, 
and enable us to look wholly to him who is the Lord 
our Ilighteousness and our Redeemer. You have 
certainly cause to rejoice in your afflictions, since they 
havl^ been the means of weaning your affections from 
the world, and fixing your heart on the unchangeable 
things of eternity. Press forward, I beseech you press 
forward ; the prize before us is of a most animating 
nature. Remember what Jesus suffered to obtain it, 
his dying agonies, his tender love. O how sweet is 
tlie name of Jesus ! My dear fi'iend, do you not see 
him to be your righteousness, your strength, your 
hope, your refuge, your confidence, your all I 
know you do. Why then should any thing distress 
you ? Strive after more full assurance that all shall 
work togetluT for your good ; and may we b<ith cm- 
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ploy the portion of lime allotted us on earth, in the 
love and reverence of our great High Priest; and 
whilst we are raising up our most enlarged capacities 
to comprehend sonietliing of his ineffable greatness, 
let our longing hearts burn to be with him, that we 
miy behold this all-sufficient Saviour as he now sits 
' enthorned in light, angels, principalities, and powers, 
being made subiect to him. O happy, happy time, 
W'hen we shall, through grace, be admitted to fall be¬ 
fore the throne, and join those heavenly hosts that day 
and night adore him witliout ceasing, and sing eternal 
hallelujahs to his praise 

Lady Glenorchy’s health suffering much under the 
pressure of her great and complicated distress, change 
of air and scene was recommended to her, and in con¬ 
sequence of this, she left home. This circumstance had 
occasioned, on her part, the suspension of her cc^rres- 
pondence with her friend for some w'eeks, which Miss 
Hill thus laments. 


Avgust 20 , 1766 . 

‘‘ My heart is much weighed down mi your account. 
It is a longtime since I have had any letter fronj you, 
which gives me a thousand selfish fears concerning 
you ; and my distress is greatly heightened by being 
told, a day or two since, that you Mere very ill. O 
my dearest friend, it is possible, if not probable, that 
we shall not be long together ! Your race, according 
to human appearance, will be run first. If so, may the 
Lortl give me grace to follow after you, and make me 
bow submissively under his hand, when he takes from 
me one dear to me as my own soul. But O may God 
restore you for a comfort to your friends, bring you 
safe home to their longing arms, and make you the 
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Iiappy instrument of promoting his honour and glory 
amidst a crooked and perverse generation ! I know 
you are in the hands of Jesus, and Jesus is good, wise, 
almighty. He will therefore dispose of you for the 
best. C) then calmly look to him, and when the feehle- 
ness of your spirits prevents you crying out, ‘ My 
Lord and my God,’ let your devoted, resigned, patient 
heart still whisper, * Thy will he done !’ O my much 
beloved friend, if God intends taking you to heaven, 
shall I wish it otherwise ? Shall I, a fwolish worm, 
t urn again when he may sec it meet to tread inxm me 
What! Shall I lament your happiness ? O may the. 
Ta>rd increase my faith, bend down my stidiborn per¬ 
verse heart, and whatever may be his will concerning 
me iti rc'spect to one st> clear to me, may he enable me 
to kiss the' rod that smites, and to give glory to the 
hand that guides it! IVIay God the Father, Son, and 
lb*ly Ghost, u])hold and comfort you ! I hope I shall 
not cease to pray for you ; and T heg you to remember 
a sinful w'orm before the throne of grace, for such is 
your truly aflcctionatc,” 8:c. 

[vijgrd 25.] Great as wa.s INIiss Hill’s affection for 
Ijady Glenorchy, her fidelity was equally so, as will 
ap}>ear by the following long but excellent letter. 

“ September 5, 1766. 

“ After many painful hours on your account, my 
dearest friend, I am at last relieved by your kind 
letter, which rejoices me more than I can express. 1 
am truly happy to find that my fears are groundless, 
and that you are better; for indeed I gave way to the 
most alarming apprehen.sions, and as you might ob¬ 
serve from my last letter, I was ready to conclude, that 
your race was very nearly run. But glory be to GchI, 
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my hopes are again revived, though I dare not too 
much indulge them, that your days on earth may yet 
be prolonged to live tt) him, who has thus preserved 
you a monument of his mercy and goodness, and to be 
a comfort and blessing to your friends. But, my very 
dear friend, you must allow me to be free with you: 
Indeed my duty to my G(»d, as well as to your soul, 
will not admit of ray being otherwise, or of dealing 
deceitfully in matters of the highest consequence, par¬ 
ticularly after the kind injunctions you have laid upon 
me to write without reserve. I am grieved that you 
.had recourse to company in the time of your heavy 
distress, thinking therein to find that relief which can 
only proceed from God himself. Is it not in fact a 
distrust of God’s power, of his willingness t<j help Is 
it not dishonourable to him to seek other means of 
consolation than what he himself has appointed and 
promised to bestow ? Undoubtedly it is, and every such 
unstable prop must fail, although for a short time it 
may seem to lend support. This is leaning on broken 
reeds instead of the Rock of Ages. Possibly for this 
cause the Lord has withdrawn the light of his coun¬ 
tenance from you for a season, in order to show you 
the vanity of creature comforts, and that there is help 
only in Him who is mighty, almighty, and the never 
failing staff of support. But be not discouraged ; this, 
I trust, has been a useful lesson to you; let it teach 
you for the future to be continually looking to Jesus; 
j his grace is sufficiciit for you, and no doubt the Sun of 
Righteousness will again arise on your benighted soul 
with healing under his wings. Live every moment 
upon the Author of your salvation for present grace, 
believing in him for victory over sin, as well as for 
pardon of it. I know from dear-bought experience, 
that it will conquer me the very moment I cease to 
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live on the aid of Jesus; it has conquered me again 
and again for want of constant dependence upon him ; 
but it never did, nor can, while I feel weak and help¬ 
less in myself, and am depending on the Lord, that I 
may be strong in the power of his might. This abid¬ 
ing sense of my own helplessness, makes me desirous 
to cleave close to my Almighty Saviour. I would 
hold him fast and dare never let him go. “ If,” 
.says Mr Romaine, “ we got a clear view of Jehovah 
Jesus, the subduer of sin, it will be the most blessed 
sight we ever had in our lives. Leaving the past, 
having nothing to tlo with the future, my bu.siness is 
now with Jesus; whatever I meet with I go to his office, 
where salvation is freely dispensed by his almighty love, 
and I make use of that present need of his saving grace. 
Let us observe in some instances, the blessedness of this 
living every moment as it comes by the faith of the 
Son of God. Having brought all my salvation matter 
to a point, I being a sinner and he a Saviour, I de¬ 
pend on him always to act as his name Jesus imports, 
and his office is to save me from my sins. He has 
saved me, by taking guilt out of my conscience, but 
not so as that it may not return ; therefore now, as the 
minute goes on, I rely on his word, and caU u|K)n his 
faithfulness, and trust to his power to cleanse me from 
all sin ; and while I do this, I have no guilt, I am free 
from condemnation. The blood of Jesus answers all 
the charges against me from law, and takes away all 
fear of justice, because it is on my side; as I am in 
Jesu.'?, it is just in God to forgive me my sin.s. Thus 
you sec how I keep guilt out of my conscience; I live 
upon Jesus, and depend on his blood and righteousness 
from moment to moment. If you say, ‘ I do so, but am 
sometimes discouraged because of the ans which I still 
find in meobserve, I have to do with Jesus and none 
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else in the subduing of sin. I could not save myself, 
nor could all the powers on earth, or all the angels in 
heaven, save me from one sin—that is the peculiar office 
of Christ; it is his crown and his glory. The free par-* 
doner is the almighty conqueror of sin. In this mat¬ 
ter my concern lies altogether with him, and I find all 
things are possible to him that believeth. While I 
believe I never fall: as I trust moment after moment, 
every moment I conquer. Suppo.se you have a bosom 
sin ; it besets you, it conquers you, you fast and pray, 
and strive against it, you reason with it, and urge 
arguments of philosophy and morality, you try to 
frighten it away with legal terrors; but in vain, it 
mocks all your efforts, raging more violently, tyran¬ 
nizing more wantonly: what will you do ? Why be¬ 
lieve it away, that is gospel like. Set the Lord Christ 
upon it. He has said, ‘ Sin shall not have dominion 
over you.’ Tell him you can do nothing in this work ; 
but having his word for it that he will d<^ all, you dare 
to trust him, and to leave him to fight with your be¬ 
setting sin. Rest the matter here, and see what will 
be the consequence ; as sure as Jesus is the Saviour 
you will come off' conqueror. I am witness for him ; 
whilst I w'as a poor legal creature, ignorant of sove¬ 
reign grace, I tried every way I could think of, and 
only nursed my sin ; but when I saw the free pardon 
of it through faith in the blood of Jesus, then I was 
enabled to trust him with the subduing of it, and by 
faith I had and have the victory. Thanks, all thanks 
be unto him who gives it! But when sin is once sub¬ 
dued, w’hat then ? It will the next moment be striving 
for power and dominion, therefore every moment we 
must look to and live upon Jesus.” I shall make no 
apology for this long quotation. It is from a letter to 
a friend ; and as I found it of some use to myself, I am 
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in hopes it may be of the same use to you. And do 
you not, my dear friend, see this blessedness of living 
every moment upon the Lord ? O he is a glorious 
complete Saviour ! I would not only have you see it, 
but experience it in your own soul. I can wish you 
no greater happine.ss on this side eternity; for thus 
enjoying a free pardon, and gaining daily conquests 
through faith in the Son of God, we may look forward 
with comfort and joy to that blessed day when death 
shall put an end to all our sorrows. Thtf more clear 
the pardon, the more complete the conquest; the more 
does the believer anticipate the happiness of being 
.saved from sin, and therefore he waits for it, nothing 
wavering. It is the believer’s happiness in all his duties 
to live by faitli in Jesus ; he does not perform them 
that he ixiay be thereby saved, but being already saved, 
he meets his precious Saviour in the way of duty, and 
holds fellowshij) with him in the ways of his command¬ 
ments ; and this makes them not grievous, but a light 
and easy yoke. The power of Christ makes the hard¬ 
est duty easy, and the love of Christ makes the bitterest 
afflictitm sweet. The believer lives like himself when 
the sense of imjierfect services works aright, when it 
makes him carry them and lay them all upon the 
golden altar w'hich sanctifieth the gift; and when he 
depends every moment and in every duty upon the 
righteousness and intercession of God his Saviour. O 
blessed life this! My dear friend, I would to God I 
knew more of it than I do ! May we both press after 
it with earnestness ! 

“ M. is greatly obliged to you for your kind inqui¬ 
ries after her. We have good reason to be thankful, 
not only for her recovery, but likewise for her illness, 
which it has pleased the Lord abundantly to bless to 
her soul; and I think I can safely say, she now with 
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diligence pursues the road of Canaan’s happy land, 
and will, I trust, be an ornament to the gospel of 
Christ. 

“ H. and B. are two shining liglits in the Redeemer’s 
cause. The latter is intended for the sacred and ho¬ 
nourable office of a minister of the gospel, which I pray 
God he may adorn both by his preaching and living. 

We have lately met with a heavy blow in this 
parish by the death of our worthy minister, and we 
are now left? as helpless sheep without a shepherd, al¬ 
though, blcs.sed be God, Christ the good Shepherd is 
still over his little flock. All outward means of grace 
seem entirely shut out from amongst us, and I fear we 
shall be obliged to giv’e up those comfortable weekly 
societies, which through the mercy of God we found 
useful towards strengthening the weak in faith, and 
awakening the secure and ignorant; but these meet¬ 
ings, you may imagine, did not fail to be called mellu>- 
distical, and have been attended with great opposition. 
However, if they be the means of bringing any one to 
the knowledge of Christ, we have no reason to regard 
the malice of his enemies, who will always reproach 
those who take God for their chief good, and seek his 
love and favour above all things. Through mercy I 
continue well, but much harassed with perpetual com¬ 
pany and visiting. These things ought to make one 
very watchful, otherwise they arc sure to destroy all 
holy intimacy and communion with the blessed Jesus; 
but my circumstances are such that these kind of com¬ 
pliances cannot be avoided.; and indeed it is necessary 
to keep up a civility with worldly people, which often 
tends to remove prejudices; though we should cauti¬ 
ously avoid all sinful diversions, and be careful that we 
are not hurt by their example, or abuse our Christian 
liberty in any matter. What satisfaction can those 
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things, which the perverted will of man has made 
choice of, afford to a soul deeply sensible of its undone 
. state by nature, and which is seeking salvation, and 
caifc rest contented with nothing short of the full enjoy¬ 
ment of Jesus Christ ? Can the love and esteem of the 
world, can countenancing its follies and vanities, bring 
real and solid happiness to an immortal soul ? It is 
impossible. JHow do the daily complaints of the most 
prosperous, the discontent of those who enjoy pleasure 
with unbounded sway, the frowning spirit within, 
whilst evefy thing smiles without, plainly prove that 
the mistaken multitude seeks happiness where it is not 
to lyj found ? Or even suppose these things should 
constitute happiness all the days of our life, yet wh<m 
our sun declines and sets in death, what qualifications 
should we have about us for the kingdom of heaven ? 
Alas! a proud, earthly, carnal mind is not meet for 
the company, tiie praises, the services of the eternal 
God. People often lull themselves into a false conceit 
of mercy, and of being admitted to heaven, notwith¬ 
standing their vain, worldly, and sinful life ; but sure¬ 
ly if heaven be the enjoyment of God, and the business 
of it his service, they whose hearts are far from him, 
who live without him on earth, wJio have no relish for 
spiritual food and nourishment, would find the sight 
of God to be appalling, and his service the most griev¬ 
ous slavery ! May the blessing of God be with you ! 
Adieu.” 

Lady Glenorchy, although in circumstances pecu¬ 
liarly unfavourable, was evidently advancing in reli¬ 
gious knowledge, and growing in Christian experience. 
Miss Hill was anxious to promote the former, and 
to strengthen the latter ; and for this purpose she not 
only conveyed doctrinal instructions to her friend, but 
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opened to her the abundant stores of her own expe¬ 
rience, and urged her with much earnestness to make 
the best improvement of each. An example of this 
will appear in her following addresses. 

“ September 80, 1766.' 

“ It is a comfort to me, my dear friend, when I can 
retire from company, and write to you, which I am 
not always at liberty to do, although, from the fre¬ 
quency and length of my letters, you might reasonably 
conclude that my time is a gocxl deal my own. I 
wish it was more so; but I am st) circumstanced as to 
have few hours in a day uninterrupted, and tliose oi^ht 
to be improved to the wisest purposes : but, alas ! I 
find theih strangely misapplied, and that even my best 
duties have need of the bltx)d of the Lamb to cleanse 
them from sin. How many spend their precious time 
as if hours were insignificant things, and such as should 
never be accounted for ! O, my friend, what have %ve to 
do upon earth but prepare ourselves for heaven! How 
indefatigable should we lie in the pursuit of eternal life 
in this our only time of preparation ! May the Lord 
pardon my past criminal sloth and negligence, and 
enable me to l)e more earnest in redeeming the time I 
have lost, and to improve every present enjoyment to 
ray soul’s eternal advantage ! O that I could less re¬ 
gard the things that are seen, and keep my eyes conti¬ 
nually fixed on the great eternal things unseen ! But 
I fall wretchedly short of what I ought to be, and see 
continual need to be washed again and again in the 
blood of my crucified Jesus, which, glory be to free 
unmerited grace ! cleanses from all sin. Here is my 
hope: this blessed hope I would embrace and for ever 
hold fast, as an anchor of the soul, sure and steadfast, 
which neither men nor devils can overthrow. O that 
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I could be driven more and more out of my miserable 
sinful self, and be found in Jesus, not having my own 
righteousness, but that which is through faith of him, 
f^r he it is who is the end of the law for righteousness 
to every one that believeth. May wc, my beloved 
friend, receive him for our righteousness, and so be¬ 
lieve in him that we may be justified by faith, and 
have peace with God through him. There can be no 
healing for our disordered souls but in his blood ; no 
peace for our conscience but in his reconciling us to 
God; no satisfaction to our minds but in that most 
perfect atonement, which satisfies every demand of the 
law, and the strictest justice of offended Heaven. O 
none but Christ ! Without him, w'hat can the whole 
vast universe avail usCompared wdth him, it is a 
mere nothing, less than nothing and vanity. If he is 
ours, what can we stand in need of that he will not be 
to us ? My dear friend, may w'e never distrust tlie 
power or love of this exalted Saviour. May we not 
be faithless, but believing that Christ is our Lord and 
our Gt>d, who loved us and washed us from our sins 
in his own most preci<)us bl<K>d ; and may it ever Ikj tlic 
delight of our hearts to be at the feet of Jesus, to cast 
all our burdens upon him, and to lean upon tlic beloved 
of our souls, and upon the promises of God in Christ ! 

‘ For us he lived. 

Toil’d for our ease. 

And for out safety bled.* 

Oh what amazing love ! which passeth knowledge! 
that he who knew no sin should be made siu for us, 
by whose stripes we a rebel race are healed. Even 
above our miseries are the mercies of our Grod. While 
by nature wc wander like helpless sheep in the barren 
wilderness of this world, our tender compassionate 
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Shepherd is anxious to bring us back into his fold, into 
the fruitful pastures of his church. Whilst in this wil¬ 
derness we can find no abiding city, within the pale of 
his church we may all find rest unto our weary souls. 
Though in ourselves we are utterly destitute of spirit¬ 
ual support, yet the fiesh of Jesus is meat indeed, and 
his blood is drink indeed; and when his good Spirit 
applies the merits of them to our hearts, then have we 
true spiritual life abiding in us. Though our souls 
fainted within us while we wandered in the wilderness, 
yet Jesus, the God of all consolation, will refresh the 
fainting soul with his reviving grace, and will plente- 
ously supply it with every thing that is good through 
the ages of eternity. 

“ The arm of our all-conquering Jesus is over stretch¬ 
ed over his flock, that little flock to whom it is the 
Father’s good pleasure to give the kingdom. Are we 
babes ? he feeds us with the sincere milk of the Word, 
that we may grow thereby. Are we weak ? in him 
have we strength, the holy Spirit helping our infir¬ 
mities. Are we growing up into the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.? it is through the 
communicated |X}wer of the Holy Ghost that we arc 
strengthened with might in the inner man, rooted in 
faith, and grounded in love. Thus are Christians sujj- 
ported, carried on, and encouraged, by his operations, 
who worketh in us mightily, whose office it is to sanc¬ 
tify all the elect people of God, that they may be meet 
for inheriting amongst the saints in light. 

“ You tell me you would not give up the knowledge 
you have of Jesus Christ the Redeemer for the whole 
world. O how did that single sentence rejoice me! 
You have found him precious, precious b^ood all 
things, and will therefore, I am persuaded, hold him 
fast and never let him go. Those who experience any 
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thing of the true knowledge of Jesus, and of the sweet¬ 
ness of communion with him, cannot but be earnest to 
increase that knowledge, and enjoy more of that com- 
' munion. Now, in order to attain this, nothing is more 
useful than frequent prayer, and meditation on the re¬ 
vealed‘will of God, looking with an eye of faith to the 
Divine Author, and cautiously avoiding all such things 
as are apt to destroy in us a holy and devout frame of 
mind. For my own part, I find continual need of the 
greatest watchfulness, being unavoidably* engaged in 
company, so that it is necessary I should keep a con¬ 
tinual guard over myself, lest my spiritual interest 
should be hurt by any undue compliances ; and, ala^ ! 
I have but too much cause of humiliation, that my 
example tends more to the hardening than to the edi¬ 
fication of my fellow-sinners. Your situation, my 
dear friend, is peculiarly dangerous, without public 
ordinances, and many other means of grace, and in the 
midst of worldly snares and temptations, and of ail 
that can allure and draw the heart from the pursuit 
of its only gtxjd. You have great need therefore to 
watch and pray, keeping fast hold of him who is your 
strength, aiul whoso grace and power are engaged to 
keep you in the narrow path which leads to glory. 
Hold on your way, then, my dear fellow-pilgrim, and 
wax stronger and stronger in the grace which is in 
Jesus. Let no trials, no temptations, discourage you 
in tliat race you have happily begun. You know who 
it is that has promised that he will never leave you 
nor forsake you, even he that can fulfil in you the 
work of faith with power. Look therefore to him, 
that out of his fulness you may receive; apply to him 
with full assurance of fiuth, that you may obtain all 
needful supplies. Maintain constant communion with 
him, by keeping close to liim in his appointed ways, 
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praying always with all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perseverance ; 
walking every moment in the sense of his nearness and 
presence, and thereby suppressing every rising corrup¬ 
tion, quickened to every good word and work, and 
reaching forward to apprehend him in all his afnazing 
fulness; and you may rest assured, that Jesus will 
redeem the believing soul from all its troubles. They 
that come to Zion shall have their mouths filled with 
songs of jay and gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. Jesus Christ said upon the cross. It is 
finished. Now, my friend, I want you to apply this 
finished salvation; I want you to look on it as wrought 
out for you. Till you do this, I know you will be con¬ 
tinually perplexed with doubts and fears. Satan will 
strive to torment you with a thousand legal thoughts ; 
that you are not,good enough, that you must do this, 
or that, or the other thing. But tell him Christ has 
done ally and that it is sinners that are invited to par¬ 
take of the benefits of his death and passion, and that, 
as a sinner, you are resolved to lay hold on him. 
Thus you will^be sure to conquer ; only hclicvcy —all 
things are possible to him that believeth.—O ! in what 
a safe and secure state are the lambs of Christ’s fold, 
the sheep of his pasture. For them Jesus hath as¬ 
cended up on high, he hath led captivity captive, has 
conquered and bound all their foes, and now reigns 
triumphant, having received all power, both in heaven 
and on earth. They can never perish ;—‘ because I 
live,’ says Christ, * ye shall live also.’ Do seek after 
a more full assurance of your interest in this exalted 
Saviour. I am certain you will not rest satisfied till 
you can in full confidence of faith call him your Lord 
and your God,—and what now hinders you from re¬ 
ceiving him as yours ? O what privileges! what 
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comforts arise from the contemplation of a risen as¬ 
cended Lord ! There is none so unworthy but may 
come with boldness and confidence to him. O, what 
*inanacr of love doth God bestow on his children, and 
all freely to the praise and glory of his gi’ace ! Surely 
the consideration of these things is enough to enliven 
and warm our cold hearts, and to make them glow 
with gratitude and love. These make sin so exceed¬ 
ing sinful, that an evil thought becomes loathsome 
and burdensome. These make the souj flee from 
evil, even the very .appearance of it, as from the face 
of a serpent. These inspire life, spirit, and zeal, and 
constrain the children of God to walk worthy of him. 
O may we Ik? monuments of the truth of these things 
in time and to all eternity !” 


“ October 20, 1766. 

O, my dear friend, there certainly can be no true 
peace, no solid happiness, till Christ is experimentally 
known in the heart, till we can see and feel that in 
him we have righteousness and strength ; and this I 
earnestly pray may be the happy lot of us both. I 
must own, I am sometimes apt to be weighed down 
with legal fears; but I know they arc dishonourable 
to the free grace of God, and therefore, as a sinner, 
the very chief of sinners, I am bold to lay hold on 
Jesus, as a poor sinking mariner would lay hold on a 
cord or plank within his reach, knowing that there is 
no other name under heaven by which I can be saved 
but Jesus Christ. He can tread down every enemy 
under his foot,—he is faithful and true. O may we 
ever trust in him in ail difficulties, in all af&ictions, in 
all distresses, hanging continually on him for grace 
and strength to withstand the crafty devices of tliat 
roaring lion, who goes about seeking whom he may 
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devour, and‘striving to perplex and destroy the dis¬ 
ciples of Christ, laying snares innumerable and temj>- 
tations in their way. He would indeed soon accom¬ 
plish their ruin were they left to combat with the arm 
of flesh, or left to themselves; but to Jesus they look, 
and to him they ascribe all their strength, who has 
undertaken for their security, and watches over them 
every moment. We are assured by the infallible word 
of God, that sin shall not have dominion over the soul 
that is staid on Jesus, but he will preserve it through 
his almighty power- unto salvation. As the mountains 
are round about Jerusalem, even so standeth the Lord 
round alx>ut his people from henceforth, even for ever. 

“ We have, since I wrote thus far in my letter, had a 
proof of the enmity of the natural heart to God and 
godliness, and of the unjust prejudices of worldly 
people against the true disciples of the blessed Jesus. 
My brother wrote a very handsome letter to the new 
minister of this parish, requesting that he would lend 
his pulpit the Sunday following to Mr S-, an inti¬ 

mate friend of his, and a gentleman of a most unex- 
<»ptionable conduct and character, and firmly attach¬ 
ed to the articles, homilies, and liturgy of the church 
of England. This preamble, my brother was in hopes 
would have prevailed on the minister ; but to such a 
height did his prejudices against truth run, that he 
absolutely refused, concluding, because Mr S. was re¬ 
commended by my brother, he must be an enthusia.st, 
or in other words, a naethodist, and therefore would 
not suffer the mrs of his congregation to be infected 
with his erroneous and delusive doctrine, though, 
blessed be God, many belonging to it are turned from 
darkness to light by means of that doctrine he is 
pleased to term erroneous and delusive. ]^ut no 
wonder the truth is thus derided,—the natural man 
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c»nnot discern it,—it is foolishness unto him, neither 
can he know it, because it is spiritvially discerned. As 
the pulpit at the parish church was refused to this 
'minister, ray father, with the greatest kindness and 
candour, told ray brother, his friend should be wel¬ 
come to preach in the chapel,—an offer ray brother 
accepted with thankfulness; and accordingly he gave 
us one of the most faithful and judicious discourses I 
ever heard. It was taken from Isaiah xlii. 16. ‘ And 
I will bring the blind by a way that they <knew not: I 
will lead them in paths that they have not known : I 
will make darkness light before them, and crooked 
things straight. These things will I do unto them, 
and not forsake them.’—A glorious subject, and full 
of consolation to those whose darkne.ss was made light. 

“ 1 am in daily hopes of hearing from you, as you 
kindly promised to write me from the first place you 
rested in. Beware of new temptations from new 
scenes ; and in all your journeys look at the great end 
of &\\-^ct.crnity. Lqok to Jesus for continual supplies 
of grace and strength; he has promised and he will 
fulfil. Let no fresh doubts discourage you, no oppo¬ 
sition drive you from that eternally blessed hope which 
is set before you ; for opposition you will have from 
those who cannot see that friendship witli the world is 
enmity with God. But outward opposition is not all; 
our own vile hearts within produce a continual conflict. 
We must fight or yield ;—with ourselves against our- 
.sclves, is the sharpest battle. All within us is at 
enmity with Jesus. This you have ejcperienced; and 
was it not a sight of the depravity of your own heart 
that first brought you to him Y This, my dear friend, 
must, as long as you remain on this side heaven, keep 
you close to him. So long as we are in this IbIkt- 
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iiacle we do groan, being burdened. If ever we feel 
not this burden, we must be deatl to God. 

“ May Jesus ever bless and protect you, my dear 
friend; and may the light of his countenance shine on 
your precious soul, and give you ail joy and peace in 
believing! Remember to pray for your unworthy 
friend.” 

The winter of 1766 and 1767 Lady Glenorchy 
passed in the country, where she was not only de¬ 
prived of the aid of religious friends and institutions, 
but exposed to the reasonings and objections of those 
who disregarded them. From the rank which she 
and her family held, she was obliged, not only to 
receive, for days and weeks together, the visits of the 
neighliouring nobility and gentry, but to repay them. 
From this circumstance she was cxptjsed to much 
trifling conversation, which she found irksome, and 
which on the Lord’s day she now believed to Ihj sin¬ 
ful. She also liegan to experience the odium and 
reproach which usually follow conscientious, decided, 
consistent piety. Lach of these particulars she com¬ 
municated to Miss Hill, and requested her opinion 
and advice on them, which she obtained as follows: 

“ January 18, 1767. 

“ My dear Friend,—-I rejoice that you have been en¬ 
abled to resist the temptations so artfully and so in¬ 
dustriously spread to draw you out of the path of duty, 
in the particular circumstance of visiting on the Lord’s 
day; for though doubtless, as you justly remark, every 
day is the Lord’s, and some portion of every day 
ought to be employed in religious exercises, yet that 
day being in an osjiecial manner set apart by God for 
solemn attendance upon him, we ought on that day to 
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rest from the common business and necessary employ¬ 
ments of life, and not use that as common which he 
has set apart as sacred. May Almighty God give us 
^ace so to hallow his Sabbaths here, that hereafter 
we may be admitted to the joyful celebration of the 
eternal sabbatism in his kingdom of heaven. I am 
not snr])rised that you are accused of hypocrisy and 
sujierstition. Nay, I should be surjirised if you were 
not;—this is the common lot of all Christ’s people, 
and a scriptural proof that they are chosen out of the 
world. Surely we may submit to bear a little reproach 
from the world for his sake, who for us was despised 
and rejected, and who for us humbled himself to death, 
even the death of the cross. In things indifferent, 
Christians do well to avoid singularity ; but let us on 
no account follow the multitude to do any evil. Here 
the children of the Most High should by all means be 
singular ; should distinguish themselves by a becoming 
zeal for their God ; should set an example, and shine 
as lights in the midst of a perverse and crooked gener¬ 
ation. 

“ I fear that when you return to London or Edin¬ 
burgh, you will be encompassed with many trials, 
from such of your acMjnaintances, and perhaps even 
from your friends and relations, with whom you for¬ 
merly mixed in the hurry and bustle of the world, 
wlio will wonder at the change produced in your sen¬ 
timents. Opposition, however, we must expect to 
meet with, if we would be good soldiers of Jesus 
Christ. Now, my dear friend, since tliis is almost uni¬ 
versally the case, let us strive, if we must suffer, to 
suffer for well-doing, and not give any just cause or 
handle to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme ; but 
watch over ourselves with a godly jealousy, that our 
outward behaviour may be consistent with our pro- 
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fession. As to introducing religious conversation 
into company, it is certainly very proper,—^you must, 
in the most prudent manner possible, use the njeans, 
and leave the event in the hands of God ; by such con¬ 
duct the hearts of the most obdurate have been moved. 
Continue to be much in prayer to God, in whose 
hands are the hearts of all men. My humble peti¬ 
tions are constantly offered up in your Iwhalf; I be¬ 
seech him to undertake your cause, and to support 
you under all*opposition ; and O may he reconcile all 
those who are near and dear to you, to the pecidiar 
doctrines of religion, and bring them to the know¬ 
ledge of the true God, and Jesus Christ, whonr he hath 
sent. When you, my dear friend, live in entire sul>- 
jection to the gospel, giving no just occasion for 
blame or persecution, be not discouraged. You say 
you but too often give way to company to drive away 
thought, and relax the wearied mind. I will show 
you a more excellent way; rather, ray dear friend, 
liave recourse to your God, your Saviour, your truest 
and best friend, who is always near to them that call 
upon him. I would not have you shut yt)urself uj) as 
a recluse; but I am sure you will find Jesus to be a 
present help in time of trouble, whereas worldly com¬ 
pany will only serve to distress instead of relieving 
your soul; and this, my dear friend, you have more 
than once experienced. Trust Jesus, then, again and 
again. O pray J pray mightily that you may live 
ipore by faith on him ; then will your life on earth be 
full of joy and peace—-such joy and peace which 
passeth all understanding, and which it is not possible 
for the hearts of the ungodly to conceive.” 
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CHAPTER V. 

I/ady Olcnorchy in a bad state of health—Miss Hill writes her on this 
occasion—She g»)es to Bath—Miss Hill, afraid that her spiritual in¬ 
terest would suifcr in that city, again writes her on that subject—She 
returns to Taymouth, and in a letter Miss Hill express^ her satisfac¬ 
tion, that she is now in a place more congenial to devotional exercises 
—At Taymouth, Lady Olcnorchy receives visits from some clergy¬ 
men, by whom she is benciited—Miss Hill writes to Lady Glenorehy, 
and adverts to this circumstance with pleasure—>Vhen I^iady Olen- 
orchy was on a visit at the Earl of Hardwick’s, where the change 
wrought upon her niind must have exposed liei to trials, she receives 
a letter from Miss Hill, alluding to these circumstances, and giving at 
the same tinte .an account of the death of Mrs Venn—Miss Hill writes 
to Lady Olcnorchy, in which she mentions some interesting facts with 
respect to some of the younger branches of her father’s family—-Miss 
Hill suffers much from worldly acquaintances, and in a letter informs 
Lady Olcnorchy of this—Lady Olcnorchy attends meetings for reli¬ 
gious purposes in Edinburgh—liCtter from Lady Olenorchy to Mrs 
Itailie M’olker—Lady Olenorchy indisposed—Letter from Miss Hill 
on that occasion—Miss Hill writes to Lady Olcnorchy, (pving an ac¬ 
count of her own (’hristiitn experience—Lady Olenorchy in her reli¬ 
gious feelings discovers a peculiar degree of sensibility—Miss Hill 
writes her on this subject—^Lady Olenorchy more comfortable in her 
mind—Congratulated by Miss Hill, who gives a farAer account of her 
own experience. 

About this time Lady Glenorehy, who seems to 
have licen in a very bad state of health, received the 
following letter from Miss Hill, in answer to one she 
had lately wrote to her. 


«« February 7, 1767. 

“ O, my dear friend, what words can express the 
grief that I now feel on your account! The letter I 
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have just received from you but too plainly tells me, 
that I must not long expect to enjoy your friendship 
here on earth. How shall I give you up ? My dearest 
friend, would to God I could be with you ! Were I 
my own mistress, I would not be long without attend¬ 
ing you in your distress. You should not be alone if 
I could be with you, nor suffer one pain if I could re¬ 
lieve you, or bear them for you. But what am I say¬ 
ing ? It is good for you that you have been afflicted ; 
such trials .spring not from the dust, but arc the ap¬ 
pointments of an all-wise God, who intends them for 
your benefit. It is God, my dear friend, your un¬ 
changeable covenant God, who loves you with an ever¬ 
lasting love, Avho thus visits you. Happy, not wretch¬ 
ed, is the person whom God correcteth ; these chas- 
tenings shall yield the peaceable fruits of righteous¬ 
ness to them that are exercised tliereby. Through 
much tribulation we must enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.—I must now lay down my pen, for I am not 
able to proceed. I would say much that occurs, and 
which, with the blessing of God, migiit be of use to¬ 
wards consoling you in your present situation ; but 
my heart is too full to permit me to write, though I am 
something easier, and am brought to bow more under 
the mighty hand of God than when I first read your 
letter. My mother seeing my great distress, has been 
asking me the cause. I told her you was very ill, and 
that I had reason to believe I should never see you 
more : at this she seemed concerned, and expressed a 
regard for you, which indeed she has often done, but 
says she is .surprised how I can make myself so miser¬ 
able, and have so great an attachment to a person of 
whom I have seen so little; to which I only replied 
witli tears, and could scarcely say, that though I had 
sexm much less of you than I wished to do, yet I knew 
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enough of you to make me love you most affectionate¬ 
ly, and you had given me reason to believe you had 
few friends more dear to you than myself. How 
little does the world know of that heartfelt union 
which real Christians experience towards each other ? 

I tliink my regard for you is established on so solid a 
foundation that it cannot be overthrown. Your being 
an heir of God, and joint-heir with Christ—having 
undergone many very aggravated distresses—bearing 
these with Christian resignation and fortitude—having 
with unlimited confidence rejiosed thorn in my breast,— 
these are circumstances which greatly endear you to 
me; but thest; I cannot communicate to others, so 
they must wonder on. Few people know wdiat real 
friendship is ; sometimes I wish tt> know less of it, for 
truly it has many pangs, yet it has at the same time 
very many sweets and advantages. 

“ My friends here do not seem to approve of the 
Spa waters for me : thank God, 1 am by no means ill, 
though I am not well,—^if I could see you, I think it 
would do me more gootl than all the waters and 
doctors in the world. But I have one Physician that 
can never fail me—so have you, my dear friend. Let 
us, then, both apply to him, and he Avill heal us as 
shall be most meet for us. O let us fly to him in every 
adversity, pour out our complaints before him, and 
show him our trouble. When holy David was dis¬ 
tressed, he thought upon God, the throne of grace 
Avas the }>lace of his refuge: so may it be ours ! timre 
we shall find the Father of mercies and God of all 
consolation, ready to answer our prayers and to ad¬ 
minister relief. He is able to give songs in the night 
of distress—to make the bones that sorrow and anguish 
have broken, to rejoice. If he sjieak peace, vi'ho shall 
cause disquietude, or wliat sliall destroy our tranquil- 
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lity ?—So soon as I hear from you, I shall write again. 
May Jesus preserve you every where, and fill you 
with that peace which passeth all understanding.— 
What a letter is this ! I scarcely know what I have 
been writing; an aching heart, a weeping eye, and a 
trembling hand, make Imd work upon paper. O my 
dear friend, blessed be God for Jesus Christ; he can 
wijxj all tears from our eyes—^to him I most earnestly 
recommend .you."" 


Lady Glenorchy having left Taymouth, after spend¬ 
ing some time with her mother, went to Batli unac¬ 
companied by Lord Glenorchy. While thcrCi Miss 
Hill wrote, and expressed her anxiety, lest her spiritual 
interest should suffer in a place so dangerous to the 
religion of young persons of rank and fortune. 


» 1767 . 

“ I had the very great pleasure yesterday of receiving 
your letter ; but in the midst of the joy I feel on the 
recovery of your health, and the hope of seeing you 
soon, I grieve exceedingly at the distressed circum¬ 
stances in which you appear to be, both spiritually 
and temporally. Would to God you could live more 
by faith on his Eternal Son! O pray, )>ray without 
ceasing, that he would give you that spirit of adoption 
by which you may be enabled to cry, Abba, Father, 
and so reveal himself to you as to enable you to see 
and feel that your sins are blotted out by the recon¬ 
ciling blood of the Lamb, and that you are really en¬ 
grafted into Christ, the living Vine. I fear that you 
are infected with a very legal spirit—^nay, your letter 
assures me that you are so; and instead of living 
wholly on the finished salvation whidi is in Jesus, 
you are looking for some recommeudate^ qualities in 
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yourself—-tell me, is not this tlie case It is this which 
bars your access to God, and renders you so dead, 
^Iry, and lifeless in duties, and, together with the 
temptations of Satan, makes you ready to doubt of 
the love and mercy of God to your soul. It is owing 
to tins also that you are in the dark concerning your 
interest in Jesus, and all the benefits of his active and 
passive obedience which are offered to you. I know 
wtill how to pity your situation. It is inde^ a trying 
but far from desperate, and abundantly more to 
be desired than tliat lukewarm security by which 
millions of soids .are destroyed. He who has pronnsed 
not to break the bruised reed, nor quench the smok¬ 
ing flax, will in his own good time help, relieve, heal, 
and comfort the sovd that w'aits on him. May the 
L,ortl Jesus look upon you in mercy ! may he not lay 
nn)re ujwn you than he will enable you to bear ! O 
may he lift up the light of his countenance upon you, 
give you strong faith in his merits and promises, a 
comfortable affiance in him in all your troubles, and 
the witness of his Spirit with your spirit, tliat you are 
a child of God ; and though you now walk in dark¬ 
ness, yet may you trust in the name of the Lord. 
May he who has in wisdom showec.1 you great and sore 
troubles, in mercy look d<iwn upon you and revive you 
again, that you may rejoice in him, and have know¬ 
ledge of his salvation. 

“ I hope your stay at Bath will be short.—I cannot 
conclude without beseeching you once more to cast all 
your care ujjon tlie Lord. May you enjoy abundantly 
the blessed fruits of faith and union with Christ here, 
till you go to be ever with him.” 


In the month of July following, Lady Glcnorchy 
seems to have relumed to Taymouth, which, although 
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she could there enjoy but few inoiins of grace, INIiss 
Hill considered as xijion the whole a more favourable 
place for her in a religious point of \icw, because b 
exjKJsed her to less temptation. I'o this ellect slie 
writes. 


“ JhIjis 17 () 7 . 

“ 1 trust you will tied da advantage of being an¬ 
other year at 'r.iynKuUli, aiul ■ ii.it the'lawd will more 
abundantly l)k.-.s you witii iii'‘ immediate su])plies of 
his gnicc and Sjiirit, as o:i are out of the way of 
means; for though tiny are the ordiu.ny metiiod in 
which he has ;i})point('d dmi lie should be found, yet 
he docs not eonhne hinist i to lhe*n. I see Satan lias 
thrust sore at you, by endeavoui lng to draw off your 
trust and confidence in the Saviour of sinners. These 
arc subtile arts and wiles by which he ever strives to 
distress the children of‘ <lod, and he never fails to taki' 
advantage when we cease to rely every moment on the 
arm of Jesus, or suffer the world to catch us iu its de¬ 
structive snares. Our business is. hi fact, ewry in¬ 
stant with Jesus. 1 would recommend to you to he 
much in prayer, and attend to the leaifmgs of divine 
Providence, who, I trust, will make your path of 
duty clear, not perhaps all at once, but by* degrtvs, so 
that after you have been exercised with niicertainties 
for a season, you shall find that he is overniling all to 
bring about what he has already a})ix)lnted for you. 
Commit yourself therefore to liim, act so far as he 
affords you an opening, consult him step by steji— 
follow closely the leadings of his jirovidence. In the 
Lord’s dealings with his people, there are usually a 
praying time and a waiting time. Ho often even 
brings a seeming death upon our hojx's and prospects 
just hefort; he is going to realize them, and thereby we 
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UKov clearly see, and more thankfully acknowledge, his 
divine interposition.''’ 

[Affcd 2C.] The beautiful and sublime scenery of 
the wide extendi’d domains of Taymoutli, and of the 
surrounding country, has, for time immemorial, at¬ 
tracted the attention of strangers. Several of the clergy 
both of Kngland and Scotland were then, as now, fre- 
ijuently to be I'ouiid among those nuniert>iis parties, 
w'ho, in the summer season, visited this delightful re¬ 
gion. Those clergymen whose talents and character 
were known to, and a})proved of by Lady Glenorchy, 
''be huifed to the ca.stle, anil employed in giving family 
worship, and in preaching on the Ijonrs Day, after ca¬ 
nonical hours, to her lionseliold. and to as manv of tlie 
neighboors as wei-' ilisposed lo attend. Site !;ad great 
pleasure in these oei asional exi-reisi's ol' ri-ligiua ; anil 
to one of these, from wbieb she had derived peculiar 
satisfaction, IVIi-ss Hill refers in the following letter.— 

•' Svpte^nber, 171)7. 

I am \ei\ thankl'id that the Lord lias so abun- 
damly bl‘'s.-'vd i\lr jtr.’s ministry and convensation to 
\ .ill i\biy the impression ilweli long on yamr heart, but 
rimenihev. r.iy friend, fo look through .all means to 
-Jesus, without whose graeious presence every* thing 
will he vain and unj>rolItablc. I often think that your 
being in your present situation, lias proved to you one 
of the greatest blessings that could have been conferred , 
on you ; since, ])erhnps, had you swam smoothly down 
the stream of pro.sperity, and drank more deeply into 
the cii]) of worldly felicity, \mu liad not known Jesus, 
nor felt tlie power of his love xijxm y’our soul. When 
we arc most easy and happy in things that are seen, 
the consequence t<K> often is, an hearty acquiescence in 
present sitnatiems, and a total neglect of the things that 
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are not seen; and the stupifying potion of worldly 
ease lulls the soul into a profound sleep, and into a 
fatal forgetfulness of that God and Saviour, whom to 
know is better than life, and at whose right hand arc 
pleasures for evermore. It is said of Archbishop 
Usher, who enjoyed much uninterrupted prosperity, 
that he was on that account under sad apprehensions 
least God had forsaken him, and given him over to a 
reprobate mind. He feared, because his heavenly 
Father spared the rod, that he hated the cliild.” 

Lord Breadalbane's first wife was Lady Amabclla 
Grey, daughter and co-heiress of Henry Duke of 
Kent. The issue of this marriage was Henry, who 
died a few weeks after his mother at Copenhagen, 
where Lord Breadalbane was then in the capacity of 
ambassador from the British Court, and Jemima, who 
upon the death of her brother succeeded him under the 
title of Baroness Lucas of Crudwell, and Marchionews 
of Grey, and who, a few weeks pri«>r to her father1| 
death, had married the Earl of Hardwicke. With 
these relations. Lady Glenorchy always lived on the 
very best terms. Her first visit, however, after her 
avowed change of mind, must certainly have been very 
trying, and in some respects even unpleasant. Miss 
Hill, anticipating these circumstances, wrote her the 
following letter, in the close of which she gives a very 
interesting account of the death of Mrs Venn, wife of 
• the late celebrated Rev. Mr Venn of Huddersfield, 
and author of the Complete Duty of Man. 

« OcUiber 10 , 1767 . 

“ I fear the meeting with your &iends at ———, 
will be a severe trial to you. I pray earnestly that our 
merciful Lord may ^ve you strength proportionally 
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to it, as well as for every thing he has prepared for you 
in your journey to the promised land. Here we have 
no abiding place, the rest is polluted, we are pilgrims 
^nd only sojourners, as all our fathers were;—^let us 
then with vigour and activity pursue the narrow path, 
and make that speed which souls ought to do, who 
seek a city whose builder and maker is God. We are 
called to forsake all for Jesus—^let us then listen to the 
small still voice directing us in our way, and let us 
steadily and resolutely walk in it, in spite t)f the oppo¬ 
sition we must expect to meet with from an unbeliev¬ 
ing world, our owr^corrupt hearts, and the temptations 
of the wicked one. Heaven, even an everlasting crown 
of glory, an inheritance among the saints in light, is 
the end. 

“ I send you an account of the death of Mrs Venn, 
which my brother received in an excellent letter from 
her afflicted husband, whose behaviour under his trial 
has been greatly blessed to his people, and been the 
means of convincing gainsayers of the reality of reli¬ 
gion in his soul. JVir V. writes as follows;—‘ My dear 
wife was in a bad state of health for several m<mths 
before her departure; but in the beginning of July her 
disorder lay greatly on her spirits, a thing perfectly 
unknown to her till that time;—this also was aggra¬ 
vated by the assaults of her spiritual enemy, for he was 
suffered to pour in upon her soul the most blasphe¬ 
mous suggestions, loading her to call in question the 
truths of Scripture, and even tlie very existence of 
God. To so great a height were these temptations 
permitted to rise, and the agony of her mind produced 
by them W'as s<j violent, that on the night of the first 
Sabbath of July, though there was a most tempestuous 
wind which rocked the house, she told me it did not 
even engine her attention, so much mort horrible was 
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the storm within. Indeed such were its effects upon 
her mind, that when she came down in tlie morning 
to breakfast, her very countenance expressed the vast 
disturbance of her soul. More or less of the samr 
fiery trial she endured for some weeks; but in dui* time 
God heard her prayer, he set at liberty her tempted 
harassed soul—he put an end to the violent conflict, 
and gave her a blessing of grace which never left her, 
till it was swallowed up (there is no room to question) 
in the joy of the Lord. On the 27th of August the 
fever which was to carry her home made; its appear¬ 
ance, and, at the very same time, niy ilcar wife told 
Miss H. she had a manifestation from God her Sa¬ 
viour, more glorious than ever she had before ex¬ 
perienced. In giving me an account of it, she said it 
was as clear and distinct an evidence in her soul of 
God’s love to her, as if she had heard the Lord say, 
‘ Thou art mine, and I am thine; I have saved you.’ 
During the first seven days no danger was apprehend¬ 
ed from the fever, but on the 5th of September some 
alarming symptoms began;—the day following she 
said, ‘ 1 am ready, I am willing to depart, I have so 
clear a view of my Saviour.’ The next day she added, 

‘ Jesus is so sufficient, I would have nothing to mix 
with him, nor do I want one single good work more.’ 
On Tuesday, when the fever raged, she laid her hand 
upon the head of her most dear friend. Miss H. and 
said, * O that I could take you up with me to ever¬ 
lasting rest!’ Upon observing the grief I w'as in, she 
told me I was so overcome and so unwilling to part 
with her, that she believed she should not be spared 
to me. Upon Mr R. asking her, whether she could 
not still bless God ? O, said she, with a smile, ‘ now is 
the time for liim to bless me;’ meaning, the disease pre¬ 
vented all activity of mind, and rendered her entirely 
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passive to receive the comforts of his love. Two days 
before her departure she desired Mr II. would not 
pray for her recovery, but for some mitigation of her 
*jjaiti, and an easy passage to her Lord. The last re¬ 
quest was answered fully, for though her pain increased 
till she said, ‘ I think it is greater than I can bear 
yet the very last words she uttered were, ‘ O the joy, 
the deliglit !’ I was in much pain, (after I knew we 
must part,) for what she might suffer in the agonies of 
death ; but in the midst of judgment upoivme, a sinful 
man, my God remembered mercy, and spared me this 
additional weight U> my burden, for .she seemed in.sen- 
sible from six in the morning till a quarter past two, 
when only drawing her breath twice, somewhat longer 
than usual, she gave up the ghost, and left me suflering 
under the mi*st grievous affliction, yet comforted with 
the most cheering, lively, and well grounded hope of 
her being in glory everlasting.’ ” 

An extract from a letter of Miss Hill’s, at this time, 
is worthy of insertion, not only as it contains some use¬ 
ful hints to Lady Gleiiorchy, but likewise as it exhibits 
an interesting view of the .sentiments and conduct of 
some of the younger branches of the family of Hawk- 
stone. 


« October 20, 1767. 

“ We have just had a parting prayer with my dear 
brother, Rowdand, who leaves us to-morrow. He 
proposes to see good Lady Huntington in his way to 
Cambridge, which, I trust, will be blessed to him, and 
that he will ever stand faithful in the cause of hia cru¬ 
cified Master, whether he be admitted, as a minister of 
the Gospel, to preach in his name, or not; but, alas ! 
my dear friend, to such a deplorable apostacy i.s the 
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world come, that young men who are steadfastly at¬ 
tached to the church, and live exemplary lives, can 
hardly get their testimonials signed for orders. 

‘‘ I have just had a smart debate with N——, cod- 
cerning sects and parties ;—the cause of it was a most 
excellent letter, wliich my sister wrote to her, with con¬ 
gratulations on her birth-day, wherein she takes occa¬ 
sion to mention something of the necessity of a divine 
change of heart, and enlarges a little on the things of 
God, but in»so proper a manner, that you would think 
it impossible tliat the least offence could be taken. 
Thtr Lord enablcnl me to open my mouth with great 
boldness, (I trust with meekness also, for I arn ever 
afraid of showing any thing of an improper spirit,) and 
to give a reason for the hope that was in me. The 
Bible was brought in order to convince me of my er¬ 
rors, but not a text was produced which did not serve 

to overthrow the argument which N- intended to 

support. I proved myself to be of the established 
church, and she a dissenter from it. Oh ! may the 
Lord God bring good out of this ;—^but aius ! so many 
have been the arguments, so great are the prejudices, 
that I have little hope left. My poor brother was at¬ 
tacked yesterday by some worldlings, and told he never 
could be easy, although he never was so happy in his 
life, till he got into their way again. Well, my dear 
friend, these things must l>e—May the Lord God make 
them as so many excitements to quicken us in our 
.journey towards Zion. The cross of Christ is the. 
Christian’s glory, and blessed are all they that are 
thought worthy to bear it. I only* fear that I dishon¬ 
our, my Master by being too much conformed to this 
world. Let us, my dear friend, joyfully embrace the 
all-perfect righteousness of the Lord Jehovah, so shall 
our justification be complete, and our services, al- 
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though mere nothings in themselves, be aa:epted in the 
Beloved. May the Lord God Almighty continually 
bless and preserve you ; may ho supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus !” 

Although Lady Glenorchy suffered much from her 
worldly acquaintances in consequence of her attach¬ 
ment to serious religion, yet she was not singular in 
these sufferings. Her friend Miss Hill was also great¬ 
ly exposed to them, and felt deeply undar them, as 
appears from the following letter, which she at this 
time wrote to Lady Glenorchy. 

« December 16, 1767. 

“ I have left two gambling parties, of whom I am 
pretty heartily tired, to write to you, an employment 
always agreeable to me. I have just been told that I 
am g<M)d for nothing, as I will neither play nor mingle 
in fashionable amusements. That I am good for no- 
tliing I know to my sorrow, and each day, each hour, 
shows the more of my own vileness, and sinks me 
lower than the dust to see my great unprofitableness; 
and when I cunsidcr how little my God and Saviour 
has been thought of or spoke of by me, I may with 
justice hide myself, and with shame and confusion cry, 

‘ God be merciful to me a most ungrateful rebellious 
sinner!’ Yet still Jesus follows the rebel with tender 
mercies and loving-kindness; and it is only because 
his compassions foil not that I am not consumed, and 
not lifting up my eyes in torments. Blessed be God, 
he saves his people for his own name’s sake, and that 
is the moving cause from first to last. His righteous¬ 
ness is highly and will be everlastingly exalted there¬ 
by ; yea, his mercy, judgment, and righteousness, the 
attributes which he has always delighted to honour. 
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and has made himself known by, will be glorified 
throughout the countless ages of eternity in the salva¬ 
tion of sinners, vile unworthy sinners in themselves, 
that it might be all of grace, and God thereby hav/; 
all the glory. O what a salvation is this ! how fidl 
of help and comfort! for it is founded on the everlast¬ 
ing love and glory of our never-changing God. O 
how completely miserable must they be under outward 
crosses and trials, who have not a God to fly to in time 
of trouble,•and a certain hope that he will be their 
guide and counsellor in every time of need ! Blessed 
be his holy name who has manifested himself to you, 
my dear friend, and given you experimentally to know, 
that each stroke with which you have been chastised was 
sent by a loving father's hand. No words can express 
what I feel of love and gratitude to him who has made 
you a partaker of the divine nature, and who with his 
abundant love drew you Avith his loving-kindness out 
of the horrible pit of your sinfid corrupt nature, and 
made you an heir of glory, washed you in his own 
precious blood, strippetl you of your own worthless 
garments, and put on you his own best robe, his sjx»t- 
less I'igliteousness, calling you his own, and uniting 
you to himself by the most indissoluble bonds I O 
Avhat mercies arc these ! Join with me in praising God 
for the boundless ocean of his love ! What shall we 
render to the Lord for all his benefits ? All Ave can do, 
the sacrifice of our whole selves, is too little ; yet Jesus 
will accept the mite, the free-Avill offering, however 
poor and mean. O let us from this moment begin 
to live to Jesus, our Friend, our Shepherd, Advocate, 
Surety, Saviour, Father, and our God; let us with all 
our might, with all our strength, begin to live to Jesus, 
that wc may die to Jesus, and be for ever with him! 
Upon what a firm basis are the hopes of every believer 
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built! Not a sudden thought, not a hasty decree, but 
the everlasting love of the great Almighty Jehovah, who 
so loved the world as to give his only begotten Son to 
<iie, that we might not perish, but have everlasting life. 
Behold what manner of love is this, for even now we 
arc the children of God ; and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be, but this we know, that when Jesus 
shall appear we shall be like him, for we shall see him 
as he is, and be for ever in his presence, where is ful¬ 
ness of joy, and at whose right hand are pleasures ever¬ 
more. And that all w'ho by divine grace have been 
brought to flee for refuge to the hope set before them 
might have strong consolation, God has secured it by 
an everlasting covenant, ordered in all things and sure, 
confirmed with promises, with oaths, and sealed it 
■with his own precious blood; and he that has not 
spared his own Son, but freely delivered him up to 
death for us, how shall he not with him freely give \is 
all things.—O what cause have we ever to be giving 
thanks to this our Almighty deliverer! The Lord 
reigneth, let the earth rejoice, yea, lot the multitude of 
the isles be glad thereof. He keeps and holds fast the 
infernal crew in chains of iron, restrains their cruel 
rage, sees their subtile plots against his feeble .sheep, 
and baffles them all; he will make a hedge about 
them, and about their houses, and about all that they 
have, on every side. O what a Father, Savioui*, and 
Friend is here ! -How can we over distrust his faithful¬ 
ness, or harbour one unbelieving thought Surely w^ 
may trust him where we cannot trace him, and adven¬ 
ture upon his bond although w'e have nothing in view ! 
Can we fear he will ever leave or forsake his people 
when he has declared he never will ? Can we su.s})ect 
he will suffer them to fall a miserable helpless prey to 
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their enemies ? No, so long as he sits in heaven they 

must be safe and happy.” 

\ 

Lady Glenorcdiy diligently made use of all the means 
wliich she thought were calculated to promote her spirit¬ 
ual improvement. Among otliers, she attended meet¬ 
ings for religious purposes, comp{)sed chiefly of ladies of 
rank and fortune; such as the Marchioness of Lothian, 
the Countesses of Leven and Northesk, Lady Banlf, 
Lady Maxwell, Lady Ross Baillie, and many others. At 
tliose meetings the Rev. Mr Walker, at this time senior 
minister of the High Church of Edinburgh, and col¬ 
league to the celebrated Dr Blair, usually presided 
and conducted their devotions, and at the same time 
either expounded the Scriptures or delivered a sermon. 
At first it would appear they were held in the houses 
of one or other of these ladies. But in the course of 
time they were held in Mr Walker’s own house, and 
were continued weekly by him to the close of his life. 
Of these meetings, which Lady Glenorchy uniformly 
attended when in town, and from which she received 
much pleasure and profit, she first makes mention in 
the following letter to a lady eminent for piety, a re¬ 
lation of Mr Walker’s, who, in order to distinguish 
her from others of that name, was generally called 
Mrs Bailie Walker. 

My dear Madam,—I had not time yesterday to 
answer your letter as it deserved, and I am sorry that 
I cannot just now say all I wish upon the subject of 
it. I am not fond of controversy on any doctrine, 
and am every way unfit for it myself, being an igno¬ 
rant creature, and having a confused manner of ex¬ 
pressing myself. I 'will endeavour to see you very 
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soon, and will send before in order that I may find 
you alone ; and hope at meeting to convince you, that 
whatever our different sentijnents may be on some 
'points, yet our aim and desire is the same. And for 
my own part, I do not feel this alter my affection for 
tljose I believe to be the children of God, and whom I 
hope ere long to meet in a place where all discord and 
variance shall be for ever banished, and we shall then 
know what now we can only guess at. Lord Glenor- 
chy and I have both been ill for a week past, which 
prevented my calling for you, and also for the other 
ladies of our meeting, which I beg you will tell them, 
as I have unfortunately an engagement on business 
this afternoon that will prevent my seeing you. If I 
had known of the meeting a day sooner I would have 
])utotf my engagement, but it is now too late. I hojw 
next week to have the pleasure of seeing you all; and 
if Wednesday will do fin* Mr Walker, I beg you w*ill 
ask him and all the rest of our friends for that day : if 
that be not convenient, any other day you please, only 
let me know which, that I may not be engaged. Be 
assured, my dear madam, that I take your writing or 
sjieaking your sentiments freely to me as a real proof 
of friendship, and hope you will tell me without re¬ 
serve ivhatever you see or hear of me that you think 
inconsistent with my profession as a Christian, or 
hurtful to the interest of our common Lord. This 
will give me an opportunity of explaining my motives 
for any thing that may have given offence; and if they 
are not found sufficient, I hope through grace to be 
enabled to amend. I beg my compliments to your 
good husband, and am, with real regard, my dear 
madam, your sincere and faithful humble servant, 

“ W- Glenobchy.” 
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In the beginning of this year Lady Glenocchy seems 
to have been again considerably indisposed ; so much 
so, indeed, as to renew her friend Miss Hill’s alarms 
about her, which she strongly and kindly expresses in* 
the following letter.— 


“ January 1, 1768. 

“ Ever since I heard of your being ill, I have con¬ 
tinually committed yon to the Lord in prayer, beseech¬ 
ing him tof.give me a submissive heart to whatever 
is his will concerning you, and that as he has lent 
you to me, I may cheerfully resign to liini his own 
whenever he shall see fit. But even now I find the 
struggle hard: it is easy to say. Thy will be done ! 
but when tlie trial comes, to submit to it, to re¬ 
joice in it, as the hand of God, is utterly opposite to 
nature, and can be effected only by the mighty opera¬ 
tion of his grace upon tlie soul. May the Lord w'ork 
this grace effectually upon mine, then shall I count 
all things but dross for the exccllci'cy of the know¬ 
ledge of Christ Jesus our Lord. I am ashamed of my 
fears and anxious thoughts, I would give them all to 
tlie Lord, and in all wait his power, that he may have 
the sure pre-eminence in my guilty soul. Let us be 
careful our whole heart is his, then we may say truly. 
It is the Lord, let him do what scemeth him good. 
My dear friend, you have frequently beheld death as 
ready at the door to take you; you have seen him, 
blessed be God, disarmed of his sting, and only as a 
friendly messenger to conduct you to your Father’s 
house, after a weary painful pilgrimage. This will of 
course make your thoughts fixed more on etermty, 
where we must both shortly be, although our journey 
be somewhat lengthened. Reflecting seriously on this 
is not without its benefit, and will make us abundant 
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in the wotk of the Lord, and it will make us content¬ 
edly suffer. 

“ This being the first of a new year, I resolve, with 
God’s grace and assistance, to begin to lead a new life. 
On looking back, what a mere nothing doc.s the last 
appear,—departed as a tale that is told ; and I, alas, 
have as mucli to learn as ever of spiritual-mindedness, 
and every holy virtue. O, how little have I done for 
.Jesus ! When I review the time that is past, and 
what a vain worldly life I have led, I utterly 
ashamed and confounded ; but lliis leads me to mag¬ 
nify and adore that almighty grace which receives the 
sinner freely; not for works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his mercy he saves us. 
May you, iny dear friend, go on conquering and to 
conquer; soon will all temptations and trials of every 
kind be no more. But the more they assault us, the 
more let us cleave to Jesus, and by a continual appli¬ 
cation of his blood to our souls, we shall be enabled to 
})ass the time of our sojourning here below in peace 
and joy, deriving our whole spiritual life, hope, and con¬ 
solation, from that inexhau.stible fountain of all good. 
May every rich blessing of God be poured down on 
you, my dear friend ; and do not cease to pray for the 
most unworthy of all who profess the go.spel of Jesus. 
To him be glory, now and for ever. Amen.” 

Miss Hill, from what we have seen, had evident¬ 
ly learned the gospel lesson to live by faith, and, in 
her letters, uniformly pressed the importance of this 
life on Lady Glenorchy. But, from the close of the 
following letter, it appears, that as the exercise of this 
grace, through human weakness and infirmity, may l>e 
disturbed, and for a season fail, even in those who have 
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Jong been habituated to it, so it happened in her own 
experience. 


“ January 31, 1768. 

“ The more I see of the great mystery of godliness, 
the more I stand amazed, and am forced to cry out, 
O the depth of the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God, in contriving to bring the highest 
glory to all his attributes, and at t!ie same time, to 
bring fallal sinful creatures into a state of favour, 
grace, and peace here, and glory hereafter. How 
Worthy is such a salvation of our God ! How full of 
consolation to his jieople ! JLet us, then, my dear 
friend, put off‘ the old man, with his corrin)t deeds. 
Let us put on the Lord Jesus Christ, and draw near 
at all times with boldness to the throne of gi’ace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in tiim; 
of need. L.et us plead our heavenly Father’s promises 
in faith, nothing wavering; and let us live up to the 
high unspeakable privileges of the Lord’s redeemed. 
I live, (says Paul), yet not I, but Christ liveth in me. 
Let us say the same; and let the life which we live in 
the flesli be by faith in the Son of God. Let us talk 
and think of Jesus, and thus let us go through this wil¬ 
derness, leaning on the arm of our beloved; and soon, 
in spite of all the enemies of our salvation, we shall get 
into the wished-for haven, safely attain the promised 
land, and lie put into everlasting possession of the 
kingdom prepared for us from the foundation of the 
World. O, then, let us not lose a moment, but haste 
to seek that better country. We have here no abiding 
place. Our treasure is in heaven ; let our affections 
be there also. 

“ I find thinking of, and looking much into self, only 
hardens, deadens, and discourages; and speaking much 
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of self feeds pride; for I can feel a spark of pride 
whilst talking of my own vileness, and be proud cf 
iKjing thought humble. O what an easily hesetting sin 
is«this, and under what specious pretences is it often 
masked ! But thinking of Jesus animates; speaking of 
Jesus makes our hearts burn within us; looking to Jesus 
assimilates, transforms into his glorious image; and 
whilst believers make Jesus their all in all, they gi-ow 
daily in humility, holiness, self-denial, heavenly-mind- 
edness, anti every Christian grace. O, my flear friend, 
thus may we pass victoriously through the wilderness 
of this world, till we fall asleep in Jesus, awake up after 
his likeness, and so be ever, ever with the Lord, to 
behold that glory which he had with his Father before 
the wt)rltl began. O may tlu» God and Father of our 
Lortl .lesus Christ vouchsafe us frequent Pisgah views 
of the ])romised land, to animate our steps, and raise 
our faith; and may Jesus strengthen us so, that we may 
m)t tire nor faint on our way, but endure to the end, 
and be saved! Why should we doubt either his will¬ 
ingness or 2 >owcr to help us ? his promise cannot fail, 
for the mouth of the Lord hath si»oken it; and it is 
all owing to an evil heart of unbelief if we sufl’er our¬ 
selves to walk mournfully. 

“ I awoke last night with a load of guilt and uneasi¬ 
ness oil my soul; and, ruminating on my state, I was 
tempted to believe all my past experience was a delu¬ 
sion, and that I had never in reality come to God by 
Christ. I knew it was in vain to argue with Satan or 
self, and therefore strove to cast myself wholly on the 
Lord, relying on his finished salvation, on the stability 
of God’s covenant, the unchangeableness of his mind, 
the sure and lasting truth of his promises in Christ, 
several of which came with some degree of power into 
my mind, and I went to sleep again with much com- 
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posure, although I rose this morning agitated, but 
reaped benefit from part of the 3d chapter of MaJachi. 
O, my dear friend, pray for me, that I may ever liave 
grace, in every hour of temptation and need, to h'.y 
hold on Jesus, in whom is righteousness tliat can jus¬ 
tify the most ungodly. In him is fulness, how empty 
soever we .are,—a fulness of merit always presented to 
God by Christ for our obtaining of that whicli at any 
time we want, whether it be wisdom, grace, righteous¬ 
ness, sanctification, or redemption.” 

Lady Gienorchy’s temper was constitutionally both 
gay and firm, and when occasion required, it exhibited 
a boldness which no sense of danger could intimidate. 
In her religious feelings, however, arising, it may be, 
from a peculiar degree of sensibility, there w'as an in¬ 
cessant self-jealousy, which, though it did not produce 
what is termed a slavish fear or dread, had a dirc<;t 
tendency to produce what may be c.-illcd n sjwrit of 
bondage, and w’hich, like a cloud intercepting the rays 
of the sun, cast a sombre hue over the whole of her 
Christian exercises and experiences in private. This 
may be accounted for in various ways. She uniformly 
possessed very clear views of the spiritu,ality of the di¬ 
vine law, and of the nature of that obedience which it 
required, in thought, word, and dcctl. As her inte¬ 
grity and fidelity in forming a judgment of herself were 
never seduced hy self-love, she discovered in herself 
those imperfections which others, destitute of equal 
degrees of knowledge and grace, are often apt to over¬ 
look ; and was always ready to acknowledge,- that, as 
the Scriptures say, “ In many things she offended, 
and in every thing came short of the glory of God.” 
Hence, when she retired to her closet, and placed her¬ 
self in the immediate ])resencc of her Maker and her 
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Judge, she felt in an uncommon degreec that her guilt 
was inconceivable. She thus became mortified and 
humbled to the very dust, and expressed her mortifi¬ 
cation and humiliation in the strongest terms. But 
although she had a firm faith in the Redeemer, in the 
virtue of his sacrifice, the fulness of his atonement, 
and the efficacy of his blood and cross to reconcile her 
to God, and from this experienced a well founded 
hope of a glorious immortality, yet, unlike her friend 
Miss Hill, she never was able to attain the happy art 
of habitually applying by faith to the blood of sprink- 
ling, t o remove every stain of guilt, as soon as contract¬ 
ed, from her conscience. Owing to this peculiar state 
of mind, her peace was often disturbed, and her spirit¬ 
ual comfort, like a winter’s day, not absolutely dark, 
but gloomy, w'ith a faint gleam of sun-light occasion¬ 
ally buisting through the cloud. This habitual spirit 
of jealousy with resjx'ct to her experience, accounts for 
many of the bitter things which she writes against her¬ 
self in her diary, as Avill be afterwards observtid. 

Miss Hill was aware of these curcumstances, and 
gave in writing the salutary advice which was requi¬ 
site. 


“ March 1, 1768. 

“ I have just received your letter. Still on the 
complaining siring, my dear fi iend ! Will you still 
lend an ear to the suggestions of the enemy, who was 
a liar from the beginning, and not trust your soul on 
the faithfulness of God and his Christ ? O, away with 
all these complaints, these doubts, these fears, which 
keep your soul in bondage, and which will not permit 
you to possess joy and peace in believing. Were you 
really a hypocrite, depend upon it you would not be so 
uneasy under the apprehension of being one> nor would 
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you examine your heart with that exact scrutiny you 
do. Take comfort, then—live upon Jesus, trust to his 
almighty power and willingness to save, then shortly 
shall Satan be trampled under your feet as the accuser 
of the brethren. O labour after the full assurance of 
faith, that you may not be so continually poring upon 
yourself, instead of laying hold on the finished salva¬ 
tion which is in Jesus. May his grace ever be with 
you ! remember he has said it is sufficient for you.” 

“ March 11, 1768. 

“ As I had not leisure the last time I wrote to speak 
particularly of those doubts and fears which still harass 
your soul, I will now endeavour (with God’s blessing 
and assistance) to suggest something which may tend 
to your relief. I know you will forgive me for reading 
part of your letter to a Christian friend of mine in 
this neighbourhood, who is a person fully taught in 
Christ’s school; and as her experience and yours agree 
greatly together, I thought it would be a comfort to 
you both, to read her that part of your letter wherein 
you mention the state of your soul. She says, she 
has often been exactly in the same condition; and 
added, ‘ I am sure I can say I well know what that 
situation is, not only from my own experience, but 
from that of many others. I have thought myself the 
vilest hypocrite under the sun, and fancied 1 had never 
come savingly to Christ; and when I have endeavour¬ 
ed to apply the promises of God to my soul, Satan has 
tempted me to believe they did not belong to me, and 
made use of the very same method to distress me as he 
has done her : for in reading Owen on the Mortificat- 
tion of Sin in Believers, I was tempted to think myself 
the person described, and that I did wrong to speak 
peace to my soul when there was none with God. I 
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was enabled, however, to wait patiently the Lord’s 
time for deliverance; and looking to Jesus, now see 
him to be an all-sufficient Saviour, able to save to the 
‘ pttermost all that come unto God by him.’ This also 
is in general pretty much my own state ; and though 1 
cannot say I have any full assurance of my interest, in 
Christ, yet I feel a comfortable hope that 1 shall cer¬ 
tainly attain to it in the Lord’s own time, and for 
which I desire to wait. What you say of yourself, my 
dear friend, gives me the sinccrest pleasure, as I have 
no doubt of the reality of God’s work upon your soul, 
from your being so fearful of healing slightly the 
wound which sin has made. You want a brighter 
discovery of the evidence to go upon, and are jealous 
and fearful of laying hold on the promise till you can 
sec you r way clear, and God justified in his dealings 
in thus freely pardoning. You have been truly con¬ 
vinced of sin ; you are sensible of your need of Jesus ; 
therefore let no doubts, no fears, distress your precious 
soul, which God has loved with an everlasting love. 
Behold the free grace of God, behold the purchase of 
it, th.'itit niiglit be freely given to you, and the promise 
of it, and the tender of that promise to you ! In Jesus 
is perfect righteousness laid up for your use. It is no 
presumption therefore; on the contrary, it is your in¬ 
dispensable duty, to lay hold of it, to plead it as a guilty 
condemned sinner, and in liim to embrace the free par¬ 
don, the full acceptance which grace has provided far 
you. God has made him to be sin for us who knew 
no sin, that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. This God, too, is able to do exceeding¬ 
ly abundantly above all that you can ask or think. 
What can he more immediately calcQlated to give 
comfort to the most desponding soul than these words 
of the apostle ? What now would you request of God ? 
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You will say, * to be saved from sins past, present, and 
to come; for more grace, more faith in Christ, and 
more desires after and love to him, that you may glo¬ 
rify him through life, and at the hour of death.’ And 
think you, that the ear of him which is evc'r open to 
the supplication of his people, will be shut against you ? 
O no ; it is impossible! He hath graven you on the 
palms of his hands, he loves you with a love which 
passeth knowledge. It would be endless to enumerate 
all the soul-reviving passages of Scripture wherein 
God’s love is represented. In each page of the sacred 
record there are traces of it; and we can only wonder, 
and adore, and cast ourselves upon the unfathomable 
depths of this love in every hour of distress and temp¬ 
tation. We are encompassed with enemies from 
within and from without, and great need have we to 
walk with the weapons of our warfare continually in 
our hand. We are tossed on the tempestuous billows 
of spiritual danger, and great need have we to cast 
anchor on the hope which is set before us, grounded 
on the love of God in Christ, as our sure defence ant! 
infallible help ;—tliis is our privilege, this is our duty. 
The enemy is sure to direct his most violent attacks on 
those whom he thinks are most in God’s favour. So 
much indeed is this the case, that it is very common 
for the children of God to be calling in question the 
evidences of their adoption, to fear that all their past 
experience is but a delusion, to have doubts about the 
truth of Scripture, even to imagine they have com¬ 
mitted the sin against the Holy Ghost, and feel such 
horrible and blasphemous suggestions as to make them 
cry out by reason of the disquictness that is in them ; 
and yet all thdse painful things are overruled to their 
advancement and joy in faith ; for by these fiery darts 
they become acquainted with Satan’s devices, and 
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having l>een tempted themselves, are more able to 
administer consolation to those that are tempted. 
These assaults likewise drive them to examine more 
cfirefully that word whicli is able to make them wise 
unto salvation, that so their faith may stand in the 
power of God, and not in the wisdom of man, that 
they may be more earnest in prayer, watching there¬ 
unto w’ith all perseverance. These temptations always 
tend to cobasc and humble the soul, to show its natural 
vileness and helplessness, and thereby to, bring it off 
more from loaning on self-righteousness, and to rely 
on Jesus, the rock of ages. In w'hich case we may say 
with the aj)ost.le James, ‘ Blessed is the man that cn- 
dureth temptation, for when he is tried he shall receive 
the crown of life.’ 

“ As to my health, I beg you will not be uneasy 
about it. I am better ; and O that every slight pain I 
feel may remind me that this is not my home, biit 
that there reniaineth a rest for the people of God in a 
better w'oi Jd, the inhabitants of which shall never say, 
1 am sick. I rejoice to hecr that you can boldly speak 
for desus in company. Go on conquering and to con- 
(juef.” 

A few w’ceks after Lady Glenorchy had received the 
above comm unic-,at ions, she seems to have been in a 
njore than usually comfortable state of mind; and 
having written Miss Hill to that effect, received from 
her the following excellent letter, congratulating her 
on the cii’cumstance, and offering her very sensible and 
sound advice as to her future conduct. 

“ Good Friday^ 1768. 

“ I was thinking much of you, when your letter was 
brought me this morning; and, nmnnating on the great 
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things God had done for your soul, I could not but 
consider your state as happy, although in the midst of 
many outward distresses; and your letter has greatly 
increased my joy and thankfulness on your account, a.s 
it assures me of your coming more and more out of the 
captivity of nature, into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God; and that you arc now enabled, not 
only to trust him, (which in itself is a blessed state,) but 
also to rejoice in him, as the God of yt)ur salvation, 
for your present as well as future salvation. 

“ Heaviness may endure for a night, but gladness 
cometh in the morning; and when it comes after a long 
uneasy night, it is doubly welcome, and tleserves a 
double tribute of praise and thankfulness. O be not 
wanting in that sweet duty of praise, from a sense of 
the divine goodness, love, and patience towards you ; 
remember that you arc brought from darkness to light, 
to show forth the praises of him who calleth you, and 
that your feet are set at liberty to run Avith patience 
the race of prayer and praise, self-denial and obedience, 
which the Lord hath set before you. In t»rder that you 
may go on comfortably and steadily for the time to 
come, I shall insert a few directions which were |^ven 
to a Christian friend of mine, who long walked in 
darkness, but who afterwards liveil miich under the 
light of God’s countenance, till it pleased him to give 
her the full vision and fruition of himself in glory. 
‘ Live above earthly and creature comforts. Beware 
of flatness and lukewarmness ; this, if not carried im¬ 
mediately to the Lord, ends in darkness and deadness. 
Value divine comforts above all things, and prize 
Christ above all comforts, that if these should fail, you 
may stUl glory in the God of your salvation. Let that 
which torments others be your happiness, that is, self- 
denial, and renouncing your own will. Be ready to 
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yield with joy to every conviction of the Spirit of God. 
Be faithful to the present grace, and aspire after a 
continual growtli. Live the present moment to God, 
dnd avoid perplexing yourself about your past and 
future experience, by giving up yourself to Christ as 
you are at the moment, and being willing to receive him 
now as he is, leaving all the rest to him, and you will cut 
a thousand tenipUitions by the root.' Continue dili¬ 
gently to sem-ch the Scriptures—those contain an in- 
cxliaustible fund of comfort when opened tp us by the 
Spirit of God. Otherwise, clear and plain as the 
sacred truths appear in themselves, they will be a dead 
letter to us, anti we .shall never truly know the mystery 
of godliness. Every day’s observation is sufficient to 
prove, that all the most elaborate researches of human 
wisdom into God’s word, are insufficient to lead us in¬ 
to the truth, unless the spirit of wisdom and revelation 
in the knowledge of Christ is given us. How often is 
that divine wisdom revealed to babes, whilst the wise 
and prutleiit arc ignorant of it! May we ever come as 
poor blind simmers to a throne of grace for light and 
undt'i’standing; then, although strait is the gate, we 
shall assuretlly find it, and though the way be narrow, 
we shall not turn aside to the right hand or to the left. 
Ijct self-righteous ceremonial formalists stay themselves 
upon a round of unmeaning duties, and rest in a 
riglttwiisncss of their own imaginations ; but we tyill 
make mention of thy. righteousness, O Lord, even thine 
only;—contented to be saved by rich free grace, we 
gladly embrace the offered gift, and glorify that won¬ 
drous love, that rmses us from children of wrath to 
be the heirs of heaven.” 

That the reader may have some view of the state of 
religion in Miss Hill’s own mind, and the nature of 
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her own Christian experience, it may not be unexcept- 
able to add the following extract from one of her let¬ 
ters to Lady Glenorchy. 


“ Easter Sunday, 1768. 

“ I have this day been commemorating the love of 
Jesus at his table with a hard and stony heart, which 
neither the remembrance of his cruel sufferings, nor 
his victory over death and the grave, could molt. O, 
when shallcthis torrent of sin and corruption, so offen¬ 
sive to the God of all purity, be done away ? When 
shall I arise with Christ in the spiritual resurrection, 
and be so vitally united to my living head, as to lie 
one with him by a growing conformity to his likeness ? 
Come down, thou eternal Jesus, into my heart, and sit 
as a refiner’s fire and as fullers’ soap,—burn up all the 
corruptions of my nature,—wash away the guilt and 
stain of sin, and sot my feet upon the rock of eycrlast- 
ing ages ! Surely this is a season which should, above 
all others, fill the believing soul with jay, the heart with 
praise, and the tongue with thanksgiving, since the re¬ 
surrection of Jesus from the dea^d is the alone fountla- 
tion on which our everlasting hopes are built. We 
are thereby assured, that God is .well pleased with his 
Son’s undertaking, and satisfied with his one oblation. 
The majesty of heaven cannot now but be reconciled 
to those who plead the offering of his Son, for in him 
mercy and truth are met togethpr, righteousness and 
j)eace have kissed each other. Whatever before was 
interruptive of our peace is now removed, and we have 
the most satisfying grounds of never-ending consola¬ 
tion in a crucified risen Saviour, who has triumphed 
over death, broke its iron bars asunder, and cast away 
all its cords. O for grace to rise from the death of 
sin to a life of righteousness, that we, having part in 
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the past resurrection, may not only escape the second 
death, but see the eternal joy t)f his salvation ! Alas ! 
niy dear friend, I am utterly confounded when I re¬ 
view my unprofitable life and conversation, and see 
any thing of that hidden mystery of iniquity in niy own 
heart;—but blessed be that inexhaustible fountain of 
divine grace, which w'ants no legal performance or 
cpialifications of >ninc to make me a fit object of mercy. 
O what wondrous love was that which plucked us as 
brands Irom the fire, awakened us to see.our danger, 
and showed us that the Lortl had laid help on one that 
was mighty, and not only mighty, but willing to save! 

1 have more hopes w'ilh regard to the spiritual state of 

my friend, Mrs -, tlian I had. Her situation 

some time ago mak»?s it a 2 )pear evident to me, that the 
Lord has thoughts of mercy towards her soul, although 
at j)resent I do not see those marks of conviction in 
her I wish to si-e. In an illness she had some time ago, 
in which she sufiered the most excruciating agonies of 
pain, witliout tlie smallest ap 2 )earancc of her recovery, 
and during tliis time of great extremity, her husband 
grudged her common necessaries,—amidst these, and 
many more distresses which I will not now repeat, the 
concerns of her soul wert> upjierinost in her thoughts. 
Death would, indeed, have been a welcome messenger 
to have delivered her from her torture ; but, alas ! she 
feared his sting, and shrunk back at the thoughts of 
his advancing, and assured me, that her outward trials 
were not to be compared to the desponding thoughts ^ 
that were within her. An offended Go<l, a broken 
law, stared her in the face; the uplifted arm of justice 
she saw ready to fall upon her, and sink her into the 
bottomless pit, and made her earnestly cry for redcmji- 
tion through the blood of Jesus. ‘ O,’ said she, 

‘ could I but get the least glimmering hope of my sal- 
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vation, how glad I should be to die ! but all is dark¬ 
ness, horror, and despair within me.’ Then would she 
pray with the utmost ardency, that Christ would re-^ 
veal himself to her soul, give her some token of hi#> 
love, and not suffer her to continue under such dread¬ 
ful apprehensions of God’s wrath. This she did for a 
lone while without receiving any answer of peace; but 
at Mst llie T.iord lent an ear to the voice of her groaning, 
and although she was so ill and weak before, as not 
to bc' able to move in her bed without help, she iu>w 
raised herself suddenly up, in an ecstasy not to be ex¬ 
pressed, clas))cd her arms, and with great vehemence 
said, ‘ O, he is come, he is come; Jesus is come indeed ! 
let me embrace him, let me hold him fast and never let 
hi)u go. What raptures do I feel ! how is my soul 
filled with ecstasy ! I have the fullest assurance of my 
salvation, and desire to depart and be with Christ.’ 
These extraoi’dinaiy comforts by degrees abated, (per¬ 
haps God seeing they were more than her weak frame 
could bear), and were succeeded by a sweet and ile- 
Ughtful calm, in which she lay wailing with a hope full 
of immortality for her dissolution, which according to 
all human ajjpearance was very near ; but it pleased 
God to raise her up for fresh trials, which, I will still 
hope, are only to try her as gold is tried in the fur¬ 
nace, and that she may bc purified. She frequently 
speaks of the above experience, and says it has left a 
strong and abiding impression. I am sorry for your 
situation, having none to whom you can open your 
heart concerning the things of God; but he is ever 
near to hear you, and ytm may unbosom yourself to 
him with a certainty of redress in every hour of need. 
The post waits, so have only time to entreat you to be 
faithful,—bc bold to follow the leading of the Lord, 
Be steadfast in faith, and all will be well,”

Tiik }>racti(tc of keeping a Diary, or daily account of 
Cliristian t'xperience, and interesting txfcurrences, has, 
if is well known, been in all tiges common with religi¬ 
ous characters. This practice, wlieu conducted with 
prudence and discretion, is certainly attended witli 
many advantages, both to the individual writer, and to 
Christians in general. The individual writer is en¬ 
abled to review the nature of God’s dealings towards 
him, the dangers to which he has been ex}X)scd, the ^ 
sins which have been more easily besetting him ; and 
from thence learns how to avoid the one, and over¬ 
come the other; his different graces arc brought more 
conspicuously into exercise, and the influence of true 
godliness is more habitually felt; and Christians in 
general are, by perusing them, often instructed, 
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strengthened, and comforted, in their pilgrimage 
through this world. 

At what time Lady GJenorchy began to keep a 
Diary is not certain; but from circumstances, it woul^l' 
appear to have been alwut thi.s period, perliaps some¬ 
what earlier. She frequently corrected and trans¬ 
cribed her papers, especially such as she wi.shed to 
preserve, and wrote them on a fine quarto page, with 
a large margin, ruled off* at the top and bottom, and 
on each sido^ by a red line. Two-thirds of her Diary 
are nearly written in this manner, apparently taken 
from a scroll, and entitled ‘ Extracts from tJie Diary 

of-.’ The remainder is contained in a 

book of coarse paper, interlined and blotted, and evi¬ 
dently not intended to be seen in that shape by any eye 
but her own, and which she seems not to have found 
leisure to transcribe. It is probable, that the Diary 
which she kept during the first part of her religious life 
had Iteen destroyed by herself. From the view wdiich 
Miss Hill’s letters give of her experience, it is likely 
she judged it not requisite to preserve it; and to 
this conjecture we are led from this singular fact, that 
the Diary which exists commences but a very .short pe¬ 
riod before that part of Miss Hill’s correspondence with 
her ceased, which, as we have before said. Lady Glen- 
orchy thought fit to preserve. Neither is it unlikely 
that the existence of her diary was the reason why she 
did not think it necessary to transcribe any more of her 
friend’s letters: this circumstance accounts for the 

c 

very abrupt manner in which it begins. Lady Glen- 
orchy had by this time acquh’ed courage not merely to 
defend her own religious opinions, but even to ani¬ 
madvert on those of others which she thought to be 
erroneous.

The steward, or factor as he is called in Scotland, 
of the Breadalbane estates, usually lived at Taymouth 
during the time that the family resided there.

With 
this gentleman Lady Glenorchy ventured to argue; 
and, as is not unfrcquently the case in disputation, 
unfortunately lost her temper. She had too much 
gcK)d sense and religious feeling, however, not to be 
aware of tlu; great impropriety of this, a»d too much 
integrity and candour not to confess it. Hence, on 
the 11th day of May 1768, her Diary thus begins.—

DIARY OF LADY GLENORCHY. 

Mmf 11, 1768.—This morning I aw'oke with a great 
desire to praise God for hi.s mercies; but my lips were 
sealed, I could not utter what I felt.—At breakfast, I 
renewed the argument upon faith with Auchalladear, 
and was led away by the impetuosity of my temper to 
say what I did not at first intend, and some things 
that savoured too much of Antinomianism. In tlie 
course of the argument, I felt much carnal pride and 
self-applause in my heart, and I did not apply, as I 
ought to have done, to the Holy Spirit for his assist¬ 
ance. This I take to be the reason why I was left to 
fall into error. After this, I walked out to the place 

H 
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which I have chosen for my morning t*c'v.>tions. My 
mind was much disturbed in reading die word : I was 
in great darkness, but it pleased the Ijord to enable 
me to utter my wants to him, and tt> prav fervently, 
d'ith many tears, for myself and all my lVi(>iKls. After 
this, in walking home, I sung part of the 71st psalm, 
and felt much joy and comfort in the latter part of it, 
from the SOth verse:— 

Tbou, Lord, who groat adversities 
And sore to me didst show. 

Shall quicken, and bring me again. 

From depths of earth below, &c. iVo. 


After dinner, 1 met with a sore trial of patienet', and 
here (from not lot>king to Jesus for help) I felt nutsf 
sadly. I lost temper, and said many bitter things. I 
recalled to mind all my fomter grievances, re}iined 
at the will of God, and thought my case uncommonly 
hard. In short, the Lord left me to my own proud 
heart; and I sinned greatly. This has cost me many 
tears. Lord forgive me this offence, and wash it aw^ay 
in thy precious bl<x)d. 

I this day resolve (with the assistance of the Spirit) 
to watch over the first risings of passion, and to pray 
daily for the grace of a meek and quiet spirit, and 
above all for humility, in which I am greatly deficient. 
This has been a day of many errors and infirmities. 
Lord, if thou shouldst mark iniquity, who could stand 
before thee ? but with thee there is mercy, and plen¬ 
teous redemption. O clothe me wth the righteous¬ 
ness which cometh by faith from Jesus; for all my 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags: even my best duties 
are stainetl with sin. My trust is in thee, O Lord; let 
me never he confounded. 
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May 16.—This day I came home from a visit at 
Dunkeld, where I have spent three days very unprofit- 
ably, and wasted the precious time given me to work 
opt my salvation. I there fell into a sin that most 
easily besets me, which is seeking the praise of my 
fellow-creatures, more than the approbation of God. 
Although I had o|)port unities of worship evening and 
inorning, yil my thoughts wandered, and I could not 
.•i])|)ly iny mind to any thing that was good. The 
w orld and sin got ])o.ssession of me, and <?orrupt na- 
lurc led me captive. I often groaned under the op- 
})ression, and lifted uj) my cry to niy Redeemer for 
help, l>u( coidd not obtain relief; my sinful heart 
•sepaivited me from God. O remember not again.st me 
tlu “.St'iliri-e misjx'nl. days, most merciful Father; but 
blot .... my ill!! »evie.s,s transgressions, by the precious 
blood of the Lamb; raise me up and set me in a 
straight ]):ilh, stablish, strengthen, and settle me in 
the faith, ami uythold me with thy free Spirit. 

I resolve, by the grace of God, to stay as much at 
home as jtossiblo for the future, and, when abroad, to 
.set a watch over the door of my lips, that I offend 
not with my tongue; likewise, to mortify this desire of 
admiration atid love of th(‘ world. O Lord, grant me 
thy as.si.stance; lead me by thy Spirit, create a clean 
heart within me, and deliver me from the temptations 
of the devil, the world, and the flesh. 

May 17 .—I awoke this morning in a holy frame, de¬ 
sirous of living to God; but, alas ! it was as the morn¬ 
ing dew, it soon passed away. I read the word care¬ 
lessly, and found no benefit from it. I lent an ear to 
flattery; and on hearing that a person had expressed 
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a good opinion of me, I sought to increase it, talked 
too much, and uttered words of vanity. Upon the 
whole, .1 have spent this day most unprofitably.—O 
when shall I begin to live to thee, my blessed Lor(l, 
who so freely gave thy precious blood for me ! I am 
ashamed and confounded when I think on my sins. I 
am a vile creature, unworthy of the least mercy. 
Blessed be God, who hath opened unto us a fountain 
for sin and for unclcanness. O wash me, good Lord, 
and I shalkbe whiter than snow ! 

I have met with a trial of patience to-day; but I 
need the rod—I know that the Lord sendeth every 
affliction for my good. Thy will, not mine, be done, 
O Lord ! 

June 10.—Many have been the sins and vanities of 
near a month past, and little good done. Blessed be 
God who hath sent Jesus Christ to be a propitiation 
for sin ; in him only can I hope for mercy ; “In me 
dwelleth no good thing,” Bom. vii. 18. I have broken 
God’s righteous law in every particular, and cannot 
have the least hope of salvation by works; for my best 
duties are defiled by sin. The sins of one day arc- 
enough to ruin me for ever. O gracious God, look 
upon me in thy beloved Son, and save me for liis 
sake; for he has borne my transgressions, and was 
wounded and bruised for mine init£uities: he has ful¬ 
filled the law for all those who believe on him, and all 
believers are jtistified from all things. Lord increase 
my faith ! 

I have lieen in great darkness for some weeks past, 
and have had little comfort in prayer. This, I believe, 
is greatly owing to negligence in that duty, and allow¬ 
ing a slothful spirit to prevail, and to prevent my fro- 
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qucnting a throne of grace. I resolve, by the grace of 
God, to be more frequent and importunate in prayer, 
and to retire often for that purpose. 

Lady Glenorchy did not make daily entries in her 
Diary. Days and weeks, and even months, some¬ 
times elapsed between the.se, which she herself takes 
notice of, and accounts for, ascribing it to company, 
business, journeys, and illness. 

June 17.—I have gained but little ground in my 
.spiritual race, and have more than once been in dan¬ 
ger of having my resolutions overthrown by the world¬ 
ly counsels and arguments of a near relation. Thanks 
be to the Lord, who enabled me to bear my testimony 
boldly for him, and set my face agmnst those who 
opposed the way of salvation. 

O merciful Lord ! who hath out of thy great good¬ 
ness opened my eyes, and brought me from darkness 
to see this great and marvellous light, even thy be¬ 
loved Son as the Saviour of sinners, open in like 
manner the eyes of this person, and bring every 
thought of her heart into subjection to Christ, that 
.she being found in him, may, through the merits and 
atonement of his bkwd, obtain everlasting life ! 

For some days past, the Lord hath blessed me with 
the company of a friend, who seems desirous of work¬ 
ing out her salvation. A godly companion is a great 
blessing. Lord make me duly thankful for it: enable 
me through grace to Ik‘ faithful to her soul, and help 
her all I can in her Christian course! Lord, work 
with us and for us—we can do nothing of ourselves ! 

T'he person mentioned in the above extract, but 
not named, was Lady Maxwell, the friend of Mr 
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Wesley, who ceased not through life to aid her by 
her prayers, her counsel, and her co-operations. They 
differed widely on some religious topics, and in their 
opinions of certain religious characters; yet they we»c 
inseparable friends, bound together by the indissoluble 
ties of Christian affection and esteem. 

The incessant crowds of company to which I..ady 
Glenorchy was unavoidably exposed, both in town 
and country, were very harassing to her feelings. She 
was compelled to hear remarks and sarcasms hostile to 
religion. I'hese, as might be expected, made at times 
an unpleasant, though happily but a feeble impression 
on her mind, and which the devotional exercises of 
the closet, by the blessing of God, speedily removed. 
Of the unpleasant effects of company and conversation, 
she thus speaks in her Diary, and in the following 
letter to Lady Maxwell. 

Jtdy 19-—I have had many struggles for a month 
past with coldness of heart, sjiiritual pride, and world¬ 
ly thoughts, I have been sorely vexed with arguments 
of others against the doctrine of Jesus, and have some¬ 
times been made to call in question the soundness of 
my religious opinions ; but thanks be to God, he hath 
delivered me. Yesterday, for a moment, I saw my 
salvation complete in Jesus, and the Father reconciled 
to me through him. This day my mind enjoys perfect 
peace. Grant me a heart, O Lord, to praise thee for 
the marvellous things thou hast done to my soul.—Ail 
blessing, and honour, and power be unto thee, O 
Lord God, and unto the Lamb, for ever. Amen. 

The following is part of a letter from Lfuiy Glen¬ 
orchy to Lady Maxwell. 
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“ dear Madam,—After finishing three long 

letters, it will be a relief to my spirits to begin one to 
you. I have often found an hour’s conversation with 
you act as a cordial; perhaps writing may also help to 
dispel the cloud of cares and fears that hang over me 
this day. I am sure a letter from you would,—and who 
knows but the post may bring me one this evening ? 
’ Since I came here, I have endeavoured to bestir myself 
a little in my family, and put the house in order for the 
crowd of ciimpany I expect, and this ha» left me less 
time than usual to look inwards; yet, bles.sed be God, 
I feel rather more comjxised than when in Edinburgh. 
I begin to have more stability of mind, and more con¬ 
fidence in God, that he will perfect the work he has 
begun in my soul. I can discern at times the workings 
of faith striving with unbelief; and I have no doubt 
• that the Lord will get himself the victory. He is now 
showing me by degrees the numberless evils and cor¬ 
ruptions of my heart, specially that worst of evils, un¬ 
belief. He shows me the necessity of conquering this, 
and gives me the desire to fight agmnst it daily. I 
therefore am persuaded I shall come off more than 
conqueror. 

“ The company I expected on 'Saturday are not yet 
come, so I got most part of yesterday to myself.—We 
had sermon in the dining-room last night. Lord 

E- was present, and nearly forty servants and 

others. Mr M‘- gave us a good discourse and a 

.scastmable application. He spoke the truth boldly, 
and I would gladly hope it did not all fall to the 
ground.” 


Lady Glenorchy, like many other excellent persons, 
observed her birth-day with serious and devotional 
rectilJcctions. Her reflections on the first of these 
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days, taken notice of in her Diary, will be read with 
pc'culiar interest, as in these she gives a full account 
of her religious sentiments from her earliest days, and 
also of that happy change in her views and conducit 
which produced in her an entirely new character, the 
eminent worth of which continued to unfold itself more 
and more to the end of her life. On the 2d of Sep- 
,tcmber this year, she writes as follows. 


luffed ST.] September 2.—I desire this day to 
humble myself before God, and to bless him us my 
Creator, who called me into being from the du.st of the 
earth; who hath iKien my preserver in the midst of 
many dangers; and who hath, ever since my birth, load¬ 
ed me with tender mercies and loving-kindnesses. But 
above all, I would bless his holy name, that he hath 
not left me in the state of alienation from him in which’ 
I was by nature, but that he hath of his free grace and 
mercy brought me out of darkness, and shown me the 
glorious light of his gospel, and caused me to hope for 
salvation through Jesus Christ. Many a time was he 
pleased to convince me of sin in my early years ;—but 
these convictions were as the morning dew that soon 
passetli away. A life of dissipation and folly soon 
choked the good seed. Carnal company and diversions 
hlled up the place in my soul that was due alone to 
God. The first twenty years of my life were spent 
after the fashion of this world. Led away by vanity 
and youthful folly, I forgot my Creator and Redeemer; 
and if at any time I was brought by sickness or re¬ 
tirement to serious reflection, my ideas of God were 
confused and full of terror : I saw my course of life was 
wrong, but had not power to alter it, or to resist the 
torrent of fashionable dissipation that drew me along 
with it. Sometimes I resolved to begin a godly life,— 
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to give all I had in charity,—and to live only to God ; 
but I was then ignorant of God’s righteousness, and was 
about to establish a sort of righteousness of my own, 
Uy which I hoped to be saved. God was therefore 
gracious in letting me feel how vain all my resol utif)ns 
were, by allowing me to relapse again and again into a 
life of folly and vanity. My ignorance of the gospel 
was then so great, that I did not like to hear ministers 
preach much about Jesus Christ: I saw neither form 
nor comeliness in him, and thought it woukl have been 
more to the pui^wse, had they told us what wo should 
do to inherit eternal life. My idea of Christ was,—that 
after I had done a great deal, he w’as to make up the 
rest: This w’as my religion ! How marvellous is thy 
grace, O Lord, to pardon such a worthless creature, 
who thus depreciated thy great sufferings and merito¬ 
rious death, and endeavoured to rob thee of the glory 
which belongs to thee alone. 

Ilut this was not the only way in which I tried to 
rob Gotl of his glory. I claimed great merit in the 
patience with which he enabled me to bear the severe 
trials and afflictions he was graciously pleased to send 
upon me, to bend ray stubborn heart to his yoke. I 
thought I had not deserved such a lot;—and thus I 
secretly rebelled against the good will of the Lord. 
About this time I got actpiainted with the Hawkstonc 
family—some of them had the reputation of being 
Methodists. I liked their company and conversation, 
and wished to be as religious as they were, being con¬ 
vinced that they were right; but I still loved the world 
in my heart, and could not think of secluding myself 
frt)m its pleasures altogether. I would gladly have 
found out some way of reconciling God and the worhl, 
so as to save ray soul, and keep some of my favourite 
atnusements. I used many arguments to prove that 
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balls, aiid other public places, were useful, and neces¬ 
sary in society—that they were innocent and lawful— 
and that the affairs of life could not go on well with¬ 
out them. Tlie Lord, however, followed me with con¬ 
victions. My own thoughts became very uneasy to me, 
tile burden of my misfortunes intolerable. My health 
and spirits at last sunk under them, and for some time 
Ixjfore I left off' going to public amusements, (where I 
appeared outwardly gay and cheerful, my heart was 
inwardly tom with anguish and inexpressible grief. 
The enemy now suggested to me, that I had no re¬ 
source left, but to give myself up entirely to the gaieties 
of life, and seek consolation in whatever way it pre¬ 
sented itself, without paying any regard to those 
maxims of wisdom which hitherto had kept me within 
.some bounds. To the best of my remembrance, it 
was the very same night in which this thought was 
suggested, that I was seized with a fever, which threat¬ 
ened to cut short my days; during the course of 
which, the first question of the Assembly’s Catechism 
was brought to my mind,—What is the chief end of 
man ? as if some one had asked it. When I consi¬ 
dered the answer to it. To glorify God, and enjoy 
him for ever,—I was struck with shame and confusion. 
I found I had never sought to glorify God in my life, 
nor had any idea of what was meant by enjoying him 
for ever. Death and judgment were set before,me,— 
my past sins came to my remembrance. I saw no way 
to escape the punishment due unto them, nor had I 
the least glimmering hope of obtaining the pardon of 
them through the righteousness of another. In this 
dismal state I continued some days, viewing death as 
the king of terrors, without a friend to whom I could 
communicate my distress, and altogether ignorant of 
Jesus the friend of sinners. At this time the Lord put 
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it into the heart of Miss Hili to write to jnc. I receiv¬ 
ed her letter with inexpressible joy, as I thought she 
might fiossibly say something that would lessen my 
fioars of death. I immediately wrote to her of my sad 
situation, and begged her advice. Her answer set me 
upon searching the Scriptures, with much prayer and 
supplication that the Lord would show me the true 
way of salvation, and not suffer me to be led into 
error. One day, in particular, I took the Bible in my 
hand, and fell upon my knees before God,* beseeching 
him with much importunity to reveal bis will to me by 
his word. My mouth was filled with arguments, and 
I was enabled to plead with him, that as he had made 
me, and given me the desire I then felt to know him, 
he would surely teach me the way in which I should 
walk, and lead me into ail truth,—that he knew 1 
only wished to kiu)W his will in order to do it,—that 
I was afraid of being led into error; but as he was 
truth itself, his teaching must be infallible. I there¬ 
fore committed my soul to him to l>e taught the true 
way of salvation. After this prayer was finished, I 
opened the Bible then in my hands, and read part of 
the third chapter of the Epistle to the Homans, where 
our state by nature, and the way of redemption through 
a propitiatory sacrifice, are set clearly forth. The eyes 
of my understanding were opened, and I saw wisdom 
and beauty in tlie way of salvation by a crucified Re^ 
deemer. I saw that God could be just, and justify the 
ungodly. The Lord Jesus now appeared to me as the 
city of refuge, and I was glad to flee to him as my 
only hope. This was in summer 1765. Since that 
time 1 have had many ups and downs in my Christian 
course, but have never lost sight of Jesus as the Saviour 
of the world, though I have often had doubts of my own 
interest in him. T can safely say, that 1 would not give 
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up the little knowledge I have of him for any thing on 
earth. And although I have already suffered reproach 
for observing his precepts, and shortly expect to be 
scoffed at by all my former acquaintances, and to have 
my name cast out as evil, yet I rejoice in that he 
thinketh me worthy to bear his cross. And I now be¬ 
seech thee, O Lord, to accept of my soul, body, repu¬ 
tation, property, and influence, and every thing that is 
called mine, and do widi them whatever seemeth good 
in thy sight. I desire neither case, health, nor pros¬ 
perity, any farther than may be useful to promote thy 
glory. Let thy blessed will be done in me, and by 
me, from this day forth. O let me begin this day to 
live wholly to thee. liCt thy grace be sufficient for 
me, and enable me to overcome the world. And to 
thee be ascribed the honour and glory, now and for 
ever more. Amen and amen. 

About this time Lord Glenorchy sold his maternal 
patrimony of Sugnal. This event naturally called the 
family to Lngland, and the final abandonment of such 
an ancient mansion must have occuj>ied a considerable 
portion of Lady Glenorchy’s time, and given her much 
employment. This will account for the neglect of her 
Diary,” from the dale of our last extract, for almost a 
whole year. 

Wlien Lord Glenorchy sold Sugntil, for which he 
received between forty and fifty thousand pounds, his 
lady, it should seem, felt a very great anxiety that some 
suitable place of residence in lieu of it sliould be pur¬ 
chased near Edinburgh, probably with a view of en¬ 
joying occasionally a retreat in the country when tired 
with the bustle of a large city, and that she might also 
more effectually carry on some plans that she had 
formed for advancing the interests of religion. The 
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estate of Barnton, about four miles distance from 
Edinburgh, at that time the property of the Duke of 
Queensberry, was then in the market, and she per- 
’%uadcd her lord, although not without some difficulty, 
to purchase it. Of this, together with the desirable 
state of her household, with much thankfulness she 
takes notice. 

Avgust 8.—Grreat cause have I to bless God for 
showing mercy to iny family. Sixteen them were 
communicants last Lord’s day; and, unknown to me, 
they have set up worship among themselves. O that 
I iiiay never cease to pray for them, and for myself, 
seeing how graciously the I..ord has granted the desires 
of my heai't concerning these poor people, wJio a year 
ago were wallt>wing in sin, and now are every one 
seeking the I^ord. O for a tongue to praise him who 
workt;th wonders, and by his great power brings life 
out of dt,?ath. Bless the I^ord, O my soul, and forget 
not all his benefits ! 

Avgust 9.—This morning I received accounts of the 
purchase of Barnton, in which I was much interested. 

1 had prayed the Lord to accomplish it if for our 
good, and I rested on this, and looked to him for suc¬ 
cess ; though, from weakness of faith, I took one step 
in it myself, which gave me much uneasiness after¬ 
wards. But blessed be the Lord, I have not bexjn 
punished as I deserved. What a dead creature must 
I be, to feel so little gratitude for the innumerable' 
mercies that follow me every day of my life. O Lord, 
thou canst change this heart, and I believe that thou 
wilt, for I long for a renewed spirit; and this longing 
doubtless is from thee. Thou satisfiest the desire of 
every creature that sceketh thee. Thou wilt not quench 
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the smoking flax. O kindle it up into a flame of lovt? 
and gratitude, for all thy goodness to me the poorest 
of thy creatures. 

On the return of her birth-day she thus writes;— 

\A^d 28.] September 2, 1769-—I desire to l)egin 
this day with praise unto thee, O most holy and gra¬ 
cious Lord God, for my creation, and preservation 
unto this Iwur, notwitlistanding my numberless sins 
and provocations; and I desire to renew the dtxlica- 
tion of myself to thee, whidh is my Ijounden duty, anti 
glorious privilege. 

I beseech thee, O Lord Jesus, to pardon my past 
sins, and to seal this pardon on my heart. Thtm 
knowest that I desire to give myself up wholly to thee, 
in soul, body, and spirit. Take me. Lord, and make 
me what I ought to be. Let thy will be stccomplishcd 
in me, in whatever way seemeth gootj unto thee. 

This year I have been taught many things ;—That 
I know nothing as I ought, but am yet ignorant of 
God, myself, and the things of eternity. That saving 
knowledge is not ,to be learned but from the revelation 
of the Sprit, who alone can teach us all things, and 
open to us the mysteries of the kingdom of God. I 
conclude tliat the Lord has begun a good work on 
my soul, because the first operation of the Spirit is to 
show us our darkness and ignorance, to point out to 
us the great prize set before us, and to give us a long¬ 
ing desire after it. This is my present case, and I 
hope the Lord will grant those desires he has put into 
my heart. I have learnt that points of controversy 
are to be avoided as much as possible, and that the 
best way of bringing men to the acknowledgment of 
the truth, is to alarm their consciences by the view of 
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their aetual sins, and the fear of death and judgment. 
When this is done, tlicn point out to them the Saviour 
of sinners. 

In adverting to the circumstance of Lady Glenorchy 
kee[>ing a Diary, we formerly noticed the very great 
l)enefit accruing; to the individual Christian by such a 
habit, particularly as, by recalling the manner of the 
Lord’s dealing with his soul, he is often improved and 
strengthened, and made to observe the loviijjg kindness 
of the Lord, whilst he traces the operations of his 
hand. This adv'antage Lady Glenorchy herself ex- 
])erienccd; and in the following extrac!t, which is the 
only remaining entry in her Diary for this year, she 
thus mentions the advantage she derived from the 
practice:— 

October 11, 1769-—This day, upon perusing some 
past c'xperiences, I find that the Lord has been pleased 
to show me by his Spirit more of the hope of my calling 
than 1 saw at this time last year. I understood to-day 
some things that apj>earcd dark and disagreeable to me 
then. P’rom this I infer that I have more light, 
though I feel my darkness more sensibly, and long 
more to be delivered from it. I desire to bless God 
for having enabled me this day to contribute both to 
the spiritual and temporal relief of a poor person. 
This I consider as an answer to a prayer put into my 
heart this morning, that 1 might be made useful. I 
have observed, that prayer when fervent is generally 
.speedily answered. The Lord by his Spirit first ^ves 
the prayer for the blessings he means to bestow', and 
then grants them. This he does, that all may be of 
grace. Blessed be his name for ever and ever! 
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Lady Glenorchy spent this winter in Edinburgh, 
and remfuned there till she went to Taymouth in the 
middle of summer. Like every other Christian, espe¬ 
cially in the higher walk, of life. Lady Glenorchy 
found herself exposed to many trials and difficulties 
arising from her connexion with the world. She de¬ 
rived great comfort and assistance, however, under 
these circumstances, from the counsel and kindness oi 
her pious friend Lady Maxwell, who never failed to 
give her thfi full liencfit of her experience in the s6hool 
of Christ. Of this state of her mind, and the benefit 
she received from Lady. Maxwell, she thus wrote in 
her Diary :— 

Saturday, January 27, 1770.—Many hours, days, 
weeks, and months, have passed away unobserved, in 
which I have received distinguishing blessings, with a 
cold, dead, ungrateful heart. O how can I sufficient¬ 
ly extol that mercy that has permitted me to live, and 
has not cut me off in wrath long ere now > My mind 
has of late been distracted with various opinions in¬ 
sensibly imbibed from others, which have drawn me 
away from the simplicity of the gospel, whicli have led 
me to depreciate ordinances, and to seek a useless 
speculative life. Blessed be ;God, who has in Lady 
Maxwell raised up for me a friend in this time of 
need, who ha| been liie instrument in his hand of 
bringing bock my soul into a plain patli. She is in¬ 
deed one among a thousand. Of all I have ever 
known, she is the most upright Christian. Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, for this excellent gift of Heaven ! A 
fmthful friend, a counsellor in the ways of God. Ever 
since my first interview with her, the Lord has been 
pleased to show me gradually from whence I have 
fallen, and has led me back to that singleness of heart.

with which he enabled me tt) set out some years ago. 
1 have of late sought God more frequently by prayer. 
My heart grows more dead to the world. For some 
ciays past I have been enabled to pray with some de¬ 
gree of fervency, and have wrestled with God for a 
blessing. Most part of yesterday I spent in reading 
and prayer ; and this morning I felt peace in my soul, 
although not much liberty in prayer. I was led to 
plead with God that he would enable me to follow 
Christ whithersoever he would, through ^ood report 
and evil report, and even to suffer for his sake if 3u; 
saw meet. I wept before the Lord, and felt a com¬ 
fortable hope that he was indeed willing to save me. 
I was also overwhelmed with shame and confusion, 
when I considered my unworthiness in his sight. This 
evening I heard an excellent sermon on the second 
petition of the Lord's Prayer. I can say with my 
whole heart, I desire that the kingdom of God may 
come, in every sense. I thought the preacher had 
lieen told my case, so applicable were his prayers and 
sermon to the state of my soul. O merciful and 
blessed Jesus ! let thy kingdom come now into my 
heart. Reign thou there for ever ! Subdue all thine 
enemies in me, and perfect thy will in and by me, in 
whatever way seemeth best unto thee. Amen. 

Sundai/, January 28,1770.—This morning I awoke 
in a dead insensible frame ;—after much wrestling I 
got some freedom in prayer for near an hour. But 
O how imperfect are my best prayers ! Lord pardon 
the sins of my holy things ! I went out'to church in 
a dull frame, found little comfort, and with difficulty 
attended to what I heard. I fouiid some consolation 
in singing the 43d psalm from the 3d verse 
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I) send thy light forth and thy truth; 

Let them be guides to me. 

And bring me to thine holy hill. 

Even where thy dwellings be, &c. &c. 


I then went to see a friend in distress : I was enabled 
to deal faithfully with her. I went again to church, 
and heard an excellent sermon from Mr Plcnderleath, 
to which my mind assented, but my heart was not 
affected ; a»d since I came home, I have been wholly 
dead to spiritual things. The wftrd I have heard to¬ 
day seems as water spilt tipon the ground; no traces of 
it remain. O let it not rise up against me to my con¬ 
demnation ! O when wilt thou come, Lord, and take 
full possession of my soul, and subdue thy enemies! 
My soul longeth for thee : O come quickly ! 

This evening I have had a trial of patience. The 
Lord was pleased to give the spirit of meekness, and 
thus to soften the heart of him who reproached me. 
Love and mercy follow me continually, yet still I am 
an insensible slothful creature. O Lord, forsake me 
not, but continue to draw me, and comjiel me to come 
to thee; deliver me from indwelling sin, and a careless 
spirit. Let me love thee, and serve thee with a child¬ 
like spirit. 

Monday^ January 29, 1770.—This morning I was 
very lifeless in prayer and reading. Wandering 
thoughts are a torment to me. This day I allotted 
for returning the visits of my ordinary acquaintances. 
After prayer to God, that he would enable me to be 
faithful, to .keep me from conforming to their vain 
conversation, I set out. But, alas ! how little have I 
observed this. At the first place I went to, I was 
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enabled to speak freely against the prevailing dissipa¬ 
tions : at the second, I could only get in one moral re¬ 
fection. In my next two visits, I had no opportunity 
tff saying any one thing profitable. Upon the whole, 
I find much visiting hurtful to the spiritual life, and I 
wish to give it up. I.,ord, thou knowcst how my heart 
longs to be sc'parated from vanity, and to live wholly 
to thee: O grant that I may live every moment of 
my life to thy glory ! 


Wcdncsdatjf January 31, 1770.—Last night I was 
enabled to wnvstle with the Lord in prayer for about 
half an hour, with many cries and tears, and to plead 
with him for a blessing. Yet I am still in darkness; 
my prayers this morning have been formal and dead; 
and I find no comfort in the scriptures I read- Lord, 
what shall I do to be saved ? O have pity upon me, 
and cause thy face to shine upon my benightetl soul ? 
turn away thine anger; blt)t out my tran.sgressions; 
and wash me in the fountain opened for sin. Sanctify 
me by thy Spirit, and lead me in the right way to 
thy everlasting kingdom. I have spent this afternoon 

in talking with Miss B-on religious subjects, en- 

tleavouring to lead her to devote herself wholly to 
G<k 1 ; but whilst I sj)oke to lier, I myself was cold 
and dead. In the evening 1 spent tw^o pleasant hours 
with Lady Maxwell, and was strengthened in the ways 
of holiness. 


The deep hold which religion had upon Lady Glen- 
orchy’s mind, made her zealous to promote it, and to 
devise plans for that purpose. In union wnth her 
friend Lady Maxwell, and probably at her suggestion, 
.she formed the design of opening a place of worship, 
in which ministers of the gospel of every denomination 
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who held its essential truths might preach :—a scheme 
which, however fmr it appeared in theory, was soon 
found to be impracticable. With this object in view' 
she hired St Mary’s Chapel, in Niddry’s-wynd, orig*- 
nally a lloinan Catholic chapel, but then, and now the 
Hall of some of the Corporations or Companies*of the 
Tradesmen in Edinburgh. 

Prior to opening this place of worship, she informed 
Mr Walker of her intentions, who expressed his de¬ 
cided disapprobation of the measure, and dissuaded her 
from attempting its execution, declaring, at the same 
time, his determination to give her no aid. She found, 
however, an adviser more accommtKlating to her views 
in Dr Webster, one of the ministers of the Tolbooth 
Church, a clergyman of great abilities, and the projector 
and first administrator of the fund for the provision of an 
annuity to the widows of ministers of the Church of Scot¬ 
land. I'he polished manners, and fascinating conversa¬ 
tion of this clergyman, made his society much courted 
by all sorts of persons, but esjjecially by those of rank 
and fortune. Dr Webster was an avt)wed Calvinist of 
the higher class, but very liberal in his sentiments and 
conduct to tho.se who differed in opinion from him. He 
was, from the time Eady Maxwell became decidedly se¬ 
rious, her intimate friend and adviser, as well as pastor, 
and u.sally attended her on the evening of every Lord’s 
day to Mr Wesley’s chapel, then in the Calton, which 
was built some time before. The religious meetings to 
be held in St Mary’s Chapel, appear to have been re¬ 
gulated by a plan laid down by Lady Glenorchy and 
Lady Maxwell, with the assistance of Dr Webster; 
and divine service was intended to be performed by 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, and one day in the week 
by Mr Wesley’s preachers. The chapel was not to 
he occupied in canonical hours; but there was worship 
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in it on the Lord’s day at seven in the morning, in tlie 
interval between the morning and afternoon services in 
the churches, which was then much longer than now, 
and in the evenings, and in some of the evenings of 
the week days. To this institution and its concerns, 
some short references arc made in the Diary. 

Friday, February 2.—This morning I lay long in 
bed, having a headach. Devotions were slurred over 
in a slothful manner. I had two hours* conversation 
this forenoon with a minister about the chapel. He 
disapproved much of attempting to reconcile sects and 
parties, by bringing them to preach alternately in one 
place: he said it would give great oflence, and used 
many arguments to dissuade me from my plan ; and 
concluded by saying he could not preach in it, if the 
Episcopal forms were ever allowed there. Upon 
which I told him, that since both establishments re¬ 
fused me assistance, he must not be surprised if I asked 
the Methodists next. 

Monday, February 5.—For two days past I have had 
no time for writing; my trials have been great. The 
Lord knows what I have suffered. This morning I 
met with Dr Webster at Lady Maxwell’s, to consult 
about the chapel. It is determined that I am to seek 
an English Episcopal minister to supply it; and to 
give one day in the week to the Methodists. Lord, 
provide thou one after thine own heart! I paid a visit* 

to-night to Lady G-; and although I wished to 

say something to edification, could get no opportunity, 
and so passed an hour unprofitably. O Lord, thou 
knowest the desire of my heart is to glorify thee at all 
times; open thou the door to me, and give me a 
tf)nguc to magnify thy name ! 
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In many Diaries, the reader is presented with all 
that is fair and commendable in the writer’s spirit and 
conduct, and with nothing more. Lady Glenorchy’s 
Diary, on the contrary, hears evident proof of its having 
been a full as well as faithful record of what she thought, 
and felt, and did, whether it was pleasant or painful, or 
whether it tended to place her temper and conduct in 
a favourable or unfavourable point of view. The quo¬ 
tations which will next appear, illustrate the truth of 
this remark. 


Tuesday, February 6.—This has been an uncom¬ 
fortable day. When on my knees this morning, a 
crowd of vain thoughts broke in upon me: ashamed 
to continue in that posture, I got up and walked 
about the room in great distress, and before I could 
return to prayer, was sent for, and the whole day has 
passed in worldly business, till five^—when I went to 
our meeting, at Mrs Walker’s. I have had several 
severe trials to-day, and not my usual consolation of 
pouring out my complsunt to God. O that he would 
take compassion on me, and deliver me from my sins 
and this present evil world ! I would willingly depart 
and be with Christ. 

Thursday, February 8.—This bcin)r the fast-day in 
the parish church, Canongatc, I got up early,‘ and be¬ 
sought the Lord to sanctify it to my soul. I endea¬ 
voured to recollect the sins of my life, and spread 
them before the Lord, that he might blot them out by 
the blotxl of the covenant, and renew me by his Spirit. 
I did not feel them as I ought, neither did I abhor 
myself, although I knew I was very sinful in the sight 
of God. 0 when wilt thou give me the victory over 
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myself!—I wont to church, was very tlead under the 
preaching of Mr B. in tlie forenoon; and notwith¬ 
standing my desire and prayer to be more benefited in 
whe afUirnoon, by Mr PJenderleatIfs discourse, was 
still dead, and felt a heaviness on my spirits, and 
fears of not being worthy to come to the Lord’s table. 
I have now been ])ouring out my complaint to the 
Lord, and crying to him to help me, and deliver my 
soul; but Imve no answer to my prayers. Yet still 
will I wait upon him. To whom can I*go but unto 
thee, blessed Saviour; thou only canst deliver and 
give me peace. I have chosen thee for my portion, I 
have counted the cost. I desire to be wholly thine; 
to follow thee whithersoever thou mayest be pleased to 
lead me. Only do thou grant me an interest in thy 
redemption, and sanctify me by thy trutli, that I may 
glorify thee in soul and body in this world ; and when 
tliou hfx.st no more use for me here, receive me into 
thine everlasting habitations, to dwell in thy presence 
for ever. Amen ! 

Friday^ Fchrtiary 9.—This morning I was much 
comforted by a visit from Mr Plenderleath ; he stay¬ 
ed two hours, and exhorted and prayed in the family. 
He seems full of love to God and man. My heart 
warmed towards him. I felt much sweetness of spirit, 
both -while he was here and after he was gone; it 
seemed as if the Lord was present with us—and sure¬ 
ly he was, since we were met in his name. How dif¬ 
ferent the afternoon !—my usual trials ; my affections 
cold, my thoughts confused—unable to pray or medi¬ 
tate. I have written to a friend who is a bigot, to 
exhort her to love and charity. I have also sjjokeii a 
few words of exhortation to a servant; but after all, I 
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must set this 4own as an unprofitable day, and pray 
that it may not be remembered against me in judg¬ 
ment. 

February 10.—After prayer and reading this morn¬ 
ing, I was thinking on my trials, when the Lord was 
pleased to show me that they proceed from the malice 
of his enemies, who rage violently when likely to lose 
their prey. This acamnts for my trouble increasing 
when I get clearer to the Lord. This plainly appears 
from the nature of my trials, as they tend to make 
me weary of religion, and to comply with the world 
for present ease. But art not thou, O blessM Jehovaii, 
stronger than the enemy ? Thou art able to preserve 
me. Unto thee I flee for protection and strength in 
the hour of temptation. Unto thee do I commit my 
soul.—This afternoon I was enabled to continue some 
time in prayer. I endeavoured to lay hold on the 
Lord as my righteousness and my intercessor. I so¬ 
lemnly gave myself to him, and besought him that I 
might not rest short of any of the privileges of his 
jKHiple ; but that he would purify my soul, and bring 
it to as great a degree of conformity to his image and 
will as was possible in this life, whatever I might 
suffer. I desired him alone as my portion, and took 
him to witness that I was willing to forsake all things 
for his sake. I went in the evening to the meeting, 
and found some access to the Lord in singing the first 
hymn, and ip prayer. In my way home, I put up 
a prayer, which was answered. My trials this even¬ 
ing were more severe than common; I have reason to 
bless God for the composure of spirit with which I 
have l)een enabled to bear them. Thy mercies, O 
God, are infinite ! O that my heart was more grateful! 
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Communion iSabbath, Edinburgh, February 11.—I 
had broken rest last night, with the thoughts of the 
Imsuing solemnity, and had some hope that this day 
Vould be the time of deliverance to my soul. In 
the morning I besought the Lord to confirm this hope, 
and went to church with some degree of comfort in 
that view. But, alas ! I did not find him whom I 
sought. My mind was distracted with impatience, 
and I returned in great distress from the table. Be¬ 
ing much dejected, I said to myst^lf, will tlie Lord 
hide himself for ever ? will he be favourable no 
more —At that instant Dr Webster began to serve 
a table, with these words: “ Perhaps some one is say¬ 
ing, will the Lord hide himself for ever.^ will he 
lie favourable no raore.^ Let such take comfort; the 
Lord is nigh, though you perceive him not: he will 
yet come, though not now,” &c. At this moment 
I felt that the Lord was nigh, and that he gave a per¬ 
suasion that he would visit me in his own time. My 
heart replied, it is well; let the Lord come in his own 
time, I will still wait on him and put my trust in him. 
1 had at diflerent times some sweet intimation that he 
was near, and that my prayers were heard; and could 
with confidence. say, 1 have chosen the Lord as my 
jKirtion, and desire no other. I saw the beauty of 
this choice, and could say, Lord, thou who knowest 
all things, knowest that I desire to love thee above all. 
Much cause have I to lament over wandering thoughts 
and hypocrisy, that mixes in all my duties. O that 
the Lord would deliver me from them !—I have to 
remark this day, an answer of a prayer I put up wlien 
at the Lord’s table. Glory to God for this and all his 
mercies! 
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Mmulaiji February 12.—I heard an excellent ser¬ 
mon to-day from one I was prejudiced against. Fron^ 
this circumstance I would learn to despise no man, fd- 
the Lord can make use of any man to convey instruc¬ 
tion to others. This evening I went to see a dear 
friend, when I uttered many idle words, and repeated 
a conversation to the prejudice of another, trying to^ 
raise myself at their expense. May this be a warning 
to me, and teach me to set a watch before my mouth, 
and to keep the door of my lips, even when with a 
bosom friend. 

Fuesday, February 13.—An unprofitable day.—I 
liad no time in the morning for reading and serious 
prayer. Company most of the day ;—tried to pray 
before dinner, but could not to any purpose. I have 
been very miserable all day under the slavery of the 
world;—wishing to be released from vain company. 
Lord, pardon the sins of this day ! 

Wednesday, February 14.—Worse, if possible, than 
yesterday. Dined out in a large company—^jiaid visits 
in the evening—was much indisposed in body, and my 
whole soul sick. Tlie bondage of the people of the 
world grows daily more insupportable. I must give 
them up in order to be happy. Without God, this 
world' is a miserable place ; I will, therefore, take him 
for my portion. 

Sunday, February 18.—This morning my devotions 
were cold and languid. I went to church and heard 
sermon; I came home much dis.satisfied with it and 
witli myself. In the afternoon I heard Mr Gibson of 
St Cuthbert’s, on our Saviour the light of the world ; 
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J>ut got little benefit. I lamented my ease before the 
Viord, but got no comfort. I have neither light nor 
Ihitli at j)resent, and an> afraid of falling again into the 
M'orld. My life is bitter; I know not what will be¬ 
come of me, if the Lord does not take compassion on 
me, and deliver me from my present spiritual bondage. 

Sundfty Evening .—Upon taking a review of last 
week, I find I have lost ground, and am farther from 
the mark than when I began. I see several causes of 
this:—viz. want of ^watchfulness after the sacrament, 
which is a time in which the enemy is always most busy 
to draw awav my soul from God. I tlicrcfore resolve, 
through God’s grace, if ever I have anotlu'r oppor¬ 
tunity, to double my diligence in prayer, after partak¬ 
ing of that blessed ordinance. I have been more en¬ 
gaged in conij)any than usual. This is a snare to the 
feet, which I pray God I may be enabled for the future 
to avoid as much as pos.sible. I have been very much 
afflicted to day with a suggestion from the enemy of 
.souls, that it was in vain I sought the Lord, seeing I 
got iK> answer to ray prayers; that it mattered not what 
I did, for the Lord would not come the sooner. Blessed 
be God, I saw it was a temptation and did not yield to 
it. No, I will wait on thee, O blessed Jesus, in a way 
of duty, knowing that it is in the use of the means that 
thou art most frequently found; and as thou hast given 
me this light, if I follow it not, I thereby cut myself off 
from all hope of finding thee. The Lord hath said. Seek 
and ye shall find,—ask and it shall be given. What 
a gracious command is this ! No limitation ; we are 
commanded to come, and ask w'hatcver we will. Lord, 

I beseech thee, give me a new heart to love thee, to 
praise thec', to glorify thee. I beseech thee to give me 
a lively faith—to fill me with the Holy Ghost—to 
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sanctify me wholly—to unite me unto thee, and make 
me partaker of thy holiness—to preserve me unsjx»tte L 
from the world—to blot out all my transgressions— 
renew me after thy inuige, and save me to the utter¬ 
most. Employ me, if it he thy will, in promoting thy 
glory on earth, and when thou hast no more to do 
with me here, take me to thyself to enjoy thee for ever 
I beseech thee to grant thy salvation also to all with 
whom I am connected ;—my husband, parents, friends, 
acquaintances, and servants. Grant that all my house- 
Jiold may receive thy blessing, and l^elieve on thee to 
the saving of their souls. I beseech thee also for thy 
church. Pour out thy Spirit on thy ministers. May 
they be messengers of peace to many souls. May thy 
kingdom come with power to this land. I beseech 
thee also for the poor ignorant heathen. O send thy 
gospel unto them, and cause thy light to arise on the 
dark corners of the earth. Have compassion fin those 
who are under delusion and superstition ; ojien their 
eyes and cause them to repent, and turn to thee, the 
living God, from idols. And finally, O l.iord, grant 
that thy will may be done on earth as it is done in 
heaven. Eet all men praise thee. Let every thing thou 
hast made rejoice in thee, thou Creator and Redeemer. 
For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, now and for ever. Amen. 
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CHAPTER VII. 


Lady Glenorchy establishes family worship in her house—Extracts from 
Diary from February 19, to March 4, 17 TO—Plan of conducting 
worship in St Mary’s Chattel not approved of by ma^ religious cha¬ 
racters in Edinburgh—Extracts from Diary from March 7, to May 
7, 1770—Lady (rlenorchy becomes acquainted with Mr Wesley—Is 
urged to join his Society, which she declines—She occasionally hears 
his preaclicrs—Extracts from Diary from May 12, to June 3, 1770— 
liord Glenorchy gets possession of Damton—A great many workmen 
emjdoyed in embellishing it—Lady Glenorchy erects a chapel there 
—Much good done by this means—Extracts from tlie Diary from 
June 4, to 18, 1770. 


It is abundantly obvious, that the regular worship of 
God in the family, is in every case of the greatest im¬ 
portance to the interests of religion, and more espe¬ 
cially so when there happens U) be a very numerous 
httust'hold. Of this truth Lady Glenorchy was deeply 
sensible. Circumstanced as she was, however, the in- 
tn>duction of this excellent practice into her family 
was a work of no small difficulty. Nevertheless, to a 
person of her integrity, piety, and decision of charac¬ 
ter, all things, if seen to be duty, arc possible. Hence, 
at this time she actually accomplished the desire of her 
heart, and raised an altar to God in her house, the 
pure flame of which was never afterwards during her 
whole life extinguished, and around which, every 
morning and every evening, fervent prayer and grate¬ 
ful praise ascended to the God of the families of the 
whole earth. This event she records in her Diary 
with much humility and thankfulness. She also occa- 
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sionally had a sermon delivered in her drawing-room 
at the Abbey of Holyroodhousc. Yet she laments^ 
with great feeling the little progress she made in the 
divine life, in the midst of this and many other means 
of grace which she enjoyed. 

Mondayy Fchruarjf 19, 1770.—This day I have felt 
more life in my soul than for a week j)ast. Ijord 
Glenorchy told me this morning that he woidd allow 
me to take a chaplain into the family as soon as Lord 
Breadalbane was gone. I went to liudy Maxwell, and 
sent for Mr Middleton, and invited him to come and 
officiate as chaplain during the absence of Lord IJread- 
albane. At tliat time I felt myself in the spirit of de¬ 
votion ; but on coming home I found a friend there 
who has often been a snare to me. Being very agree¬ 
able, with her I entered into idle conversation; and 
although my conscience frequently checked me, yet I 
went on till after tea. Thus did I knowingly trifle 
away time against conviction, which brought darkness 
on my mind. C) when shall I live wholly to God ! 

. Tuesdayy February 20.-—I prayed this^ morning for 
help to be faithful through the ensuing day. In some 
measure this has been grajited. I paid two visits this 
morning, where I was enabled to speak boldly for the 
truth. Before dinner, I spoke seriously to a person 
of whom I have hitherto been much afraid. Had 
company to dinner, and did not feel ashamed of own¬ 
ing my singularity. I went in the evening to the 
meeting, and heard a good sermon on these words, 

“ Lord, help me.” It was very suitable to my case— 
in every thing I need his help. Without it I must 
quickly fierish.

Friday, February 23.—Went to Lady Levcn, wliere 
,a proposal was made for printing some small tracts, to 
V.how the evil of indulging a party spirit, also to re- 
jjrint Professor Frank's Nicodemus. Afternoon I 
went to meet Mr Tliomson at Lady Maxwell’s. I 
was n)uch pleased with his conversation—^he observed, 
that the farther we advanced in divine knowledge, the 
more we see our ignorance, because every step we get 
on shows us that there .‘ire greater degrees yet to be 
attained. After he was gone, I^atly Ma^itwell asked 
me to j)ray Avith her, which I refused, and have been 
much distressed ever since I did so, as I perceive now 
I am more desirotis of appearing well before my fel- 
loAV-creaturi' tlian before God. Pride and false shame 
abash me. I have asked the Lord to give me courage 
to pray Avitb others. 

Saturday, February 24.—I began this day by pray¬ 
ing that the Ia)rd Avould enahle me to walk up to the 
light he had given me. I saw my danger if I persist¬ 
ed in lu'glecting to comply with what he demanded, 
jtarticidarly in praying with my friends, and instruct¬ 
ing my servants. 1 am determined in his strength to 
com])ly, lt!t it cost me what it will, and to humble my¬ 
self, and aj)pcar weak and mean in the sight of others, 
rather than forfeit the love of God, grieve his Spirit, 
and stifle the convictions of conscience. Accordingly, 
after j)raycr for assistance, 1 called one of my men- 
servants, whom I judged most ignorant. I spoke 
.some time to him on religious subjcsits. I then went 
out to see a Christian friend. I prayed first to be 
enabled to pray with her, Avhich after some conversa¬ 
tion I did, and found liberty of expression beyond 
cxpectathm. I found, that in kce])ing the command, 
and following the teachings of the Lord, there is a 
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present reward. After this I had two opportunities 
given me of speaking freely, without fear or shame, for 
the cause of religion. After tea I went to the chapeK 
and heard an excellent sermon on following Christ ainl 
denying self; that is, being denied to sin, the honours 
and friendship of the world, and all confidence in the 
flesh. I cannot but observe, that Satan begins again 
to-day to assault me as formerly, by stirring up some 
to tease and vex me ; but I dare not repine at this, 
for when the Lord prevails over my slothful temper, 
and enables me to be somewhat ac'.tive for him, the 
enemy rages with mo.sL violence against me. I hope 
this night I have learnt to take up my ci’oss, dein’ my. 
self, and follow him. May he enable me to oossess 
my soul in patience*, to bear all things, and forsake all 
things, for his sake. O blessed .lesus, who would not 
willingly give up all things for thy love ? Wliat must 
their joy be who arc blessed continually with the light 
of thy countenance, when I, even the i^oorest of thy 
creatures, sitting in darkness, feel unspeakable comfort 
in obeying thy commands ? 

Sunday^ February 25 .—Went to c hurch, and heard 
a goexi lecture and sermon. Came liome, and sjKckc 
with a maid-servant. Endeavoured to stir her up to 
more diligence to make her calling and election sure. 
Afternewn, heard Mr Plenderleath on the Shunamite, 
—a delightful sermon. I came home, and had sore 
trials of patience during the whole evening. Lord, 
withdraw not thy help from me one moment ! Su}>- 

jxwt me under these afflictions, till thou hast answered 
all thy loving purposes by them. I commit my soul 
to thee ; thou knowest Avhat it stands in need of to 
purify and subdue my evil temper. Let all thy will 
be fulfilled in me. Save me to the uttermost, and 
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glorify thyself in me. Amen.—I have spoken with 
two of the servants to-night, and find that one of them 
wishes to follow the Lord. 

Thursday^ March 1.—Mr Middleton came home 
and began family worship. I had some spiritual con¬ 
versation with him. Found great comfort in consi¬ 
dering his coming as an answer to prayer. 

Friday, March 2.—^Aftcr prayer in ifiy family I 
went out to see my mother. Ventured to speak to her 
on n ligion. Came home to meet Hr Webster and 
Mr 'I'liomson. Was interrupted in a useful conversa¬ 
tion by lady G-, who came to ask me to a ball; 

—was f'nabled boldly to state my reasons against it. 
After 'ea, jH’caehing in the great room by Mr Thom¬ 
son—ilic ser^ants were mueb pleased. This day 1 
liave enjoyed many j)rivileges; but hast thou profited, 
O my soul f Alas, how cold and dcail I yet am, not¬ 
withstanding all these means of grace ! Lord, quicken 
me, and impart saving faith and knowledge to my 
dark ignorant mind ! 

Sunday, March 4.—l^ast night 1 prayed for health 
lo atteiul <-n public ortlinances this day, and was heard. 

IVIr-]>reaclietl in the morning upon these words ; 

“ Having a form of godliness,” &:c. a good sermon. 
In the afti-rnooii we had an excellent sermon from Mr 
Pleiiflerleath on the sufferings of Christ. My soul was 
not so much quickened by it as it ought; yet I could 
not hc'lp shedding tears to see with what indiff'erence it 
was received by those who call themselves followers of 
that divine Redeemer, who sufftTcd so much for them. 

Wednesday, March 7, 1770.—This day St Mary’s 

K 
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Chapel was opened for preaching the Gospel. Ministers 
of every denomination are to be admitted, who have a 
sincere love to the Lord Jesus Christ and the souls of 
men, and avIio preach the doctrine of justification bj 
fiuth alone. Mr Middleton* preached this day from 
Lphesians ii. 8. “ for by grace arc ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves, it is the gift of God.” 
I have been much distressed to-day with a weak body 
and an unbelieving heart. I laboured under anxiety 
that good might be done, and at the same time was so 
much distressed by the fear of man, that I got no gtxKl 
by the sermon myself. In the evening I wrote an ad¬ 
dition to a little book against vain amusements. 

Thursday, March 8.—I received a visit this morning 

from Mr-, and had a long conference with him 

about Mr W-and public places. He seems deep¬ 
ly prejudiced against Mr W-; thinks he is stealing 

in Arminian doctrines into the country, and sapping 
the foundation of our faith under the pretext of greater 
sanctity and strictness than others. As to public 

• St Mary’s Cliapel was opened, on the plan formerly mentioned, by 
the Rev. Mr Middleton, author of “ The Lives of Eminently Pious 
Women,” and one of the six students who, a year or two before, had been 
expelled from Oxford for attending private religious meetings, and who, 
having received orders in the Church of England, oiheiated at this time 
in a small Episcopal Chapel at llalkeith. The different opinions of the 
persons employed in officiating in this chapel, never could in the nature 
of things coalesce ; and although the congregations were large, and good 
was done to individuals, the design being in Scotland altogether novel, 
met with much disapprobation from the religious public; and their re¬ 
marks, as it often happens on such occasions, either from levity, thought¬ 
lessness, or prejudice, were neither kind nor just. These expressions of 
dissatisfaction, together with her other trials, temporal and spiritual, deep¬ 
ly depressed Lady Glenorchy ; but, following the example of the Psalmist 
David, she waited on (lod, and prayed that integrity and uprightness 
might preserve her ; and she was preserveil.

])laccs, lie seems to have little light upon the evil ten¬ 
dency of them,—^makes distinctions,—condemns some 
as bad,—^thinks others lawful if not carried to excess. 
I ventured to oppose him, and to maintain the evil 
nature of them all; and he seemed to listen to what I 
said on the subject, and althovigh we did not agree in 
every thing, yet we parted good friends. This evening 

I read some of Mr W -— ’’s sermons on Matth. v. I 

think he carries the doctrine of perfection too far, and 
I wish he had laid the foundation, even Jesus Christ, 
beforeIhe began to build. He showed me, however, 
that I cannot make myself a Christian, and sent me to 
my knees to beseech the Lonl to teach me, and to pre¬ 
serve me from being deceived. 

Saturday^ March 10.—I received an account of an¬ 
other jierson’s having been benefited by Wednesday’s 
sermon, which filled me with gratitude to the Lord, for 
having made me instrumental in this way of bringing 
souls to him. It stirred me up to seek those blessings 
that others had received, and I spent some time in 
prayer with a degree of comfort and hope. 

Tuesday, March 13.—I am still in trouble of mind 
and in outward afflictions. The Lord knows what is 
necessary to purge away ray dross. Be it unto me 
even as thou wilt! This evening I was refreshed by a 
sermon at the meeting ; I feel more comfort there than 
any where else, and am more stirred up to forsake all 
and follow Christ. 

Thursday, March 15.—The Lord has been pleased 

to make this a refreshing day in his courts. Mr- 

preached this morning on the nec;essity of the teach¬ 
ing of the Holy Ghost. Tlie word came with power

to my soul. I was convinced of having too much ne¬ 
glected to seek the influence of the Spirit, and of having 
trusted too much to my own strength. I also saw, that 
the Lord has begun a good work in my soul, and was 
made to helieve, that he will perfect that which con¬ 
cerns me. I returned home with joy and peace in my 
mind. In the aftcrn<jon I went to church, and found 
great joy in singing Psalm exxx. 

■ “■ l.<ord, from the dcptlis to tlice 1 cried, 

My voice. Lord, do thou hear; 

Vnto my supplications’ voice 
Give an attentive ear,” &c. icc. 

My soul rejoiced in the Lord, and I felt the jiower 
of his presence. I passed part of the afternoon at 

L- M-’s with Mr In—s, in talking of the 

things of God, and went in the evening to the chapel, 
where the Loi’d confirmed my joy, by seeing he had 
accepted that service by tlie crowds tliat attended, and 
the power that accompanied the word preached. At 
night I found great freedom in prayer. On the whole, 
I can say that one day s]X'nt in the courts of the Lord 
is better than a thousand elsewhere. 

April 8.—I resolve tliis djiy to .set out anew, in the 
strength and in tlie name of the liOrd, in the path of 
duty—to miss no opportunity of waiting upon him ; 
and for this end, I intend to get uj> at six every morn¬ 
ing, and sooner if health permits. 'J'o spend two hours 
in reading and prayer before family worship—also to 
preserve a serious frame of mind through the day—to 
set a watch before the door of my lij)s, that I may 
offend not in speaking upon vain subjects; and not to 
be ashamed of the truth before any one whatsoever, 
but to .speak to all about their eternal concerns. To 
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possess my soul in patience, meekness, and silence, 
under the trials I may meet with. To spend some 
time before dinner in prayer, also before or after 
supper, and in meditation and writing down the work 
of' God on my soul through the preceding day. O 
I..ord, grant me thy grace to enable me to observe 
these things faithfully. Without thee I can do no¬ 
thing ! 

April 9.—I got up at half an hour after five, had 
some liberty in })raycr for near an hour, and a little 
light on the Scriptures. I resolved to sjx'nd the day 
according to the plan laid down yesterday, but. was 
j>revented by unexpected occurrences. This evening 
felt the corruption of my nature vc'ry strong, in being 
inclined to angt;r under a trial of j)atience. I am yet 
far from having a meek ainl quiet spirit, and have a 
fearful and unbelieving heart. Lord, deliver me from 
the bondage of sin, for thine ow’n name’s sake \ 

April 18.—Many tongues arc let loose against me. 
The godly, in particular, have spoken bitter, and 
imagincil false things of me. At first I was greatly 
hurt at this, lest I should have given any cause for it, 
and that I was not suffering the reproach of Christ, 
but bringing reproach on his name. But now I see 
this storm as coming from the enemy, whose king¬ 
dom is shaken, arul therefore will leave no stone un¬ 
turned to put a stop to our proceedings. I have 
examined my own heart, and the conduct of those 
preachers I have countenanced, and can say before 
God, that I believe we are sincere in wishing to ad¬ 
vance his kingdom, and to win souls to Christ; and 
to endeavour as far as possible to promote that purity 
and simplicity which the gospel teaches, but which the 
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world will always oppose and ridicule, being contrary 
to its maxims and customs. Our desire is to bring 
poor sinners to Christ, to receive the forgiveness of 
their sins and eternal life, in order that they may 
glorify God here, and enjoy him for ever. O Lord, 
thou only knowest the heart of man ! Search me and 
try me; see if there is any concealed pride, self-love, 
or any view derogatory to thy glory, in what I have 
done: Remove it, O Lord, for thine own name sake, 
and let me b& humbled for it before thee, and before 
the world if thou seest meet. Lead me in the narrow 
way that leadeth to everlasting life ; keep my feet from 
falling, and let me not become a snare and stumbling 
block to any of thy children. Grant me patience to 
l>ear witli meekness the strife of tongues, and enable 
me to return good for evil. Let me not only pray for 
my enemies, but love them and do them every kind 
office in my power, for thy name sake.—Lord, thy 
love is all I want ! 

Thursdayi April 19.—The fast-day at I..eith.—The 
whole day has been spent in religious exercises and 
conversation; yet what does this avail if the heart is 
still unrenewed ? if the soul is in a state of unbelief, 
and under the wrath and condemnation of God ? All 
I can say for myself is, that I desire to be wholly 
thine, O Lord—to believe in thee, and to love thee 
above all. Perfect in me the work thou hast begun ! 

Friday^ April 20.—I met with Mr Wesley, and 
had much conversation with him. He appears to be 
a faithful zealous minister of Jesus, and to have a 
single eye to the glory of God. I lielieve him to. bp 
sound in all essential doctrines. 
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Sunday^ April 22.—This clay 1 have once more 
presumed to sit down at the? Lord’s table, full of hopes 
and fears. I saw my great unworthiness, but endea¬ 
voured to look to liim who alone is worthy. 1 took 
the •bread and wine as pledges of my union with Christ, 
and devoted myself, soul, body, and spirit, to be for 
ever his. Lord, remember, I beseech thee, thy graci¬ 
ous promises to those who seek thee, and come to 
thee. Kcej) thou my soul, and j)reserve me amidst 
the numberless snares and dangers that syrround me. 
Let not mine enemies triumph over me, for in thee 
alone do I put my trtist! 

M(mday^ April 30.—Since Wednesday 1 have 
been in great distress of soul at times, from being con- 
vinc!c'd of the sin of unbelief. I am grieved to think of 
living day after day in rebellion against God. I sec 
that without faith it is impossible to please him. Lord, 
helj) mine unbelief! I have seen more of my own evil 
heart than usual, and more of the purity recpiired in a 
(’hristian. I see that the generality, nay, almost all 
professors of the gospel, fall greatly short, of their 
privileges. 1 can mourn over the sin of the world, 
and wish to tell every creature of their danger, but 
have not yet the power. I see in some measure the 
biiauty of holiness, and wish to be conformed to the 
image of Christ. Upon reviewing the last month, I 
think I have rather increased in self-knowledge; for 
whieh I desire to bless God, and pray that he may 
carry me on, and perfect what he has begun in me. 

May 4.—Last night I was somewhat refreshed by 
hearing a sermon on the reign of grace ; but these re¬ 
vivals arc short-lived. One cause of my instability in 
holy things, is the vanity of objects with which my 
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imagination is crowded. This may be attributed part¬ 
ly to the dissipated life I formerly led, and partly to 
the hurry I am obliged to be in continually, from the 
peculiar situation in whi<’h I am placed. It is seldom 
I can obtain half an hour’s quiet in a day, and am 
necessarily obliged to hear and think <jn a variety of 
worldly things, so that my mind is tossed to and fro 
with cares, fears, and troubles, outward and inward; 
and no sooner am I composed to think of my eternal 
concerns, than a very different subject is immediately 
intruded upon me, I can see no remedy for this, but 
must patiently wait the Lord’s ‘time for deliverance. 
He knows my distresses, and he only can deliver me 
from them, or support me under them. He knows that 
my heart’s supreme desire is to live ■wholly to his glory 
upon earth. I do not perceive that I wish for any thing 
but his love, and to approve myself to him in well¬ 
doing. lie has enabled me to give up my name, and 
the ajiprobation of the world, for liis sake.*, and I can¬ 
not see that any creature divides my heart with him. 
Lord, I appeal unto thee, if I would not willingly part 
with all for thy love ! If there is ai.y unseen improper 
attachment to the creature in my heart that kee})s it 
from thee, do tliou root it out; and take thou my 
whole heart, such as it is. Make it what it ought to 
be, and keep it faithful, 

May 6.—Yesterday was a day of retirement. I found 
comfort in reading and prayer, and was enabled to 
V write out portions of the Scriptures with some degree of 
light. It was like the day-dawn upon my soul. In 
the evening the sermon was refreshing, and came like 
rain to the parched ground. I found myself on the 
threshold of heaven, but did not get in. This morn¬ 
ing I got up before five, prayed with some liberty for 
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hear an hour. At seven I went out and heard the end 
of Mr Thomson’s discourse; it was pleasant to my 
soul. I see all things ready; the Lord is willing 
and able, but there is yet an inability in me; what 
that.is I cannot discover; I think I am willing ; Lord, 
do thou seai'ch and try me ! The sermons in church 
to-day have come home with unusual power to my 
soul. I feel a clearer conviction of eternity, and of tlie 
nt>thingness of time. I wish to live wholly to God. I 
have not done so hitherto, and am impatieiy, under my 
failings and short-comings. 

Momluif^ May 7.—I got up early, spent two hours 
in reading and prayer before family worship;—find 
early rising a great helj) tome; it lays a foundation for 
the practice of the wlK)le <lay. We err greatly in 
praying seldom; ft>r the oftener we pray, the nearer 
we get to God, the stronger we grow, and the more 
we shfill love to pray. 

During Lady Glenorchy’s former temporary resi¬ 
liences in Ijondon, various clergymen of eminence 
were introduced to her, and among others Mr White- 
lield, of whose zeal, abilities, and general character she 
highly approveil. Mr Wesley she had not seen, never, 
ns the Autlior believes, having had any acquaintance 
with any of his friends there, and not being in Scot¬ 
land when he previously visited it. That countenance, 
however, which Lady Glenorchy gave at this time to 
the Wesleyan preachers, naturally brought about her 
jicquaintancc with Mr Wesley himself, who was now 
in Edinburgh. He and his friends had previously 
wished her to join their Society, which she declined ; 
for although she esteemed them, and wished them well 
as good men, and as labourers with others in the great 
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vineyard of the Lord, she never could adopt their pe¬ 
culiar opinions. Mr Wesley had at this time repeated 
interviews with her, and twice or thrice in company 
with Dr Webster, who always heard Mr Wesley when 
here, as well as occasionally his preachers. Probably 
at the desire of Lady Glenorchy, Dr Webster had a 
conference with Mr Wesley, in her presence, on some 
of those points of doctrine in which they principally 
differed. The effect of this discussion was, that she was 
confirmed in her orthodox opinions. She still, how¬ 
ever, wrtitinued occasionally to attend his chapel, and 
to employ his assistants. About the time that the 
above circumstance occurred, it appears that Lady 
Glenorchy continued tt> suffer much in the cuurse of 
her spiritual warfare ; and although she experienced a 
great deal of the hardships of it, yet she not only per¬ 
severed, but bad the happiness to gain some consider¬ 
able ground. Hence she thus writes in her Diary :— 

May 12.—For some days past I have had a sense of 
my unprofitableness; when I would do good, evil is 
present with me. I still labour under corrujjtion of 
heart; and although I have as much spiritual light as 
shows me the emptiness of the world, and the necessity 
of faith, yet I still want the witness of the Spirit to 
testify in me that I am Christ’s. 

This morning the Rev. Dr Webster and Mr Wes¬ 
ley met at my house, and had a long conversation to¬ 
gether. They agreed on all doctrines on which they 
spoke, except those of God’s decrees, predestination, 
and the saints’ perseverance, which Mr Wesley does 
not hold. After Mr Wesley was gone, Dr Webster 
told me in a fair and candid manner wherein he disap¬ 
proved of Mr Wesley’s sentiments. I must (according 
to the light I now have, and always have had, ever 
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Biiicc the Lord was pleased to awaken me) agree with 
Dr Webster. Nevertheless I hojKj Mr Wesley is a 
child of God. He 1ms been an instrument in his 
hands of saving souls ; as such I honour him, and will 
countenance his preachers. I have heard him preach 
thrice ; and should have been better pleased had he 
preached more of Christ, and less of himself. I did 
not find his words come with power to my own soul. 
I desire to bless God for having enabled me in some 
measure this day to be faithful to the c^onvic^ons of his 
Spirit. O that I may daily receive more strength and 
courage, to be accounted a fool for Christ’s sake! 

Sunday,, May 13.—I have spent this day in the 
courts of the Lord. Consider, O my soul, what thou 
liast heard, and how many will rise up as witnesses 
against thee if thou hast profited n(»thing thereby. 
Salvation has this day been freely offered thee. Thou 
hast seen and confessed the beauty of holiness, and of 
a life devoted to him who gave it, and thou hast been 
convinced there is no happiness elsewhere. Come 
then to Jesus, give thyself up without reserve to him. 
Lor<l Jesu.s, 1 come to thee to receive this great salva> 
tion \ I think I am willing to receive thee on thy own, 
terras. If my heart deceives me in this, thou knowest, 
and thou canst make it willing. Come thou, and set 
up thy throne in my heart, subdue every enemy that is 
there, and make me wholly thine. Grant me the gifts 
of repentance and faith, thy Spirit to guide and sanc¬ 
tify me, and the efficacy of thy blood to atone for all 
my past sins. Save me to the uttermost, and let me 
not rest short of thy complete salvation. Come quick¬ 
ly, Lord Jesus ! Amen. So be it! 

Saturday, May 19.—I got up early, spent some 
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hours in pi*ayer and reading. li. E. came to brc^ik- 
fast. I was enabled to speak freely to her, to confess 
the truth, and, after a severe struggle, asked her to 
join with me in prayer. Afterwards I went to church 
in the afternoon and evening. The Lord sliowed me 
several evils in my heart, ]>articularly resting in duties, 
and not having a single eye to God. I would gladly 
have spent this niglit in prayer, but my body is weak, 
and recjuircs rest. 

Sunday, May 20.—1 rose eaily, had great freedom in 
prayer, and was enabled to wrestle with cries and tears 
tliat the Lord would meet me this day at his table, and 
set my soul at liberty. I felt little power in the ser¬ 
mon ; but found much lil)erty in prayer when going to 
the table, and praised the l.iord for the great blc>s.sings 
he had spread before me. 1 felt a consciousness of 
his presence, and a sweet intimation that my prayers 
were heard. I took the bread .and wine as j>)edges of 
his love, and as an earnest of what he would do for 
me. This hope was afterwards confirmed to me in 
private prayer. I was sensible of the Lord’s loving¬ 
kindness and designs of mercy towards me. Though 
J could not say he gave me the full assurance of faith, 
yet I believe he will work faith in me with power. I 
have found him drawing me on to seek after him. O 
bless the Lord, my soul, and forget not this day’s mer¬ 
cies ! His hand has also ap{)cared in outward Provi¬ 
dences—keeping off outward troubles that might have 
disturbed my mind. My prayers have l>ecn answered 
even in lesser matters. O how gracious is the Lord 
to those who seek him ! Surely he will be found of all 
who seek him in sincerity; therefore will I wait on the 
Lord, and follow on, that I may know him. 
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Monday, May 21.—I got up at five, and had great 
liberty in prayer. 1 perceive the Lord is showing me 
more and more of my own vile lieart, and strengthen¬ 
ing my trust and confidence in him. I find the beset¬ 
ting’sin of my heart is the love of praise and esteem. 
I am full of pride, self-conceit, and a slothful spirit; 
still ashamed of the gospel of Christ; apt to judge 
rashly of others, and overvalue myself. I. feel averse to 
many known duties, viz. reproving sin; admonishing 
others ; pi-aying with my friends; instructing my ser¬ 
vants. I am addicted to vain wandering thoughts in 
prayei’. I see a great deal of corruj)tion in my heart, 
and feel utterly unable to remove any part of it. I have 
therefore spivad it before the Lord, and put my case 
into his hands. I am persuaded he is able and willing 
to cleanse and purify me. I look to him for faith to 
conquer the fear of man, and to bring peace and 
health to my soul. He is exalted a Prince and Savi¬ 
our, to give faith and repentance to a guilty world. 1 
have asked them, and he will not deny them; there¬ 
fore will I look for an answer of peace, and wait the ac- 
com})lishment of his promise. I have also seen the 
danger 1 now’ am in, of being as.saulted by those 
temptations I have formerly felt at coming from the 
Lord’’s table. Nothing but cleaving to, and conti¬ 
nually looking to the Lord, can keep me from them, 
I have sought power to do this; and hitherto he hath 
helped me. 

Saturday, May 26.—I determined this day to set out 
anew, and to struggle to get loose from this vain world. 
But, instead of this, my whole morning was taken up 
with visitors, and I had no jiower to speak faithfidly 
to them. They were jn’ofessors, but dead ones, and I 
could find nothing to say them. At night I went 
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lo the chapel, and heard Mr T———. He spoke lo 
my heart; I was convinced of my unfaithfulness, and 
was ashamed before the Lord. At my return home 
I met with a great trial, which sent me to prayer; 
and there I found again somewhat of that confidence 
and hope that was like to perish through my negli¬ 
gence. I find trials are needful; when all things go 
smoothly, I sink into insensibility. O, how goo<l 
is the I^ord thus to chastise my folly, and bring me 
back to himself, the centre of all happiness. 

Sunday, May 27.—I got up early, and went out at 
seven to the chapel, and was somewhat revived by the 
sermon. At ten went to church, where I heard two 
excellent sermons from Mr S——th, accompanied with 
more life and power than any I have yet heard in the 
church. I was led to pray much for a blessing on 
them, both while there and since I came home. 
Surely the Lord was present, and I trust the wortl 
was the savour of life to those who heard it. I was 
filled with joy at the precious truths he so clearly 
explained, and with horror and grief when I thought of 
those who might reject the free offer made them of life 
and salvation in Jesus Christ. My desires for a bless¬ 
ing to the people were fervent. I do not remember 
having ever been so deeply engaged in hearing in this 
church. I look back with shame and grief on the loss 
I suffered last week, which may be attributed to mix¬ 
ing with a company where God was not in all their 
Hhoughts. What a dreadful enemy is the world to re¬ 
ligion ! Its maxims and customs are altogether oppo¬ 
site to true Christianity. I see no safety but in coming 
out from among them, and being separate; yet my situ¬ 
ation does not allow of this—it would bring reproach 
on the Christian name. Surely the Lord knows my 
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c:*Be, and can direct me; he can save me in the world, 
or deliver me from it: lie has taken my heart in some 
measure out of it. Its pleasures, Iionours, and riches, 
are become a burden to me; they are the j^reatest 
load 'I have: and I can truly say, I would gladly part 
with them all for the knowledge of Christ Jesus, and 
my interest in his salvation. 

Sunday, June 3.—I^ast week I passed through a 
variety of trials, temptations, fears, hopea^ and busi¬ 
nesses. I had not time to write the state of my soul, 
yet I can see that the J^ortl is carrying on his work ; 
“ through waves, clouds, and storms, he gently clears 
the way.” He is every day showing me more of my 
own vile heart. A self-righteous spirit is ever present 
with me, prompting me to rest in duties jjerformed, 
and eX})ect rewartls. As long as this is my state, how 
can 1 expect to be justified by the blood of Jesus ? It 
is those who see themselves wholly undone without 
him, that are fit objects of his compassion. I see also 
that it is my own evil temper that renders my present 
situation disagreeable; for it is not in the power of 
man to give real uneasiness to a soul that seeks its 
ha]>piness only in God. I see I am unfaithful to the 
grace and light given me; how then can I expect to 
receive more ? I am called to a high calling, the Lord 
would have me stand forth as a witness for him; yet, 
instead of obeying, I shun the cross, and am asham- 
cxl to speak for him. This morning I got a view of 
the sin of neglecting any opportunity of speaking seri¬ 
ously to those I meet, and was convinced of the great 
importance, not only of making my own peace with 
G(xl, but pressing others to do so. All things appear¬ 
ed as dross and dung, when compared to the love of 
God shed abroad in the heart. I felt, then able and 
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willing to speak to every body ; but this frame is now 
gone. 


The purchase of the estate of Barn ton, as we have 
seen, was to L.ady Glenorchy an object of considerable 
interest, as she conceived she obtained it in answer to 
prayi^r. Lord Glenorchy had by this time got posses¬ 
sion t)f it, and a great number of workmen were em¬ 
ployed in its improvement, and in preparing it for tlu* 
reception of the family. Had Lady Glenorchy fore¬ 
seen, what in truth soon hap])ened, that this .sjH)t w'as 
destined to be the jilace where the most expeditious 
and best aid, temporal and s]>iritual, Avas to be }>ro- 
enred for her lord in his last moments, and in which 
she Ava.-i to lintl an asylum for her Avidow'ed state, she 
could hardly have felt or acted otherwise than she 
did upon her first going there. In company Avith her 
friend Lady MaxAvell, she solemnly implored the 
divine blessing upon it, and the Avorks ciirrying on 
there, and she dedicated them to the service of God. 
Following up ibis principle, she employed persons 
from time to time to preach to the AA’orkmen. A 
chapel accordingly was afterAvards built, attached to 
the house, in AA'hich, while she Avas resilient there, 
divine service was performed generally every I^ord’s 
day, after the service in the parish church AA^as closed, 
and sometimes of a week-day evening ; and even dur¬ 
ing her absence this duty w'as occasionally perfonaed. 
This practice was continued till she sold the property, 
a little before her death. 

The providence of God seems to have remarkably 
blessed tins eftbrt of Lady Glenorchy to promote the 
iifterest of religion ; for many persons were known to 
have dated their first serious imprt!ssions from attend¬ 
ing divine worship in the family and the chapel. 
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^3'he service of the chaptrl was tisually conducted by 
her domestic chaplains, among wlunn arc numbered 
men who were afterwards destined to attain no small 
degree of emitjcnce in the church, as Mr De Courcy, 
late Vicar of St. Alkmond’s, Shrewsbury, the late Dr 
Balfour of Glasgow, the late Mr John Russel of Stir¬ 
ling, Dr John Campbell, at present one of the minis¬ 
ters of the Tolbooth Church, Edinburgh, and the late 
Mr David Block of Lady Yester’s Church, Edinburgh, 
and others. 

Amidst all these attentions to spiritual matters, and 
this deep concern for the glory of God and the good 
of others, I^ady Glenorchy seems to have been much 
cast down and greatly harassed by the power of temp¬ 
tation. Accordingly .she says— 

Mondaij^ June 4.—I was much oppressed in spirit 
this morning, with a view of my own dead soul, and 
the state of my family, who seem to decline of late. 
I got up, and prayetl for them, and sjtoke to two ser¬ 
vants closely, and with some tlegree of life. In the 

evening I went to Barnton with Lady M-, Mr 

T-, and Mr II-; had a word of exhortation 

in the great room to the workmen, and then one t)f 
the ministers prayed and solemnly dedicated that house 
and all that belongetl to it to the Lord. O bless the 
Lord, my soul, for this and all his benchts ! I heard 
to-day that Mr Wesley has found a religious school¬ 
master for me;—this is also the T^ord’s doing, and the 
answer of prayer, O what am I that thou shouldst 
thus care for me ? 

Friday, June 8.—I was all this morning in my 
room, reading Alleine’s Alarm, and praying over it.— 
I rememl)cr a friend of mine forbade me, three years 
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ago, to read such books, saying they were legal, and get 
me a-poring over myself, instead of looking to Christ. 
I unfortunately took this advice, and thus have healed 
my wounds slightly; and said peace to myself, before 
I was thoroughly convinced of sin. The wall which 
has been daubed with untempered mortar, is now 
coming down. My breaches appear, and I find I am 
a poor, vile, abominable sinner at this day, continu¬ 
ally offending God ;—at times I am so miserable, that 
I am ready- to give all up. I went to-day to Barnton, 
and had preaching again in the great room, to about 
seventy of the workmen and labourers: the text w'as 
Matthew xxiv. 44. “ Therefore, be ye also ready ; for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the Son of Man 
cometh.”—I felt very hapjiy in procuring them this 
instruction, and was perhaps too much lifted up; and 
the Lord permitted me to be assaulted by a grievous 
temptation in my way home, which filled me with 
grief and horror at the depth of sin which I perceived 
in my heart, and the little power I have over it. If 
the Lord did not restrain me, I should surely bring 
great reproach on his name by outward sins also. I 
cmnnot think that any one, who has heard and be¬ 
lieved the gospel, is so vile as I am. But, O blessed 
Jesus, didst thou not cast seven devils out of Mary 
Magdalene ?—speak the word, and I also shall be de¬ 
livered. 

Fridayi June 15.—I find it always a loss to my 
soul when I neglect to write, as I have done for a 
week past. I grow csireless; and forget at what a dis¬ 
tance I yet am from God. I have heard many ex¬ 
cellent sermons this last week, and have been in vari¬ 
ous frames. Yesterday I had a sweet persuasion that 
I belonged to God, and should live to praise him.-— 
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This morning a young woman called upon me, by 
her leather’s desire, that I might spieak to her about 
her soul. She was an utter stranger to me, and I 
felt ashamed and averse to speak to her. Sensible 
how unfit I was to speak to her as I ought, I begged 
of God to help mo, and to put words in my mouth; 
and I may truly say he opened my lips. Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, for this. Make thine own word, 
which thou gavest me to speak, effectual, O Lord, to 
the conversion and salvation of this poor stTul ! 

Monday, June 18.—I got once more to Barnton, 

where Mr H-- preached to the labourers, from 

Isaiah Iv. 6, 7. “ Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found : call ye upon him while he is near. Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts ; and let him return unto the l^ord, and 
he will have mercy upon him, and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.”—Some of them were affect¬ 
ed. I have seen much of the goodness of God this 
day in interposing in my behalf when I returned 
home; and although I had, by my exceeding great 
unworthiness, deserved to suffer, yet I was saved from 
the trials I feared, and at the same time my heart 
was humbled by pain of body, which I have ever 
found a needful medicine to my soul. 
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Lady Olenorchy at Taymouth—Is an eminent example of dilipjence in 
business, united with fervour of spirit—Grows in the divine life— 
Makes her w*ll, and appoints Lady Maxwell executrix—Extracts from 
Diary from July 10, to September 30, 1770—Letters irom Lady 
Glenorcliy to Lady Maxwell—Lady (Tlenorchy returns to Edinbiirgli 
—There enjoy.s the means of grace in great abundance—Account of 
her religious experience—Extracts from Diary, from October 26, to 
December 31, 1770. 

Lady Glenorchy in the end of June went to Tay- 
mouth, and reiuained there' till the beginning of Octo¬ 
ber following, managing the domestic affairs of that 
great and magnificent establishment. This was an em¬ 
ployment which might be thought, considering her age, 
(for she was not yet twenty-nine,) the delicacy of her 
constitution, and the bad state of her health, would 
have fully occupied the whole of licr time and talents, 
and left her little leisure for any thing else ; yet, in 
reading her Diary at this period, one might be led to 
suppose, that early and late, and all the day long, she 
was only employed in works of piety and benevoleni-e. 
She certainly was a most cminenc example of diligence 
in business, united with fervour of spirit in serving the 
Lord. Still she was not satisfied with herself, or what 
she did. She thought she never could do enough ; 
and what she did do, she consitlered as stained with 
most mortifying imperfection. She was always striv¬ 
ing to do somewhat more, and praying fervently that 
she might do it better. Considering her circumstances. 
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her youth, her rank, her wealth, her power, her trials, 
and^the society in which, although reluctantly, she 
was ^ligecl to mingle, and the very strong allurements 
tfUlhich she was exposed, her activity, her humility, 
her spirituality, and her fidelity, were truly suqirising, 
and pointed her out as a wonderful and admirable 
monument of the grace of God. The truth of this 
remark will strikingly appear in the following extracts 
from the Diary, and letters which she wrote during 
this period to her friend Lady Maxwell. , The intelli¬ 
gent reader will observe, too, in these extracts, Jiow 
very much l»ady Glenorchy’s practice of writing a 
Diary temled to jiromote and strengthen the divine 
life in her soul, particularly from the account she gives 
of her ex[)cricnce on the return of her birth-day this 
year. Notwitiistanding that self-abasement still coii- 
tiuuetl, and in fact ever did continue to be a strong 
leature in her character, slie evidently acknowledges 
herself to have made decided advances in her spiritual 
life. Her graces seem , to have been improved, and 
her re.soliition of doing good greatly confirmed. This 
will ajipear to much advantage, if we attend to what 
})assc‘tl in her mind, when, from the circumstance of 
her making her will, and appointing Lady Maxwell 
her executrix, she conceived herself to be on the very 
borders of eternity. 

Julij, 10_1 have been prevented, by the hurry of 

removing my family to this place, from continuing my 
Diary. I feel I am losing ground fast, and resolv.* 
through grace to set out afresh in the Christian course. 
Gracious I^ord, grant me thy strength ; undertake for 
me; turn thou me, and I shall be turned; draw me, 
and I will run after thee. 
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July 11.—~1 awoke this morning with great longings 
after Christ, and desires for perfect conformity to his 
image, and resolved to live to him through the day; 
but no sooner did I go into company, than my thoughts 
were dissipated. After breakfast I got some little re¬ 
vival by prayer. The rest of the day I spent in work, 
and hearing the life of Mr Hogg read. I feel con¬ 
demned at having done nothing for the souls of my 
fellow-creatures, nor having redeemed much time for 
prayer. Loyd help me, for I am weak !

Sundayy July 15.—For some days the Lord has been 
pleased to visit me with sickness—^blessed be his name 
for this. I had great need of correction. Alas, I fear 
1 stand still in need of much more. But did not 
Christ come to seek and to save those who were lost ? 
Did he not die for the ungodly ? Surely then he came 
to die for me, to save me;—^this is my hope. O that 
thou wouldst now witness this truth to my soul by thy 
Holy Spirit, and cause it rejoice in thee, my God and 
Saviour ! 

Sundayy July £2.—This week past I have lived an 
inactive life, yet the Lord has given me some few op¬ 
portunities of speaking for him, and of relieving the 
bodily wants of the poor. He has also delivered me 
from temptation. I observe, that by prayer we may 
obtmn all things consistent with the will of God. I 
have found it to be so this week. 

< 

July £4.—^Last night the Lord was pleased to give 
me a sight of my great distance from him, and my 
sloth and negligence in seeking him in a way of duty. 
He hath shown himself to jne to-day as a prayer hear- 
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ing God. I asked power to speak to a person of dis¬ 
tinction about his soul, and was enabled to do so, and 
to giv^hiin a book. I was enabled to bear my testi¬ 
mony to the truth, to him, and to several others during 
the course of the day. This evening six of my servants 
have met together to pray for the rest. 

Sundayj July 29.—Yesterday I was ill in body, but 
much refreshed and comforted by, the coming of the 

Rev. Mr J.- He preached this day. *I was led to 

be much in prayer fora blessing to the people. In the 
evening he preached again in the dining-room; the 
jKiwer and presence of the Lord seemed to be with us, 
and my dead heart felt in some measure the force of 
what he said. I was condemned, and roused, and 
strengthened to speak boldly for God to my cqmpany 
during the rest of the evening. I find the more I 
speak of God, the easier it is, and the more opportuni¬ 
ties I get of doing so. O that I could praise the Lord 
for all he has done for me ! But instead of this, I grow 
impatient under the remainder of sin, and am in dan¬ 
ger of thinking hard thoughts of God. I would be set 
free all at once. Self still reigns in me, else I should 
submit to his time and way, and be found patiently 
waiting for him in the use of the means he has ap¬ 
pointed. O Lord, when, how, and what thou wilt! 

Thursday^ Attgust 2.—This being a fast-day, I got 
up earlier than usual, and spent two hours in humbling 
myself before the Lord, and imploring that faith with- ■ 
out which it is im[>ossible to please him. I likewise 
asked strength to perform a difficult duty, which he 
has enabled me to do this afternoon. I have found 
great benefit from being much in prayer this day, and 
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have a comfortable hope that the Lord will icceive 
me, and enable me to live to his glory. 

Friday, August S.—The Lord has heard me tois day, 
in giving me power to speak to several poor souls. I 
find he is always willing to imparl strength for duty 
when we are willing to perform it. I received an ac¬ 
count of the illness of a dear friend this night. I find 
I have not so mucl^ resignation to tlie will of God as 
I ought. J have prayed for it, and committed my 
friend to the Lord. 1 desire to see God as my only 
portion ! 

Sunday, August 5 .—Very dead in prayer tliis morn¬ 
ing, although not without hope that the Lord would 
revive me. I went to liis table, and sought him ; and 
though I felt no assurance of his love, yet was enabled 
to cast my soul upon Jesus, and to look to him for 
complete salvation. I was Jed to pray much for the 
people; and think the Lord will visit this country. 

Monday, Aug-ust 6.—I went out this morning to the 
fields, at seven o’clock, in great dcadness of soul, to 
pour out my heai't, and to cry to the Lord. I took all 
around me to witness that I consented to bo his, and 
committed my soul to him. And now, O my God, 
I would again beseech thee to acct'pt this free-will 
offering of roy soul, body, and spirit ! I hfive none in 
heaven but thee, and there is none on earth that. I de¬ 
sire besides thee. I would give thee my whole heart, 
but I am unable to do any thing of myself. I there¬ 
fore beseech thee to come this day, even now. Lord 
Jesus, into my soul, and reign thou there king for 
ever! Subdue all thine enemies in me, and make 
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me whatever thou wouldst have me to bo. Come 
(juickly, Lord Jesus ! Amen. W. G. 

August 12.—This morning I have had such 
longing.s for faith, and for the life of God manifested 
in my soul, that my lieart was like to break. I see my 
original corrupti<m as the root of all the evil that is in 
me. My soul lies in ruins, and it is impossible for me 
to help myself. When the Spirit shines into my soul, 
then I see my misery, and cry out for delivtjrance. But 
I only see my w retched slate ; I am not as yet freed 
IVom it. No sooner do I go into company than my 
mind grows insensible, 1 forget the presence of God, I 
grieve the Holy S})irit, atal ])7'ove unfaithful. I am 
distressed willi wandering thoughts, and cannot medi- 
f.tfe nor recuiltet myself. My idt;as .seem scattered 
;tnd broken asunder. N<tti>lng but the power which 
tailed me into being can rectify the disorder of my 
sold. O sjieak tht' word, blessiHl God ! say unto my 
.soul, live, and it shall live ! Call me forth from the 
grave ol* sin, anti give me a jtart in the first resurrec¬ 
tion, then I shall nt)t fear the second death ! 


Sniithn/, August IS.—I hatl a great desire to par¬ 
take of the ljordVsup])er lliis day, at Hull, but was 
much afraid of the rt'proach of being righteous over¬ 
much, and many things concurred to make my going 
tlicre inctmvenicul. Ctmtpany came last night; it 
rainetl this morning, ami 1 had no way of going there 
but tm hor.sebaek. I j^rayed for direction what to do, 
and saw it my thity tt) go. It rained when I got on 
horseback, hut tt ceased after I set out. My .spirits were 
.-igitated in going; but when at the table I felt some 
melting of heart, and could call the whole universe to 
Y'itness that there was none in heaven or earth that 
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my soul desired but Christ. I had, during the sermon 
and afterwards, a comfortable sense of his love to my 
soul, and a persuasion that he would prese/ve me unto 
the day of redemption. My heart was filled with praise 
to God, and I had a lively sense of his presence. My 
soul was refreshed; and I believe going, there was of 
the Lord. He touched the hearts of my family, and 
made them receive me when I returned with good- 
humour. Blessed be the name of the Lord ! 

Monday^ Av^gust 19.—Went again this morning to 

Dull, and heard an excellent sermon from Mr C- 

on these words : “ Because thy loving-kindness is bet¬ 
ter than life, therefore ray lips shall praise thee.” Whilst 
he spoke, I felt in some measure the loving-kindness of 
the Lord to my soul, and have rejoiced in it all this day. 

Sunday, August 25.—During the last week I have 
frequently enjoyed at intervals delightful impressions 
of the love of God, but have been distracted by a 
crowd of company. I long to get alone to enjoy pri¬ 
vate converse with Jesus. My soul hungers and thirsts 
for him, yet every moment I am hurried away into 
dissipation of mind. Yesterday I awoke in a serious 
frame, found liberty in prayer, and had some sense of 
the love of God in my soul, and was happy through 
the day; but in the evening fell into a snare. My 
mind got into a carnal frame; when I retired to my 
room I could not pray; went to bed in great dis¬ 
tress, and awaked in trouble. My thoughts wander; 
I feel guilt on my conscience. I try to look to Christ, 
I pray for pardon, yet I cannot obtain the peace I en¬ 
joyed yesterday morning. I have grieved the Holy 
Spirit. O may this be a warning to me to walk more 
tenderly in future ; and whenever the influences of the 
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Spirit are not sensibly prevalent in my soul, then to be 
most watchful, lest I fall into temptation ! 

Sept. 2 .—The anniversary of the day cm 
which I t^[^^jnto this world. Upon reviewing last 
year’s expeH^^, I find the desire of my heart to be 
the same as on mis day twelvemonth. Thou knowest. 
Lord, that my soul is now hungering and thirsting 
after thee, and longing to be conformed to thy will. 
It is with shame and confusion of face, that I look 
back on my past life, in which I can see little else but 
sin and folly. Even my best duties have been tainted 
with sin. I would adore the grace and long suffering 
mercy which has spared me until this day, notwith¬ 
standing my numberless sins and iniquities. O God, 
enable me this day, by thy strengthening grace, to be¬ 
gin a life of entire devotedness to thee ; and come, O 
blessed Jesus, into my heart, and reign there king for 
ever ; subdue thine enemies, and establish thy kingdom 
of righteousness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

I find the light I now have to be of the same na¬ 
ture it was last year ; but, blessed be God, it is now 
clearer and stronger, and my soul is more established 
in the docti'ines of the gospel, and my heart more dead 
to the world, than at that time. I have through grace 
been enabled this year to give up my name, and most 
of my worldly acquaintances, for Christ’s sake. I have 
been employed at times in the Lord’s work. He has 
answered numberless prayers, and has enabled me to 
begin several plans for the advancement of his king¬ 
dom upon earth,—^to open a chapel, and to set up a 
school, &c. for which I desire to bless his name. He 
has given me a chaplain in the house, and in all things 
done far above what I was able to ask or to think; and 
althougli I have not had much comfort in my soul, yet 
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I have this day a comfortable persuasion that the Lord 
is near, and that he that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry ; and although my own soul wVre to perish, 
yet I will bless him for ail the benefits <^dy con¬ 
ferred upon me, and that he hath countjpdii j,iie worthy 
to suffer reproach for his name, and ^lyiVjyed me in 
awakening others. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
magnify his name ! 

{Through all eternity to thee 
A grateful song I’ll raise ; 

But O, eternity’s too short 
To utter all thy praise. 

Sundmy, September 9.—Last week I have had a call 
by sickness, to prepare for eternity. Yesterday I put 
my worldly affairs in t>rder, made my will, and solemn¬ 
ly committed my soul and body to the Lortl Jesus: 
this 1 did with much earnestness, and I hope sincerity, 
as I believe he heard the voice of my supplications. I 
felt the good effects of having cast myself and all my 
cares on him througluait the day, being sensibly 
strengthened in writing, speaking, and ])rayer. This 
day my body is disordered and my soul asleej>. I am 
unable to think or read w’ith attention. Blessed Loi'd ! 
rememlxjr me in this low estate, and let thy strength 
be now manifested in my weakness; and as the tmtward 
man perisheth, let the inward man be renewed daily, 
that I may be growing up to the perfect stature of 
Christ, and made meet for the enjoyment of thee and 
the fellowship of the saints in heaven ! 

Since w’liting the above, the Lord has enabled mo to 
draw nigh to him in prayer, and given me more than 
usual enlargement in yiouring out my desires before him. 
I note this, to show how visibly every good gift cometh 
from God. When I am weak, then am 1 strong through 
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him, that tho glory may be his. Wlicn wo arc very 
dead, then oiiglit we tlu; more to strive to pray, for this 
is tlie time/>f greatest need, and it is then the I^ord is 
most re? 'b^to hear. 

Morulriij^-^twtcmbcr 10.—Having (through grace) 
got a sight tmsVfiorning of n)y late unprohtable walk, 
I prayed to be made useful to others this day, and ob¬ 
tained faith that niy prayers w'ould be answered. I 
set, out from my bed-chamber in tho name of the I..ord, 
trusting that in his strength 1 should be enabled to 
speak to as many as caine in my way. My jiravcr was 
heard. I have s))okcn Avith seven jiersons this day 
abt)ut their souls,—one of whom was a young gentle¬ 
man, Avho received what I said with much kindness, 
and thanked me ft)r it. I felt joy at having been faith¬ 
ful to his soul, though, I have much reason to blush at 
the imperfect maimer in which I at all times speak of 
the Lord. But be kmiws my weaknes.s, and will, when 
he sees good, give me the power of utterance. lie first 
gives the willing mind, afterwards the power. O what 
comfort is there in looking back upon a day spent for 
God, and dedicated to his service through the blood of 
Jesus, which cleansetb from all our imperfections and 
infirmities! 

Tuesday, September 11.—I desire this day to set to 
my seal, that God is a prayer-hearing God, and that 
it is our unfaithfulness and unwillingness that cause 
our great unprofitableness. I jirayed this morning for 
three things which I found myself wholly unfit for, 
yet saw them to be duty; and the Lord cleared my 
way, put strength in me, and brought me off more 
than conqueror; I had many struggles and tempta¬ 
tions, but the Lord got himself the victory. O that 
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this may encourage me to put my trust in him, and 
to go on conquering and to conquer ! 


Friday, September 14.—I got up earlie]|*'l‘lfn usual 
this morning to spend some time in praj^l,'^Siit l)efore 
I got on my clothes met with a tj^Sl patience 
which overcame me. I fell into pride, ^eff-conceit, and 
anger. I several times asked help of God, yet con¬ 
tinued sinning against him. Surely the Lord, by per¬ 
mitting this, intends to show me my own heart; per¬ 
haps I have been full of spiritual pride, and he takes 
this way of laying me in the dust, and causing me to 
abhor myself. Yes, Lord, I do abhor myself for sin¬ 
ning against thee. O let me become still more vile in 
my own eyes, that I may be more earnest to obtain 
the blood of sprinkling, to cover my sins from thy 
sight, and to wash me from all iniquity. O let this 
morning’s fall be a warning to me, to watch and pray 
continually, lest I enter into temptation. Give me 
that charity that beareth all things; and suffer me not 
to murmur at the trials thou hast in mercy sent me; 
but let me ever remember that I have deserved hell, 
and that it is of thy tender mercies I am not consumed. 
Since writing the above, I went out into the fields to 
humble myself before God, (after having confessed my 
fault to two fitiends, in order to be revenged of my 
proud heart). I went into a summer-house, and there 
poured out my heart with many tears before the Lord, 
and at length obtained peace, but could not be recon¬ 
ciled to myself. In my way home I embraced several 
o{^rtunities that offered of warning others of the 
evil of sin. I endeavoured to explain to them the na¬ 
ture of it, the original depravity of their hearts, and 
the way of salvation by Jesus Christ. O what love is 
this in God, to emplc^ such a poor sinful wretch as 
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I am in speaking for him! I received a letter this 
morning, telling me of a tradesman’s daughter having 
been awake/»ed by a conversation I had with her be¬ 
fore I J'f'ft^town. Glory be to thee, thou Almighty 
Lord, wh| V”t of weakness ordaineth strength! 

Saturday, * i^^tcmbcr 15.—1 spent some hours this 
morning in reading and prayer. I begged of God to 
employ me in his work through the day; but could not 
recollect any person in this family or place .that I had 
not spoken to. I was afraid I should be idle; but the 
Lord provided work for me when I least expected it. 
Two or three persons came to me from a distance about 
business, to whom I gave books, and spoke about their 
souls. One woman wept, and seemed much obliged 
to me. My travelling bookseller coming this way, 
brought me a supply of books. I went out in the car¬ 
riage, and called at several bouses, where I dispersed 
many of them. I had also some opportunities of re¬ 
lieving the temporal wants of a few of these poor per¬ 
sons. What joy does it give one’s heart to relieve 
the indigent members of Christ! Surely all that the 
world calls pleasure is not to be compared to it. How 
blind, how stupid is man,—^always .seeking happiness, 
yet neglecting the only way in which it can be ob¬ 
tained. Did he once know the pleasures of reli^on, 
he would soon quit the poor, empty, insipid vanities of 
this world. 

Sunday, September 16.—^Upon reviewing my life last 
week, I cannot but give gloiy to God, and bless his 
name, for carrying on his work in my soul, and call¬ 
ing me to experience his power in working in me both 
to will and to do of his good pleasure, and, lest spiritual 
pride should take possession of me, has permitted im" 
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to fall into temptation, that I mi^ht see my own vile- 
ncss, and his mercy and loving-kindness in raising me 
up to more diligence, making me more v, itchful, and 
showing me that my only safety is in continj|^g,^jdepend- 
ance on him. O my soul, bless God tlj^ —‘for¬ 

get not his benefits. Surely I am the iji^bji<j*Tmgrateful 
of all his creatures. What am I, O gift’d, that thou 
shouldst thus regard me ! O let me ever keep in re¬ 
membrance thy mercies and my unworthiness ; let my 
song be, Grace, grace, free grace to the chief of sinners. 
Thou art found of them that sought tliee not, and art 
merciful to the evil and unthankful, that thou mayest 
have all the glory, the honour, and praise, for ever 
and ever. Amen. So be it. 

Sundaij, September 23.—I rose early this morning t<i 
seek the Lord, and after struggling some time with 
temptations, I at last got some measure of the spirit of 
prayer and faith to say, “ Lord, I believe; help thou 
mine unbelief.” I have besought the Lord to show 
me whether or not I am in a regenerate state. Surely 
I am not an enemy to God, since it is the prevailing 
desire of my soul to know him, and to bear his image. 
Sin is the burden of my life. I groan to be delivered 
from it. I find no pleasure in any thing that does not 
tend to the glory of God. I look upon every moment 
as lost that is not spent in reading, hearing, or speak¬ 
ing of the things of God. My views in this world are 
now confined to a life of conformity to his will, and 
obedience to his laws. I perceive sin in many things 
now, which formerly appeared innocent to me ; and 
duties which then appeared unattainable, I am now 
enabled to perform. These things convince me that 
the Lord is carrying on a work of grace on my soul, 
and that he hath thoughts of mercy towards me. 
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Suffer me not, I beseech thee, O Lord, to be deceived 
in this; but if I am thine indeed, .shine upon thy 
work, and v. itness it to my heart by thy Spirit. Or if 
I am still ^an alien, in a natural state, O let me not 
continue but convert my inmost soul. Bring me 
out from 'Jie-tbondage of sin and Satan, redeem niy 
soul, and sho '^into me the way of salvation. Reveal 
Christ in my soul, and glorify thyself in saving a miser¬ 
able sinner! 

Monday, September 24.—I rose early, and besought 
the Lord to enable me to live this day as if it were the 
last day of my life, and to make me useful to others. 
I found much desire after Christ, and some liberty in 
prayer; and surely my prayers have been heard and 
answered, for I have had an opportunity of speaking 
to nine or ten people with .some degree of earnestness, 
and a clear conviction of the truth of what I said. 
May the I^ord bless it to their souls ! Without this, it 
will be as water spilt upon the ground. 

Tuesday, September 25.—This morning the Lord 
enabled me to pour out my heart before him, and to 
wrestle in prayer, with many tears, for nearly two 
hours, not only for myself, but for all men,—for the 
church, my friends, and every one of my family by 
name. I found liberty to plead with strong cries and 
tears for my mother, and I trust in the Lord that she 
will come to acknowledge the truth as it is in Jesus. 

Friday, September 28.—I have this day had a long 
(and a too warm) debate with Mr Middleton, about 
the doctrine of assurance. He says he dare not preach 
it; and that those who say they know their sins to be 
forgiven, are deluded. I affirmed, that the know-

lecige of the pardon of sin naturally flowed from faith ; 
for a man that hath faith, knows that he has it; and 
that those who have 14 arc pardoned ancl^ justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus ; their transgressions are 
blotted out, and they have joy and peSce in • be¬ 
lieving, &c. Blessed God, remove darknc<is from our 
minds ; reveal unto us what thou woulyl^ liave us to be¬ 
lieve ; teach us Avhat is net'dful for our salvation ; and 
suffer us not to wander into error; but lead us into all 
truth, for thine own name’s sake. Thou art truth. 

Saturday^ September 29.—More and more confirmed 
in the doctrine of the knowledge of remissitm of sins 
in this life. I find Calvin, John Knox, Hons, all 
mention faith as a sure trust and knowledge of forgive¬ 
ness through the blood of Jesus. Calvin makes this 
knowledge of panlon of the essence of faith, and the 
motive to love and obedience. 

Sunday^ September 30.—I waked this morning with a 
conviction of my great ignorance of Goil, and distance 
from him. I see my distress proceeds from the? weak¬ 
ness of my faith. At times I have peace, and never 
lose hope of receiving faith. But 1 cannot be establisli- 
ed till the Lord give me the witness of the Sjiirit. I 
have gained last week some self-knowledge, and see a 
tendency to passion and impatience that I did not 
know of before. liord, give me a humble heart.

“ My dear Madam,—I have been much distressed, 
since I wrote to you, with company to whom I had 
not the power to Ije so faithful as I wished, and saw to 
be my duty.

“ My dear Madam,—Your question is of the utmost 
importance ; and it is not my interest to deal deceit¬ 
fully Avith you in ansAveringit.

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per; I have suffered already from that contagious air 
you mention, and feel myself falling into a lifeless inac¬ 
tive spirit: my llioiights are dissipated;’ my religion 
lies floating in the head, and my heart is not impressed 
with that deep seriousness and holy desire after com¬ 
munion with God that I have formerly felt; in short, 
I am declining fast, under the povyiw'^jf temptation, 
and in the utmost danger of getting altogether into a 
carnal spirit. I therefore beg you will write me what¬ 
ever is most alarming ; tiy to rouse me up to a sense 
of my danger. Your words are generally blessed to 
me. O that the Loi'd would now put it into your heart 
to say sOlftething that would reach mine, and pierce 
me to the quick ! for I am as one asleep on the top of 
a mast—in imminent danger of falling into eternity. I 
have been confined with a fever of cold since Monday ; 
the fever still continues, but so slight, that I have got 
up to write; yet who knows but this may be a mes¬ 
senger to call me hence ! Miss Hill, in some respects, 
is a help to me, yet in others I feel worse since she 
came, as I am inclined to spend too much time witli 
her, and less in my closet. O, my dear madam, what 
a cordial an hour’s conversation with you would be 
to my dying soul ! I am now going to settle all my 
worldly affairs, and shall leave you my sole executrix. 
You know my intentions, and I doubt not will fulfil 
them. I feel my mind quite easy in leaving all I have 
to you : I hope I shall live to execute it. My body is 
at present so weak, that I must give over writing for 
this day, and will only now add my i-epeated request, 
that you would be free with iiie, and write me, as often 
as you can, every thing that will tend to stir me up to 
more fidelity towards God and man. Surely none ever 
misimproved so many mercies as I have done; none 
will dfiserv'c .so much punishment; and yet, when I 
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think of the love of God, I cannot fear. I see him 
ready to forgive, already reconciled in Jesus ; yet still 
I cannot love him and serve him as I ought. What 
strange perverseness this ! My heart is ready to break 
when I think of its ingratitude ! May the Lord be 
your sun and shield now and for ever. Yours, aftec- 
tionately, W. G.”

Lady Glenorcky to Lady MaxzoclL 

“ My dear Madam,—Your letter last night was a very 
great comfort to me in many respects, both as it told 
me you were better, and in the country, which I much 
wished you to be, and also, as you gave me a direction 
for you. I have been very much distressed with the 
apprehension of losing you; and have seen by this 
how much my heart is still attached to creature-com¬ 
forts. A number of people here have added greatly 
to my trouble, as I coidd not tell them the cause of 
my grief, none of them being acquainted with you, 
nt)r enough acquainted with the nature of Christian 
friendship, to understand all I felt at being left behind 
you in this perverse world. After several clays of hard 
struggling and wrestling for submission to the divine 
will, I did at last obtain some measure of resignation, 
and was enabled to bless God for the comfort I had 
enjoyed in your company, of which I surely was utter¬ 
ly unworthy. I left it to God to continue or withdraw 
this blessing as seemed best to him. I would gladly 
liope the Lord has yet much to do with you here; 
and rejoice at your present situation, as you will have 
many opportunities of speaking for him in the coun¬ 
try, which you could not have in town. I have rea¬ 
son to be thankful for those given me every day 
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among the poor, who come for medicines for the body, 
and, when the weather permits, I go out to the fields, 
or into their houses, and attempt to speak for God : but, 
alas ! what reason have I to blush at the weakness and 
ignorance with which I speak of divine truths. Miss 
H. is willing to hcdp me, but the country ]x;ople do 
not understand her. I find the attoin|)ts I make to 
awaken others the best means of keeping my own 
soul alive: were it not for this, I believe I should 
grow dead to every thing. The company that is with 
me have no relish for these things; when I speak to 
them they seem to approve; but no impression is 
made. Mr Gillies, from Glasgow, was here yesterday, 
and I was much refreshed with his conversation, as also 
with seeing Mr M‘Nab, on his return from Strath- 
fillan, where he preached several times, and was well 
received. I hope the Lord is beginning to work 
among us. I went to-day to a neighbouring church, 
where the sacrament is to be given to-morrow, and 
had a great deal of conversation with some country 
peo])le in the church-yard, who spoke experimentally 
of the things of God. 

“ It is surely your duty to use every means for your 
recovery. I make no doubt of the love of God to 
you in this severe illness; it is sent to purge away 
the remaining corruption of your nature, and bring 
you into nearer union with himself. And what a 
blessing it is in this view ! O what can we desire but 
this union! My heart is often like to break with 
longings to know God in Christ, and to be swallowed 
u]) in him. I have no doubt of my attaining this : he 
has given me the desire; he is faithful, and he will 
surely satisfy my soul with his complete salvation. I 
could write many sheets to you were I to indulge my 
inclination, but I fear tiring you ; so will only add, 
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that I am, with sincere affection, niy deal* Madam, 
your obliged friend and servant, W. G.” 

“ I have the comfort to tell you, that there is a great 
appearance of a change in the heart of my father-in- 
law. I know not how to ask you to write, and yet I 
am very desirous of hearing often from you.

Lady Glet^orchy to Lady MajcwcU. 

“ My dear Madam,—1 received your letter Iasi 
post, and hope I shall never be so far an enemy to 
myself as to think your friendly cautions or advice too 
free. Indeed so far from this, I think you are not free 
entnigli ; and I should take it very kind were you to 
tell me my faults without ceremony, and show me 
where I fall short of that entire devotedness to God, 
to which I long to attain. Alas ! 1 am far from it as 
yet. But at times I can see it as a privilege, and de¬ 
sire it with my whole heart. I have of late seen much 
of the meaning of the Lord’s dealings with me, and 
must acknowledge that all his dispensations are mercy 
and love. I have met with an old book, which I think 
ha.s btien bhwscd to me. It agrees so entirely with my 
own view of things, that I am more and more confirm¬ 
ed in the desire of seeking the knowledge of God in 
my own soul as the only real good. It has also shown 
me that I am indeed seeking the Lord, and therefore 
1 know I must find him if I follow on to know him. 
I rejoice to think I shall once more meet you in the 
flesh. Miss Hill and I set out next Monday. This 
we owe to the loving-kindness of the Lord, who has 
made the way clear, and got me permission to go with 
her to Edinburgh. We are to be at Lord Leven’s by 
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the way, so it will be Friday or Saturday, before wc 
reach Edinburgh. I wish much you should see M. 
H. as I think you may be of use to her, and I hope 
you will find her a sincere seeker of the Lord. I wish 
you would send a note to the Abbey, to let me know 
where you are when I arrive ; and when and where we 
can see you, as she will stay but a fc^^days in Edin¬ 
burgh. I will not now take up more of your time, as 
I hope so soon to see you, only I beg you will take 
care of your health for the Lord’s^ sake, that you may 
be more able for his service. O that we may be enabled 
this winter to be all for himi I And may he manifest' 
his power in our weakness, and cause us to bear nmcli 
fruit to his glory ! With much affection, I am, my 
dear Madam, yours, W. G.” 

“ October 11, 1770.’* 

In the end of October Lady Glenorchy was alone in 
Edinburgh, to which place, as we have seen from her 
letter to Lady Maxwell, dfited October 11, of which 
we have given an extract, she, with the consent of Lord 
G. had accompanied her friend Miss Hill in her return 
to England, who had spent the summer and autumn 
with her at Taymouth. At Edinburgh she possessed 
the means of grace and religious society in great abun¬ 
dance ; and she both diligently used them, and improv¬ 
ed by them, notwithstanding her almost constantly 
writing bitter things against herself; for at the end of 
the year, when she took a review of her past expe¬ 
riences, she admits she had made considerable progress 
in religion. There can be no doubt that at this time 
Lady Glenorchy knew the truth as it is in Jesus; that 
the only way to obtain pardon and acceptance from 
Goci is by the blood and righteousness of Christ; that 
in this she sincerely believed and trusted; and tliat she 
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showed the strength of her faith by the entire surren¬ 
der of herself and of all her talents to the service of 
God. But one thing, which we formerly adverted to, 
essential to habitual spiritual comfort, she lacked, 
which was the witnessing of the Spirit with her spirit 
that she was a child of God. This privilege indeed 
God bestows or withholds according to his sovereign 
pleasure; and as 'diie herself sometimes thought, he per¬ 
haps withheld it from her to keep her humble and lowly 
in spirit. The souncibiess of her state before God at this 
period must, to every Christian acquainted with the 
truth and with the ways of Providence, be evident; 
and as she persevered in the faith and holiness of the 
gospel to the end, she gave full proof of her election 
of God ; but still, for want of this precious gift, she 
went mourning, more or less, all her days. Hence she 
thus writes: 

Edinburffh, Friday, October 26,1770.—I have been 
obliged to discontinue my Diary, being on a journey, 
and much hurried. I feel my soul somewhat revived 
by hearing the gospel preached. I see my great dis¬ 
tance from God, yet still hope in him that he will per¬ 
fect the work he hath begun. 

Friday, November 2.—Last night and this morning 
I have been much oppressed in spirit with a sense of 
my deadness and want of the experimental knowledge 
of Christ. 1 -was enabled to lay my case before God, 
and plead with him. I appealed to him if I desired 
any other portion in time or eternity than Christ. I 
renewed the dedication of myself to him, and took him 
to witness that I gave up my soul to him, and would 
trust in him; and if I perished, it should be at his 
feet. I desired to be made whatever he would have 
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mu to be, and that every thin" might be rooted out of 
my heart that opposed his will. 


Sunday^ November 4.—This morning my soul seem¬ 
ed void of spiritual life, yet I got some comfort in fa¬ 
mily prayer and in church. After I came home I had 
occasion to pray with a person in distucss, and found 
great comfort, both in this, and afte. wards in private. 
The love of God was shed abroad in my soul; my 
mouth was filled with praise. I sould not utter what 
I felt. The g(xjdness t»f the Loril apjieared infinite to 
me. In the afternoon I heard Mr Walker, and was 
refreshed by his discourse. I saw the sinfulness of 
unbelief, and strove to believt*, and got })owcr to do so, 
but in so faint a degree, that I dare not yet say I have 
assurances of faith, although I canm)t doubt of God’s 
love: every thing testifies it, all his ways are mercy 
and love to me, even to me. 3..ord, I beseech thee to 
confirm my faith, enable me to abide in thee. Seal 
my peace, and make me thine for ever. I renounce 
all other Lords. I desire to tak<‘ thee as my only 
portion from this time forth and for evermore ! W. G. 


Tuesday, November 6.—Yesterday morning 1 got 
great liberty in prayer, and was led to ask for victory, 
in particular, over w'andering thoughts, which have 
been a great hinderance to me in duty; and in 
some measure this was granted. But afterwai’ds, 
worldly business occurred, a slothful spii’it crept in 
upon me, I neglected private prayer through the day, 
and when night came, my soul was as dead as ever. 
In the forenoon I was enabled to pour out my soul to 
God, my Saviour, with some degrt*e of confidence of 
Ixiing heard. 1 solemnly devoted my soul and body 
to the Lord Jesus without reserve. I told him all my 
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desire, and I believe he lieard, and will give it me. I 
asked to live to his glory upt»n earth, and to die bear¬ 
ing my testimony to the truth of his gospel, recom¬ 
mending him to others, and praising his name with 
my latest breath. 

Tlmrsdaif, Nox'ctj^r 8.—This being the fast-day 
before the sacraikent, 1 got up early, and confessed 
my sins unto GolL beseeching him to blot them out 
for Clirist’s sake, jkfter this I went to church, hoping 
to get my pardon Sealed there. The sermons were 
excellent, and my judgment approved of them; but 
the word did ]U)t affect iny heart. I was left to wrestle 
with sin and corruption. After sermon, I went to 

see Lady M-. She asked me to pray with her—I 

consented, and felt very much aiShamed of appearing 
so weak and contemptible as I mtist have done in her 
eyes, forgetting that G(k 1 only is to be feared and had 
in reverence by those that draw nigh unto him. When 
I came home, I got liberty to pour out my soul in 
secret to God, anti saw that all my trouble through 
the past day had been the answer of prayer ; for I 
had asked of him in the morning to humble me in my 
f)wn eyes, to sltow me the corruption of my heart, and 
to enable me to mourn for it. And it has indeed been 
a day of humiliation to me; I never appeared more 
vile in my own eyes, or was more desirous of convert- 
ing grace. 

Saturday., November 10.—I prayed much this morn¬ 
ing, for a blessing at church. Mr Spiers’s text was 
Isaiah xxxiii. 17. “ Thine eyes shall see the King in 
his beauty : tluiy shall behold the land that is very far 
oil'.”—I believed the word, anti rejoiced in the hope 
that mine eves should see the King in his Iwauty ; and 
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I was much comforted and confirmed in the expec¬ 
tation of receiving a blessing to-morrow. Mr S. bade 
us expect great things: I did so ; and liave spent the 
evening and part of the night in prayer for a blessing 
on the ordinance to-morrow. 

Sunday, November 11.—I wak-f’d early this morning, 
and spent some time in prayer. Wt nt out to church; 
but was no sooner there than my st ul was seized with 
stupor, and ray body so uneasy ahat I could not at¬ 
tend to the sermon. I felt unfit to go to the table of 
the Lord ; and though my conscience could give a 

good answer to all the marks Mr P-gave of those 

who were invited to partake of the ordinance, yet un¬ 
belief strove to keep me away. I waited long to hear 
if any minister would speak to my case, and give me 
encouragement to come. At length Mr Spiers called 
upon the weary and heavy laden to come to Christ, 
who waited to be gracious. On hearing which, I got 
up, thinking I was called ; but could not get forward 
to that table on account of the crowd. Meanwhile, a 
minister I did not know stood up to exhort, and <lc- 
scribed my case so exactly, that every word seemed 
spoken to me. My heart was then overwhelmed,—I 
could hardly contain myself. I went forward to the 
table in faith ; and when he said, “ I now deliver you 
the seal of the covenant,” my heart replied. Lord, I 
receive it, and do believe I am now in thy covenant. 
Now, Lord, remember thy covenant, and suffer me 
never more to depart from thee. 

Saturday, November 24.—I found much liberty in 
prayer this morning ; my hopes are revived. I have 
been enabled to speak faithfully, and to confess Christ 
to a man of learning who came this day to see me. In 
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the evening I heard a good sermon, on the almost 
Cliristian. My conscience bore me witness to many 
marks given of the real Christian, and I came home 
rejoicing in hope of the favour of God. 

Sunday, November 25.—I found much comfort this 
morning in rcading^^nd praying over the 31st and 
32d Psalms ;—l‘«»|xihd liberty of access to God in prayer. 
I heard Mr Wali\er this morning, and Mr Erskine in 
tlie afternoon, bea^ tlteir testimony against the horrid 
and blaspliernous fal'ce that was acted last night in this 
place. O that the inipression these solemn discourses 
have made on my heart this day, may never be effaced ! 
May I stand forth boldly, as a witness for a despised 
and crucified Saviour, in the face of men and devils ! 
I have re]jcatedly and solemnly taken the Lord to be 
my God—O that I may no longer be ashamed to con¬ 
fess him before men, but bear my testimony in all 
things to his truth and faithfulness, whatever may be 
the consequence. C’ome, Lord, seal me thine for ever ! 

Saturday, December 1.—I found comfort this morn¬ 
ing in hearing the experiences of a Christian, who 
came to see me. I find my case is not singular ; others 
feel the same load of sin that I do. I attempted to¬ 
day to visit a poor person wlu> was sick, but was de¬ 
nied admittance ; this was a disapi>ojntment to me, as 
it has been much upon my mind lately, to visit the 
sick as a Christian duty. What cause have I to blush 
when I think how little I have done to-day for God ! 
I cannot doubt of his love, yet I do not feel its con¬ 
straining power, else I should redeem more time for 
his service. 


Smulay, December 9.-—Last week I have Ijeen much 
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engaged in company with the people of God. I find 
their conversation very pleasing to me, hut very dan¬ 
gerous ; for instead of being humbled by seeing how 
far short I come of the least of the saints, I am led into 
self-seeking; and while I should be learning wisdom 
from them, I am trying to give them a good opinion 
of me. Alas ! did they see my Jbirart, as God secs it*i 
they would rather fly than seek my"l^u]>any. 

i 

Monday, Dcccmhcr 10.—I went l^lis morning to vi.sit 
some people of fashion, and was- enabled to s})eak 
to them of the things of God. This I believe to 
be the answer of prayer. Afterwards, I visitetl my 
school, and found the poor chikiren singing a hymn. 
My heart was filled Avith joy and gratituile to the I^ord 
for having made me the instrument of bringing the.se 
poor stAuls to sing his praise. After dinner, I went 
to visit a near relation, and soon fell into a worldly 
spirit, and said not a serious word ;—came home with 
guilt upon my conscience. I find I want that deep 
seriousness which can alone }jreserve me from the con¬ 
tagion of worldly company. 

Tuesday, December 11.—This morning I received a 
visit from two young ladies, to whom I was enabled to 
speak freely against the fashionable follies, and pressed 
upon them to examine their own hearts, to see if they 
experienced the influence of the gospel, or had any- 
saving knowledge of the truths of God. After they 
were gone, I felt deeply ashamed before God for the 
jxH)r manner in which I had spoken of him, and fear- 
chI having talked of things I did not experience myself. 

I got a clear view of the evil of sin, and never felt it 
so deeply, nor such a burden before. I wrestled long 
with God in prayer, and got power from him to keep 
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my heart and tongue through the day. My fears of 
hyjKJcrisy were also removed, and 1 believed that this 
was indeed the Spirit of God convincing me of sin, 
and carrying on his v/ork upon my soul, giving me a 
sight of my backslidings and shortcoming.s. My soul 
longed to em})loy this wliole evening in prayer, and 1 
accoi 

in*;, but the Hesh --- 

Wedncxdaij^ Dca vibcr 13.—I sjient most part of this 
morning, till twelve (‘’’clwk, in })rayer, and found my 
soul longing and thirsting alter the experimtaital know¬ 
ledge of Christ. Afterwards 1 had some edifying dis¬ 
course with Dr I'lrskine, which was interrupted by 
visitors. I was enabled to continue to .speak before 
them of the things of God, and we were all refreshed, 
and I hope profited. When they were gone, I found 
it necdfid to ask the Lord to pardon the self-seeking 
and spiritual jiride, which I discovered in my own 
heart. I was then led out to jtraisc the Lord for his 
goodness, and to })ray that he would impart grace to 
all men, that every thing that he had made might praise 
him for ever. 

Dr Erskine says, that a general acquaintance, even 
with good people, is a loss to a Christian,—it takes up 
much of that time which ought to be cmjiloyed in 
communion with God, and bestows it on the creature. 
This is certainly true ; I therefore resolve, through 
grace, to give up all needless and useless visits, and 
redeem more time for private devotion. In this way 
my faith will be strengthened, and then I shall not be 
so easily hurt when 1 go out among others. I find I 
have not yet attained an appropriating faith in Christ 
as my Saviour;—I sec my need of him—my heart is 
like to break at times for longing for him—I think I

got it ])artly 
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am willing to part with all, even life itself, for his love: 
But by and by my soul grows dead,—a crowd of use¬ 
less impertinent thoughts break in upon me like a 
flood without my consent, and hurry me away I know 
not whither. This often happens when I am. at 
prayer; and when I discover the treachery of my 
enemies, who have thus unawares got possession of me, 
I cry aloud to the Lord for help, ajd he delivers me. 
O for a steadfast faith, to cleave continually to the 
Lord. Then should I be more thi^^ conqueror ! Lord, 
grant me this fmth. 

Friday, December 14.—I spent this morning in 
reading and prayer, and found liberty to cast my soul 
on Jesus, and trust upon his word both for present 
and future mercy. I have cause to praise the Lord 
this day for ordering all things well that concerneth 
me. Lord G- arrived from the country. I re¬ 

ceived many comfortable letters from absent friends. 
O how comes it that so many show kindness to such a 
poor worm as I ? What cause have I to bless him 
who turneth their hearts towards me ! 

Sunday^ December 16.—-I went this morning to Leith 
to hear Mr A. Hunter, and found much comfort in 
hearing him preach from these words,—“ To those 
that believe he is precious.” His prayers and ser¬ 
mon came with power to my soul. I felt a secret wit¬ 
ness within me, that the marks he gave of true believers 
applied in some measure to me. Since I came home, 
I have met with a severe trial, which sent me to a 
throne of grace with strong cries and tears. The Lord 
enabled me to plead "with him for perfect submission to 
his will, and he gave me power to rejoice in some mea¬ 
sure in this trial, as the way he hath appointed to mortify 
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my corruptions, and to subdue his enemies in my soul. 

1 cast my care upon him, and he hath su.stained me, 
and caused me to look forward with joy to the glorious 
appearance and second coming of Christ,—to that 
happy period when all sin and sorrow shall for ever 
cease, and I shall behold him, and be transformed in¬ 
to his image, and rejo’ca-in his presence for ever more. 
O blessed trials ! happy afflictions ! since they bring 
me nearer to God, i.nd give me clearer views of him 
for whom my soul lougeth. 

Sunday, December 23.—I have been confined all last 
week with a cold, and also attending Lord G. who has 
been ill. I have had little leisure for reading, medita¬ 
tion, or prayer; no Christian companions, nor any 
person to whom I could speak of the things of God, 
and my own soul in a dead and uncomfortable frame. 
At times I have got liberty to pour out my complaint 
to the Lord, and found some comfort in weeping in 
secret for my own sins and the sins of others. I have 
also had refreshing letters from friends at a distance ; 
yet, upon the whole, it is not with me now as in for¬ 
mer times of sickness. I am confused, and my thoughts 
are dissipated. I long for access to God; I groan 
after him, but cannot get near him. O merciful Jesus ! 
thou who knowest my inmost soul, and canst read the 
secret desires of my heart, have pity upon me ! Grant 
but the crumbs which fall from thy children’s table,— 
remove whatever hinders my intercourse with thee. 
I desire only thy love,—^take whatever else thou wilt 
from me,—take health, friends, fortune, reputation, or 
even life itself,—only let me be assured of an interest 
in thee, and of the eternal enjoyment of thee, in the 
world to come !

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Monday, December 31.—Another year is gone, and 
where art thou, my .soul ? What shall I render unto 
thee, O Lord, for thy long...su£Fering kindness and for¬ 
bearance with me ? Hadst thou cut me off in my sins 
I could not but have justified thee : But thou hast pro¬ 
longed my day of grace;—still there is hope—still thy 
Spirit strives with me, and cairries on thy work, thy 
marvellous work, in my soul. Thou art refining me 
in the furnace of affliction, that I^-nay come forth like 
gold. I see thy hand in all my ‘ trials. They are ne¬ 
cessary to my soul,—I could not do without them. 
Lord, I would submit in all things to thy will. I 
commit my soul wholly to thee. Do with it whatever 
is most for thy glory 

This year I have gained a deeper sense of the evil 
of sin, and seen more of the depth of corruption in my 
own heart. I have seen more of the vanity of the 
world, and am become (tlirough grace) more dead to 
it. I have got more courage to speak for God, and 
less fear of the reproach of men. I have spent more 
time in prayer, and have been enabled to pray with 
others. The Lord has blessed some attempts I have 
made for the conversion of souls, and I hunger anti 
thirst more after Christ; yet the light has not shone 
so powerfully upon my own soul as I have experienced 
it formerly. The Lord hides his face from me, and I 
am troubled ; I mourn after him ;—^it has been a sor¬ 
rowful year to me in this respetjt. But blessed be his 
name for the mercies and privileges bestowed upon me, 
and that he still keeps me waiting upon him, and trust¬ 
ing in his word. 
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CHAPTER IX. 


Lady Olcnorchy’s zeal leads to go lengths which unnecessarily ck- 
pose her to trials—Thw remonstrated against by her Christian friends 
—Bev. Mr Gillespie’s fetter to Lady Glenorchy on the subject— 
Admirable letter of Mr VTalker on the same subject—lisdy Glen- 
oTchy’s influence over Lord Glenorchy—Mr I)e Courcy appointed 
minuter of St Mary’s Chapel—Letter of his to Lady Glenorchy— 
Extracts from Diary from January 9, to 30, 1771—Lady Glenordiy’s 
letter to Lady Maxwell—Extracts from Diary from February 7, to 
12—Letter from Lady Glenorchy to Lady Maxwell—Extracts from 
Diary. 


The reader will no dowbt have observed, by the ex¬ 
tracts already made from Lady Glcnorchy’s Diary, 
that she considered it a duty incumbent on her to 
recommend and enforce, not only by her example, but 
also in her conversation, the practice of religion upon 
every one, great and small, to whom she had access; 
and if she happened to neglect any opportunity of this 
kind which occurred, she viewed and lamented it as a 
sin of omission, which heavily burdened her conscience: 
and hence she studiously sought occasions to perform 
these services. These services, however, were not con¬ 
fined to persons in her own family, or of her own rank 
and station in society. She was in the practice of 
going among the lower orders, especially in the coun¬ 
try, and in the course of her joumios, and speaking 
to them respecting the state of their souls. This, as 
might be expected, did not always succeed. Indeed, 
it ndt unfrequently exposed her to very unworthy 
treatment, unsuitable to her rank. These circum-

stances, and other peculiarities connected with her 
Christian zeal, were observed by some of her friends 
not without a considerable degree of uneasiness and 
regret, and produced some attempts to open her eyes 
to the impropriety of it. Accordingly, a very interest¬ 
ing and sensible letter on this subject, though directed 
to a lady in general terms, yet evidently intended for her 
use, was written by that very apostolical man, the llev. 
Mr Gillespie, justly considered as ')ne of the most able 
casubts of his day, and who had himself been deprived 
of his living of Carnock, for his zeal and fidelity in 
the cause of trutli. This letter was communicated to 
her; and a copy of it, taken by herself, is still in exist¬ 
ence. Another letter, of which she frequently spoke, 
even to the close of her life, with great ajiprobation, 
and the original of which was found amongst her 
papers, was written and sent to her by her judicious 
faithful friend and pastor, Mr Walker. It is, as might 
be expectetl, marked with all the good sense and ele¬ 
gance, as well as piety, for which he was so eminently 
distinguished. As these letters are both' excellent in 
•themselves, and have a relation to the situation of 
Lady Glenorchy at this time, they shall be inserted, 
and are as follow. 

letter of Mr GiUeapie. 

“ Dear Madam,—The doubtful point on which 
your conscience wants satisfaction, is a w'eighty case. 
Resolution of it is to be humbly sought of from the 
Lord by prayer, and searched for in the blessed Bible, 
—a rule both perfect and infallible. That our hearts 
are deceitful above all thin^, and desperately wicked, 
appears by the divine declaration. Hence it ia both 
difficult to discern duty in certain circumstances, and 
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to practise it aright. .The warm affections of young 
Christians are apt to carry them too far in some 
things, although with the best design. It is no less the 
will of the Great God and Saviour, that we be wise 
as serpents, as well as harmless as doves. Want of 
proper caution may hurt the religion of Jesus as much 
as insincerity and craft. Christ’s disciples are sent 
forth as sheep in the midst of wolves- This calls for 
the greatest care and circumspection. Dependance 
on the Lord is to be exercised, that one may not hurt 
his interest, and prejudice those against the ways of 
their God who are otherwise minded. Christ appoints 
‘ that pearls be not laiid before swine.’ The pearls 
of the things of God are not to be laid before persons 
in conversation, who are known to have the spirit 
of scorncrs of these great and glorious things, and to 
be disposed to make a bad use of what is ever so well 
intended, however well it may be expressed. The 
pearls of reproof and rebuke are not to be cast be¬ 
fore swine, those who arc daring in sin, and obstinate 
in evil ways, lest they trample them under their feet, 
contemn them, turn again .and rend the reprovers, 
and hurt them in character, or at least wound their 
spirits, in place of profiting by the reproof. To ad¬ 
minister a suitable rebuke to reach the end desired, 
requires much spiritual wisdom, prudence, and Chris¬ 
tian temper. Without these, it is like to do more hurt 
than good. There are evil times of general corrup¬ 
tion and danger, when, though persons in public office 
must speak, private believers who arc prudent, as exer¬ 
cises of spiritual prudence, ought to keep silence, be¬ 
cause it is an evil time, and persons arc become incor¬ 
rigible. Amos V. 13. ‘ Therefore the prudent, shall 

keejj^lilence in that time; for it is an evil time.’ Holy 
silenqe in some instances does more service to religion 
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than any thing said, how suitable, how seasonable 
soever it may appear to be. Lamentations iii. 28, 29. 
^He sitteth alone and keepeth silence, because he 
hath borne it upon him. He putteth his mouth in 
the dust, if so be there may be hope.’ Christianity is 
true wisdom. Job xxviii. 28. * And to man he said. 

The fear of the Lord, that is wisdom, and to depart 
from evil is understanding.’ The religion of Jesus 
both requires us to attain prudence and to practise it. 
It teaches that there is a time to keep silence, and a 
time to speak, Lcclesiastes iii. 7. It directs when to 
speak in confessing Christ before men, and when one 
should keep silence in obedience to him. Rashness and 
imprudence are not only natural weaknesses, but moral 
evils. Ecclesiastes v. 3. ‘A fool’s voice is known by 
the multitude of words.’ Christ kept silence when 
falsely accused, so that his unjust judge marvelled. 
Matt, xxvii. 13, 14. ‘ Hearest thou how many things 

they witness against thee ? And he answered him never 
a word.’ „ We must have a warrant from the Lord’s 
word, a clear call in Providence in connexion with the 
Bible, and in subordination to it, for what we do, else 
it is not done in faith. If not in faith, so far ai*e we 
from having reason to expect any good from it, that it 
is indeed sin. Romans xiv. 23. ‘ For whatsoever is 

not of faith is of sin. I am, dear Madam, yours,” &c.

Mr Walker to Lady Glenorchy.

“ The manner in’ which your Ladyship was affected 
on Friday last, had left a very deep impression <m my 
mind. Your spirit is by far too strong for your li^y; 
and yet such is the human constitution, that fhe spirit 
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cannot hurt the body without impairing its own vi¬ 
gour, while it disables the instrument in, and by which 
it must necessarily act. I can easily perceive that you 
have more sensibility than you are aware of. You had 
laid your account with the persecution of the world; 
and it is my real opinion that you are invulnerable on 
that side; one that can despise its smiles, must cer¬ 
tainly be superior to its frowns. But your heart has 
already told you, that it is not equally fortified against 
sufferings from another quarter. When the purest 
intentions, when the most generous and disinterested 
schemes of usefulness, (for in this light all your aims 
and operations have invariably appeared to mo), when 
these do not meet with the approbation and support of 
those who acknowledge the same Lord, and are en¬ 
gaged in the same cause, especially when you ap¬ 
prehend that such begin to look upon you with a jeal¬ 
ous eye, and are become cooler in their love, and more 
reserved in their confidence,—^then, your Ladyship will 
confess that your heart receives a wound whi 9 h pains 
it very sensibly. This is a trial which perhaps you 
«lid not reckon upon, and might have wished to escape; 
and yet I have no doubt, that even this is one of the 
many well chosen ingredients, which your wise and 
tender-hearted Physician hath selected, and ordained 
to work together for your good. 

“ It hath pleased God to form you by Jiis Provi- 
denct! and grace, for important services in his spiritual 
kingdom. But he hath not left you to choose either 
your station or your work ; In lx>th these particulars 
your resignation to 'his will must be entire and unre¬ 
served, When I had the honour and happin^s to be 
first acquainted with your Ladyship, you seemed to 
movil^in a sphere, in which I thought you could not 
fail to be eminently and extensively useful. I then 
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beheld, what I had long wished to see, one who might 
have been seated as queen in Vanity Fair, and even 
courted to ascend the throne, nobly preferring the pil¬ 
grim’s stafF to the sceptre, and resolutely setting out 
on the wilderness-road to the celestial city. In this 
amiable light I still view you with pleasure, though I 
cannot help suspecting, that an over-anxiety to shun 
the dangerous pits on the left hand of the narrow way, 
hath rendered you less attentive than was necessary to 
some openings, on the right hand, which ought like¬ 
wise to have been avoided. My plain meaning is, that 
Lady Glenorchy, through an excess of self-denial, hath 
for many months past been employing that activity in 
the open fields, which, before this time, might have 
enlightened, warmed, and adorned some of the princi¬ 
pal apartments in the house. 

“ I am far from thinking that your labours of piety 
and love have been fruitless; but I seriously believe 
that their fruit would have been more abundant with¬ 
in your proper sphere. 

“ The most ornamental parts of your character as a 
Christian, and those which are the most demonstrative 
of the power of godliness, can make no impression at all 
upon the lower ranks of people. Your condescension 
may gratify them, your liberality will certainly profit 
them, and your advices, thus accompanied, may pene¬ 
trate deep into their hearts. But how can such persons 
estimate your renunciation of those alluring pleasures, 
with which they are altogether unacquainted ? You 
work at present with less than half the strength with 
which God hath armed you. The only weapons you 
can employ, are yoiir station and fortune, and these, 
at the age of threescore years and ten, will serve you 
just as well as in the bloom and vigour of |buth. 
There are other weapons in your possession, altt^ther 
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peculiar to your season of life—^weapons of a finer po¬ 
lish and keener age, which, if properly applied, will 
do more execution in a very short time, among persons 
of rank and education, than all the ponderous artillery 
of title and opulence will be able to perform, for many 
long years, among those inferior classes to which your 
attention is at present almost wholly confined. In 
short, my Lady, were I an ememy to the cause for 
which you contend, I should certainly wish to encoun¬ 
ter you at the very s|M>t you have chosen, and would 
give you no more tjpposition than might suffice to 
amuse and detain you where you are, and prevent your 
removing to more advantageous ground. You not 
only want auxiliaries who cordially love you, and 
woukl reckon themselves happy in contributing their 
aid, (though they are unwilling to accompany you in 
the levelling scheme), but you even want room in that 
narrow field, for bringing into action some of the best 
of those forces that are properly your own. I know 
with what regret you look back upon the time you 
spent in Egypt. At present, it appears to you an aw¬ 
ful blank—a mere vacancy in life, or something worse; 
and I readily admit, that had you been suffered to live 
and die there, l>oth your time and your soul would have 
been lost irrecoverably. But now that you have got 
to the Canaan side of the Red Sea, I would have you 
to know, that the time you reckon lost may not only 
be redeemed, but even serve to enrich the many years 
of real and useful living, which I trust are in reserve 
A)r you. 

“ Why did the Lord ^ve you favour in the sight of 
the Egyptians, so that they lent unto you such things 
as you required ? (Exod. xii. 36.) Was it that you 
should throw them aside into some dark comer, and 
hide them as if they were .*^160 goods you are ashamed 
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of .P No, madam, give me leave to tell you, they are 
lawful spoil—you are become the rightful possessor of 
them; and the great Proprietor who hath put them 
into your hands, expects and requires that they should 
be consecrated to his service. And however your 
Ladyship may despise them, I dare venture to assure 
you, that you have not one useless trinket in your cus¬ 
tody. Not the onyx stones only, and the bracelets, 
and jewels of gold, but the silver and the brass, nay, 
the smallest parcel of goats’ hair, or fragment of Shittim 
wood, that you picked up in the house of bondage, may 
all be employed in rearing up the tabernacle, or in some 
work that pertmns to the sanctuary of Gotl. 

“ You know the history of Moses. In the account 
given by himself, which is short and modest, he pas.selh 
over every thing that l>efel him from his adoption by 
Pharaoh’s daughter, till it came into his heart to visit 
his brethren, when he was full forty years old. But 
Stephen, in his defence before the Jewish council, took 
notice of some particulars in that first period of his 
life, which Luke the inspired historian hath thought 
worthy to be loft upon record, viz. “ That he was ex¬ 
ceeding fair; that he was learned in all the wisdom of 
the Egyptians; and mighty in words and in deeds.” 
Now, can your Ladyship really suppose, that all these 
natural and acquired advantages, his form—his liter¬ 
ature—^his elocution—^his magnanimity and prowess, 
were mere superfluous embellishments, which contri¬ 
buted nothing to qualify him for the high office he 
afterwards bore in the church of God ? You must be 
sensible, that upon this supposition the marvellous train 
of providences, which introduced him into the court 
and family of Phmraoh, would have neither vmce nor 
meaning. For it is evident, that Moses would have 
fieen as safe, or rather more safe, because less formi- 
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dable, under the homely appearance of a clumsy awk¬ 
ward common Jew, than the figure and splendour of 
an accomplished prince. And I cannot help thinking, 
that if his courtly education and breeding had not 
been intended by God as means of preparation for 
future services, he would have been as profitably em¬ 
ployed in making bricks with his kindred slaves, as in 
acquiring all the wisdom and learning of the Egyp¬ 
tians. 

“ It hath long been my opinion, and I am every day 
more confirmed in it, that as the timber and stones 
which were employed in building the temple at Jerusa¬ 
lem, were prejiared (at least in part) by Tyrian artificers 
in the mountains that produced them; so, many of the 
materials of the .spiritual temple, though squared, per¬ 
haps, and hewed by unhallowed hands while they re¬ 
main in their natural inanimate state, do nevertheless, 
even then, frecjuently receive that shape and fashion, 
whereby they are adapted to the several places they arc 
destined to occupy in the house of God, when, by the 
Spirit of life entering into them, they become lively 
Stones through their union with that living stone 
c’hosen of God, and precious, which is at once the 
foundation and the head of the corner, (1 Pet. ii. 4. 
and 5. 

“ I can assure Lady G. that her projixjtion is too 
prominent for a low sitbation. The carving bestowed 
upon her is a plain indication that she is not to be 
laid at random, like a rubble stone in the building, 
merely to fill up a vacant space; but that a station is 
prepared for her at a groat distance from the bottom, 
to which her dimensions are exactly pre^rtioned, 
where God-’s workmanship will be displayed with more 
attractive grace, and where she will moreover escape 
many of those coarse and fretting rubs, to which,

though undeservedly, yet, forgive me to say, she is at 
present, in some measure, unnecessarily exposed. 

“ I have not the smallest doubt that the all-wise, 
the all-gracious, and all-powerful Architect, who hath 
been plea.sed to form her for himself, to show forth 
his praise, will in due time place her where she ought 
to be. That the time may be at hand, is the earnest 
wish and prayer of your Ladyship’s faithful servant, 

“ Robert Walker.” 

Both in her temporal and spiritual affairs, Lady 
Glenorchy commenced this year in circumstances 
which alternately depressed and comforted her. There 
was one event which in a peculiar manner perplexed 
and agitated her for a season, but which nevertheless 
at last terminated agreeably to her wishes. It is worthy 
of notice, that notwithstanding Lord Glenorchy’s tem¬ 
per was peculiar and unpleasant, such was her influ¬ 
ence over him, that there was no object of importance 
which she wished to gain, that she did not accomplish, 
and that too with his entire approbation. St Mary’s 
Chapel had now been open ten months. The ministers 
of the Establishment refused to preach in it on account 
of the admission of Mr Wesley’s preachers, who by 
no means pleased the taste of the people. . A young 
clergyman of the Irish church, the Rev. Richard 
De Courcy, of the very ancient and noble family of 
Kingsale, a gentleman of very good talents, acquire¬ 
ments, and manners, and a very able preacher, was 
recommended by Miss Hill to Lady Glenorchy as a 
person well adapted to supply the place of domestic 
chaplain, and to preach in St Mary’s Chapel. With 
Lord Glenorchy’s consent, proposals were niade to 
him to undertake these duties, which he accepted,

and expressed his acceptance in the following well 
written terras:— 

The Rev. Richard Dc Courcy to Lady Glenorchy. 

“ Madam,—I acknowledge, with many thanks, the 
honour of your Ladyship’s letter transmitted to me by 
Miss Hill. Before its arrival, my mind was held in 
anxious suspense, concerning the path in which the 
Lord would have me to walk. For, upon the death 
of that eminent minister of Christ, and my honour¬ 
ed and dear friend, Mr Whitfield, proposals were 
made to me by his trustees to settle among his peo¬ 
ple in London. But as I liad previously accepted 
your Ladyship's invitation to Scotland, and nothing 
remained to confirm my engagement but Lord Gleti- 
orchy’s acquiescence in the matter, and as that circum¬ 
stance has turned out favourably, I have put by the 
proposals of Mr Whitfield’s trustees, clearly discern¬ 
ing that Providence concurred to point me, as with a 
sun-beam, to the in)vth : and now, sensible of my ex¬ 
treme weakness, and entire dependance on infinite 
wisdom and strength, my heart ardently crieth to the 
I^ord, ‘ If thy presence go not with me, carry me not 
up hence.’ May your Ladyship find freedom of ac¬ 
cess to the throne of grace in my behalf, and often 
recommend me in your petitions to our common Savi¬ 
our ! and may the great Prophet of Israel point out to 
your Ladyship, and his most unworthy servant, such 
means as will prove most effectual to die spreading 
among all, the sweet savour of Jesus’s precious name ! 

“ Nothing could yield me greater satisfaction than 
to find, that your Ladysliip’s sentiments and mine 
so perfeedy harmonize respecting the non-essentials 
of Christianity. For, indeed, it is lamentable to see 
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I low the Church of Christ is rent by the party debates 
of bigotted professors, who, while contending for the 
shadow of religion, let go the substance ; and it is equal 
matter of concern, to behold the Laodicean indifferency 
of some, who would be thought to contend for the faith 
once delivered to the saints, and who nevertheless suffer 
it, unconcerned, to be trampkid under foot of every 
species of opposers to the truth as it is in Jesus. What, 
therefore, I humbly apprehend to be most difficult, 
especially for a minister of the gospel, is, to preserve a 
happy medium between an overheated zeal for the 
truth itself, and a remiss connivance at error. There 
are certmn points which are of no more consequence 
to the fundamentals of Christianity, than the fringes 
annexed to the Israelites’ garments under the lavv. 
I’hese are not worth a moment’s contention. But there 
are other particulars w'hich affect the garments them¬ 
selves, or rather that which they prefigured ; I mean the 
robe of Christ’s righteousness. Here, I humbly sup¬ 
pose, a minister is to exert all the gifts the Lord hath 
conferred on him, to the overthrow of every thing that 
stands in competition with the finished salvation of 
Emanuel. And yet, even ujK>n this subject, as upon 
every other, I %vonld desire to speak with all meekness 
of wisdom, long-suffering, and forbearance, well re¬ 
membering what a long time it was, before my own 
ideas were adjusted on this momentous point; and 
while the Lord enables me to make faith in the He- 
deemer’s righteousness the ground-work of all evan¬ 
gelical obedience, I hope I shall also inculcate those 
fruits of righteousness and true holiness, which are in¬ 
separably connected with that blessed operative prin¬ 
ciple, whereby the heart is more and more transformed 
into the lovely im^e of Jesus, and rendered a meet 
partaker of the inheritance of the saints in light. But 
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being still deeply sensible of my ignorance, and how 
much I stand in need of being taught by all the Lord’s 
people, I shall gladly receive instructions from your 
Ladyship. 

On Monday the 31st instant, I shall (by Divine 
permission) leave Shropshire; but am afraid I shall not 
be able to set out from London, for the north, sooner 
than the middle or close of January. However, your 
T^adyship shall know the day when I set out, and may 
be assured I will delay as short a time as possible. 

“ In the mean time, praying the Lord abundantly 
to pros]>er this and every future effort of your Lady¬ 
ship, to espouse the insulted but glorious cause of the 
despised Nazarene, I have the honour to be, with all 
respect. Madam, your Ladyship’s most humble and 
most obedient servant, Richard Die Coitrcv.” 

When this arrangement became known, some ill- 
ilisposed person endeavoured t<i prejudice Lord Glen- 
orchy’s mind against Mr Do Courcy, and to persuade 
him not to admit him into his house. This attempt, 
however, as is not unfrequently the case, produced an 
effect diametrically opposite to that which was intend¬ 
ed. Of this a very interesting account will be seen in 
the following extracts from Lady Glenorchy's Diary, 
and in a note or two to Lady Maxwell. 

Wednesday^ Januanry 9*—This day I mentioned my 
case to Mr T——who said, that he had no doubt of my 
having been awakened by the Spirit of God, and hav¬ 
ing received faith ; but that I still had not the abiding 
witness of the Spirit, which alone could give me con¬ 
stant peace, and establish ray soul. That this I ought 
constantly to seek, and expect according to the promise. 

Upon examining coolly the' work of God upon my 
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soul, I cannot but acknowledge that my heart is in 
some measure changed ; my desires and affections are 
placed on spiritual things ; almost every action of my 
life now proceeds from a desire to please God, and 
with a view to eternity; whereas, a few. years ago, 
my views terminated in earthly grandeur, worldly ap¬ 
plause, and pleasing myself. This change can be 
wrought only by faith of the operation of the Spirit of 
God. I will therefore acknowledge with gratitude thy 
mercy, O Lord, in bringing me forth from the capti¬ 
vity of sin, and renewing my nature by the Holy 
Ghost. This is the work of thy power ; and thine be 
the glory for ever. Perfect the good work thou hast 
begun, and suffer me not again to doubt of thy love 
to my sold. 

Sunday, January 13.—Upon a review of last week, 

I find that I have given way to a slothful inactive 
spirit, and have not been diligent in the Lord’s work ; 
yet, blessed be his name, I have come to some know¬ 
ledge of my state, and now see somewhat of the mean- ^ 
ing of last year’s painful experience. The Lord is 
trying the faith he has given me. I have had outward 
trials and inward temptations; the use of means, 
without feeling comfort from them; cruel mockings 
from near .and dear friends,—at times kindness shown 
me to allure me from the right path. Hitherto (thipugh 
grace and strength imparted) I have st(X>d unmoved. 
In my last illness I was tried with a careless and dead 
spirit, which seemed to me the greatest of all afflictions; 
but blessed be God, I believe all these things are work¬ 
ing together for niy good, and I will trust in the Lord 
that he will bring me out of the furnace purified from 
the dross of sin, and more alive to serve him. O my 
God, carry on thy work in my soul, in whatever way 
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is most for thy glory and my complete salvation. 
Strengthen my faith, subdue my corruptions, quicken 
my soul more and more by thy Spirit, and grant me 
the comfortable assurance of thy love ; and may that 
love constrain me to live every moment of my life to 
thy glory,—not seeking iny own will, but to do the 
will of thee, my heavenly Father. Amen ! 


Wednesdaij, January 16.—How shall I tell of the 
mercy of God my deliverer ! O that my soul may 
never forget his goodness ! When I was in trouble I 
cried unto him, and he answered me,—he delivered 
me speedily. This evening, after a severe trial, on 
account of the person I expect from England in two 

days as chaplain, and being told by Lord G-that 

he should not be permitted to enter the house, I went 
to prayer, and cried to the Lord for help. Before I 

got from my knees. Lord G- came to my door. 

and asked admittance;—with fear and trembling I 
opened it. He came in and threw a letter upon the 
table, and bade me read it. It was an anonymous letter, 
informing him of some circumstances relating to Mr 
De Courcy, which tended to exasperate him more, and 
seemed written with a view to make dispeace in the 
family. My heart sunk within me when I read it. I 
stood in silent suspense, exjiecting the storm to burst 
with redoubled violence, when, to my unspeakable sur¬ 
prise, he said, “ I now sec that I have been the tool of 

Satan, when I opposed the coming of Mr He C-; 

this letter shows it me,—here the cloven foot appears ; 
but the writer of it shall be disappointed, for I shall 
not only receive him into my house, but do every thing 
in my power to encourage him in his work, and will 
countenance him myself.” O how wonderful is the 
way of the Lord to bring about the desire of his peo- 
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pie, by those things that seem most opposite and un¬ 
likely to effect it! How clearly does his hand appear 
in thus interposing in the time of my extremity ! O 
that my heart may ever retain the sentiments of love 
and gratitude, which so singular a providence in-my 
favour ought to inspire ! 


Thursday^ January 17.—I went this morning to visit 
a jKMjr dying woman,—^got power to speak to her, and 
to encourage her to trust in the Lord. Siie was in 
great pain, and had lost clear views of Christ. She 
complained of not being able to pray, or to attend to 
prayer, and said, “ O, it is a great thing to be a Chris¬ 
tian.” I was much affected with her distress, and could 
with pleasure have attended her all day. I saw it was 
a jmvilegc and duty to visat the sick. 

Saturdayf January 19.—^Lord B-very ill. 1 

sent and begged the prayers of the faithful for him; 
got liberty in prayer for him myself. Received a let¬ 
ter from Mr G-, in the name of the majority of 

tlie Tottenham-Court Congregation, begging me, for 
the sake of the general interest of religion, to relieve 
Mr De Courcy from his engagement to come tf) Scot¬ 
land. Lord direct me to do what i.s most for thy glory. 
Thou knowest this is what 1 wish to promote. O send 
forth thy light and truth to guide me ! 

Sunday, January 20.—Not well in body, and much 
oppressed in mind. I heard a good sermon to-day 
on the doctrine of election, to which I heartily assent¬ 
ed—the arguments were unanswerable: I cannot but 
regret that any oppose this Scripture doctrine. I 
heard another good sermon in the afternoon, to which 
my mind assented; but, alas! my heart was dead. In 
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the evening, after much wrestling with a cold, luke¬ 
warm heart, I at length got access in prayer, and was 
pouring out my soul before God with some liberty, 
when I was interrupted. But blessed be God for the 
few minutes I enjoyed in prayer. Lord, I am not 
worthy of the least of thy mercies ! 

Thursday, January 24.—I got up early this morn¬ 
ing, and felt comfort in drawing near to God. 1 
found time to write a letter to a poor sinner, and to 
speak to two women about their souls. I went in the 
evening to Mr Walker’s, who spoke from Homans viii. 
BO. “ Moreover whom he did predestinate, them he 
also called ; and whom he called, them he also justi¬ 
fied; and whom he justified, them he also glorified.” 
I got a sight of my great darkness and ignorance, and 
was humbled under it. The Lord graciously inter¬ 
posed in my behalf upon my coming home, and saved 
me from a trial. Glory be to his name ! 

Friday, January 25.—I got up this morning in a 
very dead frame. After breakfast I went out, in 
hopes of meeting with some poor person to whom I 
might be of use. After walking some time I met with 
a poor man, who was carrying his two little sick chil¬ 
dren to give them the air. I asked him some ques¬ 
tions, and found he was an experienced Christian; 
upon which I walked some time with him, and found 
his conversation very profitable. He seemed perfectly 
happy and contented, notwithstanding his great poverty, 
having Christ for his portion; and it was with diffi¬ 
culty I could persuade him to take the small sum 1 
then had in my pocket. 

This evening I was refreshed by receiving letters 
from Lady H — and Miss Hill; and must here 
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remark, that the Lord in his providence gave me an 
answer to prayer this afternoon. And I do not re¬ 
member that I ever applied to him in any difficulty, 
and trusted in him for help, that he did not hear, 
and bring the matter about in the best way for me. 
Glory be to his name for this ! Wherefore do I ever 
doubt ? 

Saturday^ January 26.—‘This evening a dreadful-fire 
broke out in town—^it is an awful sight. Lord, help 
us to make the suitable improvement of it! If this is 
so terrible, how should I haste to escape from those 
flames which shall endure throughout eternity ! Three 
people perished in the ruins ! O Lord, make us thank¬ 
ful for thy preserving mercy ! 

Sunday, January 27.—I got freedom to pray to the 
Lord for faith, and for his presence in the sanctuary. 
I heard a good sermon, and in some measure felt it. 
I went and saw the fire. I afterwards went to Lady 
Maxwell’s, where we joined in prayer; and I unbur¬ 
dened my mind to her, and was refreshed. O what a 
comfort is a faithful friend in distress—how-often have 
I seen the goodness of the Lord in strengthening 
and supporting me by her means ! When I came 
home I got power to speak freely upon the most im¬ 
portant truths of the gospel at table, and felt nothing 
of the false shame that used to assault me on such 
occasions. This evening I am very dull, and have 
been cold and dry in prayer; but I am not well 
in body, which may be the cause. I will therefore lay 
me down in peace, and quietly trust in the Lord Jesus, 
who is my wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, and 
redemption. He knows my heart, that I would do 
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his will; that my desire is to know him, to love him, 
and to serve him with my whole soul. 

Mondai/, January 28.—This evening I felt some¬ 
what like a slight stroke of the palsy in my tongue and 
side. Blessed be God, the fear of death, and what is 
worse, a useless life, is in a great measure taken 
away, and I can submit to the will of God without 
murmuring. When I got to my room, I fell down 
before him, acknowledging myself to be his creature 
in every sense, and besought him to do with my soul 
and body whatever was most for his glory. Bless¬ 
ed God, I thank thee for pre.serving me hitherto from 
the evils my sins have deserved ! If thou shalt sec good 
to prolong my life and the use of my faculties, let 
them be employed more faithfully in thy service than 
they ever yet have been. I^et my whole soul, body, 
and spirit, be devoted to thee in time and eternity. 

Tmsihty-i January 29.—The Lord has been pleased 
to add another day to my life, and has enabled me to 
arise betimes this morning, to dedicate myself afresh 
to his service; after which I went out to visit the sick, 
and have spent the day in endeavours to be useful to 
the souls of others. I have found the gcnnl effects of 
the warning I got last night; it has left a serious im¬ 
pression vipon my mind of the certainty of an approach¬ 
ing eternity. I see more of the importance of secur¬ 
ing an interest in Christ, and of living every moment 
to his glory. Lord, enable me to walk before thee 
with an upright heart all the days of my life ! 

Wednesday, Januarij 30.—-This morning I was wak¬ 
ed by a loud clap of thunder, which caused me to arise 
and fall upon my knees before God, to be in readi- 
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ness in case he should call me away. I had little com¬ 
fort in prayer, being sorely tempted with wandering 
thoughts; but after breakfast I got a clear sight of 
the beauty of holiness in heart and life, and hungered 
and thirsted after perfect conformity to God. I be¬ 
sought him to make me wholly his in soul, body, and 
spirit. I went out to see Lady Maxwell, and had 
much comfort in talking with her, and in prayer with 
her, and felt a union of heart with her that I expe¬ 
rience with few. I have had some opportunities of 
speaking for God to-day; but have cau.se to blush for 
my silence this evening in a company of gay people. 
Lord, give me power to faithful to thee at all times ! 

Thursday, Jawumy 31.—This morning I wrote 
down some heads of examination for every evening; 
but, alas! upon reviewing them at night, what cause 
have I to lie ashamed ! I cBiinot with a safe conscience 
answer them. I have at best done nothing this day; 
and as an idle unprofitable servaiit, must beg for 
mercy through the blood of Jesus. 1 have endeavour¬ 
ed to speak to God; but my lips were sealed. O 
Lord, how unfit am I for thy kingdom ! O grant un¬ 
to me more faith, more life, more love, and cover me 
with thy robe of righteousness, that I may stand com¬ 
plete in thee in the sight of a pure and holy God. 

Lady Glcnorchy to Lady Maxwell. 

February 5, 1771. 

“ My dear Madam,—I hope you are well. I would 
have called on you this day, had it not been so damp, 
as I am far from being well, and wish to keep from 
getting more cold, for fear of not getting to the Ca- 
noiigate Church on Sunday ; and this would be a great 
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disappointment to me, for my soul hungers and thirsts 
for this ordinance; and the Lord’s words come often 
to my mind, “ With desire I have desired to eat this 
passover with you, before 1 suffer.” I think it is 
p)Ssibly the last opportunity I may have. O that the 
Lord would make it a sealing time to his own children ; 
and if it was his will to take me to himself, I think I 
could willingly at this time leave the world. No word 
yet of Mr De Courcy, nor any farther intelligence of 
Veritas. Lord Glenorchy suspects he has also written 
to Mr De C——, to frighten him from coming to the 
family ; and this is not improbable. I have many un¬ 
easy thoughts about this same Veritas; but I will en¬ 
deavour to wait on the Lord,—^very animating indeed 
are the promises to him that overcometh. Alas ! I am 
overcome of every thing—I sink under a load of un¬ 
easy thoughts. I am ignorant, blind, and helpless; 
sick in mind and body. All that I know is, that I 
ought not to trouble you with my distresses—^yoii 
liavc your own portum to bear. 1 will, if the Lord 
enable me, endeavour for the future to sjieak no 
more of myself, except to God. If you can, remem¬ 
ber me in your prayers. I am, in all sit uations and 
in all frames, my dear Madam, your obliged and affec¬ 
tionate, W. G.” 

Thursday, February 7.—I rejoice in the view of the 
approaching ordinance, and went to church this day 
in hopes of a blessing ; but all I heard seemed to make 
against me. When the minister spoke of an over¬ 
zeal, I thought the word was pointed at me. When 
he spoke to sleepers and carnal secure sinners, I felt 
as if I were the person meant. 1 resolved to keep 
this day by fasting, but my body was so feeble that I 
coidd not do it. My ideas are so broken and dissi- 
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pated, that I can neither pray, read, or meditate with 
attention. O Lord, thou knowest all my thoughts 
and my ways—^nothing is hid from thee. Give me 
that faith, love, and strengtli which thou seest I stand 
in need of, and quicken my soul. Grant me the 
victory over all that opposeth my union with thee. 
Thy love is all I desire;—take from me whatever 
standeth in the way, and make me what thou wouldst 
have me to be, for thine own name’s sake. 

Friday, February 8.—This morning I heard an 
excellent sermon from Mr Walker, upon these words, 
“ Wait upon God continuallybut my soul was 
dead, and it did not come with power to me. I had 
not the understanding heart. 

Sutiday, February'\Q .—This morning I got up early 
to cjill upon the Lord, and to seek his blessing this 
day at the sacrament. My spirits were composed, and 
my heart trusted in the Lord. I did not feel much 
joy while at the table, but was enabled to act faith on 
the righteousness of Christ, and commit my soul to 
him; and at coming away I felt much peace, joy, and 
delight in the Lord. I longed to praise him, and saw 
something of his unspeakable love in dying for sinners ; 
and though I had not the full assurance of faith, nor 
any particular testimony from the Lord, of his accep¬ 
tance of me, yet I had a firm persuasion of my calling, 
and that he would perfect the work he had begun in 
me. I saw myself far from the mark, but at the same 
time that I had begun the race; and I looked to Jesus 
to draw me on, and give me strength to finish my 
course with joy. I had much delight in singing his 
praises. Upon the whole, this has been the most com¬ 
fortable .communion I have had since the twentieth 
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of May last. Blessed be the I^ord, for refreshing my 
weary soul in this wilderness! O that I may never 
forget his mercies, but may go on from strength to 
strength, till I appear before him in Zion ! I have 
been assaulted to-day by suggestions of different kinds, 
particularly by <loubting whether the peace I enjoyed 
was not a false peace ; but I got rid of them by look¬ 
ing to the Lord, and begging of him to keep me from 
temptation. I cannot think my peace is false. Firsts 
because I now have lower thoughts of myself than I 
had before: I see that I am not worthy the name of 
a Christian. Secondly, I have a desire to pray, and 
re.solve to spend more time in that delightful exercise 
than formerly. Thirdly, I feel more desire to confess 
Christ before men. Fourthly, I am more watchful 
over my heart, and more upon my guard, knowing 
how easily I am led away. Fifthly, I see my strength 
lieth only in Christ, and that it is by cleaving to him, 
and looking to him continually, that I can only hope 
for safety. Sixthly, That my peace proceedeth from 
seeing jnore of the love of God, in the sacrifice of his 
Son, than usual, and my heart in consequence thereof 
being drawn out to more confidence in him. 

Tuesday, February 12.—I passed most of this day 
in great uneasiness from the fear of man. Mr De C. 
was expected, and I did not know how he would be 
received. I sought the Lord by groans that could 
not be uttered. Wonderfully has he helped me, and 
strengthened me in my soul. All things have turned 
out favourably. O, to have ever a single eye in all 
things to his glory ! ^ 

Lajdy Glcnorchy to Lady Maxwell. 

“ My dear Madam,—Mr De Courcy arrived here 
this evening, and I have had a great deal of private 
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conversation with him. He is quite the person Mr 
Wesley represented him, of a sweet disposition, and 
M'ishcs only to preach Christ to poor sinners, wherever 
he finds an open door. I have not as yet got an 
answer from Mr H., but 1 have, by a letter rt?ccivcd 
from another quarter, some reason to think it very 
possible that cruel letter came from a different jicr- 
sim,—I would gladly hope so. Beg of the Lord to 
direct us how to proceed with respect to St Mary’s 
Cbnpel. We are poor blind creatures,—much need 
we have of wisdom from above ; but the Lord is gra¬ 
cious, he surely will not forsake those w-lio put tlieir 
trust in him. I will endeavour to call upon you, .and 
bring Mr De C. with me, to-morrow morning.—Vonrs 
affectionately, W. G.” 

“ 'I'liesdcty, 10 o’'clock.” 

Wednesday, February 13.—Mr He Courcy began to¬ 
day to ex^KJund in the family—the word seemed ac;- 
companied with ]x>wcr. I have been all day in grt'at 
darkness. Satan seems t<» have set all his forces in 
array against me. But in the name of the Lord, J 
trust, he will be put to flight. 
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CHAPTER X.

For some weeks Mr De Courcy officiated in conjunc¬ 
tion with Mr Wesley’s preachers with great acceptance. 
Reing, * liowever, a decided Calvinist, the strain of his 
tliscourscs must have been very different from theirs; so 
much so, indeed, does this appear to havej^n the case, 
that even Mr Wesley found himself calleIRpon to dis¬ 
approve of the open and pointed manner in which one of 
his preachers had impugned some Calvinistical points. 
This incongruity of doctrines was, as might have been 
expected, very unpleasant, and in fact injurious to 
Lady Glenorchy, and determined her to give up en¬ 
tirely all connexion with Mr Wesley’s preachers. The 
sagacity of Mr Wesley had foreseen this, and in two 
letters, not written perhaps in the very best tempter, he 
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endeavoured to prepare the mind of Lady Maxwell 
for the event. 

The Rev. John Wesley to Lady Glenorchy. 

“ London^ January 24, 1771. 

“ My dear Lady,—Although Mr M‘Nab is quite 
clear as to justification by faith, and is in general a 
sound and good preacher, yet I fear he is not clear of 
blame in this. He is too warm and impatient of con¬ 
tradiction, otherwise he must be lost to all common 
sense, to preach against final perseverance in Scot¬ 
land. From the first hour that I entered the king¬ 
dom, it was a sacred rule with me, never to preach on 
any controverted point—at least not in a controversial 
way. Any one may sec, that this is only to put a 
sword into our enemies’ hands. It is the direct way to 
increase ^all their prejudices, and to make all our la¬ 
bours fruitless. You will shortly have a trial of an¬ 
other kind. Mr De Courcy purposes to set out for 
Edinburgh in a few days. He was from a child a 
member of one of our societies in the .south of Ireland. 
There he received remission of sins, and was for some 
time groaning for full redemption. But when he came 
to Dublin, the Philistines were upon him, and soon 
prevailed Q||^ him. Quickly he was convinced, that 
‘ there is nff^rfection,’ and that ‘ all things depend 
on absolute unchangeable decrees.’ At first he was 
exceeding warm upon these heads : now he is far more 
calm. His natural temper, I think, is good : he is open, 
friendly, and generous. He has also a good under¬ 
standing, and is not unacquainted with learning, 
though not deeply versed therein. He has no dis¬ 
agreeable person, a pleasing address, and is a lively, as 
well as a sensible preacher. Now, when you add to 
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this, that he is quite new, and very young, you may 
‘ judge how he will be admired and caressed ! * Surely 

such a preacher as this never was in Edinburgh before ! 
Mr Whitefield himself was not to compare with him ! 
' What an angel of a man !’ Now, how will a raw in¬ 
experienced youth be able to encounter this F If there? 
be not the greatest of miracles to preserve him, will it 
not turn his brain ? And tnay he not then do far 

more hurt than either Mr W-or Mr T-did F 

Will he not soon prevent your friend from ‘ going on 
to perfection,’ or thinking of any such thing.? Naj’-, 
may ho not shake you also F He would ; but that the 
God whom you serve is able to deliver you. At pre¬ 
sent, indeed, he is in an exceeding loving spirit. But 
will that continue long F There will be danger on the 
one hand if it does ; there will be danger on the other 
if it does not. It docs not appear that any great 
change has been wrought in our neighbours by Mr 

Wh-^’s death. He had fixedtthe prejudice so 

deep, that even he hinjself was not able to remove it; 
yet our congregations have increased exceedingly, and 
the work of God increases on every side. I am glad 
you use more exercise. It is good both for body and 
soul. As soon as Mr De Courcy is c(ime, I shall be 
glad to hear how the prospect opens. You will then 
need a larger share of the wisdom from above; and 
I trust you will write with all openness to, my dear 
Lady, your ever affectionate servant,

The Rev. John Wesley to Lady Maxwell. 

^-February 26, 1771. 

My dear Lady,—I cannot but think the chief rea¬ 
son of the little good done by our preachers at Edin- 
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burgh, is the opposition which lias been made by the 
ministers of Edinburgh, as well as by the false brethren 
from England. These steeled the hearts of the people 
against all the good impressions wliich might otherwise 
have been made, so that the same preachers by whom 
God has constantly wrought, not only in various parts 
of England, but likewise in the northern parts of Scot¬ 
land, were in Edinburgh only not useless. They felt 
a damp upon their own spirits; they had not their 
usual liberty of speech ; and the word they spoke 
seemed to rebound upon them, and not to sink into 
the hearts of the hearers. At my first coming I 
usually find something of this myself; but the second 
or third time of preaching, it is gone; and I feel, 
greater is He that is with us, than all the powers of 
earth and hell. 

“ If any one could show you, by plain Scripture and 
reason, a more excellent ^way than that you have re¬ 
ceived, you certainly wouhl do well to receive it; and, 
I trust, I should do the same. But I think it will not 
be easy for any one to show us, either that Christ did 
not die for all, or that he is not willing as well as able 
to cleanse from all sin, even in the present world. If 
your steady adherence to these great truths be termed 
bigotry, yet you have no need to be ashamed. You 
are reproached fdr Christ’s sake, and the Spirit of 
glory and of Christ shall rest upon you. Perhaps 
our Lord may use you to soften some of the harsh 

spirits, and to preserve Lady G-, or Mr De Courcy 

from being hurt by them. I hope to hear from you, 
(on whom I can depend), a frequent account of what is 
done near you. After you have suffered a while, may 
God stablish, strengthen, settle you. I am, my dear 
Lady, your very affectionate servant,

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I,..ady Glenorehy, beinpj fully aware how deeply the 
step she was aliout to take would affect Lady Max¬ 
well, it was not till after many struggles and prayere, 
and then only by degrees, that she conimunicatetl to 
“lipr Ladyshij) her intentions. 

Lady Maxwell, as might be expected, was deeply 
affected by the communication, and it required some 
little time to recover from the surprise and pain which 
it occasioned her. Lady Glenorehy, by the prudent 
and cautious manner in which she finally made the 
.separation, wisely and kindly prepared the way for 
this recovery. And it docs infinite credit to the cha¬ 
racters and memory of both, that what between or- 
ilinary ])ersons would most probably have made an 
everlasting breach of friendship, did not divide them 
ft)r an hour, and that during the whole of Lady Glen- 
orchy’s life, there never, on any occasion, appeared even 
the shadow of a variance between them. The extracts 
from the Diary and the letters which are now to follow, 
among other interesting occurrences in her Christian 
experience, give an account of this very trying event. 

Friday^ February 15.—This day I have often pro¬ 
strated myself at a throne of grace, yet feel nothing 
but darkness and wretchedness in myself, and no clear 

views of God. This evening Mr De C- began 

preaching at my chapel; his prayers and sermon were 
g»xxl: towards the end my heart began to thaw a 
little. I endeavoured to humble myself before the 
Lord, and say, Thy will be done. 

Saturday, February 16.—The Lord has given me 

more hope to-day concerning Mr De C-. This 

evening Loril G-went with me to the chapel, and 

heard Mr T—— 
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Sundayi February 17.—Thi.s morning I went to 
church, and was much refreshed with the sermon. 

Afterwards heard Mr De C- at my chapel, where 

many were deeply affected—some wept bitterly. My 
own heart was very full, particularly in the last prayer. 
The Lord was with us of a truth. In the evening had 
preaching in the great drawing-room to about fortv 
people. 

Thursday, February 21.—Mr De C-pivached 

again yesterday to a crowded autlitory, some of whoiii 
seemed melted under the word. I'his day his exhor¬ 
tation in the family came with power to my sou'. I 
was convinced of sin, particularly of hypocrisy. I see 
my need of Jesus. O what a sight have 1 got of' nty 
own heart this day ! 

Sunday, February 24.—I heard Mr Walker in tlw 
morning, but felt no life in my soul, and .saw all around 
me as if they were dry bones. I was in anguish of 
spirit during the morning service, front a sense «)f our 
great deadness,—our distance from God,—our ing! ;i- 
titude to him,—and our want of spiritual life. In the 
evening I was refreshed by a lively discoui se from Mr 

De C- on those words, “ One faith.” Gracious 

Go<l ! work in my inmost soul that one faith which 1 
have heard described to-night, and tmite me so ofl’ec- 
tually to thee, that neither the world, the flesh, nor the 
devil, may ever be able to separate me from thee. 

Monday, February 9^. —This morning I found access 
to God in prayer, and was enabled to come to the Lord 
Jesus, and to put myself into his hands, and commit 
all my ways to him. I have found more peace to-day 
than usual. I begged of the Lord to open some d(x>r 
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c»l‘ more extensive usefulness to Mr De C-, and this 

afteriKwn I received an invitation for him to preach in 
tlie Castle. I have had another remarkable answer in 
prayer this day idso in a temporal aftair. O that my 
"Tiard liearl weri' melted into love and gratitude for all 
fJ.j repeateil mercies of the Lord ! This is thy work, 
<) l.ord. tlivc' me, I beseech thee, a grateful heart, 
-nid open my mouth that I may show forth thy praise. 

Thur.'i.ht^, March 14.—It hath pleased the Lord for 
a fortnight ]»ast to lay me aside, and to try me in soul 
.iiul body in Aarious way^. On the day in which I met 
with the aecidi'nt that now confines me, I was much 
oppn ;-sed in spirit, and wished that the J^ord would 
take iiiC out of the tvorld. But he has shown me since, 
that, he can deliver me from stnne of my trials in a dif¬ 
ferent way. I c.‘ut perceive his love in the present dis¬ 
pensation,—thert'by bringing my will into submission 
to Ins, showing me the pride, impatience, self-will, and 
vanity of my heart, and bringing off from depcndance 
on the (!ri>ature, and the outward means of grace, in 
order that I may receive every blessing when and how 
he sees mei't to liestow it. I have seen more than ever 
my own helplessness, and have been led seek for the 
righteousness freely imputed to us through faith. My 
former views of this doctrine of imputed righteousness 
have been restored, and my peace revives in proportion 
to mv views of this blessed truth. O that the Lord 
would now establish and settli' me in the true faith, 
and not suffer men or devils to shake my confidence in 
Jesus, as the Lord our righteousness ! 

About this time l.iady Glenbrchy wrote the follow¬ 
ing letter to liady Maxwell:— 

I* 
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Lad^ Glenorchy to Lady Maxwell. 

“ My dear Madam,—It gave me great concern to 
hear of your illness. I really grow uneasy at your 
many colds and lieadachs, and fear you do not take 
that care of your health which it is the duty of all to 
do. I am persuaded also that your mind is uneasy, 
and that this affects your body ; and if it did not ap¬ 
pear like prying into other people’s affairs, I w'ould 
ask you what distresses you, ktiowing how often I have 
felt relief from unbosoming myself to you. But not 
being naturally inquisitive, and seeing your great re¬ 
serve with me in what concerns yourself, I have never 
ventured to inquire into the nature of your trials, al¬ 
though I feel much for you, and would willingly help 
to bear your burdens. So very different is my temper 
in this respect to yours, that I cannot be easy till I 
open my heart to you on a subject upon which we now 
misunderstand each other. You think 1 am prejudiced 
against the Methodists. Against some of them I own 
I am, although my sentiments do not deserve the name 
of prejudice, being the result of matters of fact; and I 
wish much to see you, to show you the cause of what 
I now say. You are as much concerned, my dear 
Madam, as I am in what relates to the glory of God, 
and the advancement of his kingdom upon earth ; you 
will, I am certain, therefore, agree with me in senti¬ 
ment, if you are as free of prejudice as I am at this 
moment. AH I beg of you is to examine coolly what 
I shall show you, and then tell me what you think I 
should do; and in order to this, I must beg, if you 
are able, that you will come and see me some day at 
four o’clock, as tliat M the only time I can be sure of 
seeing you alone; and if you will appoint the day, I 
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will forbid any body to disturb us. Send me word 
how soon. And believe me yours affectionately, 

« W. G.” 


April 6.—Severe and various have been my trials 
since the fourteenth of March ; but one has been predo¬ 
minant. I have struggled with it in vmn, and groaned 
all the day in the bitterness of my soul. I have been 
harassed by company, and got little leisure for prayer 
and meditation, but on Sundays. This day |he 
Lord has been showing me my backslidings. When 
confessing them before him this morning, Peter’s fall 
came to my mind. I prayed that the Lord would 
look upon me, that I might be made sensible of my 
sin, and mourn for it. I continued wrestling with 
many cries and tears till he gave me access to him, and 
enabled me to make a full surrender of myself to him. 
I besought him to take from me (if necessary) health, 
fortune, friends, name, reputation, every comfort under 
the sun, even life itself, so that I might enjoy the con¬ 
solation of knowing that he loved me, and never would 
forsake me. After this I went to the chapel; but how 

was my heart overwhelmed when Mr De C-Ux)k 

for his text, “ And the Lord turned and looked upon 
Peter.” The whole sermon seemed to be a message 
from the Lord to my soul. O that the impression 
thereof may never be effaced ! May I this day return 
to him who is willing to heal my backslidings, and to 
love me, even mCy freely. Blessed Jesus, turn thou me, 
cause thy gracious face to shine upon me, so shall I be 
saved! 


Sunday., April 13.—Blessed be the Lord for all his 
mercies! He has heard my cry, and revivt -1 his work 
in my soul. My heart and affections have been drawn 
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out towards him throughout this last week, })articularly 
for three days past. For some days I was in great 
trouble of mind, and set apart some time for seeking 
the T.iord. It was then he removed my distress, and 
gave me liberty to pour out my soul in prayer. O 
that I may now go on striving against sin, looking 
unto Jesus to bring me off more than conqueror ! I 
feel my weakness, and the need I have t)f supplies of 
grace moment by moment. Lord, help thy poor weak 
creature ! Unto thee I commit my soul; preserve it 
from the rage of thine enemies, and clothe it with thy 
righteousness, then shall I never be ashamed. 

Sunday, May 5 .—For some days past I have enjoy¬ 
ed much peace, and a sweet hojie of attaining esta¬ 
blishment in the faith. I begin to see my interest in 
Christ from the light I receive in reading and hearing 
his word. I see there is no condemnation to them 
that are in Christ Jesus; and from Scripture marks I 
can perceive that I have received him as my Saviour. 
This morning I was much comforted in reading She)v 
herd’s Sound Believer. He answers an objiTtion that 
has long kept me from comfort. I now see that it is 
not presumption to believe, but the bounden duty of 
every one who hears the gospel. The Lord hath given 
us two commandments in the new dispensation ; which 
are, to believe in the Lord Jesus Christ for eternal life, 
and to love the brethren. These are equally binding 
upon all who hear them; and none ever thought it 
presumption to obey the latter. Ashamed of my past 
unbelief, I now ventured to obey this sweet command; 
and my soul was filled with peace and joy in believing. 
I could not refrain from crying out for some time to¬ 
gether, Jesus is mine, and I am his ! I saw that no¬ 
thing but unbelief covdd prevent my happiness. lV!y 
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joy was exceeding great. 1 felt that 1 did believe. 
Lord, increase my faith ; and suffer not the enemy to 
rob me of thy peace ! 

At this time Lady Glenorchy wrote to Lady Max¬ 
well the following letter:— 

Lady Glenorchy to Lady MaxroeU. 

“ Wednesday Evening. 

“ My dear Madam,—Your letter gives me reat'jplea- 
sure, as it affords me some hopes, that you will not 
wholly withdraw from me that friendship which I 
hitherto have, and do still esteem a singular blessing. 
The taking any step which endangered my losing it, 
was the greatest act of self-denial to me ; and I do not 
think any thing less than the clear conviction I have 
for some time had of the propriety of it, could have 
supj)orted me under the struggles I felt between the 
desire of your approbation, and what I thought duty 
to the cause in which 1 am engaged. I am sorry if I 
have offended you by saying, ‘ We boasted too much 
of a Catholic spirit.’ I know that I have found fault 
with others for being too narrow-minded, whom I now 
see acted from more knowledge of the religious world 
than I had ; and I am not ashamed to acknowledge, 
that I have in many things acted too hastily, and 
judged rashly. I hope the I..ord will preserve me 
from this for the future. By what IJiavo done, I 
would not have it supposed that I do not think the 
Methodists the people of God—Far be this from me; 
I only think they do not all preach pure doctrine, and 
therefore I would not have all of them to preach in my 
chapel, else I should frustrate my intention in o}»ening 
it. Though I desire to have it open to every sect and 
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denomination, yet there is but one doctrine I would 
have taught there,—and it is this and this alone which 
obliges me to do what I have done. If I have erred, 
I pray God forgive me, and 1 trust he will, as it is, I 
hope, more from ignorance of his will, than a rebel" 
lious spirit. I have now to beg once more, my dear 
Madam, that you will continue me some share of your 
friendship and prayers. This last you are bound to 
do as a Christian, if you think me out of the way of 
truth. I feel that I am very ignorant, weak, and 
helj^tnss; and it is my desire that the will of Gf>d may 
be done in me and by me at all times. Help me then, 
by your prayers, to obtain more strength, and know¬ 
ledge of the Lord Jesus; and I also beg that you will 
write to me as often as you can, and say whatever you 
think may tend to stir me up to more diligence in the 
work of the Lord, or keep me from that spiritual slum- 
lier to which my heart is very prone. I shall not have 
time to call on you before I set out for Taymouth. I 
jiray that the Lord may bless you with every spiritual 
blessing, and return a hundred-fold all the prayers 
and good offices you have l>estowed on your most 
obliged and affectionate friend and .servant, W. G.” 

Wednesday^ May 29.—-The Lord has show.n me 
many evils in my heart this evening; and, blessed be 
his name, he has imbittered sin unto me, by causing 
my backslidings to reprove me. He has made the 
creature as tl^orns in my flesh, and shown me the folly 
of overvaluing it. O that I may learn wisdom, and no 
longer hew out unto myself broken cisterns, but cleave 
unto the Lord only, who is my best friend, my only 
real comforter! O that I may from this moment give 
up my whole heart to him, and seek no other portion ! 

I am distressed and oppressed on every side. All 
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seems against me, but I will still trust in the Lord. 
O that 1 knew his will, that I could hear his voice say¬ 
ing, This is the way, walk ye in it. Lord, thou only 
knowest my troubles; they are various and complicat¬ 
ed, and greatly increased by a sinful heart. Hut what 
is this great mountain before thee ? Speak the word, 
and it shall become a plain. What is this tempestu¬ 
ous ocean, that threatens to swallow me up? Say 
unto it. Be still, and there shall be a calm, O blessed 
Jesus, speak thou unto my perplexed afflicted soul, 
and say. Peace, be still. O bring my will into perfect 
submission to thine. My perverse nature shrinks back 
from the cross, even though I know that thou hast 
commanded me to take it up. But if thou wilt give 
me patience and strength, then. Lord, I will bear it 
after thee with joy. O heal the di.seases of my soul, 
jK)ur balm into the wounds which sin hath made ; then 
shall I run with alacrity and joy the way of thy com¬ 
mandments ! 

Taymouth, June 28.—Before I left Edinburgh, I dis¬ 
missed Mr Wesley’s preachers from my chapel, as, from 
some writings of Mr Wesley which fell into my hands, 
and Irom the sentiments of some of his preachers of late 
officiating there, I found they held doctrines that ap¬ 
pear to be erroneous. First, They deny the doctrines 
of imputed righteousness, election, and the saints’ per¬ 
severance, which I think are clearly revealed in Scrip¬ 
ture. Seccmdly, I found that none of our gospel minis¬ 
ters would preach in the chapel, if they continued to 
have the use of the pulpit; so that, by receiving them, 

I should exclude those who were sound in the faith, 
and thereby frustrate the end I had in view in open¬ 
ing the chapel, which was, to have all who preached 
pure evangelical doctrine to preach there, of any sect 
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or denomination -whatsoever. Thirdly^ I found by 
experience that my own soul had been hurt, and kept 
from establishment in the faith, by hearing some of the 
preachers, and I judged that others might be hurt by 
them also. 

The consequence of this step has been, that all the 
Methodists have bitterly cried out against Mr Dc C. 
whom they suppose to have been the cause of my con¬ 
duct, and my friend-has almost given up con¬ 

nexion with me. The Lord, I trust, will show her their 
errors. Upon considering what I have done, I feel 
satisfied with it, and the manner in which I did it; 
which was by shutting up the chapel upon my leaving 
town. I bless God for not permitting me to join their 
party when they urged it. 

Since my arrival here, my soul has been at times in 
very deep distress; but last Thursday these words re¬ 
peatedly came to my mind, “ Though he were a son, 
yet learnt he obedience by the things that he suftered.” 
Upon considering the import of them, the snare was 
broken. I saw that I might be a child of God not¬ 
withstanding iny present temptation,—my mind was set 
at liberty, and my heart encouraged to go on trusting in 
the Lord. I have since that time felt power given me 
over my corruptions, and have been enabled to speak 
for the Lord, and to him, before others;—^lie again 
draws out my affections towards him. O that I may 
never more depart from him. 

Tuesday, July 2.—This morning the Lord permitted 
me to draw near unto him in prayer, and to wrestle 
for a blessing. He made me willing to give up all for 
Christ. I besought him to take from me every'thing, 
however pleasing, that kept me from being wholly bis; 
and if I was unwilling to part %vith it, to tear it forcibly 
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from my heart, whatever pain it might cost me, if so 
I might obtain the assurance of his everlasting love to 
my soul. This day I wrote out a description of saving 
knowledge from Brooks, and prayed over it, which I 
•found of use. The Lord has, in some measure, I 
trust, caused this divine light to shine into my soul, by 
which I see the sins of the heart, and the all-sufficiency 
of Jesus to heal and save sinners. I hunger and thirst 
for more of this divine knowledge. The desire of my 
heart is, O that I might know him, and the power of 
his resurrection!—Ignorance and want of love to 
Christ are my greatest grief, and occasion many doubts 
and fears respecting my state, lest I should Still be 
unregenerate, deceiving myself and others—Lord, 
thou knowest ! 

Lady Glenorchy, as the reader would perceive from 
her Diary, went to Taymouth this year in June, and 
remained there till near the end of September. No¬ 
thing very remarkable took place during this period 
in her external circumstances ; but it was the last time 
she was to preside there in her own right. With 
respect to the state of her nund, although she still 
complained much of fears, and was dissatisfied with 
herself, yet she admits that she was more established 
in the truth, and enjoyed more comfort, and some¬ 
times rose to a happy assurance of the soundness of 
her state before God, and her acceptance with him, 
which appears by her Diary from the 7th of July to 
the 15th of September. 

Sunday, July 7.—Glory be to God for the mercies 
of last week. He has opened up unto me a living 
way to the throne of his grace, and frequently enabled 
me to pour out my heart before him. He has shown 
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me my past errors and backslidings, and also that he 
has wounded and he will heal me. This morning I 
had much freedom of access to him, and gave myself 
wholly up unto him as a living sacrifice, committing all 
my ways and making known all my wants to him ; lay¬ 
ing hold of Jesus as my Saviour, in his threefold offices; 
resolving in his strength to follow him at all events; 
giving up all unreservedly for his name’s sake. I 
took the angels, and all the host of heaven, and all 
creation, to witness that I belonged to Jesus, and ac¬ 
cepted of him as he is offered in the word, and de¬ 
sired no other portion in time and eternity; and I 
now cohfirm with my pen what I then did most so¬ 
lemnly affirm with my tongue: And do thou, O most 
blessed and merciful Lord God, ratify it in heaven, 
and remember me thy poor, helpless, sinful creature, 
when thou comest to judge the world ! I^et me then 
have cause to bless this day in which thou didst make 
me willing by thy power to devote myself wholly to 
thee. I now desire hereby to protest against Satan 
and all his works, to renounce the devil, the world, 
and the flesh, not in my own strength, but trusting 
that by faith in thee I shall come off more than con¬ 
queror. I do humbly beseech thee to keep me from 
their snares, and suffer not sin to gain dominion over 
me. Grant me the whole armour of God, that I may 
fight the good fight of faith, and finish my course 
with joy. May I live to thine honour here, and be 
translated to thy glory hereafter, through the alone 
merits of Jesus ! This is all I ask.—If thou seest fit to 
take from me ail earthly comforts, grant me but the 
assurance of thy love and the graces of thy Spirit, and 
I mn content, as witness my hand, this 7th day of 
July 1771. W. G. 
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Monday f July 8.—Yesterday was a day much to be 
remembered by my soul. During the whole course of 
it my heart was drawn out almost continually in 
prayer. This day I have not felt so much comfort in 
my soul as yesterday ; but still I feel deeply convinced 
of future and eternal things, and have a relish for 
spiritual duties. My soul is more dead to the ap¬ 
plause of the world, and I long for greater degrees of 
holiness and conformity to the image of Christ. I iBn 
sensible that our peace and comfort will be in propor¬ 
tion as we walk closely with God, reading his word, 
and watching unto prayer. 

Thursday^ July 11,-—The Lord has been pleased 
to bless the reading of Dr Owen’s treatise on Spirit*- 
ual Mindedness, to my soul; and shown me from it 
how far short I yet am from the temper and frame 
of mind to which every Christian ought to aspire. 
My soul has been stirred up to vehement longings 
for more of the image of Christ, for greater deadness 
to the world, and I have been more watchful over my 
thoughts, and more importunate at a throne of grace 
for faith and love, as the root of holiness of heart and 
life. Yet, alas J I am not earnest enough for Uiese 
things; and I am still distr^sed by vain wandering 
thoughts in prayer; and when I would meditate, I 
seem to lose the very power of thinking. 

Saturday, July 13.—This morning I waked with 
Psalm cv. 4. on my mind: “ Seek the Lord, and his 
strength; seek his face ever more.”—It was sweet 
to my soul. I arose to seek the Lord by prayer, and 
found great liberty and comfort in wrestling with him, 
with many cries and tears, for a blessing, I was made 
sensible of my own utter inability to think a good 
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thought, or do any thing towards my own salvation ; 
I therefore cast my soul upon the Lord, and laid hold 
on his covenant of grace, claiming his promises to 
helpless, weak, and impotent sinners. My mouth was 
filled with arguments from Scripture. I urged, that 
as he was manifested for the purpose of destroying 
the works of the devil, and to set the captives free, 
and as I was a bond slave to sin, and unable to re¬ 
lease myself, I therefore would cast my soul upon his 
mercy, and claim his promise not only to grant me 
future redemption, but a present freedom from the 
guilt and power of sin, particularly from the sin of un¬ 
belief and the vanity of my heart. Since that time, I 
have been assaulted by temptations concerning the 
truth of the Scriptures ; but I saw from whence they 
came, and looked to Jesus, and the tempter withdrew. 
O Lord, pardon mine iniquities, and wash me in the 
blood of the Lamb ! 

Sunday, July 21.—All last week 1 have had liberty 
and comfort in private duties. Yesterday, while read¬ 
ing Guthrie’s Trial of a Saving Interest in Christ, I 
was led to see, that a real work of grace was begun in 
my soul, and could not but acknowledge the great love 
of God to me the chief of sinners. At the same time, 
I perceived there must be some hidden canse for the 
slow progress I make in sanctification; and I think 
the Spirit of God has convinced me, that it is my con¬ 
formity too much to the world in my conversation. 

Tuesday, July 23.—About two in the morning I 
awoke, repeating the 63d psalm; I could not help 
.singing it aloud. 

Lord, thee my God, I’U early seek ; 

My soul doth thirst for thee; 
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My ilesh longs in a dry parch’d land, 

Wliferein no waters be, &c. &c. 

I found much peace and sweetness upon my mind 
all the morninpr, and got access to God in prayer ; to¬ 
wards evening I fell into a dead frame. Lord, quicken 
me by thy S})irit. 

Wednesday^ July 24.—This morning, after spending 
two hours in reading and prayer, I took up E. Gole 
on Election; and, on reading the marks of the elect, 
the Lord was pleased to witness to my heart his 
electing love to me. I was overwhelmed with joy, 
and fell down upon my face before him, crying out 
with many tears, “ What shall I render unto thee, O 
my God How shall I glorify thee ? Why me, why 
me, O my God All day I have felt such peace, 
love, and sweetness in my soul, as cannot be described’. 
Towards night this frame abated ; but I did not let go 
my confidence. I was tempted; but the Lord kept 
me. I felt, however, the evil of not continuing more 
watchful unto prayer. 

Sumlay^ July 28.—The Lord is still pleased to give 
me some measure of faith, and peace of conscience, 
through a sense of his everlasting love in Christ; al¬ 
though at times I am sorely tempted to unbelief, and 
to many other sins. My corruptions are as strong as 
ever. I groan daily, being burdened with an evil 
heart; and yet I also rejoice in the Lord as my righte¬ 
ousness and strength,^nd in the hope set before me in 
the gospel. This day I have had some access to God 
in prayer. The sermon was sweet to my soul, and I 
was enabled to meditate upon it, and pray it over. 
O to be devoted, soul, Ixxly, and spirit, to that God 
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who has redeemed and bought me with his precious 
blood 


Saturday, August 3. —Yesterday, the Lord gave me 
some comfort in prayer, and employed me through the 
day in his service, which I found very sweet. But 
to.43ay I have again had a sore struggle with my heart. 
In ail things I feel myself to be a miserable helpless 
simter. In ray flesh dweileth no good thing; my heart 
is desperately wicked. I sin while praying, reading, 
hearing, speaking, and singing, in every action of ray 
life, and if God should enter into judgment with me 
fra* ray best performances, 1 should inevitably perish; 
for I have sinned against: light and abundant mercy : 
it is amazing that I have not been cut off long ere 
now. But this is the cause—.Jesus came to seek and 
to save that which is lost. I am indeed lost and un¬ 
done in myself; but, O Lord, I would come to thee 
this night, as a poor, blind, i^orant, helpless, wretch¬ 
ed creature, and cast myself upon thy mercy, pleading 
thy promise, that those who come unto thee, thou wilt 
in nowise cast out. I crane to thee to receive out of 
thy fulness the supply of all my wants. Grant me a 
living operative faith in thy blood and righteousness, 
and all its fruits; deliver me from an unbelieving heart, 
and save me from my cruel foes, the devil, world, 
and the flesh. Grant me, O God, a new heart, a con¬ 
trite spirit, a devout mind, a conataence sprinkled with 
the blood of Jesus. I entreat thee to lift up upon me 
the light of thy reconciled copitenance, and when 
I approach thy table to-morrow, seal mo to the day of 
redemption. Grant me some foretaste of that union 
and love to Jesus, whidh I hope to enjoy with him to 
all eternity. Amen ! and Amen ! 
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Sundayi August 4.—This morning I offered up ray 
first thoughts to the Lord, and begged his presence in 
the duties of the day. When I was dressed, I pros¬ 
trated myself before him, and renewed my covenant 
with him, confessing my sins, and solemnly declaring, 
in the presence of heaven and earth, that I took Jesus 
to be my Lord and Saviour, my Prophet, Priest, and 
King. I accepted of him as he is offered in the gos¬ 
pel, as my wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, and 
redemption. I renounced all other lords, and com¬ 
mitted my soul to him, for time and eternity. During 
all this transaction, my soul was remarkably dead, and 
continued so till I came to sit down at the Lord’s table: 
at that time the 24th Psalm was sung, and I felt my 
heart as it were o|)en to receive the King of Glory ; it 
seemed to go forth to meet him ; and I received the 
symbtds of his blessed body as broken for me, and his 
precious blood as shed for the remission of my sins. I 
was enablc»d to act faith sincerely, although weakly, on 
him as my righteousness ; and during the sermon after¬ 
wards, my heart was melted and refreshed. I saw many 
snares and dangers on every side, and a great warfare 
before me; but I felt strong in the Lord, and, in the 
power of his might, able to encounter all my foes. In 
the evening I was tempted to doubt of my state, on 
account of’the deadness of my heart; but the Lord 
once more comforted me, by showing me some evi¬ 
dences of my interest in Christ, under the discourse in 
the family, by which I was much comforted. 

lAgvd 30.]— S^tember 2.—This being the day in 
which the Lord was graciously pleased to bring me in¬ 
to the world, I desire, with all the powers of my soul, 
to bless his holy name for my being, preservation, and 
all the numberless mercies bestowed upon me. How

wonderful has his long-suffering patience been towards 
me ! Notwithstanding my repeated provocatitms and 
backslidings, sins against light, careless performance 
of duties, an ungrateful, dead, cold heart, he yet spares 
me. Alas ! Lord, wert thou to enter into judgment 
with me this day, I should undoubtedly perish ! But 
blessed be tliy name, thou hast no pleasure in the 
death of sinners, but in order to deliver them from 
going down to the pit, thou hast provided a ransom, 
even Jesus thy well beloved Son, who has finished sal¬ 
vation for miserable transgressors; and this salvation 
thou hast called me to paitake of, and now I do most 
solemnly accept of thy grace freely offered in the gos¬ 
pel. I desire to receive Jesus as my Prophet, Priest, 
and King. I look for salvation only through his blood 
and righteousness. This is the foundation of my hope; 
I desire no other; neither seek I any other portion 
than thy love in Christ. As thou hast created me for 
thy glory, magnify, I be.scech thee, the riches of thy 
grace in saving me from the guilt, power, and domi¬ 
nion of sin, that I may praise thy- name with a pure 
heart and holy lips in the land of the living ! Sanctify 
my soul by thy Spirit, and renew my will and affec¬ 
tions, that I may hate sin, and flee from every appear¬ 
ance of evil, and may love whatsoever thou lovest. 
Thus being conformed to thy image, in thought, word, 
and deed, as far as this imperfect state will admit of, I 
may live to thy glory while I continue in this world; 
and in order that I may be carried cheerfully through 
the troubles and trials that every-where surround me, 
O grant me the full assurance of faith, even the testi¬ 
mony of thy Spirit in my heart, witnessing my adop¬ 
tion, and giving me an earnest of that inheritance of 
love, peace, and joy, which I look for in the world to 
com^; so shall I experience that promise, “ In me ye 
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shall have peace.” Thou hast caused me to hope tihat 
thou wilt perfect that whidi concerneth me. G fulfil 
now that good word unto thy servant; complete thy 
work, O Lord; work faith with power in my heart, 
that I may rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory ! O come, blessed Jesus, and abide in my heart! 
cast out thine enemies, subdue all that rise up against 
thee, and reign thou in me, and over me, from this 
time forth, for ever more. Amen! So come. Lord 
Jesus, come quickly. 

Upon a review of my experience this last year, I 
perceive that the Lord is graduaUy carrying on his 
work upon my soul. For eight months past I have had 
a sore fight of temptations and afflictions; oft in the 
depths, and my confidence almost shaken; but blessed 
be God, I have not been left to despair, nor to doubt, 
of the willingness and ability of Jesus to save me. 
At my lowest moments I could say, “ Though he 
slay me, yet will I trust in him.” If I perish it shall 
be at his feet. Since I came to this place I have fre¬ 
quently tasted of the loving-kindness of the Lord, and 
have been more established in the doctrines of the gos¬ 
pel. I have also been more humbled before him for 
many things in my life, the evil of which I did not see 
before, and particularly for spiritual pride. I have 
been grievously assaulted by one temptation in par¬ 
ticular^ which often brings great darkness on my mind, 
because it is of such a nature aS appears to me inconris- 
tent with grace, tad whenever it assaults me, I ,b^n 
to doubt whether I am a child of God. I believe this 
has been a device df Satan to rob me of peace, and to 
mar my usefulness. I begin now to know more of the 
nature of his devices: whenever I get any peace or 
comfort in my soul, he either suggests that it is all a 
delusion, or strives to dtaw me into a careless walk 

Q 
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and conversation, which grieves the Spirit and brings 
guilt on my conscience ; and then he comes in again, 
and tells me to try now if I am a child of God. Thus 
he brings me into distress of soul, and then, by a false 
humility, I am kept from the only remedy, thinking 
myself unworthy and unfit to come to God. 

Sunday, September J 5.—I have made small progress 
last week in my Christian course, owing to the power 
of temptation; yet the Lord has shown me more of my 
own vile heart, and by causing me to taste a little of 
the bitterness of sin, has wrought more aversion to 
it, and made me more earnest to be delivered from 
it. Yesterday I found liberty to pray fervently for 
nearly two hours, and felt the good effects of this 
through the day. I am much to blame in not perse¬ 
vering in the use of means; when I get access to the 
Lord, and peace in my heart, I am lifted up and grt)w 
careless. Thus docs my depraved heart abuse the 
mercy of God. If he enables me to speak for him, my 
wicked heart tells me, “ Now you have done some¬ 
what for the Lord.”” If I am dead and heartless in 
duty, it suggests that my prayers only aggravate my 
guilt, and I had better let them alone. O the depth of 
sin in my heart! Lord, enable me to believe that 
there is virtue in Jesus’ blood to cleanse from all sin. 
Work faith in my heart with power. Remember tliy 
covenant with thy people, and be not a terror to me. 
O my God, reveal thyself as a sin pardoning, mer¬ 
ciful Father, through Jesus thy Son. Shed abroad 
thy love in my heart, by the Holy Ghost given unto 
nae, and let that love constrain me to live wholly unto 
thee, from this time fenrth for evermwe. Amen ! 


The repairs and improvements which had been for

some time going on at Bamton being completed. Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy left Taymouth earlier this year 
than usual, in order to take possession of it, and spend 
the remainder of the autumn there. They arrived at 
Barntoh on Saturday the twenty-first of September, 
which Lady Glenorchy notices in her Diary with 
much sati.sfaction and thankfulness; and expresses, 
with a degree of elation not common to her, a hope 
that it may be a place both of usefulness and comfort, 
because it had, with all its concerns, been by her dedi- 
<‘ated to the Lord. “ Every one,” says our Lord, 
shall be salted with fire, and every sacrifice shall be 
salted with salt,” that is, with this salt of fire- Lady 
Glenorchy did find this a place of both usefulness and 
comfort; but she had no thought of what was the me¬ 
lancholy trying circumstance that was to accompany 
the sacrifice of her dedication of this place unto God, 
and form that salt of fire by which both the sacrifice 
and the sacrificer were to be purified and made more 
fit for the service of God. On the two first Lord’s 
days which they spent at Barnton, divine service was 
performed and discourses were delivered in the hall to 
a numerous audience, who seemed to have been deeply 
aftected. On the succeeding Sabbatii, the sixth of 
October, Lord Glenorchy was suddenly seized with a 
fit, which much alarmed her. The fit, however, wore 
off, and he recovered speedily. Lady Glenorchy con¬ 
tinued to pursue with zeal her plan of promoting the 
religious instruction both of her family and the neigh¬ 
bourhood. On the tenth of Octoba" there was again 
public worship at Barnton ; and she mentions the ser¬ 
mon delivered on that occasion with much pleasure. 
On the twentieth of that month she attended the 
Lord’s supper at Leith ; and both on that occasion, 
and on the immediately succeeding Sabbath, she felt 
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very uncomfortable. On Wednesday, November the 
sixth, the week in which die communion was observed 

in Edinburgh, slie remarked that Ivord G - was 

not well. On the Saturday she went to town with a 
view of procuring a nurse to wait upon him, leaving at 
the same time a medical person to attend him till her 
return. She had intended to remain over the Sabbath 
in Edinburgh, that she might have an opportunity of 
receiving the Lord’s supper; but on the morning of 
that day, learning that he was worse, she went in¬ 
stantly home, and called in additional aid of phj'si- 
cians. On the Monday his imminent danger became 
apparent. She on that account thought it her duty to 
send for several of her clerical friends, as Mr Walker 
of the High Church, Mr Plenderleath of the Tolbootli 
Church, and Mr Gibson of St Cuthberts, to unite 
with Mr De Courcy in prayer for his ri'covery and 
salvation ; but, alas ! the solemn and awful hour, be¬ 
yond which there is no respite, was come; and on 
Tuesday evening, Novemlier the eleventh, whilst Mr 
He Courcy, with much fervour, was praying for him, 
he expired. He was aware of his situation ; and his 
last days and hours showed, that the religious senti¬ 
ments with which Lady Glenorchy had endeavoured 
to impress his mind were not altogether lost. 

Lady Glenorchy’s feelings on this trying occasion 
may be better conceived than expressed. In the prime 
of her life, and noon-day of her prosperity, to be de¬ 
prived of one who, with all his failings, stood in the 
near relation of her husband; to whom she had been 
united for a period of ten years; who undoubtedly had 
a high esteem and ardent affection for her; and with 
whose life was connected the continuance and increase 
of her wealth and honours—must to any woman have 
been very great and afflicting bereavement. And 
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ultiioiigh Lady Glenorchy, as became an exemplary 
Lliristian, summoned up all her religious principles to 
her support on this occasion, she felt deeply her loss ; 
and, as is usual in such cases, forgot the failings of her 
tleceased Lord, while the instances of his kindness and 
affection were recalled to memory with peculiar inte¬ 
rest. There were seasons, indeed, w'hen these recol¬ 
lections came more forcibly into her mind than others; 
but even on such occasions, w'hen her heart was under 
the overwhelming influence of grief^ she became gra- 
tlually calm and serene, by the mild and consoling in¬ 
fluences of true religion. In short, it is to her pure 
and elevated j)i('ty that we are to attribute that firm¬ 
ness and c(»mposure which she endeavoured to exhibit, 
in circumstances which, even taking every thing into 
account, would have overset the mind of a jjerson in 
her situation, under so painful and unexpected a bc- 
i\-avement, who was a stranger to the views, and prin- 
ci])les, and feelings which Christianity alone can in¬ 
spire and maintain. T’his stroke was unquestionably 
the severest which Lady Glenorchy ever felt. 

Self-denied as she was, and that too in no common 
degree, it is not natural to supjtose, that, even with all 
her religious princijilcs, she either could be, or ought 
to have been indifferent to the loss of the prospects of 
the high rank and great fortune which had been plac¬ 
ed before her for nearly half her life: a rank and for¬ 
tune which she had long purposed to devote, not to fos¬ 
ter pride and self-indulgence, but to promote the cause 
of truth and Christian charity in the fullest sense of 
the words. She received this severe shock, as might 
be expected, like a Christian woman, not insensible to 
what she had lost, but resigned to the divine will, 
kissing the rod, and earnestly imploring divine grace 
to enable her to make the proper use of it. A more 
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satisfactory account of these events will be seen by 
reading the extracts from her Diary, from September 
the 31st to November the 34th, 1771. 

Bamton^ September 31.—Blessed be God for bring¬ 
ing me safe to this place, where I have long wished to 
be, having dedicated this house and all in it (so far as 
lies in my power) to the Lord. The gospel has been 
preached here to the poor, the word received gladly, 
and I trust the Lord intends great things to this peo¬ 
ple. I feel much thankfulness in my heart to the 
Lord for all things. O to praise him for evermore ? 

Sunday^ September S3.—We had a large congrega¬ 
tion this evening in the hall. The word came with 
power to many. O how gracious is the Lord! I 
resolve to set apart a day for prayer for this people. 

Sundayi September 39.—This morning we had a very 
large congregation in the hall. The people seemed 
melted under the word. My own soul refreshed. 

Stmday^ October 6. —This morning Lord G—— was 
suddenly seized with a fit. I was quite stupified with 
fear, and could not pray. The Lord has in mer<^ 
spared him. O that this warning may he sanctified ! 

Sunday, October 13.—All last week my soul was in 
a dull frame, though, blessed be God, at times I have 
been enabled to cast my care upon the Lord, and listen 
to his voice in the dark dispensations of his providence. 
This day the word has been refreshing to my soul; 
and I can say, as far as I know my heart, I have sin¬ 
cerely ^ven it up to the Lord, and dcsir^ him as my 
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only portion, and am willing that the Lord should do 
with me whatever is most for his glory. 


Monday, October 14.—-This day it was impressed 
upon my mind to call my maid-servants together in 
absence of the chaplain, and pray with them. I felt 
very unwilling and very unfit for it, and had a sore 
struggle for an hour lieforc the Lord, before I could 
submit to it. At length I obtained a little faith in him 
for help, and set about it. In the evening my heart 
was very heavy at the thoughts of meeting the servants 
again. But the Lord graciously relieved me by send¬ 
ing a minister in the way, who took this office from 
me. 

I have heard to-day of some of the p(K>r children at 
my school being under serious impressions, also of some 
attempts made to awaken others having been blessed 
to them. O what shall I render to the Lord for all 
his benefits! Surely my heart is harder than a rock, 
that it does not overflow with love and gratitude. O 
Jesus, soften this obdurate heart; fill my soul so abun¬ 
dantly with thy love that I may be constrained to live 
every moment of my life to thee ! increase my faith ; 
draw me, and I will run after thee. 


Wednesday, November 6.—I went in to town to the 
cha{)el—^found the word sweet to my soul—^felt hum¬ 
bled under a sense of sin. Lord G. was not well this 
morning; I was sorry to leave him. 

Thursday, November 7_Fast-day in Edinburgh. I 

went to church; but my spirits were much depressed 
with a sense of sin, my distance from God, and Lord 
G.’s illness. 
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Sundayt November 24.—desire this evening, in the 
presence of the Lord, to recount some of his dealings 
towards me, in a way of judgment as well as mercy. 
May I learn wisdom from experience, and turn with 
my whole heart to that God Avho hath smitten, and 
hath also supported me while his rod lay heavy ujxm 
me. On Saturday the ninth. Lord G.’s illness in¬ 
creased ; I went to town to seek a nurse for him, and 
to ask the prayers of the church then assembled, 
intending to return after the sac’-rament next day, 

leaving I)r R-with him. Hearing next day that 

he was worse, I returned home before the ordinance; 
found liim very ill, and sent for more assistance. On 
Monday I sent for several ministers, who came and 
continued in prayer and exhortation all next day. 
At eight o’clock on Tuesday night, as Mr De Courcy 
was concluding a very importunate prayer in his be¬ 
half, he died..;—He had frequently that day expressed 
a sense of the evil of sin, and his inability to believe 
on Jesus; he said he had no hope but in the merits of 
Christ; he wishetl to believe, and attempted to pray;— 
seemed pleased with the prayers of others, desired 
them to continue to do so:—towards evening he grew 
delirious. This was a very great distress to me; I 
had always entertained a hope that my prayers for 
him would be heard, and that he would “ liavc made 
a good confession” at the last. When the final stroke 
was given, I sunk under it, and fell motionless upon 
the floor. My heart rebelled against God, I inwardly 
said, “ It is hard.” At that instant the Lord said 
unto my soul, “ Be still, and know that I am God.” 
These words were accompanied with such power, that 
from that instant an unspeakable calm took place in 
my mind. Every murmuring thought subsided. I laid 
my h(»pd on my mouth, and held my peace. Upon 
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leaving the r(X)m, these words were impressed on rny 
heart, “ Thy Maker is thy husband; the Lord of 
Hosts is his name.” The light which accompanied 
them gave new life to my soul. I saw the Lord as it 
Were calling me to the high dignity of being espoused 
to himself by an everlasting covenant. My soul exult¬ 
ed in the pros])cct of being united to this glorious 
Head, of being guided and led by his Spirit, and made 
a partaker of all the blessings he had purchased for 
his s])ousc, the cluirch. The word of God was very 
refreshing to my soul all that night and next day. 
Many texts of Scaipture came seasonably to my re¬ 
membrance*—when tempted to murmur, “ Who art 
thou that repliest against God, or sayest. What dost 
thou ?”—When I felt sorrow for my husband, “ The 
J^ord liveth ; and blessed be my rock.”—If the snares 
and dangers of my now situation presented themselves, 
and I felt afraid of falling into them, “ I will instruct 
thee and teach thee the way thou shouldst go ; I will 
guide thee with mine eye.” Thus did the Lord com¬ 
fort, support, and refresh my soul during the first days 
of my widowhood; but the enemy was soon after permit¬ 
ted to assault me. A Christian friend was made the 
instrument of plunging me into deep distress, and for 
some days I felt an agony of mind not to be express¬ 
ed, till one morning I was relieved by rt*ading Boston’s 
Crook in the Lot; my comforts were restored, and I 
once more tasted the goodness of the Lord. O that 
my soul may ever keep in remembrance his marvel¬ 
lous loving kindness in this day of my calamity! 
Blessed, for ever blessed be the Lord, who hath load¬ 
ed me with his benefits. What shall I render unto 
him I have nothing but what he hath already given 
unto me. I can only bring to him what in truth are 
his own, my soul, body, and spirit; my fortune, health, 
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name, comforts, time, and life, to be disposed of as 
seemeth best in his sight.—O my God, let my life be 
spent upon earth to thy glory. Let every thought of 
my heart be brought into the obedience of Jesus. Pre¬ 
serve me by thy almighty power through faith unto 
etenud salvation; and deliver me from every thing 
that stands in opposition to thy perfect and blessed 
will. Do with me in this world whatever may tend 
to thy glory, and the salvation of my soul! Grant that 
I may honour thee in my dcadi, and afterwards be 
admitted to the eternal enjoyment of thee in glory. 
My whole desire is before thee ; hear and answer me, 
for Jesus’ sake. Amen. W. G. 

The remains of Lord Glenorchy were conveyed to 
Finlarig, at the head of Loch Tay, the burying-place 
of his ancestors; and his widow, with a jointure of a 
thousand pounds a-year, took up her residence with 
Lord Breadalbanc at the Abbey of Holyrood-housc. 
On opening Lord Glenorchy’s repositories, a disposi¬ 
tion, as it is called in Scots law, was found, dated the 
16th of April in this year, which was just six months 
and twenty-four days before his death. By this deed 
he gave Lady Glenorchy his whole real or landed 
estate of the baronies of Bamton and King’s Cra- 
mond, and other lands, with the patronage of the 
parish of Cramond, and all things belonging to him, 
in full right to her and to her heirs for ever. In a se¬ 
cond deed of the same date, he assigns to her by will^ 
for the favour and affection, as he expresses it, that 
he bore to her, all his plate, furniture, linen, pictures, 
prints, books, and every other thing over which he 
had a disjrasing power, making her his sole executrix 
and legatee; and that of all which belonged to him in 
each* of the houses of Taymouth, Barnton, and the 
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Abbey of Holyrood-house, and which must have 
amounted to a considerable sum, under the following 
and no other provision. 

Firsts Reserving a power to renounce this deed any 
time during his life. Secon^y^ Under the burden of 
his debts, funeral charges, and legacies, if he should 
leave any, at any future period. Thirdly^ “ With 
full power to the said Willielma, Viscountess Glen- 
orchy,” to use the words of the testator, “ upon my de¬ 
cease, to convert the whole of my said estate, means, 
and effects, hereby conveyed, into money, and to em¬ 
ploy or bestow the whole, or such part thereof as she 
shall see cause, for encouraging the preaching of the 
gospel, and promoting the knowledge of the Protestant 
religion, erecting schools, and civilizing the inhabitants 
in Breadalbane, Glenorchy, and Nether Lorn, and other 
parts of the Highlands of Scotland, in such a way and 
manner as she shall judge proper and expedient. And 
in case of her death l>efore the whole funds to be des¬ 
tined by her shall be so employed in pious purposes, 
the remainder thereof shall be employed at the sight 
of, and by the direction of Charles Earl of Elgin and 
Kincardine, and David Earl of Leven, or the sur¬ 
vivor of them ; with power also to them, or the sur¬ 
vivor of them, to assume, nominate, and appoint one 
or more trustees in their place, who shall have the 
same power with themselves in laying out and bestow¬ 
ing the same aforesaid, failing my wife by decease be¬ 
fore the whole be so employed.'” Of the existence of 
these settlements Lady Glenorchy was completely ig¬ 
norant, until they were, after Lord Glenorchy’s death, 
produced. These deeds must have been very gratify¬ 
ing to Lady Glenorchy, not merely as they put her in 
possession of a large independent fortune, but because 
they were the most decisive proofs to the world, that 
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notwithstanding his vexing behaviour towards her, she 
was the object of his esteem and confidence, and that 
her conduct met with his approbation. Barnton, as 
lias been seen, had been very recently purchased, and 
a part of the price still remained unpaid ; but Lord 
Breadalbane, having previously at his own charge 
completed the payment in a most handsome and gener¬ 
ous manner, put her in the full- and free jiossession ol‘ 
it.* She now, at the age of thirty, was her own mis¬ 
tress, without any restraint, and with art independent 
fortune of between two and three thousand ])ounds 
a-year. In the.se circumstances, deprived of the pro¬ 
tection which the very name of a husband brings along 

• The reader cannot fail to be struck with the affection and confidence 
which Lord Glenorchy displayed towards Lady Glenorchy in tliis matter. 
Witli all his peculiarities, he was not wanting in real attachment to her ; 
and a man with far less discernment than he possessed, could not be in¬ 
sensible to her talents and her -worth. Actuated by these feelings, he 
took the most natural and eflectual manner of exhibiting them, by leav¬ 
ing her all the wealth and all the comforts which lay in his power. By 
his conduct upon this occasion, he not only discovered the strength of 
his affection for her, and the high veneration in whidi she was held by 
him, but also indirectly showed, that he was not insensible to the value 
and unportance of tliose schemes of usefulness, and of those plans for 
promoting the interests of religion, which he well knew constantly lay 
so near her heart. And beyond a doubt, this evidence of his confidence 
iind regard must have made a deep and lasting impression on Lady Glen¬ 
orchy’s mind, while it at once showed her how high she stood in his esti¬ 
mation, and put it in her power to accomplish those schemes of benevo¬ 
lence and piety, the accomplishment of which gave, in her mind, to ho¬ 
nour and affluence their highest charms. 

Although she was entirdy ignorant of the nature of Lord Glenorchy's 
will previous to his death, yet it is hardly possible to imagine that Lord 
Breadalbane was not acquunted with it, nay, it is very probable that it 
was done with his knowledge and approbation, from this circumstance, 
connected -with his generous and noble conduct in paying up the arrears 
of Barnton, it may be fairly inferred, tliat Lady Glenorchy also stood 
very High in his estimation and regard. 
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witli it, she was doubtless exposed to increasing trials 
and difficulties, which, however, she bore witli firmness 
and resolution. Although her mind w'as much dis¬ 
tressed on these accounts, she seems at times to have 
experienced jwculiar peai;e and joy in believing, and 
wonderful supports and enci>uragements from her God 
and Saviour. Immediately upon the back of one t>f 
these delightful experiences, she was visited with a 
severe attack of fever, which confined her for several 
•veeks, and inteiTupted her Diary. But what were her 
feelings, and views, and conduct at this pcx’iod, only a 
few months after her wldowhootl, will be best seen by 
the followings extracts. 

Kdhibta'fi;h, Fchruary 12 .—For some time past I 
have omitted writing the Ford’s dealings with my soul, 
^v■lucll I find by repeated experictice to be a loss to me. 
Many are the mercies I ought to have noticed. Many 
the sins and backslidings I ought to have lamented and 
humbled myself for before the Ford. Three things in 
particular I would now call to mind. First, Deliver¬ 
ance from a temptation which has harassed my soul 
fiann day to day for nearly a year past. Secondly, 
Having obtained power to pray with my family, which 
I thought I never should have been able to do for 
want of gifts and on account of timidity. Thirdly, 
For the seasonable interpositions of Providence by 
.sickness, when I felt my heart going out after the 
things of the world, thus bringing me back when in 
danger of going out of the narrow way.; and lately giv¬ 
ing me a near view of death, and showing it to me dis¬ 
armed of its sting—removing fear—stirring up others 
to pray for me, and hearing their prayers in my be¬ 
half. O, my soul, praise the Ford for his good¬ 
ness ! But alas! how have I requited him. 1 am 
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ttshanied and confounded wlien 1 tliink upon my 
ways; my sins for number are as the sands of the sea¬ 
shore. I have neglected private prayer and medita¬ 
tion ; I have not glorified God with my tongue, but 
spoken vanity; my heart has gone out too much after 
worldly things. Vain thoughts have lodged within me. 
I have not fled out of the way of temptation, but ra¬ 
ther courted it. 1 have sat too often, and too long, 
with unprofitable company, and have not sought re¬ 
tirement. I have gone on in this course, though I saw 
the consequence must be a loss to my soul, I have suf¬ 
fered every body and every trifle to intrude ujion me, 
and rob me of the fellowship of tlie Father and of 
the Son, &c. O merciful Father, turn thou me and I 
shall be turned ! Seek thy servant; stretch forth thine 
hand and .save me! Pluck my feet out of the net 
which mine enemies have privily laid for me ! Lord 
Jesus, I look unto thee to save me ! O make haste to 
help me! Strengthen the things that remain and are 
ready to die ! < Hear me spt^edily, O my God, lest my 
enemies triumph over me ! O let not thy blessed 
name be reproached for my sake ! 

Smiday, February 16.—Last night I felt a longing 
desire for the presence of the Lord to iny soul this 
day. At going to bed, I prayed for it with some de¬ 
gree of fervency. I besought the Lord to make my 
room a little sanctuary.' Throughout the night my 
.soul followed hard after him, for coidbrmity to his 
will, and, the image of Jesus. My sleep was sweet 
unto me. This morning I have been enabled to 
pour out my heart before him, with groanings that 
cannot be uttered. He has ^ven me a feeling sense 
of my sins and backslidings, and also a view of his 
mercies to me ever since I was bom, and of the 
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wonderful dispensations of his providence in all the 
incidents and afBictions of niy life past. I saw his 
absolute sovereignty, and my own nothingness, and de¬ 
sired to l>e lost and swallowed up in the ocean of his 
fulness. I have this day once more committed my soul 
and all my spiritual interests to Jesus, casting my care 
upon him, leaving all that the world calls mine to his 
sovereign disposal, to lie employed in whatever way 
may tend to his glory. This I have done with some 
tlegree of faith, and without any known reserve; and 
being sensible of my very great ignorance and blind¬ 
ness, I have besought him to be my prophet to teach 
me. I see in all things my need of such a Saviour, 
and desire to prove his utmost salvation. I have en¬ 
deavoured to plead his promise.s, and besought him to 
seal me with the Holy Spirit, which is the earnest of 
our inheritance. I now look for the answer of these 
jtrayers, and desire to wait upon the Lord in the use of 
the means for the accomplishment of his word, on 
which he hath caused me to hope. 

Lord, hear now the jx;titions of thy servant; my 
desire is not hid from thee. Thou knowest that I seek 
thy lavt)iir, thrt>ugh the merits and intercession of 
.lesus. I esteem it better than life J 

Stmday, March 1.—O what a bitter week has the last 
been ! Guilt upon the conscience, deaduess of heart, 
no access to God in prayer, although I have endeavour¬ 
ed to cry for pardon. Blessed be God for causing me 
to feel what a dreadful thing it is to sin against light. 
O that I may be stirred up to more watchfulness in 
future. May his mercies lead me to repentance. This 
morning I awaked with his word upon my heart^ and 
got some liberty in praying to the Lord for the par¬ 
don of my sin, and for power to accompany the 
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prem;hing of the word this day to heal ray soul. I 
went out to hear what the Lord would say unto me. 
Mr Plend^Ieath's text was Isaiah 1. 4.—“ The Lord 
God hath given me the tongue of the learned, that 1 
should know how to speak a word in season to him 
that is weary; he wakeneth morning by morning ; he 
wakencth mine ear to hear as the learned.” And surely 
the Lord gave him this day the tongue of the learned, 
to speak a word in season to my distressed soul. He 
set forth the power of Christ to save to the uttermost, 
and his willingness to save from all sin, &e. I was 
greatly comforted, and enabled this day to ai-t faith 
upon Christ, as my all-sufficient Saviour. Glory be 
to God ! 

Friday^ Mo/rch‘:Q .—O bless the Lord, ray soul, for 
all his beuefits ! I sought him, and he heard my cry, 
and has again permitted me to approach the footstool 
of his throne, and filled my mouth with arguments. 
He has given me a sweet morning in reading and 
praying over the word, with the joyful liojie of my 
prayers bein^ heard. I have spread all luv sins and 
sorrows before him, all my wants and fears ; and have 
been enabled to cast my care upon him, and to believe 
that he is able and willing to help me, and to carry on 
his work in my soul, in spite of all the opposition it meets 
with from men, devils, and my own vile heart. I have 
besought his mercy to this land and to his church ; to 
all my friends, acquaintances, and family; and have 
felt his mighty power drawing my soul out in love to 
Jesus, and to a full and free surrender of myself to him 
in time, and to all eternity. The prayer of my heart 
is, “^one but Christ.” The world seems a di.smal 
vmd without him—death, the king of terrmrs*—eter¬ 
nity, an endless state of torment. But wkh lli^, the 
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present cross is sweet—death will be a messeng^ of 
peace—and who can say what joys await the blessed 
soul united to Jesus in the world to come ? O, Holy 
Jesus, sanctify my nature by thy Spirit, purify my 
thoughts and affections, that I *nay have some fore¬ 
taste of the bliss and holy joy, which is the portion of 
thy smnte above! 

Thursday, March 12.—I had some comfort this 
morning, in reading the cures our blessed Lord per- 
iwmed on many who came to him in the days of his 
flesh. They had different degwics of faith, yet all were 
made whole. I felt my faith weak, but saw it suf¬ 
ficient to lay hold on Jesus as able and willing to save 
to the uttermost. Being fast-day, I went to chutdi. 
Dr Webster preached on the brazen serpent: be de¬ 
scribed the different degrees of faith from the same 
instances t had been conridering in the morning, in a 
very lively manner, and confirmed my thoughts upon 
the subject. It was an excellent sermon, and accom¬ 
panied with power to my soul. I have felt it good this 
day to enter the house of the Lewd; the psalms, prayers, 
and .sermons, were sweet to me, like the refreshing dew 
to the parched ground. What must it be to enter the 
celestial courts, where we shall see Jesus face to face, 
and to be transformed into his image! whfere sin 
and sorrow are excluded, and the pleasures we enjoy 
are without interruption, and without end ! Here we 
see in part, and know in part; there we shall know as 
we are known, and sec him as he is. O hastmi the 
time. Lord; yea come, Lord Jesus! Come quickly 1 

Saturday, March 14.—Finding my soul ver^^dead 
thk morning, and examining what migh.t be the cause, 
it occurred to roe that I had neglected family worship 

n 
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in the absence of the chaplain. I found myself more 
unfit to perform it than ever: yet after crying to the 
Lord for help, I got courage to call in the maid-ser¬ 
vants, and was enabled to go through the duty with 
scane tolerable degree of composure. I have since got 
some access to the Lord in private prayer, and find 
somewhat of the former darkness removed. This is a 
lesson to me to obey the dictates of conscience. O that 
I may keep it in remembrance! This day the Lor<l 
has blessed to my soul the reading of a little book, by 
Doolittle, on the Sacrament. Light shone upon it, 
and gave me to see my sins in heart and life. In 
the afternoon I heard an excellent sermon on cftect- 
ual calling. My heart witnessed to the call of God in 
my heart, and to my having been made willing to obey 
it in a day of his power. Glory be to God ! 

Sunday, March 15.—Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and all that is within me be stirred up to praise and 
magnify his holy name ! I sought the Lord, and lu; 
heard and answered my prayer. He has refreshed my 
dry parched fainting soul this day with the dew frtnn 
heaven. What shall I render unto him for all his 
benefits ? After a sore struggle this morning, with a 
weak and sick body and fearful mind, I called in my 
family to prayer. The Lord enlarged my heart in the 
duty. I was led to plead the promises contained in 
the new covenant, and to ask the fulfilment of them to 
our souls; and that we might obtmn faith this day to 
lay hold on that c,ovenant made with Jesus before the 
foundation of the world. At church Dr Webster took 
for his text, And to Jesus, the mediator of the new 
covenant."” He repeated all I had been praying for, 
and showed that the Lord was willing to fulfil these 
promises to every believing soul. At the table Mr 
Plenderleath .spoke to the same purpose, and exhorted 
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us to lay hold on the covenant. His words seemed 
addressed to me as an answer to my prayer. Upon 
the whole, it has been a sweet day to my soul. I 
gloried in Jesus; I could have spoken aloud to his 
praise; his name was as ointment poured forth; the 
enemy was Icept off, though he often attempted to 
molest me. I could not forbear ^ving thanks with an 
audible voice in my way home; my heart was exceed¬ 
ing joyful. O for that state when we shall enjoy the 
Lord without interruption, and without end! Come 
quickly. Lord Jesus ? 

Since writing the foregoing page, the Lord has been 
pleased to send a severe fever upon me, which has 
confined me fw seven weeks. It began upon the 
Monday after the sacrament, at which time I received 
uncommon consolation, and had a sort of impression 
that it was a strengthening cordial before some great 
trial. I was afraid it might have been temptation to 
some sin, and cried much to the Lord to keep me, 
and rather let me suffer any pain than sin against 
so much mercy as he had manifested towards me. 
For some days after, I tliought myself dying, and my 
soul was cold and unaffected. I had neither fear nor 
joy in the view of death. I was enabled simply to ccun- 
mit myself into the Lord’s hands, to do with me what¬ 
ever he saw best. The chief uneasiness I felt was lest 
the rod should not be sanctified;—and I have cause 
to apprehend this, for, notwithstanding the amazing 
goodnes.s of God to my soul and body, I continue a 
poor, weak, cold, ungrateful creature,—^my mind is 
enfeebled, and I am unfit for every thing, but to learn 
patience and sulnuission to the Lord’s will.' 
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CHAPTER XI. 


Lady Glenorchy takes the man^ement of her temporal aflairs into her 
own hands—Conducts herself with prudence and jiminess—Makes all 
her temporal concerns subservient to religion—^Extracts from Diary, 
from June 21, to July 6, 1772—Lady Glenorchy goes to Taymouth 
with Lord Breadalbane—Extracts from Diary, from July 26, to Sep¬ 
tember 12, 1772—Lady Glenorchy returns to llatnton, becomes ac¬ 
quainted with the Ladies Henrietta and Sophia Hope—Lady Glenorchy 
forms the design of building a chapel in Edinburgh—Circumstances 
attending laying tlte foundation-stone of that building—Extracts from 
Diary—Lady Glenorchy’s great humility—Extracts from Diary from 
January 1, to February 7, 1773—Lady Glenorchy establishes a chapel 
at Strathiillan, in the parish of Killin, and places it under the di¬ 
rection of the Society in Scotland for Props^ating Christian Knowledge 
—Lady Glenorchy goes to Taymouth—Becomes more and more neces¬ 
sary to Lord Breadalbane—Peculiar Christian experience—Extracts 
from Diary. 


Deep seriousness and religious feeling, were the habits 
which continually occupied the mind of Lady Glen¬ 
orchy ; yet she was, as we before observed, possessed 
of strong natural abilities and talents for business, and 
showed by her own practice, that true piety and a be¬ 
coming attention to worldly matters, are far from being 
inconsistent and incompatible things. Having now 
the command of her time, she took her secular affairs 
into her own management, and permitted the interven¬ 
tion of men of butiness as little as possible. She was 
neither suspicious on the one hand, nor credulous on 
the other; and although she did not possess perhaps 
what is commonly denominated sharpness in worldly 
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transactions, she had nevertheless penetration and cau¬ 
tion sufficient to prevent any gross impositions being 
practised upon her. She let her farms, and collected 
her rents. But she never appeared at any time in a 
court of law, either as plaintiff or defendant, and yet 
she was never known to have suffered any material loss 
in her pecuniary concerns. Her personal appearance 
at Barnton was, of course, at times indispensably requi¬ 
site. Accordingly, we find her there in the month of 
June this year, and this place must now be considered, 
in a sense, as her home. She, however, at the earnest 
desire of Lord Breadalbane, and that, too, frequently 
at a great deal of personal inconvenience, always attend¬ 
ed him during the summer and autumn months at Tay- 
mouth, to the very end of his life, and for the most part 
spent the winter in Edinburgh; from which circum¬ 
stances she could comparatively pass little of her time at 
Barnton. She was at this period employed in finishing 
the external arrangements and embellishments of Barn¬ 
ton, tliat its appearance might not with any justice be 
subjected (o.the censure of those in superior life who 
might occasionally visit it. These circumstances, how¬ 
ever, she considered unworthy of being noticed in her 
Diary, which she confined to nobler and more impor¬ 
tant pursuits. Whilst she attended to duties of a tem- 
jMiral nature in their own place, she was much more 
seriously and earnestly engaged in arranging the state 
of her heart, that it might appear blameless in the 
sight of God. The former she found no difficulty in 
accomplishing; the latter, although she attended to it 
early and late, and with all her might, she could not 
reduce to the order she wished, and which was the 
almost constant subject of her thoughts, and her pray¬ 
ers, and her lamentations, and her tears Ix'fore God, 
and the cause of which she searched for, as with lighted 
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candies, through every avenue of her spirit, which will 
appear by the next quotation from her Diary. 


Bamton, June 21.—Being detained by sickness from 
public worship, I shall endeavour to employ this day 
in examination of my heart in the presence of God, to 
inquire into the cause of the decline I feel of the spirit¬ 
ual life in my soul. The symptoms are, reluctance to, 
and deadness in prayer,—disrelish for the word of God, 
and darkness upon my mind when reading it,—wan¬ 
dering thoughts in hearing, and in social prayer,—^no 
desire to speak to others about their souls; not seeking 
opportunities of doing so, and rather shunning them, and 
when I am at any time obliged to do it, can say nothing 
to edification. I join more readily than I used to do in 
worldly conversation, and do not find it so tiresome as 
formerly. In the morning, instead of waking with the 
Lord, and finding his word upon my heart, I often 
find worldly thoughts there, which take such violent 
possession of me, that I cannot drive them out, even 
when I go to prayer. I feel a general decay of all the 
graces of the Spirit in my soul. The importunities of 
the poor weary me, instead of rejoicing, as I ought to do, 
in the privilege of relieving the wants of the needy. I 
feel grieved at the numbers who apply to me, and fear 
giving to them, lest I should not have enough left for 
the plans I have laid, not considering, that if the Lord 
calls for it in this way, and I give in obedience to his 
command, he will either supply me for the other pur¬ 
poses I have in viewj or not call for the execution of 
them. I feel my conscience less tender than it used to 
be, my heart hard, and not grieved at the neglect of 
duty. I am apt to abuse the doctrine of free grace, 
and say in my heart, “ If once in Christ, always in 
Christ; why then should I be afraid ?” Thus I sit 
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tlowii contented in false peace. O Lord, wherefore is 
it thus with me ? Thou only knowest; search me 
and try me. Is there an Achan in the camp ? Jet 
liiin be brought forth tliis day and slain before thee. 
Whatever pain it may give, yet spare it not, O my 
God ! I am thy servant, let not mine enemies triumpli 
over me. O rescue me from the powers of darkness ; 
make haste to help me,—make no long tarrying, O 
my God! In the multitude of thy tender mercies, 
for Jesus’ sake, blot out my transgressions, and par¬ 
don my sins, for they are great; and seal thy pardon 
to my soul, that a sense thereof may produce godly 
sorrow, and repentance not to be repented of. O re¬ 
vive and quicken my soul by the renewing influences 
of thy Holy Spirit, for thine own name’s sake. Hast 
thou not brought me out from among the heathen, 
and given me a name among thy people, and by thine 
own almighty power preserved me hitherto, not for my 
sake, but because so it seemed good in thy sight ? Do 
not then, O God, give me up into the hands of mine 
enemies, lest thine own glorious name be blasphemed; 
but rather manifest thy power and love, in turning me 
again from mine iniquities ; and glorify thy grace in 
my salvation, that all who see me may say, “ Let the 
Lord be magnified, that taketh pleasure in the pros¬ 
perity of his servants.” Hear this prayer, I beseech 
thee, O my Father, for Jesus’ sake. Amen. 

Upon recollection, I think the present comfortless 
frame of mind may proceed from one of the following 
causes:—The hurry of company and business I have 
been engaged in for half a year past, which, together 
with bad health, deprived me of many hours I used 
formerly to spend in devotion, and also of public op¬ 
portunities of waiting upon God ; or, it may l)e, the 
change in my outward circumstances; or my inward 
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deadness and poverty may be tlie answer to my prayers, 
I have often solemnly begged of the Lord to guide me 
in the right way, though it might be most contrary 
to my inclination, and grievous to flesh and blood, 
Now, perhaps the Lord is in this way calling me to sec 
more of my own vileness, and the unprofitableness of 
self-dependance and resting upon duties performed, or 
gifts in myself or others, and leading me to rely wholly 
on the finished salvation of Jesus ;—he is pei-haps call¬ 
ing me to follow him in the night, as well as by day, in 
order to try my faith ; and by denying me the comforts 
of religion, and sensible enjoyment of him in ordinances, 
is proving whether I follow for the loaves and fishes, 
or for himself only. Whichever of these be the cause, 
I would now, in dependance on divine grace assisting 
me, resolve to redeem as mucli time as possible for 
private prayer—^to go early to bed, that I may be able 
to rise early,—to be holy and circumspect in my con¬ 
versation in company, as a probable means of keeping 
away unprofitable visitors. To look continuiilly to 
Jesus, and consider him in the days of his flesh, pour¬ 
ing contempt on the pride of this life. As a means of 
curing high thoughts (it is by faith we overcome the 
world), to think of God manifest in the flesh, despised 
and rejected of men, exposed to hunger, to watching, 
and fasting, and had no place where to lay his head, 
and at last crucified betwixt two thieves. Shall this bo 
believed, and the world courted and admired ? Forbid 
it. Lord. Let the servant be contented if he be as the 
Master, Upon the whole, I would exhort my soul 
still to hope in God, for he is my God, and I shall yet 
prmsc him as the health of my countenance. 

This day I heard 'two rousing sermons from Mr 
Russel and Dr Erskine, and found myself convinced 
of sin and alarmed with my state, whilst hearing them} 
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but since coming home, I have lost all sense of it; 
my mind is confused and wandering; I attempt to 
pray, but cannot form a thought or desire;—I feci 
shut up in darkness. O that the Lord in mercy 
would be pleased to quicken me by his Spirit! I 
know not what to do. Lord Jesus, undertake for me, 
and help me in this time of need ! 

Bamtmi, Sunday, July 6.—This morning I was seiz¬ 
ed with great fears of falling back into the world. Mr 
Walker preached in the chapel, and during the ser¬ 
mon I was tempted to doubt of God’s love, and to think 
I never had been effectually called by his grace ; but 
that I was now in the case of Saul when he said, “ The 
Philistines are upon me, and God is departed from 
me.” I wept much in the chapel, and when I came 
out of it, felt exquisite distress. I spoke with. Mr 
Walker about my case, and got some little relief from 
v.'hat he said; but more at night, by pleading that 
promise in Isaiah vi. 7. “ And thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged.” 

In July. Lady Glenorchy went to Taymouth, Dur¬ 
ing the remainder of Lord Breadalbane’s life, she took 
as formerly the charge and management of the family 
and its concerns, did the honours of the place, and 
saw her own company ; but she was now no longer in 
the relation to it in which she once stood, she was 
barely the widow of the late heir, the succession 
belonging to a very distant branch of the family. To 
many persons this would have been a very morti¬ 
fying and dispiriting reflection, a cause of lamenta¬ 
tion and regret, if not of murmurings and repining. 
But Lady Glenorchy, although in her usual recollec¬ 
tions on her birth-day she was necessarily led to re- 
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vert to the death of Lord Glenorchy, she never once 
gave the most distant allusion to the loss of her pros¬ 
pects. Although she very beautifully and forcibly 
takes notice of the kindness of Providence in enabling 
her to resist the importunities of her friends to pro¬ 
long her stay the last year at Taymouth, as from the 
peculiar state of Lord Glcnorchy’s health it would in 
all probability have been injured by it, she only ex¬ 
presses tlic superior enjoyment she felt from the retire¬ 
ment and seclusion of this place, from what she pos¬ 
sessed at Bamton, as will appear by the following ex¬ 
tracts from her Diary. 


Taymmith, July 26, 1772.—I arrived at this place 
on Thursday, and find quiet and retirement very sa¬ 
lutary for my soul: my mind is more composed, and 
my heart more set on spiritual things than when I w'as 
at Bamton; I have got nearer access to the Lord in 
prayer, and have found refreshing influences from on 
high watering my soul, which has been as the dry 
parched ground. This morning the Lord has per¬ 
mitted me to draw near and plead his promises, and 
also that he would make me to believe the declara¬ 
tion of the apostle, 2 Thess. iii. 3. “ But the Lord is 
faithful, who shall establish you, and keep you from 
evil.” 


August 8.—This morning these words came with 
power to my mind, “ I will guide thee with my 
counsel, and afterwards receive thee to glory.” They 
were very sweet at the time; but I soon grew cold and 
dead, and could neither think nor pray. Being de¬ 
tained by sickness from public worship, when the 
family were gone out I went to prayer, begging of 
God to give me the spirit of prayer ; and soon after I 
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was enabled to pour out my heart before him for more 
than an hour, with more liberty and nearness of ac¬ 
cess than 1 almost ever cxperiaBccd. I gave up my 
whose self to the Lord a willing sacrifice ; I laid hold 
on Jesus as my God and Saviour—I held him and 
would not let him go; my soul was enlarged for his 
church and people, and for every one of my friends 
and relations. I wished to continue all day in prayer; 
but my body grew faint, and I was obliged tt> give 
over. I now find my soul refreshed, faith strengthen¬ 
ed, and the Lord Jesus more precious than ever. 
Glory be to God ! 

Sunday, August 9.—This day I have been at the 
Lord’s table, and was enabled to receive the sacred 
symbols as pledges of that covenant ordered in all 
things and sure. My mind was composed; I received 
this record, that God hath given unto us eternal life, 
and this life is in his Son. I had littl^ sensible joy, 
but a calm waiting upon the Lord for salvation, 
which I saw to be sure through the shed blood of the 
I^amb of God, which cleanseth from all sin. 

Sunday, August 23.—I have been lately assaulted by 
a sore temptation. At first I resisted and fought 
against it; but by-and-bye my heart grew more re- 
cunciled to it, and I took complacency in it, though 
at the same time I felt a power within me opposing 
and testifying against it. I have this day confessed 
my sin, and sought the Lord, and have found some 
measure of peace and rest to my soul in believing that 
he will subdue my iniquities, and deliver me from all 
my spiritual foes, and overrule my backslidings and 
infirmities in such a manner, as will bring glory to 
himself, and work humility in my proud heart. I feel 
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a desire that the Lord may conquer every inclination 
in my heart that is contrary to liis blessed will. This 
desire must come from him, and evidences a work of 
grace being begun in me; and he has promised tt> 
perfect his work where he begins it. He is faithful 
who has promised, who also will do it. Amen ! so be 
it. Lord! 

Sunday, August 30.—Last week I have enjoyed more 
peace and composure of mind than usual, owing to the 
Lord having vouchsafed me more clear views of the 
nature of saving faith, and shining upon his work in 
my soul; so that I perceived he had wrought faith 
there, and was carrying on his work of sanctification, 
and brining my \vill into subjection to his; giving 
me resignation under the cross disjx.*nsations I have 
lately met with, and enabling me to exercise faith for 
an issue to them, agreeable to his infinite wisdom and 
grace, and i^ the way that shall be most for his own 
glory, and my everlasting good, however contrary it 
may be to my present desire. I feel a continual war¬ 
fare within me between grace and corruption, and the 
former generally overcoming the latter. This day I 
perceive things visible gain the ascendency over things 
eternal. O that I were more spiritual, more dead to 
the world, and alive to God • 

[Aged 31.] September 2.—This being the day on 
which it pleased the Lord to call me forth from my 
mother’s womb, I desire (according to my custom for 
years past) to record a few of his mercies and gracious 
dealings with me, during the course of the last year, 
and to examine my present spiritual state, and renew 
my acceptance of the gracious offer of life and salva¬ 
tion, made to jjoor sinners through a crucified Re-

deeraer. And I cannot but mention first, the Lord’s 
f^rcat goodness in leading me away from this place 
last year at the very time he did, a.nd that contrary 
to the opinion and advice of all my friends. Had I 
been permitted to yield to them in this, I should have 
had cause to lament it all the days of my life. Lord 

G-, unknown to me, was in a declining state of 

health : I soon had warning of his approaching end ; 
many circumstances concurred to show me, that the 
I.ord’s tittle was come for taking him out of the world, 
and my mind was by degrees prepared for it. When 
the awful stroke was given, the Lord gave me many 
manifestations of his love and peace in himself, such as 
I never did experience before, nor since. Soon after I 
was put in possession of the fortune very unexpectedly 
bequeathed me, I had it jmt into my heart to build a 
chajtel for the poor, and some providential opportuni¬ 
ties oflered to lay out a part of it for the relief of some 
distressed members of Christ; but lest I should be 
lifted up with pride, or intoxicated with my own pros- 
]ierous situation, I was permitted to fall into a snare 
that was artfully laid for me. The more I tried to 
ex1ric;ate myself, the more I was entangled in it. At 
length my soul was humbled to the very dust. I 
cried unto the Lord; he heard and delivered me; but 
not until he had caused me to feel what a grievous and 
bitter thing it is to depart in any measure from a close 
walk with him, and a holy obedience to all his pre¬ 
cepts. The grief and anguish I suffered from this 
trial threw me into a dangerous fever : I was at last 
restored from the brink of the grave, and brought to 
some measure of peace and serenity of mind concern¬ 
ing my late exercise. But I soon grew careless and 
dead, and remained in a lifeless condition, till ]ateJy 
that the Lord lias in some measure revived hi.s work 
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in my soul. My fmth is now stronger. I feel power 
to trust him, and resign myself up unto him wholly 
without any known reserve. 1 desire, O my gracious 
God, with my whole soul to bless thee for the mercies 
thou hast bestowed on me, of the least of which I am 
utterly unworthy! I acknowledge my sins deserved 
thine utmost wrath ; and it is because thou art God, 
and not man, that I am not consumed. What shall I 
render unto thee for all thy benefits ? Alas ! I have 
nothing to bring but sin and misery in return for love 
and mercy. Lord, I prostrate my soul before thee, 
acknowledging my unworthiness, disclaiming all right 
and title to any favour from thee. Yet, imboldened 
by the precious promises made in thy word to the 
chief of sinners, I would now plead the fulfilment of 
them to me; and, as such, lay claim to the gloriofas 
salvation freely offered in the gospel to sinners. I 
would stretch forth the hand of faith to lay hold on 
that life which is offered to all who will come to Jesus. 
I«ord, I believe, help mine unbelief, and seal me thine 
for ever! Amen. 

September 12.—This day I have endeavoured, in the 
midst of darkness and unbelief, to close with Christ in 
all his offices, and to receive him into my heart; giving 
up myself wholly to him, and resting wholly upon him 
for salvation. Therefore I now, in his presence, sub¬ 
scribe myself to be the Lord’s, as witness my hand.

When Lady Glenorchy acquired wealth and oppor¬ 
tunity, her first Uioughts, like those of David, were to 
prepare a place for tlie Lord, a habitation for the mighty 
Gk>d of Jacob ; and with this view she formed the de¬ 
sign of erecting a chapel, which she intended should 
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be in communion with the established Church of 
Scotland; and for this purpose she employed her 
friends in Edinburgh to find a proper situation for it. 
Various places were pointed out; but at length she 
wrote from Taymouth to one employed in this busi¬ 
ness, stating her own sentiments on the subject in the 
following words: “ I think the Orphan-park is the 

most desirable place; and should be so in the eye of 
Christians, who consider not the house, but the people, 
as the church. I begin to be easy about this afiair, being 
persuaded the Lord’s will concerning it shall be done.” 
Soon afterwards the ground was purchased, and trades¬ 
men were engaged; and on the 11th of August she 
writes thus : “ Let no time be lost in laying the foun¬ 
dation. The Lord prosper the work, and send us 
wisdom from above to carry it on and finish it, for lus 
own praise and glory ! I have time for no more than 
to beg the prayers of all the faithful, that the Lord 
may not only build the walls of this house, but fill it 
with his presence ; and gather into it a real church, an 
as.scmbly of the ffuthful, to the praise of the glory of his 
grace!” Neither the views of the people in general at 
that time, nor those of Lady Glenorchy and her friends 
at any time w'ould atlmit of an idle parade at laying 
the foundation-stone of a sacred edifice. But it may 
be satisfactory to the reader to know the account given 
of this event to Lady Glenorchy by a particular friend 
of hers, Mrs Bailie Walker, who was present on this 
occasion. “ This day,” says she, “ I saw the founda¬ 
tion laid of a house for God. It was solemn to think, 
that in future ages men should arise to praise God in 
it. I wanted your company; it would have been a 
comfort to me. My husband, together with Robert 
Scott Moncrieff, Esq. of New-hall, ran with eager¬ 
ness to give their strength to help the corner-stone to 
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its place, and honest Deacon Dickson (a man in that 
day distinguished for his piety and public spirit) stood 
by. When the stone was laid, we adjourned to the 
Orphan Hospital, and sung the following part of the 
118th psalm:— 

That stone is made head corner-stone, 

VlHitch builders did despise ; 

This is the doing of the Lord, 

And wondrous in our eyes. 

This is the day God made, in it 
We’ll joy triumphantly: 

Save now, 1 pray thee. Lord { I pray. 

Send now prosperity. 

Blessed is he, in God’s great name, 

That cometh ns to save: 

We, from the house which to the Lord 
Pertains, you blessed have. 

“ We then read the second chapter of Nehemiah. 
The Deacon prayed warmly and with much enlarge¬ 
ment, for success to attend the undertaking, and to re¬ 
move every obstacle that might oppose its prosperity.” 

In the end of September, or beginning of October, 
Lady Glenorchy returned to Bamton. It may not be 
improper to introduce here to the notice of the reader, 
a circumstance which about this timq occurred, not 
only from the important and pleasing consequences 
which followed, but also to account for references 
which he will by-and-bye see made in Lady Glen- 
orchy’s Diary to the Lady Henrietta Hope. Be¬ 
tween the 23d and 24th of August in the preceding 
year, Lady Henrietta Hope, the eldest daughter of 
John Earl of Hopetoun, crossed from Dover to Calais, 
and in the passage vtas overtaken by a storm, which. 
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under the divine influence, produced such reasonings 
in her mind, and impressions on her heart, as led her 
henceforth to devote herself entirely to the service of 
Christ; and on her return home, not many months 
previous to this period, she sought the acquaintance of 
Lady Glenorchy, and became her indmate and insepa¬ 
rable friend. The very feeble constitution of Lady 
Henrietta Hope, rendered it necessary for her in a 
great measure to live retired; but her great and un¬ 
feigned piety was known to all who had access to her. 
By means of the Countess of Northesk, she procured 
also an interview at this time with Lady Glenorchy, for 
her sister, the Lady Sophia Hope, afterwards Countess 
of Haddington, then just fourteen years of age; and by 
her conversation with Lady Glenorchy, Lady Sophia 
received those religious views and impressions which 
never left her, and by which, as her circumstances 
would permit, she evinced her cordial esteem and affec¬ 
tion for cv'angelical truth and piety during the whole 
of her life. Lady Henrietta possessed a well informed 
mind, a sound judgment, much prudence, and great 
gentleness of manners, and was ever after this a coun¬ 
sellor of Lady Glenorchy’s, and to her opinion she 
uniformly paid much deference. 

In her Diary of November 26, and December 19, 
Lady Glenorchy takes notice of the circumstance of 
tin; foundation of her chapel being laid, and of some 
other events, with much thankfulness. 

Barntony November 26.—Since I came to this place, 
I have been much employed in outward things, in 
Avhich the Lord has prospered me, notwithstanding 
much opjwsition. The church of Cramond is hap¬ 
pily settled: the chapel in town is advancing. On 
Sunday the 3d, I went to the Lord’s table in a very 
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dead frame; felt a want of spiritual taste and relisli 
for the great truths I heard : I was very miserable till 
I came to approach the table, when part of the 22d 
Psalm was sung: I then saw that I had fellowship with 
Christ in his sufferings, particularly in the hiding of 
God’s face. This melted my heart; and I felt content 
to suffer, if so be that in any way I might be made 
conformable to Christ. Soon after this I met with a 
very severe trial from a ciuarter I least expected it; but 
the Lord sujjported, and carried me through beyond 
expectation; he enabled me to kiss the rod, and to 
acknowledge that he is not only just but merciful. 


December 19.—For some weeks past I have had much 
anguish of mind from the above cause. I have been 
reproached, threatened, aspersed, and cruelly used, by 
one whom I had treated but too well; and whom, 
from an excess of compassion and friendship, 1 had 
continuc*d to use with kindness and civility, even when 
I ought in prudence to have withdrawn all intercourse. 
The returns I have met with are a warning that I hope 
the Lord will enable me to observe: May he give 
me the sanctified use of this sharp trial; in the mean¬ 
while, however, I am much hurt by it. My time 
and thoughts have been too much engaged with it, 
and my soul has suffered loss of spiritual life and 
strength. O Lord, undertake for me; I am oppressed 
and afflicted. Revive and quicken me; speak the 
word, and these dry liones shffll live; For thy name’s 
sake hear me! 


The Diary of Lady Glenorchy was written in her 
closet under the immediate eye of God, before whom, 
in the simplicity and integrity of her heart, she un¬ 
veiled all her thoughts and feelings, as well as her 
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actions and their motives. She hence was ever led to 
say with the prophet, to “ God belonged goodness 
and mercy, but to her, shame and confusion of face.'*’ 
Her very great humility deserves peculiar attention. 
She indulged herself in nothing; she devoted her rank 
—her fortune—her time—her widely extended influ¬ 
ence, and all her fine talents, unreservedly to the ser¬ 
vice of God. Upon examining herself before God, 
she declared that she was not conscious of keeping any 
thing back from him which she could command; and 
it was her burden, nay, and it may be truly said, it 
was her constant and only burden, that she could not 
completely subdue every thought and every feeling to 
the obedience of Christ. Whilst she was thus certainly 
rich in grace and in good works, she poured forth in¬ 
cessant tears and groans in secret, considering herself, 
after having done all, to be but an unprofitable servant. 
These exercises of her mind are amply and fully ex¬ 
pressed in the following part of her Diary. 

1773. Janv.ary 1.—I have resolved this day to ob¬ 
serve, more strictly than ever, the state of my soul 
towards God, and to call myself to account evety 
night for the manner in which I have spent the day. 
O that by any means it would please the Lord to re¬ 
vive his work in my soul, and stir me up to more di¬ 
ligence in making my calling and election sure I It is 
with shame and confusion of face that I look back on 
the year past; how trifling, how careless have I been ! 
This day has been mostly spent in company and in 
spiritual conversation, yet my thoughts wander,— my 
mind is vain,—I feel insenrible to every thing that is 
good,—I have done nothing for my Master to-day. I 
am ashamed to draw near unto him. O Lord, breathe 
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on these dry bones that dicy may live ! O revive and 
quicken my soul according to thy word! 


Sunday.) January 3.—Last night and this morning, 
under conviction of the deplorable state my soul is 
in, through distance from God, I have wept before 
him, and made my supplications for grace and strength 
to go forward in his ways. I heard Mr Walker on 
Psalm XXX. and Ezek. ix. 4. and was in some degree 
comforted, but saw that I never had mourned as I 
ought for my sins, nor the sins of others. My heart 
is not right with God; I have been tempted all day 
with worldly thoughts. Mr Balfour spoke this evening 
from the parable of the fig-tree. I was convincetl that 
I was unprofitable, and that it i.s of the Lord’s mercies 
I am not cut down as a cumberer of the ground,—yet 
still I am not enough concerned at this. 


Monday, January 4.—Last night I got liberty tt) 
pour out my heart before the Lord, and got a view of 
his holiness and purity; my soul longed for confor¬ 
mity to his image, and I sought it with some importu¬ 
nity. This helped to clear up to me my interest in his 
covenant, seeing that I truly desired the blessings of 
it, and sought the things he had promised. I was en¬ 
abled to believe that I should receive them. This 
morning my mind was in a sweet composed frame, and 
through the day opportunities have been given me of 
speaking for the Lord. He gave me courage and ut¬ 
terance that astonished myself. Satan has tempted 
me since to be lifted up with this change. This shows 
how needful it is to watch and pray without cca^ng, 
and never more than after enlargement in duty, or 
manifestations of the love of God. 
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Saitirday^ January 9.—I was led last night in prayer 
to see something of the amazing love manifested in the 
sufferings of Christ, and of our astonishing ingratitude 
in our forgt'tting it. I bewailed my own sin atjd that {>f 
others in this respect, and found much comfort in draw¬ 
ing near to God. This morning I have found liberty in 
prayer for more of the image of God, and conformity 
to his will. I desired nothing bxit him, and wi.shed to 
be nothing in myself, that Christ might be all in all. 
But how soon did this frame vanish ! About mid-day I 
was seized with an old temptation, and Jjave ever since 
l)een tlisturbed with it, and praying and fighting 
again.st it, yc't jwithout succe.ss. In different forms it 
again and again assaults me. O that the Lord would 
reljuke the enemy ! then lie would have no 2 >ower 
over me. I.ord, do thou sjieak the word, and it shall 
be done. Thou hast formerly delivered me from this; 
thy hand is not shortened, thy ])ower is the same: de¬ 
liver me, I beseech thee, from the hand of the enemy, 
and the glory shall be thine for ever. Amen ! 

Monday, Jamiary 18.—Last night 1 had liberty to 
jiour out my soul before God, and to plead his pro¬ 
mises, and seek with earnestness the full assurance 
of faith. My soul was greatly refreshed, my hope 
strengthened; and, blessed be his name, I this day feel 
more power to believe, and more inclination and relish 
for spiritual things. Yet, alas ! ray wicked heart is 
still prone to start aside like a broken bow, and leads 
me away before I am aware, on the mountains of va¬ 
nity. 

Tuesday, January 19.—This morning I asked coun¬ 
sel of God concerning visiting unconverted people, and 
read 1 Tim. chaji. v, in order to see if I could find 
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any directions there on this head. I found on exami¬ 
nation, that my intention in keeping up this sort of 
intercourse with them was not to please myself, but to 
endeavour to draw them out from the world, and to 
prevent them saying that religion shut me up altoge¬ 
ther from their society, and made me neglect social 
duties. As I did not see my way clear to give it up, 
after prayer I went out to return some visits, and en¬ 
deavoured to introduce profitable conversation ; but I 
am sensible I did not speak as I ought. 

Wednesday, February 3.—I was very ill last night. 
I found much sweetness and peace of mind in commit¬ 
ting my soul, and all my concerns, into the Lord’s 
hands, that my life and all might be disposed of as 
was most for his glory. This day I feel power to 
trust the Lord, that all shall be well with me, whatever 
the event may be ; I can say, thy will be done in me 
and by me: Let me glorify thee, arid be found in thee, 
and it sulHceth ! 

Sunday, February 7.—Last night as I was pouring 
out roy heart before the Lord in prayer, for a blessing 
upon the ordinances this day, the case of a young gen¬ 
tleman w^as deeply impressed upon my mind, who was 
ill of a fever, I had no aajuaintance with him ; I only 
knew that he was reckoned a serious young man. I was 
led to cry importunately to the Lord for his recovery. 
This morning I was informed that last night the fever 
abated, and it is thought he will recover. From 
this may I not infer, that the Lord sometimes lays the 
cases of his children on the hearts of his people, that 
they may ask the blessings he intends to bestow. 

Sunday, February 14.—This morning these words 
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came forcibly upon my mind : “■If die Loi*d be God, 
serve him; but if Baal, then serve lilui.” I was alarm¬ 
ed at this, and immediately sat down examining my 
heart, to see if I was halting between two opinions; 
but was not able to discover the least desire in my 
heart towards any service but that of the living Goth 
Perhaps this scrijiture may have been suggested by 
the enemy, to perplex my mind on this morning of a 
communion Sabbath, as he is generally busy at such 
limes, and I have been vai’iously tempted this day, but 
in some measure got the victoi*y by casting ray soul 
upon Jesus, and resolvedly choosing him as ray Lord 
and Master. I endeavoured to lay claim to him as 
such in deliancx; of Satan, and took all to witness that 
I this day gave up my soul to him, to be .saved by him 
in his own way and time. At church I felt some ex¬ 
ercises of faith on the sacrifice I saw represented be¬ 
fore me as a sweet smelling savour unto God, and fell 
lhe.se words comfortable, “ Be not afraid.” The minis¬ 
ter wht> jireached said many things very opposite to my 
views of the gospel of peace. I felt my heart more 
inclined to fretfulness, than compassioir for him, and I 
got into a careless spirit. At length Mr W alker rose 
to .serve a table, and spoke to my heart. How glori¬ 
ous did the gospel appear, after what had gone before. 
I..ikc the sun breaking out after a cold, dark, frosty day, 
so did it enlighten, thaw, and warm n»y frozen heart, 
and melted me into.tears of love and contrition. This 
frame continued some time, till another minister suc¬ 
ceeded, wIjo spoke in a manner which much distressed 
me. O for the meek and compassionate mind that was 
in Christ, who wept over those who resisted his love 
and rejected his gospel. 

About this time the Rev. James Stuart, minister of 
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KilUn, at the head of Loch Tay, represented to Lady 
Glenorchy the great need which the district of Strath- 
hllan in his parish, had of additional means of pro¬ 
pagating religious instruction.* 


• “ Strathfillan, originally a distinct parish, was united to Killin 
about the time of the Reformation from Popery, and together with 
Ardeanaig became one charge with it. It consists of Strathfillan pro¬ 
perly so colled, and Glenfalloch ; the first of these, viz. Strathfillan, is a 
flat or bottom, of six miles in length, four of which miles arc situated by 
the oast, and two by tlic west of the chapel or place of worsMj), in that part 
of this country. (Tlcnfalloch strikes out towards the south from that flat 
or bottom, and is five computed miles in length ; the most distant farni 
town thereof is fifteen computed miles from the parish church of Killin, 
and seven from the pliice of worship in Strathfillan. There arc in these 
two places, Glenfalloch and Strathfillan, about two hundred and fifty 
examinable persons, exclusive of the workmen at Coninsh and (fiifton 
mines, who with their followers, are rarely below a hundred and 
fifty persons, and sometimes they amount to the double of that number. 
Few of the common people in Strathfillan and Glenfalloch, who are 2>ast 
thirty years of age, can either read or write; nor can they hear sermon 
or receive public instruction from any other minister but their own, and 
from him rarely too, tor as he has two other places of worship to preach 
in regularly, the nearest of which to Strathfillan is twelve computed 
miles distant from it, he cannot be oftener in these parts than one 
liord’s day in five all the year round, and sometimes he is obliged to be 
seven weeks absent from them witliout being able to give them one 
sermon ; nor can they, like most people in the low country, supply tliis 
defect by repairing to neighbouring churches to wor-ship, for these 
on all hands lie at a greater distance from them than their own parish 
church. Certain tlien it is, that a people who enjoy so scanty a 
measure of the ordinary means of grace, must, in the nature of things, 
labour under very great ignorance of the principal points of our holy re¬ 
ligion, having little or no acquaintance with those great gospel trutlis 
which are calculated to inform the judgment, refine the passions, quicken 
tlie affections, and regulate the conversation. 

“ It is therefore evident frinn the foregoing particulars, that a minister 
pf the gospel would not only be very useful, but is greatly needed 
in these bounds. Accordingly, the reverend ministers who lately 
visited the Highlands, by appointment of the General Assembly of 
the Church, gave it as thar opinion, that Strathfillan is one of those 
places in the Highlands which stands much in need of a new ereefiion of 
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Some time after this. Lady Glcnorchy built or re¬ 
paired a chapel at Stratlifillan, and endowed it, and 
placed it under the direction and patronage of the 
Society in Scotland for Propagating Christian Know¬ 
ledge. This chajiel still remains, and continvics to be 
useful. She also procured two missionary preachens 
of the established church, under the sanction of the 
Society for Propagating Christian Knowledge, ti) go 
through the Highlands ami Islands of Scotland, and at 
her own expense provided them with all things neces- 
sai-y for tiu'ir mission and comfort. Of this we have 
an account in a minute of the Directors of the So¬ 
ciety.*' 

a parish church, ft is to be further remarked, that to Conit).sh and 
Cliflon mines, whicli arc witliin tlic bounds of Str.athtiilan, tlicrc is a 
great resort of persons from all tlie corners of the land, who are various 
in their j)rinciplcs and manner of life. It must theiefore be of great 
consequence to religion, and the peace of the country, that i\ proper 
person should he constantly near them to guide their undcrsUuidiugs and 
inspect their morals. Uesidcs, if Strathtillau was erected into a parish, 
the Hraes of filcuorchy would reap equal bcncHt from it with that part 
of tlic parish of Kiltin, for tlicrc are in these Braes nine or ten farms, 
some of them considerably large and populou-s, till of them at a great dis¬ 
tance from Clachandysart, their own parish church ; and these, as they lie 
coiiiiguous to Stratlifillan, may be joined to it, and the two become an 
united parish, wliicli would consist, in whole, of between six and seven 
hundred constant hearers.” 

** ‘■'•jifiiiutr of a General Meeting of the Society in Scotland for 
Propagating Christian Knowledge, held within their Hall, upon the 
4/7* day of March 1773. 

“ Tlie Committee of Directors reported, that a proposal had been made 
to them by Mr Scott MoncrielF, in name of the Bight Honourable the 
Dady Glcnorchy, setting forth that her liadyship projiosed to employ, 
at her own expense, two licensed preachers of the gospel, to travel 
among the natives in the Highlands and Islands of Scotland, in the 
capacity of missionaries, to preadt the gospel, and instruct the ignorant 
in the principles of tlie Christian reformed religion ; and that her Lady- 
ship was desirous to have tlic countenance of tills Society in that under¬ 
taking, by their giving these missionaries a commission from the Society. 
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In July, Lady Glenorchy went to Taymouth, where, 
on every returning year, her presence became more 
and more desirable, and even necessary, to Lord 
Breadalbane. Both there and in Edinburgh, she 
closely attended him, as a daughter dearly beloved, 
and studied to make his declining days as comfortable 
as it was in her power to do. This she considered to 
be her incumbent duty. 

By persons intimately acqxiainted with the spiritual 
life, the thoughts, and feelings, and reasonings of 
Lady Glenorchy, will be well understood anti easily 
accounted for, as they are the usual attendants of light¬ 
ing the good fight of faith. To those who have not 
advanced so far in Christian experience, the following- 
extract may be both instructive and consolatory, as it 
shows that the very things which, it may be, perplex 
and distiourage them, have been experienced by son«e 
of the most distinguished religious characters wliich 
have gone before them. 

Sundayf July 25.—After experiencing for some tinu' 
this morning great deadness and hardness of lieart, 
the Lord at length listened to the voice of my groan¬ 
ing, and gave me unusual liberty of access to his 
throne, where I poured out my whole heart before 
him, and devoted myself afresh to him—soul, body, 
and spirit, to be his for ever more. So be it. Lord ! 


“ Which proposal being considered by the Meeting, and appearing to 
be greatly for the interest of religion, the Society resolved to give all tlie 
countenance that is in their power so such a pious undertaking ; and 
therefore authorized the Preses of the Committee, or any other person 
they shall name, and the Clerk to the Society, to sign commissions to 
such missionaries to be appointed by her Ladyship, and approved of by 
the said committee, in full and ample fbrm, and to affix the Society's seal 
thereto.” 
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Thursday^ August 5.—I heard an excellent sermon 
this morning from Mr Calder on “ Son, give me thy 
heartduring which I was attacked by temptation 
to atheistical thoughts, so much so, that 1 could not 
join in the last psalm or prayer from the power of 
unbelief. When I came home I prayed against them, 
and they are now gone; yet I still remain in a dead 
burdened state, perplexetl, afraid, and discomposed. 
Lord, save me from my sj)iritual foes, for thine own 
name’s sake ! Amen ! 

Sunday/, August 8.—1 arose early this morning to 
seek liie Lord, and, after some hinderance from a dead 
heart, I got leave to pour out my soul before hini. I 
felt the workings of sorj'ow for sin, and hatred thereof, 
and desired to be wholly conformed to the image of 
Christ. Upon examination I find I want the fol¬ 
lowing: things: A strong faith and clear view of the 
mystery of redemption by an incarnate God,—the 
faith which powerfully operates in overcoming the 
Mmrld, and fills the soul with peace, love, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost. I want the powerful influences of 
the Holy Spirit tt> sanctify ray nature, consume my 
dross, to solemnize my mind, illuminate my under¬ 
standing, and to lead me into all truth. I want to 
experience the power of Christ in his kingly office, 
subduing his enemies in my soul, casting down imagi¬ 
nations, and every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God; and that, when wan¬ 
dering thoughts come in like a flood, he would lift up a 
standard against them, and rule and reign over me now 
and for evermore. I want power over the fear of man, 
and the shame I still feel in confessing Christ before 
men. I want to be delivered from the love of worldly 
prmse and applause and admiration. I want strength to 
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resist the devil, the world, and the flesh, and wisdom 
to perceive the snares they lay for my feet. I want a 
spirit of prayer and supplication, and relish for the 
word of God, which of late has been a dead letter 
unto me. In fine, I want the image of Christ stamped 
on my soul, bis will done in me and by me, and the 
comfort of knowing assuredly that I am now savingly 
united to him, and that nothing shall ever be able to 
pluck me out of his hand. 

I sj)read these wants before the Lord this morning, 
and solemnly gave up myself tt) him, acce])ted of Jesus as 
my only Saviour, and besought the Lord to fulfil my re¬ 
quests in his own time. I found after this much peace 
in my soul, and was enabled to perceive the work of 
God there, and to rejoice in his goodness. I went lo 
churcli in expectation of farther manife-stations; but 
when there I fell itJto a cold careless franje, and heard 
little of the sermon ; and was uuaff'ected by the amaz¬ 
ing scene of love displayed before my eyes in the 
broken body and shed blood of Jesus. I w'cnt to the 
table in a stupid frame ; was confused and distressed 
with several outward things, that drew off my atten¬ 
tion. I did, however, endeavour to receive the ele¬ 
ments as pledges of the dying love of Jesus, as the seal 
of the new and everlasting covenant; and viewed it sis 
the one great sacrifice offered up once for all for the 
sins of many. 

Glory be to God for any thing I have this day seen 
of his love, or of my own interest in the great salva¬ 
tion purchased with the precious blood of a crucified 
Saviour ! When I look back upon my sins, and in¬ 
ward upon my ungrateful heart, how astonishing is 
this love that still follows me with mercy, and bears 
with ray repeated backslidings, still saying, as in Jer. 
iii. 1. “ Return again to me, saith the Lord. O who 
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is a God like unto our God, that pardoneth iniquity, 
and passctli by the transgressions of his people ? yea, 
he multiplies pardons.” O that from this time forward 
he would take possession of my heart, and manifest his 
}iowcr in me, by subduing my iniquities, and bringing 
into captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ. 
T..ord, .s]Xiak the word, and it shall be done. O trans¬ 
form me by the renewing of my mind, and let me 
henceforth live to thy honour while here, and at length 
behold thy glory in thy kingdom ! Amen and Amen ! 
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CHAPTER XII. 


A melancholy event occurs in the coiirsc of building Lady Olenorcliy’s

Eady Glenorciiy was by no means given to super¬ 
stition ; but a very melancholy event took place at this 
time, which would have made a perjilexing as well a.s 
distressing impression on any ordinary mind. On 
Wednestlay the IStli of August, by a most unpardon¬ 
able neglect of the workmen, the scallbkling in her 
chapel, which was building, gave way, jind the archi¬ 
tect and his foreman were jjrecijiitated from its lofty 
roof to the floor, and killed on the spot. To this ter¬ 
rible accident her Ladyship indirectly alludes in her 
annual recollections on her hirth-day. This incident 
gave occasion to an interesting correspondence between 
her and Mr Walker, which will be found in the fol¬ 
lowing pages. In the close of which with great ad¬ 
dress, he intimates his fears that she exceeded in her 
liberality, and might encroach on her capital; in 
which, however, he was completely mistaken, as she 
always took care that her expenses should be below 
her income. 
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[A^d 32.] Scptcnibcr 2.—This being the anniver¬ 
sary of the day of my birth into this evil world, I 
would endeavour, according to custom, to record the 
present state of my sold, and recount the mercies 
of tin; Lord through the past year. But, alas ! how 
painful is the task ! InnumerahJe are the inercie.s 
received ; inexpressible the ingratitude sind folly of my 
baekslidiiig heart, whi<h seems to be hardened by 
prosperity. In thv> month of October last, the Lord 
allowed me to cause the foundation of a house to be 
laid, intendeil I’or the honour of his great name, in 
Ldinburgli. Soon jifter which, he permitted a sore 
and /^rievoii.-. tnal to come upon me, of a nature that 
tt'iidi'd io lumdtle me in my own eyes, and bring down 
my jjKiu-.i heari to tlie dust. Thus was I kept from 
being [ndli'd ii|), or el.-ited with the work carrying on. 
This year also he has honoured me as the instrument 
of preparing a habitation for a minister at Strathfillan, 
wlu'iv the people are destitute of the means of grace. 
A ))lan is also laid for .sending missionai'ies through 
the Higldands, and several others of a like nature arc 
in forwardness. What shall I render to the Lord for 
all his benelits ? What can I say? I am vile, ex- 
ci'eding vile. My life has been a course of backsliding 
for a great whiK' past. I have JK)t followed on to 
kiu>w the Lord. I have gone too much into worldly 
comjiaiiy, in the hope of gaining them. I am led 
away with every gust of temptation, into behaviour 
unbecoming the gospel. I am not suffieiently serious, 
nor holy in my conversation. The world has got in 
upon me. The cares of this life, and many outward 
things, tUstract and divert my thoughts from the 
Lord. Sometimes I am permitteil to cry for help, and 
God hears and answers my prayers, and for a short sea¬ 
son I get power over my corruption: at such times I

am happy, but too soon I yield again unto temptation, 
and all my peace is gone. In this fluctuating state I 
have lieen for many months struggling with unbelief, 
darkness, and sin, especially with the vanities of the 
world, which once had the possession of my heart, and 
would afresh regain their former throne. I feel the 
workings of pride and self-conceit more strongly than 
ever. I cannot conceive any thing more infinitely 
vile than my heart in every respect. I can perceive 
no mark of grace in me, but that of a spirit within 
striving against this self, accusing it to God, and seek¬ 
ing for strength to overcome it. Surely this must be 
the new nature warring against the old. 1 will there¬ 
fore take comfort, and hope for a final victory over my 
spiritual foes ; and while I wonder and stand amazed at 
the long-suflering patience that has spared me for many 
years in this sinful state, and still follows me with mercy, 
may I now offer uj) my soul, body, and spirit, a living 
sacrifice to God, and devote the remaining hours and 
days of my life to his glory : and I would now in thy 
presence, O gracious Jehovah ! with all the solemnity 
and sincerity of which I am capable, embrace the offer 
of grace and salvation in Christ Jesus. I do renounce 
all claim to life eternal in any way hut through thy 
free anti glorious grace, manifested, by the a})point- 
ment of thy beloved Son, to be a propitiation for sin, 
through the shedding of whose blood 1 look for the 
remission of all my sins. I desire to be wjished, justi¬ 
fied, and sanctified in the name of the Liord Jesus, and 
by thy Spirit. I acknowdedge that my life is forfeited to 
thy justice. I now seek it back as thy free gift in the 
way thou hast appointed. I confess that since I knew 
the way of salvation, I have sinned against both mercy 
and light; and if thou shouldest enter into judgment 
with ni6, I could not stand in thy sight. I can, there- 
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fore, have no hope, but in the blood which cleanseth 
from all sin, and in him who ever liveth to plead the 
cause of his people. Hear, O God, that blood which 
speaketh better things than tiie blood of Abel; that 
crieth for pardon'tor a hell-deserving sinner ! And, O 
my God, restore unto me the joys of thy salvation; 
wash me from all the filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
and stamp thine holy image upon my heart; work in me 
both to will and to do of thy good pleasure; deliver me, 
for thine own great name's sake, from the snares and 
temptations of the devil, the world, and the flesh. Let 
thy power be manifested in preserving my soul in the 
midst of an evil world, _jom the contagion of sin, by 
faith unto eternal sa^ »frOn. 

O let this prayer be now heard and answered, as 
far as it may be agreeable to thy holy will, through 
the merits and intercession of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who is my only hope; to whom, with thee, O eternal 
Father, and the Holy Ghost, be ascribed everlasting 
glory, honour, and praise, now and evermore. Amen.

'Fhe Rev. Robert Walker to Lady GUnorchy. 

Madam,—It is with no small reluctance that I 
write to your Ladyship on so dark a subject as the 
melancholy event of Wednesday last. But a sense of 
duty constrmns me to express as I can, how much I 
feel both with you, and for you; and, at the same 
time, to remind you, of what you certainly know and 
believe, that he who hath done this, ‘ giveth no ac¬ 
count of his mattersso that it must be equally fruit¬ 
less and presumptuous to say to him, ‘ what doeth 
thou ?' or, ‘ why dost thou thus ?’

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“ One thing I must beg of your Ladyship, which is, 
to beware of drawing, from your connexion with, and 
peculiar interest in the building, any conduMons that 
may have the remotest tendency either to weaken your 
hands, or to discourage your heart.*' "What hath hap¬ 
pened speaks no other language to you than it doth to 
me, and to as many as the report of it shall readi. 
It is only a repetition of the alarm, that hath so 
loudly and so frequently been published of late, ‘ Be¬ 
hold, I come as a thief in the nightand, surely, 
the place where it was last published, whatever it may 
add, can take nothing away from its solemnity and 
weight. 

“ If it hath pleased the Lord to prevent every other 
preacher, by becoming the first who makes his own 
voice to be heard in your chapel; if it has pleased him 
to write in the very centre of it, and all the way down 
from the roof to the pavement of it, the interesting, but 
much neglected words I have quoted, and although the 
pen was dipped in blood, how erroneous would it be Uj 
pervert into a token of anger, or mark of disapproba¬ 
tion, what may lawfully be interpreted, and ought cer¬ 
tainly to be improved, as an awakening but salutary 
preface to those good tidings of great joy, with which 
I trust that fabric shall resound, while one stone of it 
remains upon another. You will, no doubt, on this 
occasion, receive letters from other friends, who are 
better qualified to suggest what is proper than I am. 

“ My wife sympathizes with you most sincerely, and 
offers most respectful compliments to your Ladyship, 
in which I beg leave to join her. I have the honour 
to be, with the highest esteem, your Ladyship's most 
obedient humble servant, Robert Walker.'”

“ Reverend Sir,—The kind and seasonable letter 
which I received from you some days ago, is a fresh 
proof of the friendly sympathy you have often shown 
to me when in distress, and demands my grateful ac¬ 
knowledgments. You seem to have entered so much 
into my feelings upon this awful and dark dispensa¬ 
tion, and make use of arguments so suitable to the 
particular situation of my mind, that one would think 
you had the gift of discerning the thoughts of the 
heart. I must acknowledge that before I received 
your letter my heart was much disposed to murmur, 
because I could not see the meaning of this unexpected 
trial, and I apprehended that the enemies of the work 
would consider it as a judgment. I also feared, that 
the unholy, unthankful temper of the unworthy author 
of the work, had drawn down the divine wratli upon 
those connected with her. But these, and many more 
unbelieving thoughts, gave place to sentiments more 
becoming a dependant creature, upon reading your let¬ 
ter, which points out to me the way of improving this 
dismal event, and also ret^mds mo of the presumption 
of seeking from the Almighty an account of his ways 
to the children of men. I am much obliged to Mrs 
Walker for her kind sympathy. Lady Jane Home jeins 
in compliments to her and you; we both desire to be 
remembered to and by our dear Thursday’s frieuds. 
We are in a starving condition here as to spiritual 
things; but I hope by the air and exercise I now have 
in such perfection, to get health to enjoy the outward 
privileges I hope to be a partaker of at Bamton. I 
am. Reverend Sir, with much esteem, your obliged 
humble servant, W. Glbnoechy.'^.

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The Rev. Robert Walker to Lady Glenorchy. 

“ Madam,—I had the pleasure to receive, by Mon¬ 
day’s post, your favourable acceptance of the pot)r 
attempt I made to express my sympathy with your 
Ladyship the week before last; and shall always 
reckon myself sufficiently rewarded, when any thing 
that God is pleased to suggest to my mind, contri¬ 
butes in the least to the tranquillity and comfort of 
yours. I am glad that you agree with me in the view 
I took of that awful dispensation, with regard to its 
general aspect and tendency. We have now, I think, 
got our feet upon firm ground, from which we may 
venture with greater safety to look around this doing 
of the Lord, which, like all his other denngs, the 
better it is understood, the more wonderful will it be 
in our eyes. For my own part, I acknowledge that 
the more I consider it, the greater reason I find, not 
only to acquiesce in the event itself, but likewise to be 
reconciled to every circumstance with which it was 
accompanied. The selection of the sufferers, to whom 
the insufficiency of the scapilding proved most fatal, 
hath no doubt a dark appearance. The builder and 
his foreman were indeed the capital persons upon whom 
the conducting and .perfecting the work seemed chiefly 
to depend, so that any other two might have been 
wanted better than they ; but, besides that the Maker 
of men can never want instruments, if any other two 
had suffered; would not their death have, with some 
colour of justice, been charged by many to the account 
of these very capital persons, as it was upon their sup¬ 
posed attention and skill that all the under workmen 
were naturally led, nay, in a great measure obliged, to 
trust for their security ? In my opinion, the dispensa- 
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lion would have been more perplexing if this circum¬ 
stance had been reversed. Humanity inclines us to 
wish that all had been preserved; but if some were to 
suffer, it is impossible to select any other two in whose 
ca.se it might have been said, with such obvious pro¬ 
priety, that ‘ righteousness was laid to the line, and 
judgment to the plummetwhile, at the same time, 
their venturing their own lives upon the scaffold, suffi¬ 
ciently acquits them from that blame with which they 
would have been loaded, had others suffered and they 
remained safe. 

“ But it may be asked, for unbelief is very acute and 
obstinate in putting questions, was it not unlucky— 
for this too is the blundering style of unbelief,—was 
it not unlucky that such a fatal accident should have 
happened in building a house for the worship of God ? 
Thou blind perverse querist, would it have been less 
unlucky either for the sufferers or their employer, 
had the house been intended for the service of the 
devil ? 

“ But where hath God promised to confer strength 
upon weak and ill-chosen materials, merely because 
they are employed in rearing a fabric connected with 
his worship ? Hath he done more in the . present in¬ 
stance, than permitted a cause to produce its natural 
effect ? And is not this event evidently calculated to 
teach us a general and most important lesson, which 
is, that in doing the Lord’s work, no such protection 
or interposition is to be looked for, as will give the 
smallest encouragement to any degree of carelessness 
and inadvertency with respect to the means or manner 
of conducting it ? 

« Men are deservedly praised for using attention 
and prudence in the common affairs of life; and yet 
success in these is equally dependant upon God, as 
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in those infinitely greater things which pertain to his 
own immediate service. Why then should the one be 
carried on in a more careless and slovenly manner 
than the other ? We have no warrant that I know, to 
expect success in prosecuting the noblest end, if we 
neglect the means that are the most proper for attain¬ 
ing it. God is certainly most honoured when his 
servants conduct themselves with wisdom, and walk 
in the midst of the paths of judgment. 

“ liCt me allude to the erecting the tabernacle in 
the wilderness. It was an easy matter with God to 
have reared it up at once, without the intervention of 
any means or instruments. Or he might have ap¬ 
pointed Moses to collect the various materials, and 
then with a word of power, as in the first creation, 
commanded them to range themselves in due order; 
the goat’s hair to become curtains; the scattered 
threads to become hangings of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen; and the unformed masses 
of metal and timber to rise up in the shape and 
dimensions of a complete tabernacle, furnished with 
altars, and basins, and candlesticks, according to the 
pattern showed in the mount. Thus might God have 
revealed his arm, and secured to himself the entire 
and. undivided honour of his workmanship : But it 
pleased him to do a greater thing; instead of display¬ 
ing his power over passive matter, he rather chose to 
glorify himself in the high character of the Father of 
spirits, by manifesting his sovereignty over the active 
mind: For thus he spoke to Moses,-—* See, I have 
called by name, Bazajeel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, of the tribe of Judah, and I have filled him 
with the Spirit of God, in wisdom, and in under¬ 
standing, and in knowledge, and in ^1 manner of 
workmanship.' 
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“ Doth not more of God appear in his * instruct¬ 
ing the husbandman to discretion, and in teaching him 
to open and to break the clods of his gi-ound, to make 
plain the face thereof, and then to cast in the appoint¬ 
ed seeds in their place,’ than if he cait^ed the earth to 
yield its fruits spontaneously ? 

“ It is an approved part of the good man’s character, 
that whilst ‘ he showeth favour and lendetli, he at 
the same time guides his afiairs with discretion.’ The 
metre version of Psalm xli. 1. doth certainly express 
the true meaning of the text— 

^ Blessed is he that witcly dotli 
The poor man’s case consider ;* 

for there may be excess even in works of mercy them¬ 
selves, which, by disabling the giver, may defeat his 
kind and charitable intentions; and God hath no where ■ 
promised to replace that wealth which a too profuse 
liberality may expend. 

“But softly, Mr Scribe, are you not hero intro¬ 
ducing a side-wind that points a little towards my 
quarter ? 

“ I declare. Madam, that I did not intend to give 
it any personal direction whatever ; but now when I 
mark its course, I dare not positively affirm that it 
blows altogether clear of your Dadyship. 

“ I have often told you. Sir, my opinion of the 
world, that it is only to be valued as a means of glori¬ 
fying God by those labours of love which are subser¬ 
vient to the present and eternal interests of others. 
And for my own part, nothing would fpve me greater 
pleasure than that the end of my estate and of my life 
should bear the same date. 

“ But your Ladyship doth not know how many 
years you have to live. 
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“ I neither expect nor wish to live long. 

“ Just as long as God hath ordained ; and if your 
means of usefulness be exhausted before life concludes, 
the remainder can be fruitful of nothing but sympathy 
and good wishes, which will ncitlier feed the hungry, 
nor clothe the naked. Besides, it will be found upon 
a just calculation, that a proper application of your 
annual revenue, even for such a moderate term of years 
as your own desire to depart and to be with Christ 
might be reconciled to, would, upon the whole, be 
productive of greater and more extensive good, than 
the immediate distribution of all that you possess at 
present will amount to; with this advantage too, that 
your light will shine to the last with undiminished 
brightness, and, year after year, afford unto others re¬ 
peated opportunities of seeing and tasting the fruits of 
divine grace, which may constrain them to glorify your 
heavenly Father. 

These, my Lady, to the best of my recollection, 
were once the outlines of an evening’s conversation at 
Bamton. Little did I imagine when I began this let¬ 
ter, that 1 should be twisted about in the course of it 
to give a lecture on economy; but the pulpit door 
flew open so suddenly that I could not help stepping 
in, although I might, and ought to have foreseen, that 
1 should not be able to get out again without running 
foul of my text, by loading your finances with the su¬ 
perfluous tax of a double postage for one letter. 

“ I frankly acknowledge, that nothing would give 
me greater pain than to see the smallest diminution of 
the state which belongs to you, even as to its outward 
gloss and lustre. It is an apostolical decree, 1 Cor. 
vii. 20. ‘ That every one abide in the same calling 
wherein he was called.’ Now it was as a lady of 
rank and opulence that you were called into the vipe.

yard of God ; and you there occupy a place to which 
you are so well adapted, that were you to leave it but 
a hair’s breadth, you would create a vacancy to which 
you have no right of presentation ; and although you 
had, yet even that would be of little avail, unless an¬ 
other power was added unto it, which it is impossible 
you ever can possess—I mean the power of creating a 
presentee, who shall in all points be equally qualified 
to supply it. 

“ After all, I can assure your Ladyship that my 
mind is perfectly at ease upon this head. The only 
species of changeableness I ever could discover in you, 
was the inability of retaining any error, either in opi¬ 
nion or practice, after you discovered it; and upon 
that, or rather upon him who inspires it, I can safely 
depend for your filling up all the parts of the charac¬ 
ter I ijuoted from the Psalms. 

“ I am really ashamed to turn over another page, 
but shall blot no more of it than is necessary in asking 
pardon for this immoderate waste of your time and 
patience; in offering my wife’s most cordial respects to 
your Ladyship, and our united compliments to good 
Lady Jane; and in subscribing myself, with ever grow¬ 
ing esteem, your much obliged and faithful humble 
servant, Robert Walker.” 

« September 1, 1773.” ‘ 

Keep thy heart with all diligence, is a divine com¬ 
mandment ; and obedience to it is enjoined by a very 
weighty consideration,—^for out of the heart are the 
issues of life. Lady Glcnoroby revered this command¬ 
ment. To keep her heart right with God was her in¬ 
cessant effort; and no deviation of thought, no failure 
of affection, no impropriety of motive, were ever jx;r- 
mitted by her to pass unnoticed, unrebuked, unlament- 
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ed, or unchecked. No deeds of piety however exten¬ 
sive, no acts of benevolence however splendid, appear¬ 
ed to be any thing in her sight; her exclusive aim was 
to have her heart right with God. Her deeds of piety 
and her acts of benevolence were unquestionably many, 
and of no small magnitude; but of these she takes 
little or no notice in her Diary, whilst the state of her 
mind occupies not only every page, but almost every 
line. Of her it may be truly said, that she walked 
before God in the land of the living. The following 
extracts, like those which precede, evince this.— 

Noroember 27.—-For some days after the 11th of this 
month my soul enjoyed sweet peace, resting on the 
word of God, and 1 had relish in spiritual duties ; but 
a hurry of business coming on, my mind was disturb¬ 
ed, my time for spiritual things shortened, and I once 
more unhappily got into a withered, sapless state. I 
was, however, revived in family prayer; the minister 
was led to plead my case (without knowing it) before 
the Lord in a remarkable manner. 

This day I have been comforted in reading Hali- 
burton’s Life, who has, I perceive, been tried and 
tempted in many respects as I have been. O what 
cause have I to lament my distance from God, my 
ignorance of him, my careless spirit and carnality ! 

Edinburgh, December 31.—Since I came to this 
place about three weeks ago, the Lord has been gra- 
ciously pleased to dhow me more of the beauty of holi¬ 
ness than usual, and has drawn forth desires after con¬ 
formity to his image; and although I have little in¬ 
ward peace, owing to the intrusion of vain thoughts, 
which haunt me night and day, especially in prayer, 
yet, upon the whole, I find my heart more detached 
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from the world. I get more power to speak to others, 
and to do them good; but- still the Lord keeps me at 
a distance. O that the Lord would breathe upon my 
soul, and revive me by his quickening Spirit! 

Every person truly devoted to God, will sometimes 
find it a very difficult task to settle how far it is duty 
to mingle with the world, and how far it may be ne¬ 
cessary to retire from it. Lady Glenorchy experi¬ 
enced this difficulty, and applied to IVlr Walker, and 
urged him to give his opinion in writing, on that kind 
of conformity which is required from a Christian by 
Scripture and reason, and especially from one situated 
as she was. This he at first declined to do; but Lady 
Glenorchy continuing to press the subject, and send¬ 
ing him a few questions for his consideration, he rous¬ 
ed himself, and produced the following letters. 


ON CONFORMITY TO THE WORLD. 

Letter the First. 

“ Madam,—I did not feign an excuse, but spoke 
the truth in my heart, when I told you that my abili¬ 
ties were not equal to the task you had enjooped me j 
and I suspect, that your Ladyship’s opuiion of them 
is by many degrees too favourable. I am indifierei^ 
though the world should err a little upon that side, as 
the mistake may procure greater attention to my pub¬ 
lic ministrations; but why should I strut in buskins 
before the children of the family with whom I shall 
soon meet agmn in that wqrld of lights where every 
one shall appear' in his real dimenriom, without addi¬ 
tion, and without diminution ? I am none of those 
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who possess a large sinking fund of knowledge and 
experience, from whence they can borrow materials at 
any time they choose. It is true, I have read much, 
and thought more, so that for a tract of years my 
mind hath been conversant with a variety of subjects, 
important and interesting. But my vanity hath never 
yet been gratified with the sight of a full pantry, and 
the key standing in the door, to be turned about at 
pleasure; I have all along been fed with what may 
literally be called daily bread. 

** Indeed, had I got my wish in early life, I should 
ere now have been a fool by choice; for I thought and 
studied hard, with an ardent desire, and some degree 
of expectation, of having it one day in my power to 
say, ‘ Soul, take thine ease,—thou hast goods laid up 
for many yearsand it mortified me not a little to 
find myself crossed in that matter. I could not be 
satisfied with present' supply. My proud heart was 
always attempting to take possession of what belonged 
to an hour that might never arrive. Thus I lost the 
relish of breakfast, by looking forward to dinner; and 
when the dinner, the good things of which I had not 
foreseen, was provided, instead of being thankful for 
them, supper immediately employed ray imagination, 
which, in its turn was imbittered with the premature 
question. What shall I get for breakfast to-morrow ? 
So that when I went to bed at night, it might have 
been written over my head in capital letters. Here lies 
the fool, who hath devoured his three meals without 
enjoying one of them. Was not this, my Lady, a sore 
travail ? And yet I can assure you, that it lasted for 
years; till after repeated experience of the care and 
faithfulness of the great Master of the family, who 
provides seed for the sower, and giveth to every one 
his portion in due season, I came at length to discover. 
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that when unbelief, or pride, or vain curiosity, like the 
heavy load of wood upon Isaac’s back, pressed me to 
put the question. Where is the lamb for a burnt-olFer- 
ing ? it was then the business of faith to reply with 
Abraham, while the sacrificing knife was in one hand, 
and the fire in the other, ‘ My son, God will provide 
himself a lamb for a burnt-olfering.’ Blessed be his 
name, he hath done it hitherto, and I dare not be so 
arrogant as to doubt, that he will continue to do so to 
the end. Often have my few barley loaves, and small 
fishes, been multiplied in the distribution. Often have 
I looked with anxiety upon the dry, withered, and ill- 
connected notes, which my best labour could furnish 
out, and said distrustfully. Can these bones live ? 
When lo ! at the time of need, sinews and flesh have 
come upon them, the skin covered them alx)ve, and 
breath came from the four winds, so that they lived 
and stood upright. To this method of dealing with 
me, I am now so thoroughly reconciled, that it ^ves 
me far greater pleasure to receive warm from the hand 
of my gracious Lord, the supplies that are suited to the 
present occasion, than to be able, by the mere force of 
study, or the mysterious engine of memory, to draw 
forth, when I chewse, those gathered stores which have 
long been freezing in the cold repositories of a specu¬ 
lating head, and, alas ! a too unfeeling heart. Not 
that I am negligent in preparing as I can, for public 
service. This kind of presumption, though of a dif¬ 
ferent complexion, is nearly allied to, and equally cri¬ 
minal with the bold presumption of distrust itself. I 
stiU read, and think, and write, as much as ever. But 
in digging the pools. I now can wait with some mea¬ 
sure of patience, and hope for the rain to fill them; 
and can bear to look at my own broken cistern, when 
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1 am permitted to lift nune eyes upward to the ever 
full and overflowing fountain of living waters. 

I am already at the fourth page of my paper, and 
the principal subject of my letter is yet tobe^n. What 
shall I say of this intruding, overgrown egotism ? I am 
truly ashamed of it, and the more so, because, though 
it wears the form of acknowledged weakness, yet I am 
utterly at a loss to determine whether or not it hath 
been dictated by genuine humility; for it is impossible 
1 can have the remotest intention to lessen myself in 
your esteem. But whatever motive presided in making 
the confession, I can assure your Ladyship, that the 
truth of it may be depended upon: may I not there¬ 
fore hope that you will permit it to remain with you, 
as a standing apology for every seeming neglect of 
obedience to your orders; as I am conscious, that were 
it wholly in my power, the execution of what you de¬ 
sire should always prevent your request, and every 
good wish that riseth in your mind should conceive 
and bring forth at the same time. I do not mean to 
avail myself of it on the present occasion. The oblig¬ 
ing manner in which you refused my declinature, and 
renewed your request, lays me under aii irresistible 
obligation to make, at least, an attempt upon your 
diflicult subject in one shape or other; only I must 
beg your indulgence for a delay, as I feel myself re¬ 
strained from immediate execution, by a principle of 
delicacy, which I shall now freely and in confidence 
impart to you. 

“ Be pleased then to know, that I have the honour to 
be acquainted with one, who is working upon the same 
subject; not in the way of writing, but in painting and 
exhibiting a series of iMctures, with such power <rf expres- 
in«my that they will more effectually ^ve an answer to 
your queries, than any thing that either Mr —— or I 
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could offer to the public. The great outlines were drawn 
some years ago; surprisingly bold indeed, but so just 
in their direction, that I can hardly think any part of 
them will need to be erased ; for the little irregularities, 
(or if you please to call them the excrescences), which 
were unavoidable in the first rapid strokes of a full 
pencil, are so happily placed, that, with a few delicate 
touches, they may be improved into such real orna¬ 
ments, as will add greatly to the beauty and value of 
the picture. 

“ The principal figure, in the first picture, is a lady 
in the bloom of youth, with the world under her feet. 
She is raised so much above it, that a space is left va¬ 
cant Ijetween the surface of the globe and her dress, 
and, by its appearance, it should seem that she had 
not leisurely retired from the world, but separated 
from it at once by a vigorous effort, and that the spot 
from which she took her departure had been hedged 
about with a mixture of briars and thorns, and, more¬ 
over, covered with an adhesive substance; for several 
pieces of the selvage, which liear all the marks of be¬ 
ing violently tom away, are still attached to that part 
of the surface of the earth which she left. 

“ In the next picture, a persjjcctive view of the lady 
is given in a dress plain, but becoming, though rather 
disproportioned to her rank. She is not only attended 
by a few decent looking domestics, but beset with a 
pressing crowd of seemingly destitute creatures, among 
whom she is distributing bank paper, in exchange for 
humble petitions, while at a little distance you can dis¬ 
cern some buildings for public use, rising at her sole 
expense, which of themselves arc carrying off more 
than the superfluities of a very opulent estate. This 
picture is not to be retouched; and indeed there can 
be no reason why it should; for as the light comes 
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from behind, it promotes and heightens the effect of 
the principal figure. In the third picture, the lady 
appears in a fine attitude; her dress exactly suited to 
her person and station, with the happy mixture of 
simplicity and dignity which distinguishcth what in 
poetry is styled the true sublime. She is here at¬ 
tended by a greater number of domestics than per¬ 
haps may seem necessary for performing any services 
she personally needs; but all of them find employ¬ 
ment sufficient to prevent the pernicious effects of idle¬ 
ness, and their looks express a grateful conscious¬ 
ness that fhey are hired, not so much to render ser¬ 
vices to their lady, whose wants are few, as to learn 
heavenly wisdom from her instructions and example. 
Real objects of charity are to be seen in her retinue, 
who, instead of intruding into her presence, keep at a 
modest distance, and patiently wait her kind invitation 
to come, and receive the supply they need. From 
a quarter much illuminated, you behold a youthful 
band of both sexes, who, animated by her example, 
have likewise made their escape from the pollutions of 
the world, hastening to follow her with every mark of 
cordial esteem and love. Here tfX) the buildings ap¬ 
pear finished, and each of them put to its proper use; 
but in the interval betwixt them, and where the sliades 
are deeper, you may discover some motley groups of 
dark figures, fantastically dressed, who, under an af¬ 
fected disdainful sneer, betray every symptom of won¬ 
der and envy, whilst their mixed countenances express 
that shame and self-reproach which they inwardly feel. 

“ Your Ladyship will observe, that this picture is* 
not, and at present cannot be finished; but I have the 
pleasure to inform you, that of late it hath received 
very considerable improvements. 

“ Nothing (so far as I can perceive) can be added 
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to the face. It is natural to suppose, that when the 
emblematical lady first separated from the world, the 
sig^ht of its deformity, and the sudden, unexpectetl 
discovery of its hostile intentions, Avould imprint upon 
her countenance, as is delineated in the first picture, 
those traces of displeasiu’e, which the apprehension 
of impending injury can hardly fail to produce. But 
these, in the other pictures, have been softened down 
int(j the most expressive features of humble grati¬ 
tude, for begun deliverance for lierself, and tender 
compassion for those blind deluded wanderers she hath 
left behind her in the waste and liowling Avilderness. 
And now you can see exhibited in the liveliest colours 
th.at j)eace of God which passeth all understanding, 
which is the parent of true magnanimity, and guards 
the heart equally against the fear, or love, of earthly 
things, by rendering it altogether independent of them, 
either for its present enjoyment or its future hopes. 

“ But something in the first picture still remains to 
be done, for filling up the' interval I remarked between 
the feet and the globe. One who has no idea of being 
upheld by everlasting arms, miglit be apt to suspect the 
existence of artificial support, so ingeniously contrived 
as to elude the eye, upon which the lady hath the dex¬ 
terity to re.st. To prevent a blunder of tliis kind, I 
am persuaded the artist will judge: it proper to bring 
the lady so far, at least, into contact with the sur¬ 
face of the globe, as to make it appear, that though she 
is not of the world, yet still she is connected with it, 
which is certainly the case. 

“ How this is to be executed, I really do not pre¬ 
tend to say. A few strokes of the pencil may possibly 
extend the fretted borders of her robe, and by lengthen¬ 
ing out the broken threads, may unite them in the 

manner in which they ought to be united to the native 

u 
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land she loves, and may give them the form of those 
fringes, which of old distinguished and decorated the 
garments of the true Israel of God, serving at the same 
time as useful monitors, ‘ that when they looked upon 
them, they might remember all the commandments of 
the liord their God to do them.'* 

“ This, however, will require some time, and till the 
pictures be completed, of which I wish and hope to avail 
myself, (as their amendments have already corrected 
some of my ideas and enlarged others,) I cannot think 
of beginning to write upon the subject. I confess, that I 
long to see the finishing hand put to tlieni, and yet I 
dare not be urgent with my much respected friend, who 
is a female artist; for though I have never been re¬ 
strained by a false complaisance from telling her my 
opinion with the strictest honesty, even when it differed 
from her own, yet I never presumed to off*er any advice 
to her. Neither have I any cause to repent of my reserve 
in that matter; for I candidly acknowledge, that I am 
able to recollect more instances than one, wherein, had 
she been to listen to the only advice I could have given 
at the time, her performances would have wanted some 
of those masterly strokes of true genius and taste, 
which now mark the originality, and heighten the 
beauty and expression of the whole. But if your Lady¬ 
ship be very desirous to have it speedily finished, I 
shall, by your order, present to her any request you 
shall please to indite; or it will be still more effectual 
if you address her in person, for were I to tell you her 
name, you would readily acknowledge, that you are 
oftener in her company, and have more to say with her 
than I or any other in the world. 

“ The bulk of this letter is beyond measure oppres¬ 
sive, but I hope you will bear it with greater patience 
when I add, that it will pral>ably be the last of its kind. 
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Farewell, my honoured Lady : May light and truth be 
your constant guides; may you never lose sight of the 
pillar of cloud by day and of lire by night; and may 
the good will of Him who dwelt in the bush, guard you 
through life, and enrich you to eternity.

Letter the Second. 

“ * Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy great strength 
lieth, and wherewith thou mightest be bound to afflict 
thee?’ 

“ When your Ladyship reads the question that 
Peter put to his Master, ‘ Lord, how oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I forgive him ? till seven 
times?’ doth it not readily occur to you, that the 
honest disciple had, in his own opinion, made as libe¬ 
ral an allowance, and laid as heavy a load upon hu¬ 
man patience as it either could or ought to bear? 
And that he plainly seems to have thought, that the 
addition of another injury would render the burden 
quite insupportable ? And I cannot help suspecting, 
that one of these conclusions, after receiving the seventh 
offence, would have strongly inclined him to seek out 
some decent way of procuring the eighth, that he might 
be at liberty to shdcc off the burden at once. In which 
case, it is more than probable that a principle of strict 
justice might have disposed him to lay as much venge¬ 
ance upon the last provocation, as would recover, with 
legal interest, the arrear due to his forgiveness from 
the other seven which had. escaped with impunity. 

I cannot deny that a similar suspicion is raised in 
my mind when the question is put to me. How far may 
the Christian be conformed to the world ? I could 
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therefore wish, that the person who proposeth it would 
imitate the blunt honesty of Peter, by subjoining his 
own opinion, and describe avS he can the utmost limit 
to which, and no farther, the Christian may or ought 
to go; otherwise I shall be apt to conclude, that in¬ 
stead of desiring to be informed how soon he may 
stop, (which was the true meaning of Peter’s question 
with respect to forgiveness,) he rather wants to be told, 
that the boundaries arc so undefined, or placed at such 
a distance, that he need give himself very little con¬ 
cern about the matter. 

“ I could likewise wish, that the querist would come 
fully into the light, by assuming some known denomi¬ 
nation, whereby his character may be clearly distin¬ 
guished. This he cannot decline with any colour of 
reason. The very terms of his own question express 
an acknowledgment, that a distinction doth exist be¬ 
tween real Christians and those who are of the world ; 
and his putting the question not only gives me a right 
to demand, but obligeth me to insist upon it, that he 
discover to which class or denomination he belongs. 
Because though my an^er, upon either supposition, 
would, in substance, be the same, yet the form and 
manner of it must be varied according to the character 
of the person who requires it. 

“ In the mouth of one who styles himself of the world, 
the question (unless it be dictated by mere curiosity, 
which I may gratify or not as I find leisure or inclina¬ 
tion) must be proposed vdth an intention to avail him¬ 
self of my answer, by taxing the Christian to the ut¬ 
most extent of his liberty, and demanding every kind 
and degree of compliance with the maxims and man¬ 
ners of the world, that can be squeezed within the 
boundaries of the farthest line which separates the 
doubtful from the forbidden ground. 
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“ I do not say that in this case I would refuse to 
^jive an answer, even though the querist should avow 
the use he, was to make of it; for I am thoroughly 
satisfied in my own mind, that the most enlarged and 
accurate description of the just measures of Christian 
liberty, instead of inviting his solicitation, would most 
effectually deter him from every attempt of that kind. 
But I should certainly he disposed, and judge myself 
entitled to ask a few preliminary questions, to which 
honour, as well as courtesy, should oblige him to reply 
without evasion or circuit. 

“ The term world is so general and vague, that till 
some descriptive epithet, such as learned, polite, gay, 
busy, and the like, be prefixed to it, nobody can know 
what it means. Hence it comes to pass, that in cur¬ 
rent style there is an almost endless variety of worlds. 
Some of them, indeed, of so neutral a complexion, that 
the most rigid casuist hesitates to determine on which 
side of the discriminating line they ought to be placed; 
while the lurid aspect of others approacheth near to 
the blackness of darkness itself. 

“ How remote from either of those reputable 
places* dedicated to the improvement of music and 
graceful motion, where the noble and gentle youth of 
both sexes are introduced into the polite world, and 
gi adually formed to appear in it with fashionable pro¬ 
priety—how remote, I say, from these, is that profane, 
opaque.sequestered cell into which no ray of the sun 
hath access;+ where (if report may be credited) blas- 
phemymi n g, and foul debauch, insult the first day

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of every returning week ? and yet., betwixt these dis¬ 
tant extremes, the whole intermediate space is crowd¬ 
ed with apartments of different colours, forms, and 
dimensions, each of them contending for the pre-emi¬ 
nent, if not the exclusive tide of the world. I should, 
therefore, begin with asking him to which of these 
worlds he himself doth at presfent belong ? 

“ I would next inquire, what security he can give, 
that the particular world to which he avows his own 
relation, and whereinto he no doubt means to invite 
the Christian, shall retain its present state, and make 
no alteration in its form and position, without asking 
and obtaining the consent of its new guest ? 

“ This question proceeds upon a supposition, that the 
world he is connected with, is at least situated within 
the limits of what I formerly styled the doubtful 
ground; for, were it confessedly on the wrong side of 
the line, the conference would be at an end. Nay, it 
must be furtlier supposed to have a complexion, if not 
absolutely neutral, yet, at most, nothing worse than 
ambiguous ; and, moreover, to lie so near the verge of 
die unexceptionably lawful ground, that the Christian 
may readily pass over to it, if not altc^ther unob¬ 
served, yet without incurring the suspicion of a formed 
design to proceed any further in that direction. 

“ It would surely be unhandsmne, (to say nothing 
worse of it), to allure one with flattering promises of 
additional pleasure, and more i^reeable companions, 
into a place where he expects to find rest, if, soon after 
his arrival, he may be told by the very person who 
brought him there, that the company is just about to 
decamp, so that he must either go along with them, or 
be left alone. Nay, if when he hath reluctandy at¬ 
tended them to the next stage, he may in a few weeks 
or days have the intimation renewed to him of another 
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removal to a place still more distant, where, for any 
tiling he knows, a third summons may await him, 
which may be repeated again and again, till he be car¬ 
ried as far from the place of his first outset, as the pro¬ 
digal went by choice from his father's house. 

“ This is no chimerical supposition: the thing hath 
often happened; it is common. Even while I am 
writing, many awful examples occur to ray remem¬ 
brance, of persons, in different stations and seasons of 
life, who, by steps in appearance short at the begin¬ 
ning, but too rapidly progressive, have soon gone such 
lengths in conformity to the world, that had any pre¬ 
tended to foretel it at the time when the downward 
motion commenced, they would have shuddered with 
abhorrence at the prediction, and been ready to reply 
in the language of Hazael to the prophet Elisha, ‘ Am 
I a dog, that I should do this thing 

** Now, it is evident, that no man of ordinary under¬ 
standing would consent to such loose capricious terms 
of conformity, were they fairly set before him, as in 
common honesty they ought to be. So that the mean¬ 
ing of my second question is abundantly plain, and the 
aim so just and honouraMe,.. that 1 should not need to 
make any apology for putting it, and demanding a 
clear and direct answer. 

“ But the third and last question I would ask is of a 
higher importance than either of the former two. I 
should certainly press him to teh, without disguise or 
reserve, from what motive be is so solicitous to gain the 
Christian over to a conformity to the world in any 
kind or degree whatever. 

It cannot be, that his character as a Christian may 
acquire dignity and,lustre from his connexion with the 
world, and shine forth to public view with more attrac¬ 
tive grace. This pretence would be confuted by the 
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very title he hath assumed. For how is it to be sup¬ 
posed, that a man of the world should exert himself 
to advance the honour of a character, to which his 
own stands in the most direct and hostile opposition ? 

“ Neither can his motives be, that the addition or 
mixture of worldly pleasure may heighten the relish 
of those which are peculiar to the Christian; for, with 
respect to pleasure, the man of the world would certainly 
choose to be at least on an equal footing with the Chris¬ 
tian ; and, therefore, if once he admit that there is 
any real enjoyment in religion, when he presseth his 
own sweet cup on the Christian, he should at the same 
time ask permission to pledge him in his, that the 
whole compound quantity of pleasure may be as equal¬ 
ly divided betwixt them as possible: so that, accord¬ 
ing to the genuine influence of this motive, just as far 
as the Christian cometh into the world, so far should 
the man of the world go out of it, and sally forth into 
the Christian ground. But. as this promiscuous inter¬ 
course and reciprocal participation of pleasure, would 
annihilate at one stroke the distinction we have all along 
supposed between,,theiChristian and the world, and 
upon which, indeed, the qu^tion at issue is entirely 
founded ; and as the man of the world appears firmly 
determined to keep within his own ^ound, it is plain, 
that we must look somewhere else for the true motive 
of his zeal and activity. 

“ But why should I affect to be in suspense upon this 
head.? It is certain, and the querist wiU not presume 
to deny it, that he hath and can have no other aim, 
tlian either to strip Christian by little and little of 
every badge of distinction, and to gain him entirely 
over to his own party ; or, at least, that he may dis¬ 
arm him of the power to hurt his favourite interest, 
by clpthing him with such motley apparel as will render 
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him ah object of contempt and ridicule, and either 
cover, or, if possible, totally exclude, that penetrat¬ 
ing light and overpowering splendour of pure and un¬ 
defiled religion, whereby the despicable meanness and 
hateful deformity of the maxims and manners of a cor¬ 
rupt world, are most clearly detected and most severe¬ 
ly reproved. 

“ ‘ Pray, Sir, what have I to do with your querist ? 
You know well, that the inquiry was proposed by one 
who does not profess to be of the world. Why then 
have you introdu(;ed a person with whom I neither have 
nor desire to have, any connexion, and wasted so much 
of your paper upon him, that you have not loft your¬ 
self room to fulfil the promise you made to me I 
suppose you are going to add, ‘ And, now that I have 
brought my preliminary questions to this conclusion, 
it would be superfluous to proceed any farther in the 
subject, as it could serve no good purpose to give such 
a querist an account of- 

“ Your Ladyship may stop. I confess you have 
got the start of me, and hit upon almost the very words 
I was just about to write. But I hope you do not 
suspect me of a serious intention to fight o£F, as it is 
called, by a feigned rencounter with a combatant from 
whom I can with such ease disengage myself at plea¬ 
sure I assure you, that I have no design to ^elude, 
by any artifice whatsoever, the performance of my 
promise to consider the subject you recommend to me, 
with all the attention and accuracy of which I am pos¬ 
sessed. It is my fixed purpose to lay before you as 
full a description as I can, of what appears to me to 
be the just measure of Christian conduct in relation to 
a present world. 

“ But as you have laid me under no restrictions, 
cither as to time or manner of execution, I think my- 
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self at liberty to choose my own road, and even to di¬ 
gress from it occasionally to any moderate distance, 
when an object which is inviting happens to attract my 
attention. 

“ I frankly acknowledge, that I was under no neces¬ 
sity of laying hold upon the gentleman who hath of¬ 
fended you, but might have let him pass on quietly, 
without seeming to take notice of him. And yet, how¬ 
ever strange it may seem, such persons are apt enough, 
of their own account, to thrust themselves into the 
company of serious Christians; and which is equally 
surprising, though they affect no concealment, but aj>- 
pcar without disguise, yet their solicitations, not only 
obtain a patient hearing, but too often make an im¬ 
pression upon, and even prevail with some, who bear 
that honourable appellation. 

“ I am truly at a loss to determine which of the two 
is most astonishing: whether the confidence of an 
avowed enemy in presuming to offer counsel, or the 
simplicity of those who are capable of hesitating for 
one moment about the reception that is due to it. 

I can look back upon a time, and it is not very 
remote, when they that were styled of the world plead¬ 
ed for nothing higher than a .toleration to follow their 
own way. Instead of pressing the Christian to be 
conformed to them, and reviling him for an opposite 
course, they only b^ged the favour of him to turn his 
eyes some other way, that he might not be offended 

looking at their conduct. They seemed contented 
that others should frequent places of worship, and be 
as devout as they pleased, provided only they them¬ 
selves might be indulged to resort freely to other places 
that were better suited to their inclinations and taste. 

“ Whence the amazing revolution we now behold 
hath proceeded, deserves to be seriously inquired into; 
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and I have little doubt, that the result of such an in¬ 
quiry would afford just matter of shame and sorrowful 
regret to many yet living, who still retain the name of 
Christian, and would complain loudly of injury, if you 
should apply to them the opposite denomination. 

“ But I have detained you too long, and shall only 
add, that I have the honour to be, &c. &c.

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CHAPTER XIII. 


Lady Glenorchy complains of want of spiritual comfort—Inquiry into the 
cause of this—Extracts from Diary, from January 5, to April 3, 1774 
—Note of Lady Olcnorchy to Lady Maxwell—Situation of Lady 
Glenorchy's chapel in Edinburgh—Correspondence between Lady 
Glenorchy and the Presbytery respecting her chapel—Chapel opened 
for public worship—Extract from Diary—Lady Glenorchy goes to 
Taymouth—Finds much delight in the retirement she there enjoys— 
Extracts from Diary, from July 18, to September 11, 1774—Lady 
Glenorchy returns to Edinburgh—Is exposed to new trials—Extracts 
from Diary—Lady Glenorchy goes to England—l^lmarkable occur* 
rence in Pinner’s HaU—Visits her friends at Ilawkstone—Extracts 
from Diary, from March 14, to August 13, 1775—Lady Glenorchy

Lady Glenorchy almost always complains in her Diary 
of the want of religious comfort. This is a very commtm 
case among Christians ; and by many it is frequently 
ascribed to a want of integrity, to negligence in the use 
of the means of grace, to the indulgence of known sin, 
to undue conformity to the world, and to a heart but 
partially devoted to God. None of these things, how¬ 
ever, with truth could be charged against Lady Glen¬ 
orchy. Her integrity was evinced in all her thoughts, 
and words, and deeds; she was most diligent in the 
use of all the means of grace, both public and private; 
she was, in an uncommon degree, separated from the 
world, and her heart was unreservedly devoted to God ; 
yet she enjoyed comparatively litde peace of mind and 
religious comfort. It may not be improper, therefore, 
to inquire. What was the cause of this ? It was attri- 
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bated by her to wandering and vain thoughts, to cold 
affections, to guUt on the conscience, to sensible dis¬ 
tance from God, and to the want of liberty in prayer. 
But these are rather to be considered as the effects 
than as the causes ; for if the mind has peace and com¬ 
fort, these things have no place,—it is only when they 
arc absent that they exist. The truth is, as the Scrip¬ 
tures teach, salvation is of the Lord, and the peace and 
joy which flow from it are also from the Lord, (for every 
good gift and every perfect gift is from above, and 
couieth down from the Father of lights ; and as we are 
saved by grace through faith, and that not of our¬ 
selves, it being the ^ft of God,) so we receive the 
peace, and joy, and comfort of salvation in the same 
nianner, that is, by grace, through feith given us of 
God. This enables the believer to apply the doctrines 
and pronuses of the Scripture respecting the saving 
virtues of the blood of atonement and reconciliation to 
his own mind and conscience, and hence arises his 
peace, and joy, and comfort. The moment he ceases 
so to apply the blood of atonement, his peace, and joy, 
and comfort, wanting their only support, will fail, and 
like Samson, when deprived of his hair, he will be¬ 
come, in these respects, like other men. No integrity, 
no diligence, no separation from the world, no devot¬ 
edness to God, can be of any avail in these circum¬ 
stances. Lady Glenorchy was indeed occasionally 
eifabled to apply these doctrines to her conscience, 
and at these seasons she did enjoy a certain degree of 
peace and comfort; but not applying them with that 
habitual perseverance which she ought, and which is 
emphatically styled in Scripture, living by faith, she, 
as might be expected, notwithstanding her eminent 
attainments in religion in other respects, became not 
unfrequently very comfortless and distressed. 
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These remarks will receive illustration from what is 
next to be exhibited from her Diary. 

January 6.-—I had great comfort in reading Owen 
on Communion with God, and felt my heart drawn out 
towards him, in love and gratitude for his numberless 
mercies towards me, but especially for his love mani¬ 
fested in Jesus. All night and next day I experienced 
great joy and peace in believing. 

JanuMry 6.—I had more than usual comfort in hear¬ 
ing Mr Walker preach from 1 Thess. v. 16, 17, 18. 
“ Rejoice evermore. Pray without ceasing. In every 
thing give thanks: for this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus concerning you.” The Lord enabled me to hear 
and retain the things spoken, and the word was re¬ 
freshing to my soul. I saw it to be my privilege in 
every thing to give thanks: this sweet frame lasted 
during Friday and Saturday. Perhaps I was lifted up 
and thought my mountmn stood so strong, I should 
never be moved, for on Sabbath the 9th, as I was 
dressing for church, and full of the hope of being 
refreshed there, a sudden temptation came across my 
mind; at first I repelled the thought, but at church it 
returned with more violence ; a seeming accident made 
it more plaurible—‘it took possession of my mind, and 
I could not attend to any thing I heard. Haste, Lord, 
to my help, for thy own name’s sake. 

Sunday January 16.—This evening I got uncom¬ 
mon liberty and ewnfort whUe speaking to some of 
my servants about their souls. My temptation ceased 
while I was thus employed. 
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Sunday, January 30.—All last week my time has 
been consumed in fruitless attempts to conquer vain 
thoughts. I have had much time alone, which I en¬ 
deavoured to spend in meditation, reading, and prayer. 
One evening I attempted to write something for the 
benefit of a backslider, which brought my own back- 
slidings to remembrance, and filled me with apprehen¬ 
sions about my state. In the night I lay some hours 
awake, and got a sight of the holiness and purity of 
God, aiid of my own unholy life. I saw myself as an 
unclean thing in his sight, utterly unfit to partake of 
the pure and holy life to which I aspired in the world 
to come:—towards morning these words, “ Deny thy¬ 
self, take up your cross and follow me,” came forci¬ 
bly upon my mind ; I saw that I had not obeyed this 
command. I got up and besought the Lord for power 
and strength to obey him, and obtained liberty to plead 
for mercy to pardon, and grace to help in time of need. 
I was desirous to hear what the Lord would say to me 
from the pulpit. The Psalm first given out was the 
Ixxxv. 8. 


I’ll bear what Grod the Lord will apeak: 

To his folk he’ll apeak peace. 

And to his saints; but let them not 
Return to foolishness. 


The sermon, Ezek. xxxvi. 31. “ Then shall ye re¬ 
member your own evil ways, and your doings that were 
not good, and shall loathe yourselves in your own sight 
for your iniquities and for your abominations.” Both 
were suited to my case. The afternoon’s sermon also 
came home to my heart. I found it good to be there. 

This evening my frame has been dull; I attemptctl 
to instruct a child and pray with her, but to little pur¬ 
pose. I have cause to bewail my negligence in my 
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family; in all things I come short. God be merciful 
to me a sinner ! 


Mondayy January 31.—This day Lady Maxwell 
and I agreed to set apart an hour or two every Friday 
forenoon, to pray for a revival of religion in our souls, 
and in the souls of the Lord’s people, and that he 
would pour out the influences of the Holy Spirit on 
the church in general; and that we should ask others 
to join in doing the same. 

March 3 .—For some time past I have had many 
ups and downs; sometimes rejoicing in hope, at other 
times cast down through the prevalence of sloth, and 
carelessness, and a carnal spirit, which leads me to 
waste precious time, and opportunities of seeking in¬ 
tercourse with God. For some time past I have been 
much engaged with some who lately appear to be 
under serious impressions; my desire to help them 
forward has been inordinate; they are become a temp¬ 
tation to me; I have forgotten that it is the Lord’s 
work, not mine. 

On Wednesday last I went to see a dying person, 
who was awakened only a fortnight ago. She said, 
“ When I lay down on this bed I was a polluted 
miserable sinner, but now I hope I am pardoned and 
redeemed. I cannot find words to express the joy I 
feel in the view of the glory I believe I am about to 
enjoy.” 

She longed to depart and to be with Christ, but 
said she waited patiently God’s time. She seemed to 
enjoy a full assurance of hope, and a clear view of the 
glory of Christ in the redemption of sinners. She 
was a:h*aid of returning again to the world, and longed 
to depart. She was twenty-one yeai:s of age. 
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Sundatfi March 20.—I have this day been at the 
Lord’s table. My heart was dead and wandering, yet 
I was enabled to believe on him as the bread of life, 
and to receive the elements with calm composure of 
spirit, in the full persuasion that his .body was broken 
for me, and his blood shed for the remission of my rins, 

Friday^ March 25.—I was much distressed all this 
morning with confusion of thought, and inattention in 
hearing the word. 

The Lord’s dealings with me are mysterious. Some¬ 
times he seems to withhold support from me in duty, 
cither by laying sickness on my body, or withdrawing 
the influences of his Spirit, when I would perform them. 
I am permitted to help others, while ray owto soul is 
left a barren desert, as if I was only an instrument to 
be thrown aside when the work is done. I have many 
misgivings of mind about my state, yet no power to 
wrestle with God for a better one ; like a door on its 
hinges, I move, yet get no farther on. Sometimes I fear 
he has taken his Spirit from me as a punishment for 
not improving the grace bestowed. I am tempted and 
harassed by vain thoughts, and can get little comfort 
frpm the promises, or from any other source; the only 
thing which yields me any consolation is, to see the 
work of grace going on in others. They are increas¬ 
ing, whilst I am decreasing; hut if the Lord he glori¬ 
fied thereby, I will rejoice, and do rejoice. I4et him 
do with me what seemeth good in his sight. 

Sunday, Ajpril 8.—For some days past I have been 
indisposed in body* but more so in mind. Yesterday 
these words came to my mind, Isaiah xli. 17- “ Wlien 
the poor and the needy seek wat^, and there is none, 
and their tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord will hear 
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them, I the God of Israel will not forsake (hem.'* I 
saw they were applicable to my case; but being in 
company, could not at that time retire for prayer. 
This dayr, bmng confined from pubHc wcnrship, 1 got 
an opporttrnity to pour out my coin{^nt before the 
Imed with many cries atnl tears, and was mabled to 
commit my body, soul, and spirit, with all my burdens, 
to the XiOrd. I had no manifestation of his divine 
jmeaenoe, cn: pardculaT assurance of my prayer being 
heard; but I have a comfortable hope that it was the 
Lord who enabled me to pray, and that the needy shall 
not always be forgotten; the expectation of the poor 
shall perish for ever. I have had some comfort in 
reading the first ejnstle of John: I can apply the 
marks giaen of tlie children of God, and think I do 
keep the two great commandments, believing on the 
Jbord Jams Christ, and loving the brethren : at least, 
if I trust not on him for salvation, I know not on what 
I trust; and if I love not his disciples, I love no other 
creature. I danre to say with David, « Whom have 
I in heaven but thee, and there is none upon earth 
that I desire besides thee 1” 

On Thursday, the Sth of May, l.ady Glenorchy 
writes thus in a note to her friend Xiady Maxwell: 
** I hope you will remmnber to unite with me to-mor¬ 
row in seeking the Xtord's bfesring and countenance 
on the house tottjbe: opened next Lord's day in his 
name, and (fo one that stands much in need 

of your prayers £nr ’ Wisdom and direcdon, and other 
^mtiud blesrii^gat. The strong are caEed upon to 
with the we^, to comfort the Ibefale-miuded, and 
to strengthen them: You now have an oppontunity of 
d^lg this for me, inr I am Weak, feeble-nsinded, dis- 
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tressed, perplexed, and tossed about with many fears, 
and not comforted.” 

Lady Gienorchy’s chapel in Edinburgh is a plain but 
substantial stone building, commodiously fitted up to 
hold two thousand people, and when very crowded may 
hold more. Its situation is unfavourable with respect 
to access, being at the east end of the deep hollow 
which separates the Old Town from the Now Town. 
It may be seen from the North Bridge, contiguous to 
the College Church and the Trinity and Orphan 
Hospitals. 

When the building was nearly completed, as Eady 
Glenorchy had intended that her cliapel should be in 
full communion with the Established Church, she 
wrote to the Presbytery of Edinburgh in the following 
terms:— 

To the Rev. the Moderator of the Presbytery of 
Edinburgh. 

Rev. Sir,—It is a general complaint, that the 
churches of this city that belong to the EstablishmeQt 
are not proportionate to the number of its inhabitants. 
Many who are willing to pay rent for seats, cannot 
obtain them; and no space is left open for die poor, 
but the remoter areas, where few of thoM who find 
room to 6t«md, can get within hearing of an ordinary 
voice. I have thou^t it my duty, to emjdoy part 
that substance with which God has been pleased to in¬ 
trust me, in building a chapel witliin the Orphan-houee 
park, in which a considerable'^i^^mber of our commu¬ 
nion, who at present are alto^her unprovided, may 
enjoy the emnfort and benefit of the same-ordinances 
that are <ihspensed in the'ur parish churches; and where 
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I hope to have the pleasure of accommodating some 
hundreds of poor people, who have long been shut 
out from one of the best, and to some of them, the 
only means of being instructed in the principles of 
our holy religion. The chapel will soon be ready to 
receive a congregation, and it is my intention to have 
it supplied with a minister of approved character and 
abilities, who shall give security for his soundness in 
the faith, and his loyalty to Government. It will give 
me pleasure to be informed that the Presbytery ap¬ 
prove of my general design, and that it will be agree¬ 
able to them that I ask occasional supply from, such 
ministers and probationers as I am acquainted with, 
till a congregation be formed and supplied with a 
stated minister. And I beg you will do me the favour 
to present this letter, with my respectful compliments, 
to the Rev. Presbytery of Edinburgh, at their first 
meeting. I am. Rev. Sir, your most humble servant, 

W. Gdenorchy.” 

To tlus letter she received the following reply from 
the Presbytery clerk, Mr James Craig. 

** The Presbytery unanimously approved of Lady 
Glenorchy's general design; and desired that she 
might be informed that her asking occasional supply 
from such ministers and probationers as her Lady¬ 
ship is acquainted with, till a congregation is formed 
and supplied with a stated minister, will be agreeable 
to the Presbytery.” 

This place of worship was opened on Sabbath the 
8th of May 1774. Tbb morning service was conduct¬ 
ed by the Rev. Dr John Erskine, at that time one of 
the ministers of the Old Grey-Friar’s Church, and 
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colleague to tlie distinguished historian, Dr Hobert- 
son, then Principal of the University. He preached 
from the 8th chapter of the book of Proverbs, the 
33d and Sith verses: “ Hear instruction and be 
wise, and refuse it not. Blessed is the man that 
heareth me, watching daily at the posts of my doors.” 
The service of the afternoon was conducted by the 
Rev. Robert Walker.* He took his text from the 
8th chapter of the Epistle to the Galatians, 15th verse, 
“ For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth 
any thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature.” 
The few per.sons who survive, speak of this day with 
much satisfaction and delight. Fervent prayers for 
the usefulness of this institution were offered up to 
Almighty God, which we have every reason to hope 
and believe have already been heard and answered, 
and will be answered for ages and generations yet to 
come. Lady Glenorchy, in her Diary of the day, 
mentions the event with much modesty and great con¬ 
ciseness. 


May 8, 1774.—This day, through the blessing of 
God, my chapel in Edinburgh was opened, by Dr 
Erskine and Mr Walker ; each preached a very suit¬ 
able discourse to crowded audiences. I went in the 
interval between sermons to St Cuthbert’s Chapel of 
Ease, and partook of the Lord’s Supper, and return¬ 
ed again to my own chapel in the .afternoon. 1 had 
much freedom in devoting myself, and all that 1 am 
and have, unto God, and had sweet joy and peace in 
believing. I have felt all day much derire to praise 
the Lord, and to call on all within me to bless his holy 
name, who hath done for me great things. All his 
ways towards me have been mercy and truth. To

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lum be ascribed glory, and praise, now and for ever 
. more. Amen. 


The external quiet and retirement of Taymouth, 
together with its beautiful and sublime scenery, and 
the pastoral and orderly habits of the people, were 
peculiarly congenial to the views and feelings of Lady 
Glenorchy, and contributed in no small degree to soothe 
her mind and promote her health. Hence she re¬ 
peatedly expresses pleasure at her return to it. This 
place muk have necessarily inspired useful recollec¬ 
tions and associations. Here she once lived in world¬ 
ly grandeur, and with high ambitious prospects, with¬ 
out God in the world; and, but for divine grace, she 
would have been left to perish in the midst of them all. 
Here God, however, had been pleased to visit her in 
mercy, and to call her to a saving knowledge of hirh- 
self; and now she felt herself little more than a stranger 
and pilgrim in it, looking for a heavenly inheritance. 
Here, unattended, she traversed the fields, walked 
with God, recounted his Idndnesses and his grace, and 
with faith unfeigned^ offered ujp fervent prayers and 
praises.. Here, in her wanderings, she often com¬ 
municated sacred instruction to the poor, which, in 
many instances, issued in dieir experimental know¬ 
ledge of God. Here she generously and seasonably 
distributed dhbs to the necesntous she met with by 
the way, aira' then returlaed to her dbset to record in 
her Diary, iii the sincere and unaffected lowliness of 
her heart, how uawo^hy, imd how nnful, and how 
unprofitable she felt herself to be. But such are the 
wonderful ef^ts of the grace of God.-~*This will be 
by I’eading the extract which follows. 

_ ' , I* 

Taynujuthf Jvly 18.—Once more the Lord has been 
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pleased to bring me to this place, for which I desire to 
bless his hd:y name. It was here I first found the 
Lord to be my God, and the Saviour of sinners. It 
has been here 1 have generally experienced more of 
his loving-kindness, and found his favour better than 
life, and have had the cleareid; views of his glory in 
the face of Je»is Christ. 

JTu^ 25.-—Last week I en^yed sweet fellowship with 
the Xiord, and peace in believing; but my mind is still 
harassed with vain thoughts, through my unwatchful- 
ness. O, what an evil is this! Unwatchfulness and 
sloth eateth like a canker, and, when the disease cometh 
to a height, it is incurable to human skill. Yesterday 
I got into a sad, stupid, careless frame, frmn which I 
was in some measure roused by reading Mr H. Dor- 
ney, “ On God as a Sanctuary.” I felt my heart 
drawn out towards God, with inexpressible longing 
and earnest desires for sanctification, and was en¬ 
abled to seek, with some degree of fervency, the bless¬ 
ing I stood in need of. I had powbr to believe the 
Lord will accomplish his pomiae of sanctifying me 
wholly, and redeeming me frpn all iniquity; andjhat 
he will present me faultless before the throne of his 
Father, being washed from all my sins in his own 
blood. Lord, increase my futh ! perfect that whudi 
conoemeth me, for thy mercy endureth for ever. For¬ 
sake not the work of tMoe own hands ! O let my soul 
live before thee. Let Christ live in me; and work in me 
all the good pl^sureof thy gpodness, and the. work of 
faith vnth power: biing every thoug^tof my h«^ iqto 
thy obedience; restore my <^aeased soul to heaUlq and 
give me the s^riCual mind^ which is life and peace. 
Cleanse me from all filthiness of tlm fieah and q>irit; 
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and glorify thy name in me, and by me. Even so. 
Lord Jesus; and thine be the glory for ever. Amen. 

Auffust 14.—I have been very miserable for a fort- 
night past, through the power of indwelling sin, and 
outward temptation. I have murmured at my situa¬ 
tion, and forgotten that the fault lay in my rebellious 
heart. Yesterday, as I walked in the fields alone, and 
attempted to sing the Lord’s praises with a heavy 
heart, he was pleased to bring conviction upon my 
mind, of my past carelessness in duty, jAmissness in 
seeking strength from him, and the dan^i^^ was then 
in of going back into the world. I felt strong desires 
of turning to him, and was enabled to give up myself 
anew to him without reserve, to be disposed of accord¬ 
ing to his will. When I came home, I sought him by 
prayer and supplication, and made aU my wants known 
unto him, with thanksgiving. This morning I went to 
his table with a dark confused mind, and hard heart; 
yet I had faith to lay hold of Christ, as the propitiation 
for my sins, and to trust in his perfect sacrifice as the 
only atonement and hope of a perishing sinner. I have 
little light, and no joy; but a calm peace, and quiet 
acquiescence in the Lord’s will and way of salvation : on 
this salvation I trust, and desire to wait for the accom¬ 
plishment of his promises, believing he will deliver me 
from the remains of corruption, and grant me eternal 
life, according to his word. So be it. Lord Jesus I 

August 28.—This morning I had much comfort in 
prayer, and great joy in believing the glad tidings of 
the gospel. I saw‘'the sin of unbelief; I acknowledged 
my backslidings; and was enabled to believe the Lord 
will heal them. I felt the spirit of adoption crying 
Abba Father, and had liberty to approach him as an 
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adopted child. O for stronger faith! O for perseverance 
in seeking it, and grace to live by it every moment! 

[Aged 33.] September 2.-—Upon this day of the 
year it pleased God to call me into being, and to give 
me a place among the works of his hands. He hath 
ever since followed me with mercies, preserved me 
from dangers, and restrained me from innumerable 
evils, to which my nature was prone. O that my heart 
were sensible of the amazing love displayed in all his 
dispcns 9 ,tions towards me. Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and be stirred up to praise and thankfulness; for he 
hath done for thcje great things; he hath called thee 
out of darkness into his marvellous light; he hath 
taken away thy filthy garments, and clothed thee with 
the robe of his imputed righteousness ; he hath sprink¬ 
led thee with the blood that cleanseth from all sin; 
he hath given thee an eternal inheritance among his 
saints in light; and hath promised, that he will not 
turn away from doing thee good, but will perfect that 
which concerneth thee; for his love is from everlasting 
to everlasting, and his mercy endureth for ever. Now, 
what return hast thou made for all this love ? Thou 
hast abused his mercies ; neglected his precepts; been 
careless, slothful, and negligent in seeking him by 
prayer. Thou hast bestowed upon the creature, and 
every trifle, that time and thought which were his due. 
Vain wandering thoughts have got possession of thy 
heart; and thou hast not striven against them with all 
thy might. Thy prayers against them have been so 
cold and lifeless, that they seemed to beg a denial. 
Thou hast ^Ided too much to the snares that have 
been laid for thee by the world, and well nigh slipped 
into the paths of error. Thou hast not kept thy heart 
with all diligence. Thy zeal hath cooled; thy faith is 
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weak; tliy cmTuptions strong; thou hast left thy first 
love; and the things that remmn are ready to die. 
What shall be done in such a case ? Is there no 
remedy ? Yes, Messed be God, the blood of Jesus 
clcanseth from all sin : To this I would fly this day. 
Lord, wash thou me, and I shall be clean ! O grant 
ui^to me strong and lively faith to purify my heart, 
and overcome the world. It is by this alone I can 
hope for victory; it is by this alone I can give glory 
to thee, or obey thy will. Fmth is thy gift Grant 
me faith to receive all thou art willing to bestow: 
enlarge Uie capacity of my soul; enlarge my desires; 
and let me be filled with all the fulness of God, to the 
praise of the glory of thy grace for ever more. Amen !

Sunday^ September 11.*—I was very dull and un¬ 
comfortable, till about eleven o’clock, when the Lord 
poured out upon me the spirit of grace and of suppli¬ 
cation, and enabled me to confess sin, and plead his 
promises for myself, and the places of worship he has 
raised by my means. Also for the church in general, 
and for all my own friends and connexions. 

I found much comfort in singing his praises abroad 
in the fields. We had no ^rmon in church; but 
blessed be God, it has not been a silent Sabbath to my 
soul. 

In the month of November, Lady Gienorchy was 
again m Edinburgh) exercised it would seem with 
some new and unexpected trials. Lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil, is i^petition which 
our Lord has enjoined every one of Ms disciples, in 
every age, daily to offer, and which implies that every 
one of them in every age is daily exposed to tempta- 
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lion, and to suffer by it, and that it requires the inter¬ 
positions of divine power and grace to preserve them 
from it. If any disciple of Christ might be supposed to 
be placed beyond the reach of temptation, one would 
think that a person so abstracted from the world, so 
cautious, so watchful, so tremblingly alive to the most 
distant appearances of evil, as Lady Glenorchy was, 
must be that favoured disciple. She however was not 
exempted from the common lot of humanity, and al¬ 
though she was not permitted to fall by temptations, 
she was assailed by them. She however found that 
God did not suffer her to be tempted above that she 
was able to bear; but with the temptation also made 
a way to escape, with some account of which she closes 
her Diary for this year. 

November 20.—For some weeks past my mind has 
been so much agitati^d, that 1 could not continue my 
Diary, being unable to judge of the real .state of my 
st>ul. The Lord hath been pleased in the course of 
his providence, to appoint me a trial of a new nature. 
I have been tempted by the world in its most alluring 
form, to forsake the narrow path ; and the bait was so 
artfully hid, and so much suited to my natural temper, 
that I have felt a very severe struggle to escape from it. 
What the Lord is to teach me by this I know not; 
but surely I may learn much of my own weakness from 
it. 


December 11.—-Since writing the above, the Lord 
has l)een pleased to send bodily affliction upon me, 
which has, I hope, in some measure been sanctified. 
During the first part of it, I was in a very ead and 
miserable frame, unable to pray or think a good thought. 
I seemed to be cast out from bis presence; but at 
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length he sent deliverance, he rebuked the tempter, and 
gave me liberty in pouring out my complsunt before 
him, and has restored the light to my benighted soul, 
which shows me once more the vanity of all things 
here below, and the unspeakable privilege of being 
wholly devoted to God, in a life of self-denial and 
holiness. I feel my spiritual strength renewed, and 
have pleasure in hearing the word and in prayer. Last 
Friday I had a humbling view of the low state of re¬ 
ligion in this country, and was enabled to plead for the 
pec^le with many supplications and tears, and to pray 
for success to Mr Grove’s ministry, who seems to be a 
faithful minister of the gospel. These things have been 
a burden upon my mind. I now feel power to believe 
in invisible things, and am deeply impressed with the 
thought of eternity, and that the Lord is at hand. 
The love of the world seems taken out of my heart. 
I am willing to leave it. I have a comfortable hope 
that the Lord indeed is my God, and that he has be¬ 
gun a good work in me, and will perfect that which 
concemeth me. I see much of his goodness in deliver¬ 
ing me from the snare which was lately laid for my 
feet. O that he may continue to guide me by his 
counsel, and keep me from falling ! 

March 1.—I arrived in London under great appre¬ 
hensions of being left of God to dishonour him by 
going back into the world. 

Lady Glenorchy’s chapel had hitherto been sup¬ 
plied partly by the clergymen and probationers of the 
city and neighbourhood, and partly by two respect¬ 
able dissenting ministers from Fngland, Mr Edwards of 
Leeds, and Mr Grove of Wooburn, in Buckingham¬ 
shire. Dissenting ministers from England, at this time, 
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were admitted freely to the pulpits of the ^Established 
churches, and even allowed to receive presentations to 
parislies, there being no law to the contrary. Lady 
Glenorchy had been confined all January by sickness; 
but early in February she went to England, among 
other objects, to seek supply for her chapel. There 
is a weekly meeting in London among the orthodox 
dissenters, which is held every Tuesday morning, 
called the Merchants’ Lecture, because it was origin¬ 
ally instituted and supported by that class of men, and 
has subsisted for a century. Six of the most distin¬ 
guished ministers of the city and its environs, elected 
by the subscribers, are the lecturers, and preach alter¬ 
nately. On the 14th of March Lady Glenorchy at¬ 
tended this lecture. By one of those incidents that 
sometimes happen in human life, the writer of these 
memoirs, passing through London, was taken that 
morning by a friend to Pinner’s Hall, the place where 
these lectures were then delivered. Mr Webb, pastor of 
a church in Fetter-lane, Holborn, was the lecturer for 
that day, and preached from the 18th verse of the first 
chapter of the Epistle to the Ephesians, “ The eyes of 
your understanding being enlightened, that ye may 
know what is the hope of his calling, and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints.” 
The house was very small, the congregation not nu¬ 
merous, the preacher advanced in life, and read every 
word of his sermon, with no grace in the delivery : in 
short, there was no external embellishment to give the 
discourse. the least force; but there was a gravity, a 
sincerity, a pathos, an uncommonly rich display of 
evangelical experimental truth, accompanied with a 
holy unction that made every word irresistible to a 
mind disposed to receive the impressions of divine 
truth, the effect of which six-and-forty years have not 
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effaced from the mind of the author of these pages; 
nor will any numb«* of years be able to do so, whilst 
his faculty of memory remains. Lady Glenorchy was 
seeking a minster for her chapel : little did she think 
that there was at that time present a stripling, perhaps 
within her view, not then twenty years of age, who, in 
that moment, in sentiment and feeling, held close re¬ 
ligious fellowship with her, and who, within five short 
years was to become the minister of her chapel, and 
after having laboured in it between forty and fifty 
years, was to take this manner of attempting to do 
justice to her memory and character. Little did this 
stripling think there was then in that small congrega¬ 
tion, and among the citizens of London, a person of her 
rank and influence, to whom, before the close of the 
next year, by what some men call accident, but by what 
he considers a very peculiar and gracious providence 
of Almighty God, he should be introduced; and on 
which introduction, by the blessing of Heaven, nearly 
all his future usefulness and comfort for a long life 
would depend: But thus it was, for so it seemed go<jd 
in the eyes of the wise and beneficent Disposer of all 
events. 

Lady Glenorchy left London in May, having pre¬ 
viously paid a visit in Bedfordshire, probably to her 
sister-in-law, the Marchioness of Grey; thence she went 
to her friend. Miss Hill, at Hawkstone, and afterwards 
to Buxton and other places. The incessant hiu’ry and 
bustling necessarily occasioned by removing from place 
to place, was extremely irksome to one accustmned as 
:Ae was to great regularity and order; and sjie return¬ 
ed about the beginning of August with very perturbed 
feelings. These, however, as in other similar instances, 
she^ turned to a good account, by using them to lead 
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her to close examination of herself, and to flee witlt 
much earnestness to God for aid, as will be seen by the 
extracts from her Diary which will next appear. 

March 14.—I was delivered from my fears by hear¬ 
ing a sermon at Pinner’s Hall, from Mr Webb, on 
Ephesians i. 18. and from this time forward, for two 
months, I experienced peace and joy in believing. 

March J5.—I went to pay a visit at W——— in Bed¬ 
fordshire, where I staid two days; and there lost sight 
f)f my privileges, and got into darkness and distress of 
mind. Thence I went to Hawkstone and other places, 
still continuing in a sad dark frame of mind. At my 
return to Edinburgh I met with many trials, and my 
heart yielded but too much to the suggestions of the 
enemy. I endeavoured to pray, and the Lord poured 
out the spirit of supplication upon me. I then had a 
sight of the evil of backsliding in heart, and was ena¬ 
bled to pray for healing. 

August 13.—This morning I arose early to call upon 
God, but found my heart cold and dead. I could 
neither pray, read, nor meditate in a profitable manner. 

O Lord, search my heart, and try my inward parts; 
show me what my real state is; I may deceive myself 
and others, but I cannot deceive thee. Graciously 
discover to me the deep deceits of my wicked heait, 
and sweep away every refuge of lies. Leave me no 
covering but that of the unspotted robe of a Bedeem- 
er’s righteousness, under which do thou enable me to 
flee; for his sake 1 ask it who shed his prfXiioUB blood 
to redeem such wretche(Lsinners as I am from guilt 
and misisry. O Lord, W me not enjoy one moment’s 
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peace till I find peace in thee. Imbitter every thing 
to my taste, until 1 taste that thou art gracious ! 

After this period Lady Glenorchy went to Tay- 
mouth somewhat later in the year than usual. In this 
earthly paradise she hoped to find quiet; and she did 
so, and something more than quiet. Immediately on 
her arrival there, she determined to seek the Lord by 
a day of extraordinary private fasting and prayer. 
The account which she gives of her preparation for 
this, in which she enumerates her many wants, and of 
the manner in which she observed it, together with 
the^ effects which followed, is very edifying: her recol¬ 
lections and reflections on her birth-day are also truly 
affecting. She appears this summer to have enjoyed 
more peace and divine consolation than ever she did 
before ; and on this account the Diary of this period 
wUl be read with peculiar pleasure. 

Taymmith, Aiigust 17, 1775,—I arrived at this be¬ 
loved place, which is peculiarly endeared to my soul, 
being the place of my spiritual birth, and frequently 
has since been a place of revival and refreshment to 
my spiritual life. I purpose setting apart to-morrow as 
a day of prayer, in order to seek the Lord. I have 
been considering the wants of my soul, that I may 
plead for a supply at tire throne of grace. They arc 
as follow:— 

I want an abiding sense of the presence of God, a 
filial fern*, a hatred of sin, love to holiness, more faith 
exercised in the promises of God, especially that in 
John xiii. 13, 14. “ And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that the Father may be glori¬ 
fied in the Son. If ye shall Isk any thing in my name, 
I will do it.” 
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I want to have sin subdue^ and mortified in me by 
the Spirit of God, and that the Holy Ghost may 
shed abroad his influences in my heart, to purify, en¬ 
lighten, and sanctify mo; to testify of Jesus, teach me 
what I know not, lead me into all truth, and refresh 
me with his consolations. 

I want to have my backslidings healed, my soul re¬ 
stored to the vigorous exercise of grace, awakened 
from drowsiness and sloth, and that the things which 
remain and are ready to die, may be strengthened. 

I want the Holy Spirit to witness with ray spirit 
that I am born again, and that I am now a child of 
God. 

I want the improper love of myself destroyed, that 
internal principle of selfishness which stains, mars, 
and sjK)ils all I say and do. 

I want my besetting sin mortified, which, the Lord 
knows, has harassed and distressed my soul for years 
past; and although now it prevails not, but rather 
seems dead, yet I fear will. revive on the first tempta¬ 
tion. 

I want to know more of God, of his perfections, of 
his glory as it shines in the person of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, of his love to sinners in the work of redemp¬ 
tion. 

I want an experimental knowledge of the truths 
I have been taught. I would feel their influence on 
my heart and life, that it may appear tinto all that I 
belong to Jesus Christ. 

I want to be made willing that all should know 
this, that I may not be ashamed at any time, or any 
place, of my Christian profession. 

I want more humility and lowliness of heart, and 
self-denied and constant obedience to all the commands 
of Christ. 

Y 
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I want the image of Christ stamped on my soul, 
and more love to him, and more conformity to him in 
all things. 

I want wisdom to direct me how to behave towards 
my unconverted relations, sering that all the ways I 
have hitherto tried have proved ineffectual in reccmcil- 
ing them to the truths of God. 

I want gravity and dignity of behaviour at all times, 
becoming my profession and the high calling of God. 
I would carry about with me the dying of the Lord 
Jesus. 

I want also wisdom to direct me in temporal aflairs, 
that I may act the part of a faithful steward of the 
things intrusted to my charge, so that 1 may neither 
by profusion nor narrowness bring a reproach upon 
religion. 

I watit more of the spirit of prayer, and power it) 
meditate and delight in reading the word of God; a 
tender conscience to feel the first approach of sin; 
an evangelical repentance, that looks on him I have 
pierced, and that mourns because of sin, as the pro¬ 
curing cause of his sufferings; and which leads to flee 
from sin as from the face of a serpent. 

I want more love to the brethren, for the Lord’s 
sake, and a more single eye to his glory in all I do for 
them. 

I want to have no will of my own in any thing, but 
ever to find the Lord’s will precious to me, even when 
it crosses my will. I know he cannot err, therefore I 
would rejoice when I am disappointed, for when his 
will takes place my end is answered, for I desire only 
to advance his glory. 

I want to know his will concerning the manner in 
which I ought to settle the chapel in Edinburgh, and 
that in Strathfillan, and the parish of Cramond. 
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1 want to know my wants, and to have access at all 
times to spread them beftjre a throne of grace, wliere 
I know they can be abundantly supplied out of the 
fulness of Christ. 


Augiist 25.—I arose early to spend an hour in con¬ 
fessing my sins unto the I^ord. My soul was rather 
dead in the duty, yet, through grace, I attained to 
something of simplicity of heart,—a desire for sin¬ 
cerity, and consciousness of deficiency. 

I afterwards spent some time in reading the Scriji- 
turcs. The Lord was present with my spirit. I after¬ 
wards retired to a place unknown to others, where I 
sought the Lord, first for his <-hurch, and then for 
myself. lie was graciously pleased to permit me to 
spread my wants before him. I felt enlarged in prayer, 
and got somewhat of a fervent spirit for two hours, 
and had some degree of comfort from the secret 
testimony of the Spirit, of the love of God to my 
soul. This w'as not in so great a measure as on for¬ 
mer occasions of this sort; but I was made to per¬ 
ceive the Spirit of Christ was indeed making inter¬ 
cession for me, and I had confidence of being heard. 
I have since this time been rather in a dull frame; 
corruption still assails me; but the Lord will deliver 
me in his own time. I desire to praise him with my 
whole soul for all that is past, and to trust him for 
all tliat is to come. 

August 26.—This morning 1 had sweet access to 
a threme of grace, and felt some meltings of heart in 
the view of my Redeemer’s sufferings for sinners, and 
for myself in particular. I could say that I looked 
upon him whom I had pierced. I felt abhorrence at- 
the part I had in crucifying the Lord of glory. 
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This day I made a disposition of my chapel and 
scliool in Edinburgh, and I believe I have done it 
under the direction of the Lord, in the way most 
likely to promote the end I have in view. To him be 
the praise! 

Friday^ September 1.—This day I endeavoured to 
keep as a day of prayer, for the revival of religion in 
our land. I found some degree of sorrow for the 
abounding iniquity of it, and liberty to plead with 
the Lord that our backslidings might be healed; ami 
I also remembered all my Christian friends particu¬ 
larly by name before the Lord. 

[^g'ed 34.] September %.—It hath been my cuptom, 
ever since I knew the grace of God, to observe this 
day as a day of humiliation for my sins, and of thanks¬ 
giving for the mercies conferred ujxai me by God my 
Saviour, from my birtli to the present hour. To see 
my own vileness, I must at the same time behold the 
infinite perfections of a Holy God. O that I had a 
clearer view of his glory and excellence, of his amaz¬ 
ing love to the sinful sons of men ! Then should I 
indeed be humbled under a sense of the ingratitude 
and insensibility of my cold wretched heart, which is 
so little moved by all his tender mercies and loving 
kindnesses to me, preserving me from evil, restraining 
me from outward sin, redeeming my soul from hell, 
and adopting me into his family. He has given me a 
goodly inheritance in this world, and in that which is 
to come an inheritance incorruptible, undefiled, and 
which fadeth not away. Syirely none ever had such 
cause to extol free sovereign grace,—a brand plucked 
from the burning,—a backslider restored,—a poor 
worm raised up and employed by infinite grace as an 
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instrument in the Lord’s work ! Was it for any fore¬ 
seen gooil in me, any greater measure of love or 
faithfulness, that the Lord has thus distinguished me 
by his grace ? O no ! at this day my vile heart is still 
prone to depart from him by unbelief,—at times it is 
filled with all evil,—sin still warreth in me, and de¬ 
ceives me, so-that I am frequently led captive by it, and 
made to cry out for the bitterness of my soul. Some¬ 
times I am ashamed of my gracious God, and fall into 
conformity to the vain conversation of his enemies; 
and thus spend precious time in a most unprofitable 
manner. I sometimes restrain prayer, neglect medita¬ 
tion, and reading the scriptures. I am careless in read¬ 
ing, and inattentive in hearing, the word of God, and 
omit many known duties. Oh, my sins of omission are 
many and grievous; had the Lord dealt with me as I 
have sinned, I should now have been lost. But, glory 
t<) his name, his thoughts are not as our thoughts. How 
hath my’heart, like that of Joseph’s brethren, misinter- 
pretetl the Lord's dealings, and foreboded terror and 
destruction, w'hile his thoughts have been of g(M>d, and 
not of evil. How hath he overruled my sins and follies 
for his own glory and my everlasting good. O how 
much have I learnt this year of my own weakness, igno¬ 
rance, pride, worldliness, and desperate wickedness of 
heart! I hope I have also learned to trust it less, and 
to expect no safety or stability but in the ways of God, 
and from himself. As to outward things, I have been 
blessed by an increase of income, in proportion to what 
I have laid out in his cause. He hath hitherto helped 
me, and owned the work I have been engaged in to be 
his, by blessing his word to some souls.—For all these 
things I desire to praise him, and to ascribe unto the 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, one God, as is most due, 
all the glory, now and for evermore. W. G. 
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Mimday, September 4.—-Last night, after writing 
down my exercise during the day, I took up my 
Bible, and read in Revelations, from the sixth chapter 
to the end; during which the Lord was pleased to 
give me such hope and comfort in the faith of the 
glory to bo revealed, and of my own part in it, that I 
could hardly read for tears of joy. I had sweet peace 
through the evening,—the enemy seemed to have left 
me,—and this morning 1 awoke with these words: 
“ He hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no 
sin, tliat we might be made the righteousness of God 
in him.'” I made haste to get upon my knees, and 
the Lord poured out upon me the spirit of grace and 
supplication with thanksgiving. I got much liberty of 
access to God, and made known my suit with bold¬ 
ness, and confidence of being heard; in particular, 
for the church of Christ, for my chapels, ministers, 
schools, my bosom friends Lady Maxwell and Lady 
Henrietta Ho|X', their jxireiits and mine. I felt much 
love for them, and all the saints, as being one with 
them in Christ;—was astonished at the grace and 
mercy of the Lord, in calling such worms to partake 
of his glory, and particularly myself, the vilest of all. 
I got new light upon some Scriptures while praying 
over them, especially Heb. xii. 1—6. “ Wherefore,' 
seeing we also are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set before us. For whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteiieth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he rcceivetli and Phil. ii. 5. 11. “ Let 
this mind be in you which was also in Christ Jesus.” 
“ And that every tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of the Father.'” I got a 
sight of one great evil in my heart, namely, being 
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unwilling to liecomc of no reputation for Christ: I 
prayed earnestly to be made willing; and also fora 
.spiritual mind, and to be delivered from vain thoughts. 
I asked power to persevere in the use of the means for 
attjiining spirituality of mind, and that I might be 
kept from temptations which have hitherto overcome 
me, and now threaten me. Glory be to God for the 
mercies of this morning. I note this to the ptxuse of 
his glorious rich free grace to the most unworthy of 
all his redeemed creatures. 

Sunday^ September 10.—This last week I have again 
iK'cn tried with vain company, and have cause to la¬ 
ment "my numberless miscarriages and omissions. I 
yielded too much to their .spirit, yet I have cause to 
bless the Ixird for enabling me to confess him before 
them. I have had little life or comfort to-day in my 
soul, yet at bottoni there is a hope I would not part 
Avith for a tliousand worlds. There is a state of life 
and immortality beyond the gravt‘. 

Sunday, September 17-—Ihiring the course of last 
week 1 have had much occasion to lament the deep 
tlepravity of my mind, and the power of old habits; 
yet, notwithstanding my folly, the Lord has at times 
been very gracious to my soul, particularly one day 
when reading in the fields an old l)ook, Christ in you 
the hope of Glory, by Brown; or Christ dwelling in 
the Believer by the Spirit. I was made to believe my 
union with him, and his actually dwelling in my heart 
by faith, in so clear and satisfactory a manner, that I 
was filled with joy and wond^ unspeakable. My soul 
was transported with a view of invisible things,—it 
seemed ttx) much for the body. 

This morning, after tryii^ to pray, being very dull 
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and dead in it, I took up Vincent on the Coming of 
Christ to Judgment, and had not read far before my 
soul was filled with unspeakable joy and peace in be¬ 
lieving. I was made to see my willingness to receive 
him, End consequently my interest in him. I was 
overwhelmed with a sense, or foretaste as it were, of 
the glory to be revealed, and astonished at the sove¬ 
reign rich grace of Grod, that had written my worth¬ 
less name in the book of life before the foundation of 
the world. I fell at his feet overcome with love, un¬ 
able to speak, and could only adore in silence, utter¬ 
ing my feelings by sighs and tears. 

At church the Psalms were refreshing to my soul. I 
could sing heartily to the Lord, my Strength and 
Redeemer. The text was, “ Rejoice that your names 
are written in the book of life.”—I did rejoice. The 
four last verses of the 97th Psalm, which were after¬ 
wards sung, were very pleasant to my soul:— 


For thou, O Lord, art high abovu 
All things on earth tltat are ; 
Above all other gods thou ar^ 

Exalted very fitr. 

For all those that be righteons. 

Sown is a joyful light; 

And gladness sown is for all those 
That are in heart upright, &c. &c. 


I saw much in that verse. Light is sown for the right¬ 
eous, and gladness for the upright in heart. But this 
pleasant frame did not last long. Upon the whole, 
this has been a blessed day to my soul. Glory be to 
God! 

, Sunday^ QcUAer 8.—-The Lord has been very gra- 
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cious to me during the course of last week and this 
day. This is a time of prosperity with me in soul and 
body. I enjoy health, riches, friends, comforts of 
various sorts; spiritual mercies, peace of conscience, 
freedom from many evils, and some measure of faith 
in the glorious things that await me when time shall 
be no more. The dangers I have now to fear are 
spiritual pride, high>mindedness, self-seeking, self- 
righteousness, impatience, sloth, carelessness, omi.ssion 
of known duties, and carnal security. Gracious Lord, 
deliver me from these, and every other sin and snare 
thou seest me in danger of,—undertake for me,—^pre¬ 
serve me now in tliis day of wealth, lest I be full, wax 
fat, and kick against thee. Let thy grace and power 
be manifested in keeping my soul near to thyself, in a 
humble depcndance on thee for all things. Sensible 
of my own nothingness and emptiness, may I come 
every moment to receive from thy fulness, wisdom, 
righteousness, and strength.' Grant this, for thy holy 
name'’s sake. Amen ! 
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CHAPTER XIV. 


I^y Glenorchy returns to Edinburgh—Some drcumsiances with respect 
to her chapel there cause her much uneasiness—Extracts from Diary 
—Dctter from Lady Glenorchy to the Presbytery of Edinburgh con¬ 
cerning Mr Grove—Answer from the Presbytery to lier Ladysiiip— 
Mr Grove determines to return to England—Ijady fJlenorchy still 
further distressed with the circumstances of the chapel—Resolve-s to 
leave Scotland—Her friends’ remonstrances against this resolution, 
particularly Lady Henrietta Hope—Lady Glenorcliy determines to 
invite a minister to her chapel to whom the Presbytery could have no 
objections—Extracts from Diary, from January l-l, to April 20, 1770 
—Lady Glenorchy makes choice of Mr Balfour as the minister of her 
chapel—Correspondence of Lady Glenorchy with the Presbytery <»f 
Edinburgh on the subject—Difference of opinion in the Presbytery «)n 
the measure—The matter brought by complaint before tiie Synwl t)f 
Lothian and Tweeddale—Lady Glenorchy giies to Tayniouth—Ex¬ 
tracts from Diary, from July ll, to September 2, 1776. 

Lady Glenorchy returned to Edinburgh in October, 
where circumstances soon occurred which gave her 
much and long vexation. Some of her religions friends 
had scruples with respect to their continuing niemhers 
of the established church, and they scparatetl from it, 
and became zealous and censorious sectarians of differ¬ 
ent denominations. These occurrences affected her 
very much. Mr Grove had preached in her chapel 
three months at the close of the last year, and after going 
back to England, he returned in October, bringing his 
family with him, and preached for as long a period at 
the end of this present year. He was very generally 
acceptable to the congregation, and desirous to st?ttle 
amongst them; nor was Lady Glenorchy averse to it. 
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There were some, however, who were not satisfied 
witli Mr Grove’s sentiments with respect to church 
order, and they expressed their dissatisfaction in a 
way wliich made Lady Glenorchy very uneasy. How¬ 
ever, to put an end to this, sJie applied by letUa* to the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh, informing them of her wishes 
to gratify the congregation of her chapel, by aj)point- 
ing Mr Grove to be their minister, and respectfully 
requesting their countenance therein; to which she 
received an answer, stating the terms on which they 
were iiis^K>sed tt) acquiesce in INIr Grove’s settlement. 

Of these circumstances tlie reader will be further 
informed by an extract from her Diary, and copies of 
tliese letters. 

FAlhnhurghy Sunday, October 22.—I came yesterday 
to this ])lace; found my soul refreshed in conversing 
with some dear Christian friends. To-day the word 
of God, and the wliole services of the church, have 
been comfortable. To him be the glory ! 

December 20.—^-On Sunday the 17th I begged the Lord 
to sliow me what my real state was before him; my trouble 
increased ; I began to murmur at my situation. The 
cnenty for a season was permitted to plead the cause 
of his votaries, and drew a comparison between them 
and the church to the disadvantage of the latter : thus 
my mind was drawn aside into awful and dangerous 
depths. Upon this I ventured to pray that God 
would manifest himself anti his work of redemption 
to my soul. In bitterness of spirit I arose from my 
knees, took up the Bible, and cried to the Lord to 
give me faith in his word, and an answer of peace 
from it. On reading, the snare by which I was held 
gave way, and my soul escaped as a bird. From me- 
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ditating on the Scriptures, peace was restored to niy 
soul, my doubts and distresses vanished away, and niy 
relish for the word of God and access to the throne of 
grace have been restored. Glory be to God ! 

The letter to the Presbytery of Edinburgh which 
has been mentioned, is in the following terms :— 

To the Moderator of the Prcsbijtery of Edinburgh. 

“ Edinburgh, December 27, 1775. 

“ Rev. Sir,—I acquainted your reverend Presbytery, 
in a letter sent to them in March 1774, that the chapel 
which I had built, for the purposes mentioned in that 
letter would soon be ready for the reception of a con¬ 
gregation ; that I intended to have it supplied with a 
minister of approved character and abilities ; and was 
persuaded it would be agreeable to the Presbytery, 
that, in the mean time, I should ask occasional sup})ly 
from such ministers and probationers as I was ac¬ 
quainted with. 

“ The Presbytery having been pleased to signify 
their approbation of my design, several ministers and 
probationers have cheerfully given their assistance; 
and I have no doubt they will continue it, which in 
future will only be necessary, at particular times, as the 
chapel is now statedly supplied l)y the Rev. Thomas 
Grove, a minister of established character and abilities, 
who for several years has been pastor of a Protestant 
dissenting congregation in England, and as such gave 
the security required by law in that part of the king¬ 
dom for his loyalty to Government, and his adherence 
to those essential doctrines of the Reformation in which 
the established Confessions of both churches are hap¬ 
pily agreed. He is well known to several ministers of 
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this city and suburbs, with whom he has joined in 
ministerial communion; and to those who attend at 
the chapel, having preached to them during the space 
of three months last year, and as many this year ; to 
whom his ministrations are so acceptable that they have 
cxjiresscd their earnest desire of his continuance among 
them as their pastor, which it is my intention to com¬ 
ply with, that, besides the preaching of the word, they 
may enjoy the comfort and benefit of the other ordi¬ 
nance's of religion, which are dispensed to their brethren 
of the same communion in their parish churches. I beg 
you will dr) mo the favour to communicate this letter 
to the Reverend Presbytery at their first meeting, with 
my respectful compliments, which will oblige. Rev. 
Sir, your most obedient and most humble servant, 

“ W. Geenorchy.” 

To this letter Lady Glenorchy received the sub¬ 
joined reply :— 

To tite Right Hmiourable Lady Glenorchy. 

“ Madam,—Your Ladyshipr’s letter was laid before 
us ; and although we continue to approve of your pious 
intentions in establishing the new congregation within 
our bounds, we cannot give countenance to any person’s 
being admitted minister thereof, until we have satisfy¬ 
ing evidence of his having been regularly licensed and 
ordained, of his loyalty to Government, and of his 
conformity to our standards. We have the honour to 
be your Ladyship’s most obedient most humble ser¬ 
vants. H. Moncrieff Wellwood, Moderator^ 

1776.—Mr Grove was a gentleman of some landed 
property, of good address and talents, and of pleasant 
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manners. He was one of the six young men, who, in 
the year 1768, were expelled from the University of Ox¬ 
ford, for praying extempore in a private house; but was 
by his severe judges acknowledged to be the least ex¬ 
ceptionable of them in every respect: and altliough with 
great humility and earnestness he petitioned for resto¬ 
ration, and the Vice-Chancellor admitted that his case 
was very hard, his application, notwithstanding, was re¬ 
fused. This harsh treatment made Mr Grove a decided 
dissenter in his own country, and gave liim a distaste 
to national religious establishments in general; and 
as he found Lady Glenorchy determined not to sepa¬ 
rate her Chapel from the Church of Scotland, of whic-h 
she was a member, and with which her oldest, ablest, 
and best friends were connected, he determined, but 
not without much reluctance, to return to England. 

This event occasioned Lady Glenorchy consider- 
ahle perplexity ; and the suspicion, and clamour, and 
evil speaking to which it gave rise, hurt her so much, 
that she seriously meditated a plan of selling her 
estate, and leaving Scotland altogether. This resolu¬ 
tion both alarmed and distressed her friends, who did 
not fail to remonstrate against her intentions in very 
strong terms: among these was Lady Henrietta Hope, 
who wrote to her, on the 18th of January, in the fol¬ 
lowing manner;— 

“ 1 did not receive your’s, my dear Madam, till 
this morning; and then, I must own, I felt sensations 
which your ever welcome letters have not been used to 
excite. So little am I reconciled to the plan you have 
eventually formed, that the determined manner in 
which you write of it as if really to take place, was 
more than 1 could bear unmoved; and I know not 
how long the damp it throw on my spirits would have 
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continued, had it not been brought to my remem¬ 
brance, that you might proposCy but that God would 
disposCy and surely overrule all things for his glory. 
To me it appesirs next to impossible, that by .such 
an event this great end shall be advanced; but, as 
your Tjady.ship seems at present to be absolutely fixed 
in your detenuinaliou, I shall, not trouble you more on 
the subject, till somt; better occasion offer to remon¬ 
strate more .strongly.” 

The circumstances of Mr Grove’s family would not 
admit of his immediate return to England. He there¬ 
fore remainetl, and no objection being made to it, 
preaclied in tlie chapel till the end of February, when 
it again was supplied by the ministers and probationers 
of the city and neighbourhood. 

When Mr Gi’ovc finally left Edinburgh, Lady 
Glenorc-hy consulted her friends with respect to the 
most eligible mode of conducting and settling lier 
chapel. She herself was of opinion, that the best way 
to prevent all suspicions and jealousies with respect to 
her objects and designs, would be to invite a minister 
from the church, of whose ecclesiastical views no doubt 
could be entertained, either by the Presbytery or the 
public; and having fixed upon the mode of manage¬ 
ment, her mind became tran(juii and easy, as will 
appear from her Diary. 

Sundayy January 14.—The Lord has seen meet to 
afford me some glimmerings of light on the path of 
duty. I have seen it right to give up my own plans 
and wishes concerning the settlement of chapel, 
and simply to follow whatever seems most likely to 
promote faith, peace, and love, in the Church of 
Christ. 
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I have permitted Mr Grove to return to England, 
as he was not willing to sign the formula, and I did not 
find myself at liberty to separate from the Established 
Church. I now think of procuring a minister from 
among ourselves, for stated pastor, who will consent to 
the occasional visits of preachers from England. My 
mind is more composed since this was settled. I now 
wait for light whom to choose, and how to proceed. 
But my soul is still at a distance from God. Strong 
temptations assault me in prayer; so that I cannot 
continue many minutes in it. My thoughts are un¬ 
fixed ; my body threatened with a j)ainful ilanger- 
ous malady. I have no great fears of death : I seem 
more afraid to live to dishonour God. I almost look 
on an early death as a privilege; and should rejoice to 
think it near, were my soul as comfortable as in times 
past. 

Sundayf January 28.—The Lord has been gracious¬ 
ly pleased to loosen my bonds, and permitted me to ]M'ay 
with some degree of faith, to commit my way unto 
him, and to give up myself wholly to him for time 
and eternity. I found sweet composure of mind, and 
power to rest on his word this forenoon in secret. I 
was however disappointed in public worship, my mind 
wandered, and I got no benefit, and returned home 
ashamed and confounded at the deep and unutterable 
depravity of my nature, yet thankful for the ground 
I have to hope for deliverance thix)ugh the l*ord 
Jesus Christ. 

Sundayy February 10.—The Lord hath permitted 
me tliis day to sit down at his table, and partake of 
the symbols of his broken body and shed blood, with 
wme degree of faith. Blessed be his name for creat- 
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ing in me a liungei' and thirst for spiritual blessing.s, 
and for letting me feel my wants. 

He has also restored, in a measure, my health, 
delivered me from the fear of an incurable and pain¬ 
ful disease, ' lUid relieved my mind from many other 
heavy weights : he enables me to cast my care upon 
him, and tt) believe that he careth for me. The 103d 
Psalm was sweet to my soul this morning,—I could 
praise the Lord in the language of the Psalmist, believ¬ 
ing lhal he had indeed forgiven mine iniquities, and par¬ 
doned my sin ;—that as a father pitieth his child, so 
did he pity my helplessness and my infirmities. 

This ('V( ning I have felt like the workings of true 
repentance and godly sorrow for backslidings, vain 
thought.s, short-e.t>mings, and backwardness to duty. 
My soul longeth after holiness and conformity to thq 
image of Christ. I have, I think, from the bottom of 
my heart, asked the Holy Spirit to abide in me, and 
sit as a refiner’s fire, to purify me from all my dross, 
to sanctify every power and faculty of my soul. 

March 17.—Sintsc writing the above, it pleased 
God to send a severe illness upon me, which has re¬ 
duced my body very low, and I have seldom had any sen¬ 
sible life or joy in my soul. But, blessed be his name, my 
hope concerning the life to come has never failed; my 
sweetest moments have been those when death ap]iear- 
ed near. This day I have had the privilege of sitting 
down at the Lord’s table. My body was very weak, 
and I could not get to a lively frame of spirit; but I 
was enabled to receive the tokens of his unspeakable 
•love with a thankful heart, and to bless the Father for 
giving the Son, the Son for giving himself up to the 
death for us, and the Holy Ghost for applying the 
benefits of his death, and opening my understanding 

z 
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to know the truth, without which I must for ever 
have remained in ignorance, and perished eternally. 
This evening I see my great need of fresh supplies of 
grace, and have got power to plead for more life, 
wisdom, knowledge, faith, love, holiness, strength, 
and power over sin, and a thankful spirit for mercies 
received. 

April 20.-—For a month past T have been much 
engaged in outward things, yet I have had sweet nu»- 
nients in the contemplation of the tlivine promises, 
and in laying hold of them by an appropriating faith. 
On Sunday the 7th, I enjoyed a lively sense of the 
love of God all the day, both in public and in privalt^ 
devotion. The week following ray joy was interru])t- 
ed by the business in which I was engaged, anti a 
weak body which clouded the mind; but my hope 
remained immovable. On Saturday last I heard a 

•sermon on brotherly love, from Mr S-, uiuler 

which 1 was convinced that I had hitherto failed 
greatly in this duty, and determined, through grace, 
to observe more carefully the commands of Christ 
concerning it, particularly in 1 Corinthians, 13th 
chapter. 

The first movement of Lady Glenorchy in the execu¬ 
tion of her plan for her chapel, was to select a projier 
person to be proposed to the congregation and Pres¬ 
bytery, as the future minister. The clergyman on 
whom she, fixed, was the Kev. Robert Balfour, minis¬ 
ter 6f the .parish of Lecropt, near Stirling, and after¬ 
wards, for nearly forty years, the justly admired and 
beloved pastor of the Outer High Church of Glasgow, 
whose memory will long be dear, very dear, indeed, to 
the hearts -of all wlio knew him, for his piety—his in- 
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tcgrity—his great talents—^liis kindness—his candour 
—liis usefulness, and every grace, virtue, and action 
that bind close Christian to Christian, and man to 
man. No choice could be more judicious than this. 
He was a native of the city of Edinburgh, he had 
been educated at its schools and university, he Avas a 
licentiate of its Presbytery, and well known to the most 
of its members from his very childhood. The people 
were delighted with this choice ; Mr Balfour cheerfully 
accepted of the offer, and no one dreamt of opposition 
from any t[uartcr; but the great Lfjrd of the vineyard 
had destined him for a much higher station, and a 
sphere of much greater usefulness. 

I.iady Glenorchy was not destitute of able advisers: 
In tile church she numbered Dr Webster, Dr Hick, 
Dr Erskine, Mr Walker, &c. &c. and out of it, Mr. 
Crosby, ad\"ocatc, one of the most distinguished men 
at the bar in his day. They apjiear to have informed her, 
that there Avere two sorts of chapels in connexion witli 
the Established church, the one chapels of Ease strict¬ 
ly so called, entirely dependant in their operations on 
the minister and session of the parish within whose 
bounds they are situated, and in which the ministers 
m-e in fact little, if any thing, more than assistanLs to 
them ; the other, free chajiels, accountable for their con¬ 
duct only to their Presbyteries and the superior courts. 
Lady Glenorchy’s chajiel was of the latter class. As 
institutions of this kind were but few at this |Aeriixl, laws 
and regulations for them did not exist, and therefore 
Presbyteries admitted them on such terms as they 
judgc‘d exjjedient,—the proprietors and people gena*- 
ally struggling for as much liberty as they could po^i- 
bly obtain, and the church courts gradually drawing 
tighter and tighter the cords of restraint. By a law 
enacted since this period, the rules by which every 
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chapel that is erected is to be conducted, are prescribed 
by the General Assembly, before it is admitted to the 
communion of the Church. This statement will enable 
the reader better to understand the nature of the con¬ 
test into which Lady Glenorchy, much against licr in¬ 
clination, was brought with certain individuals in the 
church courts. 

All things having been prepared for the inducting 
Mr Balfinir, she, on the 15th of May, sent the follow¬ 
ing lettei’ to the Presbytery :— 

To the Moderator^ ^*c. 

“ Edinburgh, \5th May 1776. 

“ Rev. Sir,—As the chapel I lately built in this 
city is private property, and not meant to be put upon 
the footing of the Establishment, I was informed, that 
what related to the settlement of a minister there, could 
not with proy)riety be brought before your Presbytery. 
But it appeared to me a piece of respect due to so ve¬ 
nerable a body, to acquaint them of my intention not 
to settle any person but one of established character, 
loyal to Government, sound in the faith, and firmly 
resolved not to follow any divisive courses. 

“ This I did, some time before the chapel was opened, 
in a letter directed to the moderator. And in Decem¬ 
ber last I acquainted them, in another letter, that the 
Rev. Mr Grove, a dissenting mimster in England, 
having for some time officiated in the chapel, I had oc¬ 
casion to,be fully satisfied that he was, in all respects, a 
person to whom the above character justly belonged; 
tmd therefore had a view of calling him to be minister 
of the said chapel. To this letter I was favoured with 
the following answer:—‘ Your Ladysliip’s letter was 
laid before us, and though we continue to approve of 
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your pious intentions in establishing the congregation 
within our bounds, we cannot give countenance to any 
person’s being admitted minister thereof, until we have 
satisfying evidence of his having been regularly licensed 
and ordained, of his loyalty to Government, and of his 
conformity to our standards.’ 

“ It gave me pleasure that the Presbytery approved 
of ray general design, and were satisfied of the integrity 
of my intentions. They have, no doubt, a title to 
tlemand evidence of what they judge necessary, previ¬ 
ous to their fixing a pastoral relation between a minis¬ 
ter and any congregation within their bounds; and I 
am persuaded, if circumstances had permitted Mr Grove 
to remain in Scotland, he would have j^ven such satis¬ 
faction, with respect to the above particulars, as would 
have removed all difficulty in the way of their granting 
that ctjuntenance to his ministrations, which I meant 
to have asked of them. 

“ This is now unnecessary, Mr Grove has returned 
to England, and I intend that the Rev. Mr Balfour, 
minister of Lecropt, one of your own licentiates, witli 
whose ministerial abilities and good character you arc 
well acqumnted, shall be pastor of the foresaid congre¬ 
gation. 

“ As at his ordination he subscribed, and is still 
ready to subscribe, the standard.s of the Church of 
Scotland, my nomination of him cannot fail of being 
agreeable to your Presbytery, especially when I add, 
that such is his regard for them, and his resolution to 
hold communion with the ministers of the, Bstablish- 
ment, that he declines taking any step toward the loos¬ 
ing of his pastoral relation from his parish, until he is 
assured that your Presbytery will countenance his ad¬ 
mission to the chapel, by appointing one of their num- 
l>er to preach c, i the occasion. This you will please to 
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signify to them at their first meeting, who, I doubt not, 
will comply with Mr Balfour’s request. I am, with 
respect. Reverend Sir, your most humble servant, 

“ W. Geenorchy.” 


The Presbytery unanimously approved of Lady 
Glenorchy’s choice of Mr Balfour, as being possessed of 
all the qualifications they had required ; but he having 
intimated his desire to be introduced to the chapel, by 
one appointed by the Presbytery to preach t>n that oc¬ 
casion, this gave rise to a debate,—a few members 
being of opinion, that, in order to authorize such ap¬ 
pointment, it was necessary that there should be a call 
from the congregation, and legal security for the 
stipend to the minister ; and that the collections should 
be put under the lalministration of the managers of the 
Charity Workhouse. The majority of the Presbytery 
thought these requisitions improper and unnecessary, 
but, desirous to preserve that unanimity which had 
hitherto subsisted, they agreed, without a vote, to ap¬ 
point a committee of their nunilwr to converse with 
Lady Glenorchy on these points ; and as the minority 
differed amongst themselves as to the precise things they 
demanded, the Presbytery, instead of specifying par¬ 
ticulars, gave a general instruction to their committee, 
and through their moderator wrote to her as fol¬ 
lows :— 


Tb the Right HonotiraMc Lady Glenorchy. 

“ Edinburglt, mh May 1776. 

“ Madam,—! this day laid yoiir letter of the 15th 
current before the Presbytery, and have received then- 
directions to assure your Ladyship, that tlie nomina- 
* tion of Mr Balfour to Ik? minister of your chapel, is 
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very agreeable to them ; and tliat they will, upon pro- 
|)er application being made to them, apjwint such a 
tlay for his admission to be minister of the chapel, as 
shall be convenient for your Ladyship; and have re¬ 
commended it to Dr "Webster, Dr Erskinc, and Mr 
R<d>ert Walker, to converse with your I^adyship ujjon 
their ideas of a proper application. I have the honour 
to be, in the most respectful manner. Madam, your 
Ladyship‘’s most obedient and very humble servant, 

“ H. Moncbteff Wellwoou, Moderator ^ 

Pursuant t<i the above recommendation, the com¬ 
mittee gave Lady Glenorchy a full account of what hail 
})assed in the I’resbytcry ; and, in consequence of this, 
she wrote the following letter to the moderator:— 

To the Moderatory 

“ Edinburgh, May 24, 1776. 

“ R(‘v. Sir,—On Saturday last I received your let¬ 
ter of the 17th current, informing me that the nomi¬ 
nation of Mr Balfour, minister of Lecropt, to be the 
minister of my chaj>el, is very agreeable to the Presby¬ 
tery ; and that, upon proper application made to them, 
they will appoint a day for hi.s .settlement. 

“ What application is here pointed at, I have just 
learned from the reverend gentlemen to whom you 
refer for that purpose. This gives me an opportunity, 
which I chet;rfully embrace, of explaining more fully 
the nature and design of my chapel, and shall take the 
liberty to express myself in words that cannnot be mis¬ 
taken. 

“ I have already acquainted the Presbytery, that 
the chapel is private property, and was never intended 
to be put upon the fewting of the Establishment, nor 
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connected with it as a chapel of case to the city of 
Edinburgh, in such a manner as the chapels of ease 
lately erected in St Cuthberts and other parts of Scot¬ 
land, ai'e connected with their respective parishes. 

“ Having built the chapel wholly at my own 
expense, for the accommodation of my family, and 
numbers of poor people who at present are deprived 
of the best, and to many of them the only means of 
being instructed in the principles of our holy religion, 
I think myself entitled to name the minister thereof, 
especially as no person is under any obligation to join 
with him in his ministrations, but such as shall volun¬ 
tarily choose so to do. The Presbytery, however, 
may rest assured of my steady adherence to what I 
have often declared, that I will at no time nominate 
any person but one of established character, sound in 
the faith, loyal to Government, and firmly resolved 
not to follow divisive courses. They may also rest 
assured, that, in such nomination, due regard will be 
shown to the sentiments of those who cstatedly attend 
during divine worship in the chapel. 

“ Pursuant to these resolutions, I made choice of 
Mr Balfour. With this choice the Presbytery have 
expressed their satisfaction; and as the great body of 
the hearers have declared their approbation in a man¬ 
ner stronger than words, (by taking scats in the chapel, 
which were all vacant at- Whitsunday last, and which 
I would not suffer to be let anew, till intimation was 
made that I had nominated Mr Balfour to perform 
divine service there,) I had no doubt that, when his 
relation to the parish of Lecropt should be loosed, the 
Presbytery would, agreeably to his own desire, have 
appointed one of their number to introduce him to the 
chapel, by preaching on that occasion. In this desire 
of his I concurred, in order to satisfy the Presbyt^-y 
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that nothing was farther from my thoughts than to 
})romote any interest in opposition to the Church of 
Scotland; and to convince them of my sincere wish, 
that the minister of tlie chapel, though not on the 
Establishment, should hold communion with the minis¬ 
ters thereof, as brethren in Christ, and servants of the 
same Lord and Master, which was all I ever meant i(f;i 
my application to them. 

“ I have taken no notice of my agreement with Mr 
Balfour respecting his benefice, because this is a mat¬ 
ter which properly belongs to us. His acceptance of 
the chapel is a proof that he is fully satisfied; and I 
flatter myself that the Presbytery are too well ac¬ 
quainted with my sentiments, to doubt of my taking 
care that he who serves at the altar shall live by the 
altar. 

“ I have only to add, with respect to the collections, 
tfiat all who attend at the chapel know that trustees 
are appointed for the distribution of them ; so that if 
they do not approve of that mode of administration, 
they may dispose of their alms in any way they choose. 
I owe it, however, in justice to myself, to inform the 
Presbytery, that the sums collected at the chapel are 
applied, agreeably to the intention of the contributors, 
for the support of poor and indigent persons, whereby 
the parochial funds are relieved in part of a burden 
that would otherwise fall upon them. Besides this, I 
have sent once and agmn part of these collections, 
small as they are, to the treasurer of the Charity 
Workhouse, for which his receipts lie before me. 

“ This letter has far exceeded the bounds which I 
first proposed; but, upon second thoughts, I judged it 
proper to give you and your brethren a full view of the 
facts which they seem desirous to know. I am, with 
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due respect. Reverend Sir, your most humble ser¬ 
vant. “ W. Glenorchy.” 

The majority of the Presbytery being fully satisfied 
with this letter, and with the ref)ort of their committee, 
it was moved, that in case Mr Balfour's relation to the 
parish of Lecropt should be loosed, the Presbytery, 
upon intimation thereof being made to them, should 
appoint Dr Webster, who had j)roviously declared his 
willingness to obey the appointment, to introduce him 
to the chapel, by preaching upon the occasion. But 
the motion being opposed by some members, the <jues- 
tion was put. Appoint or not? Which being deter¬ 
mined in the affirmative, Mr Chiesly dissented, and 
craved liberty to complain to the Synod of Ijolhian 
and Twceddalc. To w’hich Mr Robertson of Ratho 
adhered; Dr M‘Knight dissente'd. 

There was no dispute about continuing the chapel 
in communion with the Church, for in this all the 
members of Presbytery agreed; i>either did the op¬ 
ponents object to any minister of the Presbytery 
preaching at Mr Balfour’s introduction to the chapel, 
if he chose* to do so, but only to a formal judicial ap¬ 
pointment for that purpose. Hence it was expected, 
that after Mr Balfour’s settlement in the chapel the 
complainants would fall from their complaint; and 
with this impression Lady Glenorchy left town, anti 
went, at her accustomed time, to Taymouth. Here 
she experienced her usual spiritual exercises, often 
complaining of distress, and sometimes finding peace 
and joy; but always endeavouring to have a con¬ 
science void of oflPence towards Goil and man. The 
feelings of her mind, on her birth-day this year, are 
fully expressetl, and most decidedly evince the sim¬ 
plicity and godly sincerity of her heart and life, and 
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her entire devotodness to Gk>d, and subjection to his 
blessed will, as will be seen by the following portions 
of her Diary. 

Taymouthy July 11,1776.—Having formerly en joy¬ 
ed much of the Loi-d’s presence here, and felt re¬ 
lieved from the cares that often distract my mind 
when at Edinburgh, I came hither this year in hojies 
of finding a seasonable time of refreshing to my soul; 
but hitherto the Lord has seen fit to deny me the 
comforting influences of his Spirit, and for three days 
past I have been left to a state of deadness and dissipa¬ 
tion of thought. 

July 21.—I continued all last week in the above 
uncomfortable state of mind, groaning under a sense 
of iny unprofitableness, yet unable to pray, meditate, 
or read with understanding. On Friday, my heart 
was a little softened with reading Mrs Rowe’s Devout 
Exercises of the Heart; and on Saturday morning I 
got access in prayer, and liberty to spread my wants 
before the Eord. Yesterday I experienced a quiet 
waiting on God. 

Sunday, July 28.—Last Friday I determined to 
seek the Lord by prayer, with fasting. In the fore¬ 
noon I had some liberty in pouring out my complaint 
before him. I also got some comfort in meditation 
and reading the Scriptures; but company came to 
dinner, and I was taken up with them all the rest of* 
the day. On Saturday forenoon I enjoyed some re¬ 
freshing moments when thinking on Romans viii. 33. 
to the end. 

I found some enmfort this morning in reading and 
prayer; but, alas! I have much cause still to com- 
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plain of a hard heart, want of the spirit of grace and 
supplication, and of wandering thoughts. O to be 
more spiritually minded ! Yet this I perceive, my 
heart is more weaned from earthly objects, and the 
enjoyment of God in Christ is my chief desire, for 
which I would forego all that the world calls pleasure. 
This is surely the Lord’s doing, and if he has begun 
the work he will perfect it; for faithful is he that has 
promised. I may therefore rejoice in hope of being 
delivered from sin, and rest assured that when Christ, 
who is my life, shall appear, I also shall appear with 
him in glory. Glory be to God ! Hallelujali! 

Thursday, August 8.—The Lord was pleased last 
week to ^ve me at times peace and joy in believing. 
I had more access to God in prayer, and ability to me¬ 
ditate, than for some time before. For several morn¬ 
ings past I have had a longing for more of the image 
of Christ, and an ardent desire to give up all for him. 
I am resolved to sell my estate as soon as I can, that 
I may have more to spend in promoting the interest of 
his Church: I see noUiing worth living for but to do 
good to the souls or bodies of men. "Po feed the 
hungry, to clothe the naked, to comfort the distressed, 
to support the feeble, to instruct the ignorant, to re¬ 
lieve the destitute—^brings heaven into the soul. Can 
I better employ my time, talents, or fortune, than in 
such offices of kindness to others ? The Lord hath en¬ 
joined it—hath givem an example of it—and hath con¬ 
nected with the performance of such duties a peace 
which surpasseth all understanding. 

The Lord has of late delivered my mind from 
anxious cares about the several works in whidi I am 
engaged, and has shown me his overruling hand 
Itrin^ng to pass whatsoever he hath purposed, I

have conmnitted all to him^ and spread all my desircvS 
before him concerning those things he knows 1 intend 
for his glory. I leave them there, and wait the issue 
with tolerable composure of spirit, desiring to praise 
him when he overturns as well as when he fulfils 
my plans. 

Suuilay, Atigust 11.—Last Friday I spent alone, 
and found comfort in drawing near to God, and had a 
sense of his presence with me. Saturday I got lilierty 
in prayer for the whole church militant. This day I 
have been at the Lord’s table, but my spirit seemed 
sunk within me—1 had no sensible outgoings of heart 
towards the Lord, nor intercourse with him. I could 
barely keep hold of the word of promise, and receive 
the outward elements as a memorial of his love, and a 
testimony given to my senses that Jesus was crucified 
on Calvary for the sins of many ; and that as surely as 
I did eat the bread and drink the wine, so surely were 
my sins atoned for, and washed away by his blood, 
and that he would come again the second time with¬ 
out sin unto salvation. I was employed at the table 
in calmly and coolly considering the grounds of my 
hope; but, alas ! my heart was unaffected. I had no 
mourning for sin, no love in exercise,—my feelings 
were more suitable to a stoic than to a redeemed 
sinner. I have been still more dead since I left 
the church, absolutely incapable of thinking a good 
thought. I seem as if left to feel the utter depravity 
of my heart, and my absolute dependance upon God 
for all things. 

[Aged 35.] September 2.—~This day I may set up 
my Ebeuezer, for hitherto the Lord hath helped me. 
When I look back upon the number of years 1 have 
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lived in this world, what a scene do I see of sin and 
folly on my part—of goodness and mercy from the 
Lord. How oft have I been rescued by his gracious 
interposition from evils brought upon me by my own 
folly, and from dangers I could neither foresee nor 
prevent. How hath he taught me by afflictions, pains, 
and trials of various sorts, yet still I have need to be 
taught the same lessons over and over again. Surely 
the greatness of my stupidity and obstinacy can only 
be equalled by tlic patience and long-suffering of my 
God. I would review the Lord’s dealings with me 
since this day twelvemonth, and first call to mind my 
fears, jierplcxities, and distresses experience<l about ten 
months ago, when a snare was laid for iny feet to draw me 
into the world,—a bait was offered in a pleasing form, 
while at the same time the professors of religion were 
permitted to afflict me, and my corrupt nature seemed 
to say, why tarry any longer among those who mis¬ 
understand and grieve you ? get into this resting-place, 
accept of the case and comfort now offered you, Satan 
also, like a roaiing lion, came upon me, crying, 
“ Where is now thy God ?” In that day, when my 
soul was oppressed beyond measure, did the Lord aj)- 
jjcar for my help,—^lie sent his word and healed me, 
he rebuked the enemy, and, by his gracious interpo¬ 
sition, caused by unbelieving heart, with Thomas, to 
cry out. My Lord, and my God! 

How did he bring down my pride by pains and 
sickness, and cast me into a furnace for a season, to 
purify me from my dross. My body was afflicted, and 
my mind agonized with the bitter sprit of some, and 
the hypocrisy of others, the disappointment and frus¬ 
tration of all my plans, uncertainty about the path of 
duty, and darkness as to my own state. At length the 
Lord saw fit to mitigate my pains, restore my sight, 
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which was in danger, and bring my mind into a sub¬ 
missive frame. He made me willing to be esteemed 
nothing before others, so that his will might take place, 
!ind Itis iimne he glorified. He gave me at times a 
desire to depart and be with Christ, and made me 
Avilling even to suffer a painful death, if by that means 
1 might show forth his love and iM)Wer to a careless 
world. 

1 desire to cal) to remembrance his goodness when 
f was taken ill iiptm a journey, when he gave me songs 
in the Jiight, and made my bed to feel as one of 
rostvs; saying to my st)ul, “ Be not afraid.” After my 
return home, he not only relieved me from my illness, 
l)ut caused light Uj arise concerning some of my most 
perplexing affairs, and overruled them in so wonder¬ 
ful a manner, that the end was gained I had in view. 
1 low mysterious are the ways of Providence! and 
henv gracious hath he been to me this morning, in 
drawing forth my affections towards himself, and 
tjLiickeninjr my sold, %vhcn in a most lethargic state, 
bringing his mercies to remembrance, giving a desire 
to be more than ever devoted to his sendee, and en¬ 
abling me to seek, with some degret* of sincerity and 
fervency, those blessings he hath promised to give, 
and is willing to bestow. I have been led in particular 
to ask a lively operative faith, working by love ; the 
sanctifying influences of the Holy Ghost, to purify the 
heart and life, and to seal the soul to the day of salva¬ 
tion ; and to be delivered from a heart-sin lately dis¬ 
covered, which I thought had been subdued. O bless 
the Lord, my soul, and forget not all his benefits ! 
What shall I render for the same ? I will, in the 
name and strength of Jesus, set out afresh in the gotnl 
ways of the Lord, determined to count all things but 
dross and dung for the excellency of the knowledge of 
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my Redeemer, I will seek to know nothing but Christ, 
and him crucified. I will put my trust in him in time 
and for eternity. I will confess him before men, and 
count the reproach of Christ greater riches than all 
the treasures of Egypt; in short, I will give up soul, 
body, and spirit, unto him as his lawful property, 
to be disjwsed of as shall be most for his glory ; to go 
where he will, to be what he will, to do what he will. 
Here, then, O Lord Jesus, I do most sincerely give 
myself away to thee, and cast my soul upon thee, be¬ 
lieving thou art able to keep that which I commit un¬ 
to thee; and that, when thou shalt appear, I shall also 
appear with thee in glory. I will endeavour to be 
without carefulness, and wait with patient expectation 
for the grace that shall be brought unto me at thy 
second coming. Do thou confirm my faith, increase 
my love, and cause me to abound in hope ; and thus 
may I bring forth much fruit unto !.hee, whereby thy 
name may be glorified. Hear this my earnest prayer, 
O my God, which I offer up in the all-prevailing name 
of Jesus. Let it be registered in heaven, and answer¬ 
ed in thy time, to the joy of my heart; and thine shall 
be the praise for evermore. W. G. 
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CHAPTER XV. 


Mr Balfour gives up his nomination to Lmly Olenorchy’s Chapel— 
liady Glenorchy^ thrown into renewed perplexity, actually leaves IScot- 
lund-^-Extracts from Diary—Letter from Lady Glenorchy to Mrs 
Walker—Decision of the Synod of Lothian and Tweeddale, respect¬ 
ing her Chapel in Edinburgh—Liidy Glenorchy at Exeter—There

In prosecution of the design of Mr Balfour’s settle¬ 
ment in Lady Glenorchy’s Chapel, he, at the first meet¬ 
ing of the Presbytery of Dunblane, in whose bounds 
tlic parish of Lccropt is situated, tendered his resigna¬ 
tion of the charge of his parish into the hands of the 
Presbytery, when, contrary to all expectation, and to 
general practice, they refused to receive it. This new 
and serious difficulty, which would have reejuired a 
long and vexatious contest in the Church Courts to 
remove, determined him to give up his nomination to 
Lady Glcnorchy’s chapel. This threw Lady Glen¬ 
orchy back into her former state of perplexity and dis¬ 
tress, and led her not merely to resolve, but actually 
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to take measures for leaving Scotland. This appears 
from the fallowing extract and letter:— 

October .—After frequent prayer to God for direction, 
I was led to determine upon leaving my own country 
for a season, perhaps for ever. The bad state of my 
health, which seemed })artly owing to the trials I have 
met with, together witli the opinion of the physicians 
tliat I should live in a warmer climate, made me see it 
to be my duty tt) go to tlie south of England, which T 
pri^fcrred to that of Erance, on account of having the 
benefit of the ordinances of the gospel. I earnestly 
begged of the Lord, that if his presence went not with 
me, I might not leave home; and that, if I did go, he 
might make me a savour of Christ in every place. 
About the middle of October (1776) I set out with 
one man and one maid-servant, after selling off my 
cattle and horses, and leaving orders to sell my lands, 
when a purchaser should offer. I felt much heart satis¬ 
faction upon the road, from a sense of the eye of the 
Lord being uyxm me as a guide. To him I committed 
my way, desiring to settle wherever I might receive 
good, or be of use to his church. I had occasion to 
remark an answer to this prayer in several instances 
upon the road; being undesignedly led to stop at 
places where some things were attempted for the 
good of souls. From Hawkstone, my friend. Miss 
Hill, accompanied me, and we travelled on to Bath 

and Wells, where we first met with .. - . ■■■, 

who promised to meet me at Exeter, and accomfKiny 
us to any place we fixed on, and to act as my chaplain. 
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Ladij Glcnorchy to Mrs JBailic Walker. 

“ HawkstonCy l^ih October. 

“ My dear Madam,—I wrote you a few hasty lines 
from Carlisle, whicli I hope you received : Since then, 
I have continued my journey under the protection of 
the same i^racuius God, who hath never left me, but 
j>reserved and comforted me in all j)laces and times, in 
sickness and health, and brouj»-ht me safe to this place, 
where 1 found my kind friends all well ; their souls, I 
trust, prospering, as well as their material part; and 
their hearts as much inclined as ever to glorify God 
witli their bodies and spirits, which arc his. My friend 
and I are to set out from this place on Wednesday 
for Bath, where I purpose staying till after the 30th of 
October, which is a day I wish to observe with my 
family, in imploring the direction of God how to pro¬ 
ceed in the affairs of the chapel; and also for his bless¬ 
ing upon every means used for the spread of the gospel 
in all places, in Scotland in particular, pleading, as in 
Psalm Ixxxv. ver. 6. 

That in thee may thy people joy. 

Wilt thou not us revive ? 

Show us thy mercy, Lord, to us 
Do thy salvation give. 

“ I Jiope to meet you, and many others that day, at 
a throne of grace. 

“We have not yet determined any thing farther 
than to go to Bath, and to pay a visit to Mrs Tudway 
at Wells, and there to consider where to go next. The 
Lord, I hope, will guide and lead us to the place where 
he would have us to be, and where he will employ us 
in his work, and refresh our souls with his presence. 
This is all I desire, if I know any thing of my own 
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heart. To his care and infinite grace and love I com¬ 
mend yon, my very dear friend, begging to be remem¬ 
bered by you, as an unworthy but needy sinner, and 
as such, a projK?r object of the Saviour’s compassion ; 
and in every situation, with sincere aff'ection, yours,

At Wells, Lady Glenorchy and her friend. Miss 
Hill, paid a visit to Mrs Tudway, the lady of Clc- 
mant Tudway, Esq. who was many sessions member of 
Parliament for that city. Here she received an ac¬ 
count of the decision of the Synod of Lothian and 
Tweeddale with respect to her chapel. She had writ¬ 
ten a letter to Dr Webster, requesting him to inform 
the Presbytery, that she intended to give them no fur¬ 
ther trouble with respect to Mr Balfour’s settlement in 
her chapel, as he had determined to remain at Lecropt. 
This intimation was received by the Presbytery with¬ 
out remark, and ordered to be inserted in their mi¬ 
nutes. In the.se circumstances, the friends of the 
chapel concluded, that as the,occasion of compliant to 
the Synod was thus taken away, the complaint itself 
would consequently be withdrawn, and under this im¬ 
pression some of them did not attend the meeting of 
Synod. The complainants, however, collected then- 
friends on the occasion, all of whom together did not 
amount to nearly the number of the members of the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh, who were excluded from 
judging in the question, being parties. After much 
discusuon, the Synod, without a vote, on the motion 
of Dr Carlyle, minister of the parish of Inveresk, pro¬ 
nounced a sentence reversing that of the Presbytery 
of Edinburgh, and discharging all the ministers and 
probationers within their bounds from officiating in 
the said chapel; and further discharging the ministers 
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of this church, to employ any minister of the said 
chapel to officiate for them; a sentence which was con¬ 
sidered both extraordinary and extrajudicial. 

Ajacainst this judgntent. Dr Erskine, Mr Walker, 
and Mr Johnston, (minister of the parisli of North 
Leith), protested and appealed to the ensuing General 
AsseinlJy, and on the day following Dr Webster 
joined in this protest and appeal, which, at the next 
Presbytery, tlicst* ministers were appointed to supjxjrt 
at tile bar of the General Assembly. 

Gn the last day of November, Lady Glenorchy and 
her fellow-traveller proceeded westward, literally as 
Abraham, not knowing whither they went, but like 
Abraham also, walking liefore God towards the inheri¬ 
tance which fadeth not away, and both receiving and 
scattering blessings as they went along. At Exeter, 
she met with Mr Holmes, a gentleman of a congenial 
spirit to her own. He had been, in his youth, a mer¬ 
chant trading ti> Lisbon, and early in life had acquired 
an amj)le fortune: he had imw, however, retired from 
business, and was the kind and generous friend of every 
g<iod man who happened to be brought within the 
sphere of his notice, and the munificent patron of every 
work of piety and charity. His house was made by him 
and his excellent lady, the welcome home of every ap¬ 
proved minister of the gospel who passed through their 
city, where they found every thing which coidd delight 
a well informed and well disposed mind. For the space 
of two years and a half, the writer of these pages resided 
at Plymouth Dock, as assistant to an aged minister in 
that place; during which period, many weeks never 
elapsed without his visiting their hospitable roof. In 
the Ireginning of December, he accompanied a young 
gentleman of rank and fortune in the west of England, 
from Plymouth to Exeter, and on entering Mr Holmes’ 
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house, they were met by him, and informed that Lady 
Glenorchy and Miss Hill were expected in a few mi¬ 
nutes to dine there. His companion had seen Lady 
Glenorchy before, but this was ihc writer’s first intro¬ 
duction to her Ladyship. When she went away, she 
requested him to conduct the family wtirship at her 
lodfpngs that evening and the next morning, which he 
accordingly did. She then made many inquiries about 
Plymouth and its environs. 

In ten days or a fortnight afterwards, she came to 
Plymouth Dock, and during the six weeks she remain¬ 
ed there, he officiated morning and evening in her fa¬ 
mily as domestic chaplain. 

Lxmouth is well known as a place to which invalids 
resort, on account of the warmth of the climate, and 
the salubrity of the air. Thither Lady Glenorchy 
went, and having a preacher with her who was distin¬ 
guished for bis popularity and zeal, a congregation 
was collected. She procuretl a house, and formed it 
into a chapel in this place, which has been eminently 
useful, and continues to be so to the present time. 

How often does God bring good out of evil! Had 
it not been that Lady Glenorchy was forced from 
home by ill health and vexation, as w'e have seen, it is, 
according to human views, more than probable that 
the rude inhabitants of Exmouth might have been left 
without the gosjK*l to this day, and many who in that 
place have slept in Jesus, might have died in their 
ignorance and their sins. The writer of this book, 
too, had possibly otherwise never crossed the Tweed, 
and most assuredly had never attained to the place of 
comfort, respectability, and usefulness which he has so 
long enjoyed. Lady Glenorchy’s own account of this 
^ her pilgrimage to the west of England, and of the 
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inleresting circumstances wliich attended it, will be 
given from her Diary, and by an extract of a letter to 
I^atly Maxwell. 


December 1.—We spent one Lord’s day at Taun¬ 
ton,—^gt)t acquainted with Mr Reader, who informed 
ino of Mr Holmes’ character at Exeter. Next day 
we arrived there, and went to Mr Holmes, who fully 
answered the character we had got of him. On the 
3(1 of December we went to Exmouth, where we re¬ 
mained some days. Mr —— began preaching iher'e 
in the long room on the 6th, and we continued three 
days there, my chaplain preaching in different places 
to crowded auditories, some of whom seemed impressed 
by the word. Here we met with mucli opposition 
from a neighbouring J usticc, who sent a press-gang to 
the long room to disturb the congregation, and order¬ 
ed the landlord to give no more admission to such 
preachers, on pain of taking away his license. This 
made me wish much to have a house licensed in the 
town, large enough to contain the people who were 
willing to hear. This desire increased in proportion 
as I saw the eagerness of the people to hear and receive 
the gospel. I mentioned it to Mr Holmes, but he 
seemed to think Exmouth so wicked a place, that it 
would Ikj in vain to attempt any thing there. The 
thought, however, never left me, and some weeks after¬ 
wards I wrote to Mr Holmes, to look out for a house 
in tlte town which I might purchase, which accord¬ 
ingly he did, and found one, which I bought, and 
repaired and fitted up for a place of worship, and in 
wliich a congregation of some hundreds has been ga¬ 
thered, and is now (in 1783) in a very flourishing 
state. 
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From Exmouth we went to Teignmouth, but could 
not stay long, on account of the damps which prevail 
there in the winter. 

December 15.—We had the privilege tliis day of 
joining with the church at Plymouth Dock in celebrat¬ 
ing the Lord’s supper. It was a good day to my soul, 
—truly a refreshing season. I ct)uld hear of no com¬ 
fortable lodgings;—at length a good man offered to 
quit his house in order to accommodate us. Tliis I 
accepted of, and sent immediately to hire a woman- 
servant. Providentially, one came that morning from 
the country to seek a place. My maid liked her ap¬ 
pearance, and hired her. 

It pleased the liord to make this circumstance the 
means of bringing this woman to the knowledge, belief, 
and obedience of the gospel. And the day before I left 
Plymouth, being uneasy about parting with her, her 
father, whose house she had left in consequence of some 
family dispute, sent a message to her, requesting her 
to return home, his mind being changed at the critical 
moment, and die hand of the Lord was made visibly 
apparent in the whole affair. I cannot but note here 
anotlier remarkable incident: A female servant be¬ 
longing to the master of the house, had scoffed at my 
young woman’s profession of religion. I therefore, 
when about to depart, sent for her, and set before 
her the evil of her conduct, and the danger to which 
it exposed her, and urged her to seek the Lord, as 
she should answer for it on the day when we should 
meet before the judgment-seat of God. 

The admonition was blessed, as I afterwards learnt, 
for from that time this poor girl gave good evidence 
of being a new creature. After having experienced 
deep convictions of sin, and being brought to the 
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knowledge of the gospel, and the experience of its 
liberty, she lx‘came a member of a dissenting church 
to which the family in which she served belonged; 
and I lately was informetl that, after having adorned 
her profession of religion for several years, she died in 
tin* Lord. 

During my stay at I*lymouth, I received some very 
remarkable answers of prayer. 

Lady Glenardiy to Lady Maxwell. 

“ Plymouth Pocky January 6, 1777. 

“ My di*ar Madam,—I have often thought of you 
since I came to this place, wishing you could partake 
^vith me of the refreshing ordinances we enjoy here 
and at Plymouth. The word indeed is clothed with 
power, and it is good to be under the droppings of 
the sanctuary. Yesterday we had two heavenly dis¬ 
courses from Mr Kinsman, one from Jeremiah xxxi. 
3. “ The Lord hath appeared of old unto me, saying, 
yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting love: there¬ 
fore with loving kindness have I drawn thee.” The 
other from Isaiah xl. 1, 2. “ Comfort ye, comfort ye 
my people, saith your God. Speak ye comfortably to 
Jerusalem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is ac¬ 
complished, that her iniquity is pardoned; for she 
hath received of the Lord’s hand double for all her 
sins.” And one from Mr Jones, from Ecclesiastes ix. 
10. “ Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with 
thy might; for there is no work, nor device, nor 
knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest.” I have got Mr Jones to come in twice a-day 
as chaplain, and he expounds the Scri[)turcs morning 
and evening in the house. 
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“ The Lord has been very gracious in leading us to 
this place, and making it, in the best sense, a place of 
rest and refreshment to our souls. Much cause have 
I to wonder and adore the kind Providence that hath 
directed my steps since I left home, and kept me in 
all places where I have been, restoring my bodily and 
spiritual health, and causing all grace to alK)und to¬ 
wards me. O for a heart to praise the name of our 
God and Saviour, who has loved us with an evei-last- 
ing love, therefore with loving-kixtdness bath he tlrawn 
us, and comforted us on eveiy side !” 

In the end of January, Lady Glenorchy and Miss 
Hill went first to Dorsetshire, then to Hampshire', 
and the Isle of Wight, where they remained till 
the month of April, when they crossed over to South¬ 
ampton, and in the beginning of May went to Lon¬ 
don ; at which place liady Glenorchy intended to 
wait the decision of the General Assembly with respect 
to her chapel, and by which she proposed to direct 
her future movements and conduct. 

Jammry 27-—I left Plymouth, and e.amc to Dart¬ 
mouth; in which place Mr Jones, who came with us, 
preached in a meeting-house belonging to a pious lady, 
Mrs Newcomon. The people were rude, and behaved ill. 

At Totness I met with a good man from Scotland, 
of the name of Little, who requested me to send a 
preacher to the town, and he would give him board, 
and find a place for him in which to preach. 

February 1.—We came to Honiton. Mr -. . . 

preached the next day in the meeting-house there. 
T[''hat night we were burned out of the inn. We- were 
greatly alarmed, but lost nothing, nor did we suffer in 
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oiir hc'.Tlth from being exposed to the oy>cn air in the 
middle of the night in the streets, although the weather 
was cold and damp. Next night we came; to Dor¬ 
chester, where Mr - preached in Mr Edward’s 

niceting-hoHse. 

February 7.—We arrived at Southampton, and by 
a pi’ovidcntial mistake we ■went to an inn at which we 
did not intend to sU)p, and were very ill accoinmodat- 
i'(l, and not civilly treated by the p(;ople of it; but 
the Lord <nerruled this for good, by touching the 
h('art of the waiter with what he heard, and there is 
jeas<m to believe he was savingly iuij>ressed with the 
truth ami im]>nrt.'inee <jf religion. He almost ininie- 
diately left the liouse, and was taken into the employ¬ 
ment of a respectable gentleman. 

Mr Kingsbury gave Mr -the use of his mcet- 

ing-hotise, where he preached fretpiently ; also at 
Jlonisay, Titehfield, and various other jdaces in the 
iiejgobourhood, and there is reason to believe several 
wen* savingly brought to God at that time by his 
ministry. 

February 19.—We sailed for the Isle of Wight. 
Upon our flr.st arriviol we met with discouragements, 
and I began to think we had nothing to do there; but 
remembering the Lord’s promise, that when two or 
three shall agree to ask any thing he will do it, I men¬ 
tioned it to-, and we agreed to ask the Lord to 

open a door for his gospel in the island, so that all the 
islanders might have an opportunity to hear it. That 
very day a meeting-house was offered to ——, when? 
he preached statedly. Opportunity was also given him 
to preach the gospel in every part of the island, wliich 
he embraced. 
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Miss Hill and I then departed by Portsmouth to 
London. 

When in London Lady Glenorchy set apart a day, 
according to her usual practice in matters of difficulty 
and importance, for solemn and extraordinary prayer 
to God, that he woidd overrule the deliberations of the 
General Assembly respecting the chapel, for his own 
glory. The preparation which she matlc for this exer¬ 
cise of devotion will be seen in the next extract from 
her Diary. 

May 23d I set apart as a day of prayer for the fol¬ 
lowing things:— 

That the Lord would be pleased to overrule the 
counsels of the Assembly respecting my chapel, that, 
they may give such a decision as may promote his glory, 
and the good of the church. That ho would leave me 
no doubt how to act, but make my path plain, that 
my mind may be delivered from its perplexities con¬ 
cerning it; and that he would show me whom he has 
chosen to be the pastor, and not permit me to antici¬ 
pate, but to wait the issue of his will in this matter. 

That the Lord would prosper his work at Strati i- 
fillan, and encourage the hearts of the little flock there. 

That he would grant success to Mr W-at Ex¬ 

mouth and elsewhere, and to other works of a like 
nature attempted in his name. 

That I may be helped and assisted by the Spirit in 
family prayer, and not be left to a dry, formal, bur¬ 
densome worship; but be enabled to do it to God’s 
glory, and the comfort and edification of my own soul, 
and those of my servants. 

That 1 may be directed concerning my future place 
of residence, and led to fix wherever I may be of most 
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use in the work ol' God ; ami be kept from all selfish 
motives whatever in niy clioicc. 

That the Lord would search me and try me, and 
bring forth to light any hidden idols, any secret cor¬ 
ruptions, any ctnicealcd enemy to him or his ways, 
tliat may be lurking in my heart, and deliver me frojn 
them, and«.the h)vc and power of every sin. 

That I may henceforth follow him fully, and give 
up all I have to him without reserve, and be wholly 
tlevoted to him all the days of my life, and made meet 
to enjoy him in glory through the endless ages of eter¬ 
nity. Amen and Amen ! 

On the 37th day of May the cause of Lady GJenor- 
ehy’s chapel, which had excited no small interest in 
the church and in the public mind, was heard at the 
bar of the General Assembly. 

There appeared as appellants, Mr David Johnston, 
minister of North Leith ; Mr John Macfarlan, one of 
the ministers of the Canongatc ; Mr Robert Walker, 
senior minister of the High Church ; Dr Webster, 
of the Tolbooth Church; Dr Macqueen, of the Old 
Church; and Dr Erskine, of the Old Greyfriar’s 
Church,—ministers of Edinburgh. And as respon¬ 
dents, Mr Robertson, minister of Rathu ; Mr Robert¬ 
son, minister of Dalmeny; Mr Chicsly, minister of 
Corstorphine; Mr Grieve, minister of Dalkeith ; Dr 
Carlyle, minister of Inveresk; Dr M‘Cormick, mini¬ 
ster of Prestonpans. 

There being twelve persons at the bar, each of 
whom spoke, and some of therfi at great length, the 
whole first day, to a late hour, was consumed by the 
pleadings. 

The argument of the appellants naturally divkled 
itself into two parts. First, the informality of the com- 
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plaincrsin bringing, and of the synod in taking up tlie 
complaint, when the ground t)f it was removed by Mr 
llalfour remaining at Lecropt. And, secondly, tlie 
synod’s not only taking up the complaint, but extend¬ 
ing their interference to things in no way brought 
before them ; as censuring the Presbytery of Edin¬ 
burgh for admitting the chapel into communion with 
the church, and pronouncing a sentence of separation 
against it. 

The answer of the respondents was, that the com- 
plaincrs had a right to bring the complaint to the 
synod ; and that the synod had a right to review the 
whole merits of the case, and decide accordingly. 

On the next day the cause was again argued in tlie 
Court. The principal speakers on the side of the 
appellants were, Mr Hunter, one of the ministers of 
Dumfries; Mr Duff, minister of Tippermuir; Mr 
Taylor, one of tlie ministers of Paisley; Mr Camp¬ 
bell, minister of Renfrew ; Mr Blenshall, minister of 
Dundee; Alexander Belshes, Estj. advocate; and the 
Lord Chief Baron Montgomery. 

On the side of the respondents were. Professor 
George Hill <)f St Andrews, Professor John Hill of 
Edinburgh, Principal Campbell of Aberdeen, and 
Buchan Hepburn, Esq. advocate. 

It was considered a remarkable circumstance at the 
time, that none of the noblemen, gentlemen, nor any 
of the law-officers of the Crown, who generally totik a 
share in the debates of the Assembly in matters of 
importance, attended on this occasion, or if they were 
present, that they were silent, with the exception of 
the Lord Chief Baron. 

In the course of the debate it became evident that 
there was a considerable majority in favour of the ap¬ 
pellants: a division of the house, therefore, was not 
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attenipted ; but a good deal of dist;ussioii took place 
with respect to the terms of the sentence. At length, 
at a lute hour, on the motion of the Lord Chief Baron, 
they agreed to and pronounced the following sen¬ 
tence : 

The Assembly, waving the consideration of the 
first part of the synod’s sentence, disapproving of the 
Presbytery’s appointing Dr Webster to introduce Mr 
Balfour to the chapel by preaching on that occasion, 
agreed, without a vote, to reverse, and hereby do re¬ 
verse the second part of the synod’s sentence prohibit- ^ 
ing all the ministers and probationers within their 
bounds to officiate in the said chajx*!, and discharging 
the ministers {)f this church to employ any minister of 
the said cliapel to officiate for them ; and in case the 
matter shall again be brought before the Presbytery, 
the Assembly recommend it to them to take proper 
cai'e, that the person to be admitted to tlie said chapel 
conform himself to the standards of the church.” 

The respondents in this cause, and those of the 
members of the Assembly who supported their views 
on it, are now no more ; but they lived long enough 
to see, that their apprehensions of evil, arising from 
the admission of Lady Glenorchy’s chapel into the 
communion of the church, were groundless ; and also 
to show that their hostility towards it was com))leteIy 
rentoved, by evincing, on every occasion that offered, 
their anxiety for the welfare both of the chapel and its 
minister. 

On the 3d of June following. Lady Glenorchy had 
occasion to write to the author of these pages; and 
in her letter she very incidentally mentions the deci¬ 
sion of the General Assembly, but in such a way as 
to make it plmn, that she was under th(j impression 
that it was an event that, stranger as he was to the 
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country and people, and pliiced as lie was at the dis¬ 
tance of six hundred miles from the scene of action, it 
could be of very little interest to him. The way of 
God, however, is in the sea, and his path in the j^^reat 
waters, and his footsteps are not known; two short, 
years were not to pass away, before he was to become 
the person principally interested in this decision. 

Lady Glenorchy’s mind being now set at rest with 
respect to her chapel, she immediately prepared to re¬ 
turn to Scotland, and arrived in Edinburgh in the 
month of June. Tlie state of her mind on this occa¬ 
sion, will be seen by the following letter, and extracts 
from her Diary. 

Lady Glenorchy to T. S. Janes. 

Rev. Sir,—You know, by happy experience, the 
exquisite pleasure it gives one to be made in any 
degree instrumental in brining souls to Christ; and 
therefore you can guess my feelings when I look back 
upon last winter, and view the Lord’s hand leading me 
from place to place by a way unknown, making crook¬ 
ed things straight, and rough places plain, still grant¬ 
ing the request with which I set out upon that journey 
—that I might, through grace, be a savour of Christ 
in every place. O, what cause have I to praise and 
adore rich, sovereign, free, unmerited grace, that has 
thus made use of a brand plucked from the burning, 
to kindle the flame of divine love in these poor souls ! 

I am every day hearing of some good effects of-^’s 

preaching in the Island, and at Southampton. I hope 
there is a work begun in the former that will increase 

and flourish. The enclosed letter to-, I commit 

to your care, as I don’t know where to direct to him : 
It is informing him of the General Assembly’s having 
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reversed the decree of the Synod, and granting full 
communion to the minister of my chapel with the 
Church of Scotland;—this is what I did not expect 
from them. I am to set out, God willing, on Thurs¬ 
day, for Scotland ; and having much business on hand, 
can only assure you of my best wishes for every spi¬ 
ritual blessing to your own soul, and success to your 
labours, and that I am Rev. Sir, your sincere friend 
and well-wisher in Christ, 

“ W. Gdenorchy.” 

“ If you have any good news to send me, or any 
thing you wish to communicate by letter, my address 
is now at Edinburgh.” 

June 11.—I arrived safe at Edinburgh ; was much 
comforted on my way hither by a sermon from Mr 

*R-, junior, at Northampton, on Psalm cxix. 117'. 

“ Hold thou me up, and I shall be safe; and I will 
have respect unto thy statutes continuallyand by 
hearing and conversing with Mr Edwards at Leeds. 
The Ijord has preserved me in my outgoings and my 
coming in; he has been with me in the way, and 
guided me with his eye; he hath led me to places 
where I have either got refreshment to my own soul, 
or been the means of carrying the gospel to others; 
he hath never left me nor forsaken me: so I may here 
raise my Ebenezer, and adore the matchless love and 
grace of Jehovah to me a poor worthless worm, less 
than the least of all saints, yet the greatest debtor to 
free grace. All praise and glory be to my God, for 
ever and ever ! 

\^Aged 36.] Taymcmth, September 2.—When I take 
a survey of the last year of my life, I am filled with 

B I> 
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wonder and astonishment at the goodness of Go<l my 
Saviour, and at the ingratitude and folly of my vile 
inc<>rrigible self. My life, since this day twelvemonth, 
has been a series of gracious dispensations of Provi¬ 
dence. The Lord liath manifested himself to me as 
the preserver of my life, the liearer of prayer, the de¬ 
liverer from temptation, the Saviour from sin, the 
giver of every needful blessing, spiritual and temporal. 
Yet, notwithstanding this, my ungrateful heart is this 
day as prone to wander from him as ever, as averse to 
pray as if he had never answered my requests, as averse 
to read and meditate on his w<)rd as if I never had found 
comfort therein. 1 am led away by every trifle; and, 
though convinced in my judgment that God is an all- 
satisfying portion to the soul, an all-sufficient fountiiin 
of every desirable blessing, yet still I do not abide 
with him as such. Strange perverseness ! Yet let this 
perverseness endear a Saviour to me. The Lord Jesu*(^ 
is able to lieal my soul; he never rejected any who 
came to him in the days of his flesh. Have con»- 
jMission then, O Lord, on my poor soul; say to me, 
thy sins are forgiven thee, go in peace ; and O that 
power may accompany the word, that soul and body 
may be invigorated to run in the way of thy command¬ 
ments. Lord, thou knowest it is the desire of my 
heart this night to be wholly devoted to thee, to glorify 
thee with soul, body, and spirit, which are thine. I 
wish to live for this end. Do with me, for me, and in 
me, thy whole will; and let me serve thee here, and 
dwell with thee for ever. Amen. W. G. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 


Lady Glcnorchy looks out for a. Minister for her Oiapcl in Edinburgh— 
Makes choice of the Rev. Mr Sherift—Mr Sheriff falls into bad 
]ic:ilth—Obtains an assistant—Forms the congregation into church 
order—llis healtli gradually declines—Extracts from Diary, from 
November 2, to 14, 1777 —Lord’s Supper dispensed for the first 
time in the Chapel—Death of Mr SherifE—Extracts from Diary, 
from February 6, to June 14, 1778. 

AE’TEit tlie decision of the General Assembly, the 
chapel was, for four months, chiefly supplied by the 
ministers and probationers of the city and neighbour- 
liood, while her Ladyship was actively endeavouring 
to find a fit person who might be settled in it as 
pastor. At length she heard of Mr Francis Sheriff*, 
who, she thought, would in every respect suit the 
situation. He had been educated at the University 
of Edinburgh, licensed and ordained by the Presby¬ 
tery of Haddington, and was now a chaplain in one 
of the Scots regiments in Holland,—a situation which 
he could resign when he pleased without the interven¬ 
tion of any church court. He was twenty-seven years 
of age, accomplished, of good appearance, and had 
fine abilities; and was possessed of all the simplicity, 
integrity, and ardour of one recently brought to the 
knowledge and experience of the gospel. He had 
friends in Edinburgh, and through these Lady Glen- 
orchy invited him to come over and preach in her 
chapel, and reside in her house, with the understand¬ 
ing, that if, on due acquaintance with each other, all 
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parties concerned were satisfied, lie should be scttletl 
as their minister. About this time he began to be 
unwell, and was advised by the medical men of Hol¬ 
land to return to his native land, as the best remedy 
they could prescribe. The union of these two things 
led him to consider it to be his duty to accept of the 
invitation. 

Accordingly, he left Holland in the middle of Scji- 
tember, arrived in litlinburgh in the end of that 
month, and on the first Lord’s day afternoon of Octo¬ 
ber, he preached in the cliapel. He also officiated in 
it two whole days of the same month. The conduct¬ 
ing of the worship of a whole day in so large a house 
was too much for his strength; he therefore did not 
attempt it again. Lady Glenorchy, aware that it was 
not probable that ho would ever be able for the entire 
duty of the situation, engaged one to assist him who 
had repeateilly preached in the chapel, and was very 
.acceptable to the congregation. 

Her Ladyship, understanding that Mr Sheriff w'as 
universally approven of by the stated hearers in the 
chapel, and that it would be most agreeable to them 
that lie should become their pastor, gave him, on the 
14th of November, a letter directed to her trustees for 
the management of the affairs of this institution, inform¬ 
ing them that she had appointed him minister of it; 
and the next I^ord’s day intimation to this effect was 
made from the pulpit. As the question agitated in the 
Church Courts concerning the chapel had arisen out of 
the mode of settling an already ordained minister in it, 
and as there then was not any known determinate rule 
by which to regulate the matter. Lady Glenorchy dread¬ 
ed the experiment of again applying to the Presbytery. 
Mr Sheriff nevertheless considered it to be his duty to 
go to the first meeting of Presbytery, to inform them 
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that he had received and accepted of Lady Glenorchy’s 
a,pjx>intment to be minister of her chapel, and to offer to 
sign the formula and standards of the church, in terms 
of the sentence of the General Assembly, lie did so, 
but was received very coolly by some of his old ac- 
tpiaintances ; and in consecjuence of murmurs of threat¬ 
ened opposition reaching his ear, he thought it j>ru- 
dent to retire without making the attempt. 

Immediately, however, upon his appointment, he 
began, with the aid of his assistant, to form the 
congregation into church order. The slate of Jiis 
health did not permit him to visit the members of it in 
their houses, but he invited, fnnn the pulpit, those in¬ 
digent persons who were admitted to free seats, to 
meet him on appointed days, and he conversed with 
each of them sejmrately. This duty employed him to 
the middle of the following February. 

On the forenoon of the 14th t)f December, Mr 
Shcrifl' again conducted the worship of his people in 
public. Lady Henrietta Hope Imppening t.o be in 
town, heard him on this occasion, and in her Diary 
has given this account of it: “ Mr Sheriff* sung the 
100th Psalm, and preached from Psalm xxxvii. 4. ‘De¬ 
light thyself also in the I^ord, and he shall give thee 
the desires of thine heart.’ And truly his words were 
trying and tpiickening, and, blessed be God for the 
riches of free grace, though humbling, yet also com¬ 
fortable ; for, alas ! although far short of the degrees 
in which they ought to be, yet surely he named the 
chief desires of my heart. I was wondrously encou¬ 
raged by this sermon, and my spirits raised, and I 
think I received it of the Lord. I was grieved for 
Mr Sheriff; it is the first time I have heard him, and 
there is reason to fear it will be the last. I am grieved 
ff>r my friend,—I am grieved for the congregation. 
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who seem in him to have a faithful pastor. But what 
the Lord gives, may he not take away ? and if he gave 
him, cannot he ^ve another ? O for firm faith and 
absolute trust in his power and goodness !” 

The fears of this excellent lady were too well found¬ 
ed ; for although Mr Sheriff’ did again appear in ttie 
pulpit after that, twice to make intimations, and once at 
the administration of the Lord’s supper, to fence the 
tables, and give the closing exhortation, of which wc 
shall shortly take notice, he never preached again. 

As Lady Glenorchy had been somewliat elevated at 
the prospect of seeing her chapel, at the first arrival of 
Mr Sheriff, likely to be desirably settled, she was now 
proportionally distressed when these prospects were 
thus overcast. This, with other things, seems to have 
even more than ordinarily disturbed the course of her 
(Christian comfort, as appears from her Diary during 
this time. 

Edinburgh^ November 2.—This day and some pre¬ 
ceding ones it hath pleased God to give me convictions 
of having backslidden from him in heart and life. A 
ray of divine light from time to time has darted into 
my mind, and shown me various heart sins and cor¬ 
ruptions that have, like noxious weeds, overrun my 
.soul, so that the seeds of grace are almost choked up, 
and cannot shoot forth. Some degrees of conformity 
to the world in dress and behaviour have rendered my 
company too agreeable to the people of the world, and 
this has caused my being oftener with them than former¬ 
ly. I was led into this from what I took to be a desire of 
doing them good ; but I find they have robbed me of 
precious time and peace of conscience. My soul has 
also been hurt by unfaithfulness to acquaintances and 
rclationsj w’ho are going on in the broad road, un-

mindful of their eternal concerns, yet 1 have not warn- 
etl them of their danger. I have suffered worldly pru¬ 
dence and fear to keep possession of my heart, and 
unbelief has gained ground, and inability to speak 
properly to them increased. My zeal has cooled.— 
^rhe.sc things have produced difstance from God, care¬ 
lessness, slothfulncss of spirit, forgetfulness of God’s 
omnipresence, n^jglect of frequent prayer, wasting of 
precious time, want of self-examination, meditation, 
searching the word with diligence, and, in short, every 
symptom of a heart estranged from God; and what is 
worse, I was insensible to the evil of this state, till 
within these few days, that the Lord, in his abundant 
mercy, has sent a choice servant of his, Mr Sherifl‘, 
into my house, who hath been the instrument of show¬ 
ing me from whence I have fallen, and by his own life 
.and convers.ation, as well as preaching, called upon me 
to strengthen the things that are ready to die, convinc¬ 
ing me, that for some time jiast I have been as one 
long dead. What shall I render to the l.ord for his 
mercy ? O to bo thankful ! to l>c now enabled through 
grace to set out afresh,—^to redouble my speed from 
the city of destruction, towards the heavenly city,—to 
redeem the time, and to pray that the Lord may re¬ 
store the years that have been devoured by the locust, 
the caterpillar, and the canker-worm,—and that he may 
yt^t be glorified in his servant, by showing forth his 
power in subduing every base lust, and bringing down 
every high thought and imagination of my heart, to the 
obedience of Christ. He has this night permitted me 
to rest my soul upon Christ with some measure of con¬ 
fidence, and also to commit my way and concerns to 
him. Confirm my faith in thy ble!5sc>d word, O my 
God. Strengtlicn, stablish, and settle my base wan¬ 
dering heart. Rule in me, reign over me, and guide 
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my feet into the way of peace;—conduct me by thy 
counsel here, and afterwards receive me to thy glory, 
for thy own great name’s sake. Arnen and amen ! 

November 3.—This morning I felt great deadness 
and wandering in prayer; had no nearness to God till 
the afternoon, when I went to scHjk his presence and 
blessing upon the meeting we wer^ to have in the 
evening. At six o’clock some Christian friends met 
to pray, and deliberate on the proper method of prcv 
cceding to dispense ordinances in the chapel. Mr 
Sheriff began by prayer. I felt that the Tord was 
indeed with us, and attended to the voice of our peti¬ 
tion. The intended rules of my chapel were read, 
and all seemed pleased and of one mind concerning 
them. Difficulties were removed, the light shone 
clearly, and discovered to us the way we should take; 
the desire of all was, that God might be glorified 
in the conversion of sinners, and the edification of 
saints: The meeting was closed before nine with a 
prayer by Mr Bonar.* We afterwards supped toge¬ 
ther, and eat our bread with gladness and singleness 
of heart. I found a sweet peace and acquiescence in 
the Lord’s will all this evening, and desire to praise 
him for bringing matters thus far. We appointed 
Monday next for another meeting upon the same sub¬ 
ject. 

November 4.—I found some liberty this morning in 
prayer, and had a view of the perfections of God as they 
are revealed in the word, and particularly of his na-

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ture under the title oFlove; got freedom to ask power 
over besetting sins, and to commit ray concerns into 
his hands. This evening I was led to write faithfully 
to an old friend. I had some pleasing converse with 
Mr Sheriff, and find that I get more insight into the 
corruptions of my heart daily. O that this may load 
me more to Christ, the fountain that cleanseth from 
all sin! 


Noz’ember 8.—After .some hours of distress, I at 
length had liberty to pray to God, and to plead for his 
own name’s sake that he w'ould make me what I ap¬ 
pear to be to others ; that he woidd give me what he 
knows I want,—a powerful application t)f the blood of 
Christ to my heart and conscience; and that I may be 
led into the highway of holiness, and kept from con¬ 
formity to this present evil world. I feel .some degree 
of persuasion that I made this prayer in the sincerity 
of my heart, and that 1 really desire mithing so much 
as to glorify God upon earth, and to enjoy him for 
ever. I therefore conclude I am not a hypocrite ; but, 
alas! much hypocrisy dwellcth in me, for which I 
ought to be deeply humbled, and led to strive with all 
diligence for more singleness of heart in duties. 

November 9.—This morning I awaked with these 
words, “ Can a woman forget her sucking child,” Ike, 
This text did not come with much force at first; but 
it afterwards grew sweet and comfortable to my soul 
when meditating on it, and gave me encouragement 
to hope for a blessing at his table. I went to church, 
and was very dead all the time of the sermon, and had 
no power to think of any thing till the 43d Psalm was 
sung, when my heart began to melt, and I got some 
hope that I should yet praise the Lord. Mr Walker 
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afterwards, addressing the communicants, described 
my case so exactly that I thought somebody had told 
him of it. My bonds were now loosed ; I got power 
to lielieve on Christ as now ready to receive me, and 
bear my burdens for me ; and as able and willing to 
save me from all my infirmities, to heal my bat^kslid- 
ings, and to carry me through future trials. I got up 
witli joy and went to the table, where I had liberty in 
pt»uring out my requests to the Master of the feast, 
wh<j drew, as it were, near, and said. What is thy 
petition ? I saw myself as less than the least of all his 
mercies, yet permitted to sit among his children. I 
then gave myself away to him for over. 

November 10.—This morning I heard Mr Bonar,* 
and in the afternoon Mr Sheriff'; but was not much 
aft’ected by the discourses, although excellent. In the 
evening I had a meeting of the trustees of my chapel; 
I found the Lord near to us in singing and prayer. 
I was much hurried all this day: I received much 
spiritual food, but had no time for digesting it. 

November 11.—This morning I had a sweet time 
in prayer and reading; felt a melting of soul, and 
found the Lord near; had a sort of foreboding that 
trouble was at hand; but I was enabled to give up all 
to Jesus. At twelve o’clock I was seized with a vio¬ 
lent cough; and I continued ill all day: Mr Sheriff 
also very ill. 


• Tlie late Rev. Archibald Bonar, who, through life, was much es¬ 
teemed for his very amiable temper, his talents, his eminent piety, and 
his usefulness, lie was a younger brother of Mr Bonar of Ratho, and 
was presentetl by l^ady Glenorchy to the parish of Cramond, a few 
months before her death. 
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Novcvthcr 13.—I was very distressed in lx)dy all 
night, and all tliis day ; unfit for spiritual duties. Mr 
Sheriff very ill; the doctor afraid of a consumption. 
This is a dark providence : I am tr 3 ring to get my will 
brought into subjection ; find it hard indeed. Lord, 
help in this ! 

Novemher 14.—Mr Sheriff better ; myself also bet¬ 
ter, yet still in a hard dead frame. This night there 
was a meeting of the trustees of the chapel: I sent a 
letter by Mr Sheriff* to them, appointing him to be 
the minister of it. The meeting was very unanimou.s, 
and every thing carried on in order and in love. Glory 
be to God who has heard my prayer for this ! 

1778.—Mr Sheriff having begun to form a congre¬ 
gation from the holders of free seats, intimated from 
the pulpit, on the 15th of February, his desire, that all 
the other seat-holders, who intended to become mem¬ 
bers of the congregation, would give him an opportu¬ 
nity of conversing with them; and that if his time 
would not suit them, that they would converse with his 
assistant. There was in the terms and manner of this 
intimation, something so solemn and so affectionate, 
arising in part, perhaps, from his evidently dying ap- 
])earancc, that it was very generally and cheerfully com¬ 
plied with. A fortnight after this, he intimated his in¬ 
tention of administering the Lord’s supper, at the same 
time that it vms to be celebrated in the other churches 
of the city,—the 15th of March. On this, as on the 
occasion of his intimation to the free seat-holders, he 
took the opportunity of avowing his attachment to the 
doctrine and discipline of the Established Church of 
Scotland, and of his determination to conform his 
ministry to its rules. 
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On tlio fast day preceding the administratitm of the 
liord’s supper, the morning service was conducted by 
the late Mr Dickson, then minister of Liberton, near 
Uiggar, afterwards of the New North Cliurch, Edin¬ 
burgh, and the afternoon service by the assistant of 
the chapel. On the Saturday the late Mr Innes of 
Gifft)rd officiated; and as Mr Sheriff was unable for 
the duty, the late Mr Randall of Stirling conducted 
both the nK)rning service of the Lord’s day, before the 
coininunion, and also the evening service after it. Mr 
Sheriff*, as has been already mentioned, only fenced the 
tables, and gave the closing exhortation. This was the 
last public duty which he performed. The former minis¬ 
ter elect, Mr Balfour, led the devotion of Monday, 
which he continued to do for forty years afterwards. 
Soon after this, all hopes of the recovery of Mr Sherifl* 
were abandoned. Every thing, however, that could be 
thought of, was dont> to stop the rapid pr{)gress of his 
disease; but all was in vain, and nothing remained 
but to make his last days as comfortable as possible. 
For this purpose, bis noble patroness removed him to 
Barnton; sent for his mother to attend him ; and not 
only assisted her in performing the mother’s part, but 
did that which his mother could not do for him; she 
helped him to elevate his mind from earth to heaven— 
to Christ—to God—and to the hope of being for ever 
with the Lord. His last days and hours were those 
of a man of God, full of faith and peace. His whole 
spirit and conduct were highly edifying, and such as 
became his character as a Christian, and his office as a 
minister of the gospel. After lingering to the 13th of 
June he expired, and was buried in the Barnton vault, 
under the church of Cramond. 

The history of his ministry in the chapel is very 
brief: He formed the seat-holders into a congrega- 
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lionalbotly; he preached to them seven times ; thrice, 
on the occasion of making intimations, he gave a few 
admonitory words; once, he dispensed to them the 
sacramental bread of life; and afterwards, by all its 
blessings and obligations, he exliortcd them to be faith- 
•fal unto death. For six months, he was a bright ex- 
ain])le to them of the work of faith, and the labour of 
love, and the patience of hope in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the sight of Gotl our Father ; and then his 
warfare was accomplished, and he received his re¬ 
ward. A short account of liim, ami the circumstances 
of his illness and death, were drawn uj> by Lady Glen- 
orchy, and j)rinted and cinmlated among her friends; 
it has since been reprinted and published. The exer¬ 
cises of mind, and the spiritual experience of Lady 
Glcnorchy, from the beginning of this year, till Mr 
Sheriff’s deatli, will be seen by the extracts from her 
Diary, which follow.— 

February 6.—Glory be to God, the hearer of prayer, 
who hath graciously listened to the voice of my sup¬ 
plication ! All day yesterday I felt the drawings of his 
love upon my soul, and a strong desire to return 
to him. I got some access to God in prayer both 
aloTie and with a friend, and found it good to my soul. 
At night 1 had liberty to seek blessings for others; and 
this morning I waked with these words on my mind, 
“ God is love.” I felt their jmwer, and found liberty to 
go to him under this endearing character. I perceive 
the Lord is at work with my soul, mortifying my cor¬ 
ruptions, and bringing me forth from the fearful pit 
and the miry clay, into which ray soul has been plung¬ 
ed for some time past. He also has raised in my heart 
a strong desire to seek him at his table, which I did 
not experience till yesterday. I conclude, from this 
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and other things, that he is about to restore my soul. 
I.,et me not in tliis be deeeived; l)Ut revive thy work, 
renew my strength, increase my faith, animate my 
liope, shed abroad thy love in my lieart, give me vic¬ 
tory over my heart sins, and power to run in the way 
of thy commandntents, for the sake of Jesus, thy be ¬ 
loved Son, and glory be thine for ever! Amen. 

February 13.—This morning I set apart for seeking 
the Lord by fasting and prayer. I endeavoured to 
begin the work of the day by confessing my sins, but 
my heart was very dead. At length the Lord was 
pleased to permit me to pour out my petitions before 
him. I then found liberty to give myself to the Ijord 
without reserve; to beseech him to cleanse my heart 
from every evil felt or feared; to plead the promise, 
Ezek. xxxvi. 26. “ A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I jiut within you; and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will give 
you an heart of flesh; and to seek direction for Mr 
Shcrifi’ in bis work, to remember the nation, the church, 
the afflicted, the giddy, and profane ; enemies, friends, 
and, in particular, all those who have dcsiretl my i)ray- 
ers. I sought to know the reasons of past deadness 
and backslidings, and they appear to be the following: 
Neglect of redeeming time in the evening; forsaking 
the Lord, and neglecting his word; not persevering in 
meditation and self-examination ; not observing oppor¬ 
tunities given through the day for prayer, and when in 
company not using ejaculatory prayer; not improving 
opportunities for social prayer; not searching the 
Scriptures with diligence daily; slothfulness in the 
performance of relative duties, especially in my fami¬ 
ly; unwatchfulness over my temper, desires, words. 
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thoughts; sufleriug thehcai’t tube engaged with trifles, 
A.'inity, &c. 

I desire this day, in the strength of Jesus niy Savi¬ 
our, to set out alresh in the good ways of the lan’d; 
to make conscience of redi?eunng time every cvcnitig 
Ww solemn prayer and reading God’s wortl before 
going to bed; also for self-examination of the manner 
in which the day has been spent. I intend through 
grace, when in health, to rise early, to have at least 
two hours before family worship for prayer, reading, 
and meditation; to keep a sense of God’s presence 
upon my sjiirit through the day; to come again before 
him at twelve o’clock; to redeem some time lor private 
prayer before tt;a, and also before su})per. These 
things, with the blessing of God, 1 look upon as tlte 
best means t)f keeping my soul in life, and preserving 
me from falling again into my past miserable state. 
I therefore beseech thee, () Lord, (who now seest my 
heart, and knowest that I desire to love and serve 
thee,) that thou wilt give me grace t<} follow the above 
plan, as far as it is for thy glory, and my soul’s advan¬ 
tage ! Keep me from resting in duties j)erformed; pre¬ 
serve nu? from despising the means of growing in faith 
and love. Let thy grace bo sufficient for me in all 
things, and at all times, and thy name glorified through 
me, and by me, now and for evermore! Amen. 

Saturday, Fehrtiary 14.—I ro.se between six and 
seven; spent some time in prayer; was dead, and trou¬ 
bled with wandering thoughts ; read, and tried to me¬ 
ditate on the Scripture, but felt little life in my .soul. 
After breakfast, spent two htmrs in writing, reading, 
and prayer; found much comfort in the latter at 
twelve o’clock, and had a comfortable sense of my call¬ 
ing and election through rich sovereign mercy ; saw 
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that the Lord had chosen me as a vessel of mercy, 
and my heart was overwhelmed with a sense of it. I 
felt the drawings of divine love upon my soul, and 
afterwards light and comfort in conversation with Mr 
Sheriff; found some little time for prayer before tea. 
A&erwards went out to get some spiritual conversatKim 

with Mrs-; on coming home, found people waiting 

for me on business, and got no time for prayer before 
supper, but have this night had some liberty of access 
to a throne of grace. Glory be to God for all his 
mercies! 

Sunday, February 15.—This morning I waked in a 
spiritual frame, desirous of spending the day to the 
Lord ; experienced some liberty in prayer, and comfort 
in reading the Scriptures; found a desire for the increase 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom, and sought for his pre¬ 
sence to all his people. Went out in hopes of finding 
it a good day to my soul, but was disappointed. I 
have not had such freedom from outward distractions as 
I could wish, and the word preached did not come with 
power. One thing I must, however, remark, that the 
Lord answered prayer in behalf of Mr Sheriff, who was 
enabled to go to the chapel. He made an intimation, 
and gave an exhortation to the people, and was assist¬ 
ed wonderfully beyond expectation; every word he 
spoke came with power. I saw him more fitted than 
ever for the charge of the chapel, yet feared I should 
be called to give him up; and my mind was agitated 
with different sentiments of grief, joy, fear, and hope. 

Thursday, February 19.—I got some liberty this 
morning in seeking deliverance from my heart evils. 
After breakfast, found access to God, and some com¬ 
fort in prayer; was Ix'tter through the day than for 
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some time past. Heard a pfood sermon from Mr 
Walker on Isaiah xvii. 14. “ And belioltl at evening- 
tide trouble; and befoi*e the morning he is not. This 
is the portion of them that spoil us, and the lot of 
them that rob us.” Lost ground at night; could not 
pray in the spirit at going to bed. 

Wednesday, Fehrnm-y S5.—This morning I spent 
some time in prayer,—found liberty to give up all to 
God. 1 saw that my preseijt trial is needful to wean 
iiiy heart from too great an attachment to creature 
cc.'inforls, also to subdue my will respecting the man¬ 
ner of helping forward the Lord’s work. I think also 
lliat Satan sometimes accuses me of sin, in order to 
weaken my hands and prevent t ha ^ discharge of pre¬ 
sent duty I found liberty to co^imfc my soul, and the 
l..ord’s work, into his own hands, with some measure of 
faith in his power and willingness to perfect what 
concerneth them, and to make all issue in his own 
glory and my good. My heart was much enlarged 
in sc'eking s])iritual blessings for Mr Sheriff, insomuch 
that I thought I would willingly suffer any spiritual- 
deprivation myself, so that he might tibtain joy and 
peatx' in believing, and strength for his work ; or, if 
obliged to give it up, that he might have patience and 
sid)missic>n. After breakfast I went to see a poor wo¬ 
man on her death-bed. She bore a noble testimony 
to the faithfulness and love of God. She said all the 
promises she had. ever been brought to believe had been, 
accomplished to her,—the last was “ even to hoary 
hairs I will carry you,” and that he was now fulfilling it 
to her. She said,' no believer need fi-ar to pass tlirough 
this wilderness, or to enter the stream of Jordan ; that 
she had been like the Israelites, who saw the wonders 
of the Lord, had tasted of the manna, and had sung 
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his praise, and then, like them, soon forgot his works, 
and sinned again and again by unbelief; yet God had 
again and agmn forgiven her sin, and had for seven 
years past not suffered her to doubt her interest in his 
promise. She now believed she was on the threshold 
of glory, just about to enter her Father’s house, ancF 
her joy at the prospect was great. Last night she 
thought she heard the sound of his chariot wheels, but 
was disappointed ; but she hoped he would not be long 
in coming. She feared §hc sinned in being too de¬ 
sirous to die and unwilling to live. She still felt the 
workings of sin leading her thoughts away from Christ 
to the trifling things of the world, and she longed to 
be free of that clay tabernacle that imprisoned her 
soul. I asked iMfeof what nature she thought the 
happiness was to she was going ? She answered. 

It consists of seeing Christ as he is, in being changed 
into his imago, perfected in holiness, attaining new 
discoveries t)f the wisdom, power, love, and grace of 
God, and freedom from all sin : But this body, said 
she, is a bar in the way of comprehending that hap¬ 
piness, for flesh and blood cannot enter the kingdom 
of heaven;—she wished to say more, but strength 
failed her. Mr Bonar then prayed at her desire, and 
I left her.—May my last end be like hers ! 

This scene left a sweet savour of divine things on 
my mind all day, and I had an opportunity of speak¬ 
ing of it at night to some of no religion, who, I hope, 
may be the better for it. 

Sundayf March 1.—For two days past I have been 
in a dull frame. This day, by the good hand of the 
Lord upon us, the ordinance of the Supper was inti¬ 
mated for this day fortnight, in the chapel. Mr 
Walker lectured in the forenoon, and preached in the 
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afternoon upon the nature of the ordinance)—an ex¬ 
cellent discourse. I see great cause of thankfulness, 
yet feel surprisingly dull in my soul. For some days I 
have not been (juite well, which may partly be the 
reason of this deadness; for sure I have much cause 
to reioice, since the Lord seems about to bless us, 
and give me the desire of my heart for many months 
and years past, and to overrule all the counsels of 
those I have intrusted with the chapel, so as to make 
them act agreeably to all my wishes anti prayers, and 
that without my appearing in it myself. The spirit of 
K)ve seems shed abroad in their hearts, so that they 
are all as one soul; no party-spirit, no by-ends, no 
boasting, but much prayer, and diligence in the use 
of means, seems at present to be their happy attain¬ 
ment. Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto 
thy thrice holy name be the praise and glory, now, 
and for evermore! 

Sunday, March 8.—During the course of last week, 
about two hundred persons have been admitted as 
church members, who have, to all appearance, experi¬ 
enced a work of grace upon their souls: this is cause 
of much thankfulness ; but ray soul is kept in heavi¬ 
ness through manifold temptations. I know not whe¬ 
ther I shall venture to join with them-in that blessed 
ordinance, being altogether unworthy of the crumbs 
that fall from the children's table. O for more faith, 
and love to Christ! O for power to walk up to light! 
O for a victorious faith to overcome the enemies of 
my soul, by laying hold on the arm of Omnipotence, 
and so put to flight the army of the aliens. This day 
has been a lost Sabbath,—no comfort in hearing, no 
communion with God, no breathings of the Spirit; 
my mind in a slate of woful confusion, unable to do 
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any tiling to purpose. O that the Lord would come 
over the mountains of my sins and provocations, and 
surprise me with his gopdness; then should I loathe 
and abhor myself for my sins and ini(|uities, and be 
ashamed, and never open my mouth more. 

Saturday, 14.—All this week I have continued dis¬ 
tressed with temptations and wandering thoughts,—no 
comfort in prayer, nor in hearing the word. On 
Thursday Mr Dickson and the assistant preached. 
Yesterday wc had a meeting for the distribution of 
tokens; nearly four hundred communicants were 
admitted. This morning I set apart to examine 
into my stale, and I feel incapable to pursue any 
thought almost for a minute together. In general, 1 
fear I have committed much sin by approaches to 
the Lord’s table without due preparation. I also see, 
that my heart sins have partly been the cause of my 
past darkncs.s. I have not been circumspect in all my 
ways. I have not denied myself, and taken up my 
cross. I am unholy in many respects, and have 
grieved the Holy Spirit. I have endeavouretl to con¬ 
fess my sins. O that tlie Lord would give me true 
repentance, and effectually turn me again, for his own 
name's sake, and now enable me to partake of this 
ordinance with a suitable frame and disposition of 
heart. 

Sunday, March 15.—This morning I got up early, 
and obtained some liberty in seeking for the Lord’s 
presence this day in his ordinances. I found much 
desire for a blessing to his people, even although I 
shtmld be left in a dry and comfortless frame. During 
Mr Bandall’s sermon, I saw something of the glory of 
God in the way of redemption, and felt some small 
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measure of his love slied abroad in my lieart, and a sense 
of his presence. As Mr Sheriff’fenced the tables, 1 felt 
a melting of heart and a spirit of prayer accompany 
the Avord. When I ivent to the table, my mind was in 
a thoughtful frame. I exercised somt; degree of faith in 
Jesus as the atoning sat:rifice for sii:, and 1 felt power 
to believe that his b(»dy was broken for me, and his 
blood shed for me. My heart said, is it possible that 
thou shouldst die for me, Lord ? Yes, for me, even 
the chief of sinners ! I felt assured that the ordinance 
was the pledge for sitting down at the table above, and 
drinking of the ivine in my Father’s kingdom. My 
thoughts were somewhat confused, yet I had a relish 
for divine things all the day, and this afternoon I was 
much refreshed by Mr Randall’s sermon, and in the 
last psalm. I was enabled to act faith on the promise, 
and to rejoice in hope. I came home rejoicing, and 
have had my hope increased by hearing that this has 
been a remarkable day to the souls of many. Glory 
be to God in the highest, for peace on earth, ami 
good will to the sons of men ! Blessed be God for 
his unspeakable gift! O, that all would praise him, 
for his wonderful goodness to the children of men ? 
Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits ! Let heaven and earth praise him ! Let 
every thing that hath breath praise the Lord ! Amen, 
so be it! AV. G. 

March 22 .—This evening, upon coming down to 
prayer, I found Mr Sheris’ uncommonly serious. He 
told me, that since I had gone up stairs, the Lord had 
been very gracious to him, and poured much joy and 
consolation into his soul. He had got a view of his 
illness that he had not had before, and believed that 
his end was near. We had much profitable conversa- 
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tion on this subject, and I felt resigned to the will of 
God. My spirit was wonderfully composed and so¬ 
lemnized. 

Sundayy March 29.—This last week Mr Sheriff has 
been much worse :—his animal frame fast dissolving, 
and his spirits flat; but he has shown no fears of death, 
nor desire tt) live. He seems to have a great dislike 
to company, and has something upon his mind which 
he seems desirous to disclose, but cannot accomplish 
it. My own soul has been very dead in jnayt'r this 
last week, and my thoughts so much taken up about 
Mr Sheriff, that I have neglected many other concerns. 
This day I received no benefit from two sermons I 
heard: To-night my spirits are quite sunk.—My case 
is' complicated. None but the Lord himself knows 
my various distresses, and n«)ne but he can help or sup¬ 
port me. On him will 1 depend, on him will I put 
my trust. He is my hope, my refuge, my aid, in every 
time of need. My Lord and my Gt)d, none ever 
trusted in thee and was ashamed : thy mercy eiidureth 
for ever,—^fonsake not the work of thy own hands \ 
for thy name’s sake help and deliver me from every 
unbelieving fear. 

Barnton, Sundayy April 5.—-This last week I have 
been much taken up in the same way as in the former ; 
—Mr Sheriff'continuing worse,—his doctors flattering 
him with the hopes of recovery, when they and every 
one that sees him knows that his end approaches fast. 
I am uncertain as to duty ; for fear of hurting him if I 
tell him what I think, and I fear sinning against his 
and my own soul if I deceive him as to his dangerous 
state. To-tlay he told me that he now entertained 
hopes of recovery, and had got 'power for some days 
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to pray for it. This threw me into such agitation, tlial 
1 was forced to leave the room ; yet 1 cannot prevail 
upon myself to tell him the real state of his case, my 
own mind is so greatly agitated. 

June 7.—For two months past I have been employ¬ 
ed in attending the dying l>ed of Mr Sheriff', who this 
day lies at the jM>int of death. He has borne a noble 
testimony to the power of faith in supporting and quiet¬ 
ing the nnnd under bo<lily distress, and the certain ap¬ 
proach of death. For six weeks past the Lord has 
given me much heartfelt submission to his will in this 
trial. lie has shown me wherefore it was sent,—con¬ 
vinced me of the exjiediency and necessity of it, to 
subdue my will in those things I judged not only law¬ 
ful, but in which I thought I might be zealous. Helms 
brought me to give up the chapel wholly to himself, 
being the Head, Governor, and Lawgiver of his church; 
and last night and this day he enabled me to surrender 
up myself and all my plans wholly to him, without any 
known reserve. I got power to ask much for the 
chapel for ages to come,-—-that it might be a lamp and 
a witness for the doctrines and discipline of the true 
church in future generations. A place where true 
vital experimental religion might be taught, and where 
souls might daily be born again, and savingly united to 
Christ. I had some degree of faith for this, and that a 
proper pastor would be provided for it by the Lord in 
his time, and I sought patience to wait ujx>n him for the 
answer of this prayer. And now, O my gracious Saviour, 
as I have devoted myself, and all that I am and have 
unto thee this day upon my knees, and with my heart 
and tongue, I would now in thy presence confirm it with 
my hand, and with all the sincerity of heart with which 
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1 am capable, solemnly giving up and committing to 
thee my soul, body, and spirit, my life, reputation, 
goods, friends, relations, health, and outward com¬ 
forts—my understanding, will, and aftections; in short, 
all that I am and have, to be disposed of as shall be 
most for the glory of thy name, an<l the titernal good 
of my soul. Guide and conduct me through life,—be 
with. me to support and comfort me in death,—^and 
receive me at last into thy kingdom and glory, to bi' 
ever with thee throughout eternity. And the whole 
glory and praise sliall bc> ascribed unto the Father, 
S(jn, and Holy Ghost, one Gotl, for ever and ever. 
Amen. W. Gj.knokciiy. 

Barnton, June 7, 1778. 

The closeness of Lady Glenorchy’s attention to M r 
Sherifl* in his illness, and the edification she derived 
from it, will be seen from the following note which sla¬ 
nt this time wrote to her friend Miss Hill. 

Lady Glcnorchy to Miss Hill. 

“ My dear friend will pardon ray sending liera very 
few line's, when I tell her that my worthy pastor lies 
in the next room at the point of death. He has been 
growing weaker every day since he came here, and 
now is confined to bed, every hour cx^K'cting the joy¬ 
ful summons from his dear Lord to enter into eternal 
glory. His mother and I attend him constantly, and 
as she has not yet attained a taste for spiritual con¬ 
versation, (though I hope she is in a fair way of doing 
so), he has nobody but myself to whom he can open 
his mind on spiritual things. This makes me incline 
to be with him constantly, as also to hear the many

j)reci()us tliinj^s tliat*drop from his lips from time to 
time. I never saw any [)erson enjoy so inucii uninter- 
rxipted peace of mirul, or so stronj*' a hulh as he does. 
The particulars I shall sent! you after his decease, 
when I ^et tinu' to write out at len^h the notes I am 
taking from day to day.” 

Saturda/j, June 13.—Yesterday, at nine o’clock, it 
])leaseil God to take to himself my very dear friend and 
pastor, Mr Sheriff. He was enabled on 'I’hur.sday to 
.speak from ten in the morning till near ten at. night, 
almost without intermis.sion, to the praise of glorious 
grace. He gavi' me many exhortations, and said. Sub¬ 
mit, it is the Lord’s doing; we shall liv(' together with 
him for ever: he has saved me; he will .save you, my 
dear frii'ud. His last words were—All is well. The 
Lord most wonderfully su])portetl me during the last 
two days and nights of his life, enabling me to attend 
him during that time, without weariness. I felt un¬ 
common }>ower to believe and acquiesce in the liord’s 
will. He is now with his God. O that his dying 
words may make a suitable impression on my heart; 
may I never forget the awful but instructive scene; 
may I listen to the voice of God through him, and 
persevere in his work to the end. May I give up all 
for Christ, and bear all his dispensations with patience. 
May I see my friend in glory, and be for ever with the 
Lord. Amen and Amen. 

Sabbath, June l4.—This day I was enabled to at¬ 
tend public worship, after which I visited the place 
where Mr Sheriff was to be laid. These words came 
with much force to my remembrance. His flesh shall 
rest in hope—sown in weakness,—raised in power !— 
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Afterwards I was present at the * chesting, and I wa.s 
supported wonderfully through the whole ceremony ; 
and at the evening sermon in tlie Burnton chapel, I 
was enabled to believe that all was well. 

• The last melancholy services due to the dead, are not, in Scotland, 
left to undertakers and their attendants.—The body is washed and swath¬ 
ed, and laid out by the sick-nurse, or servants of the household. M'’hen 
it is to be put into the coffin, the relations, and most intimate friends, to 
whom affection and respect are intended to be shown, arc invited to at. 
tend as witnesses. The perfonnance of this duty is done by the nearest 
relations, with great solemnity, and profound silence. This office being 
performerl, if a clergyman is present, whicli is often the case, he closes 
the solemnity by appropriate prayer, and this is called the chesting. 

When the company invited to the funeral are collected, immediately 
before carrying out the ro^se to the grave, a clergyman also offers a suit¬ 
able prayer ; and this is the only religious funeral service used in Scot¬ 
land, excepting by those of the Episcopal Church. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

Laily (ilenorc.hy directs her attetition to supply the vacancy occasioned 
by M r Sheriff’s dcatii—The offer of the chapel is made U* tlic Hcv. 
Mr Hodgson—Extracts from I>iary—Lady Olenorcliy goes to Tay- 
inouth—Extracts from Diary, from July 13, to September 2, 177H— 
Lady Glcnorchy returns from Tayhioutli, and comes t(» Edinburgh— 
Mr Hodgson declines accepting the chapel—Lady Hlenorchy again 
thrown into perplexity—Mr Dickie sent to London to ofler the chapel 
to the Rev. Mr Clayton—Extracts from Diary, from October 2H, to 
December S, 177fl—Letter from Lady Glcnorcliy to Mr Jones, re¬ 
questing Itim to aid tier in inducing Mr Clayton to accept of the cha¬

When Mr SheriflTs remains were removed to their 
long home, and his mother, and other friends who had 
attended liim in his last days, had departed, Eady 
Glenorchy left Bai'nlon, and went to Edinburgh. 
From the comfortless state in which her mind is usual¬ 
ly seen, it might be thought tliat this event would have 
much increased it; but it should be remendiercd, that 
it was not temporal afflictions altogether that occa¬ 
sioned her distresses; for these she could bear with a 
fortitude rarely shown by her sex; her distress was oc¬ 
casioned chiefly by spiritual mortifications, on actxmnt 
of imperfection in the sight of God, and these may he 
said to be the only source of her mental pain: hence, 
on this occasion, her attention being turned aside for a 
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little from the old subjiJct of her coniplainls, she ap¬ 
peared not merely composed aiul rt'si^ned, but rt'- 
joicing in tribulation. On her return to Edinburgh, 
her first employment was to su])ply the vacancy which 
had occurred in Imr ehajH-1. Slie calhal together for 
this purpose, tliose friends who most interested them¬ 
selves in her concerns. After prayer for divine direc¬ 
tion, she advised with them what was best to be done. 
Their unanimous opinion was, that Mr Jo.se])h Hodg¬ 
son, ijiinister of Carmunnock, ought to be invited to 
accejit of the office of pastor. They sent, therefore, a 
deputation to converse with him. He received them 
kindly; but requested time to make up his mind with 
regard to tluar j)ro]>osal. Her mode of expressing her 
views on these events, will be seen by the sLib.se(juen( 
extrat^t from her Diary. 

Edinburg-h, Saturdayy June 27-—Since I camt; to 
town, 1 havt; experienced much of the loving-kind¬ 
ness of the Lord, in comforting and su])porting me, 
ami carrying me above the present affliction, to set'k 
for comfort in himself. Mjf heart is depressed, yet 
my sjjirit rejoices in God my Saviour; and he, as it 
w-ere, says. Am I not better to you than ten pastors ? 
Yes, Lord, thou art my portion; my chief good ; my 
only desire. O that 1 may never, never seek any other 
good but thee ! 


Take thou my heart, and let it be 
For ever cluiicd to all but thee.” 


Truly my soul has experienced something of the peace 
that passeth understanding, even when outward things 
appear most gloomy. I feel a secret power enabling 
me to rest in the will of God, and believe, that all is 
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working together for my good, the good of his church, 
and the glory of his name. () for ever blessetl be the 
Lord my God, now and evermore ! 

Sundatj, June 28.—Yesterday was a day of mercy 
from the Lord; begun in distre.ss of body, but after¬ 
wards strengthened, and carried on in much peace and 
comfort of mind, particularly in the evening, when I 
liad a meeting of some Christian friends for ]irayer, to 
seek the mind of the Lord concerning the steps which 
ought to be taken for obtaining another j)astor. After 
prayer, and singing the 147th Psahn, I asked them 
wliat occurred to them as tlie most scriptural and })ro- 
])er nu'liiod of proceeding. I mentioned some minis¬ 
ters, particularly Mr Plodgson, as one I su})posed 
would be agreeable to the congrijgation : tliey all were 
of o])iniou that he would be the most acei>j)table of any 
that could be procured. It was then agreed that tAvo of 
the number .should go to him, anti lay our plan before 
him; this, after another meeting for prayer with a 
view to him in particular, was done. There was a 
spirit of love and unanimity appeared so remarkable 
in our conversation, that surely the Lord himself was 
with us. We concluded with a very lively ami fervent 
jirayer by Mr Sft)tt MoncrieflP, and tJien sung y)art of 
the 102d Psalm, and parted. My heart v'as lifted up 
in thankfulness to the Lord for giving me such he]j>ers 
in his work ; their hearts appeared to l>e full of love to 
the Lonl, and their eye single to his ghny. This 
morning I have had some comfort and pleasure in 
liearing Mr Bonar lecture on the ascension, and preach 
from Psalm Ixxii. 20. “ The prayers of David the son 
of Jesse are ended.” I have since bemi able to pour 
out my heart in prayer, and to commit the providing 
a minister to the chapel v holly to the Lord, with a 
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degree of confidence in his answering my request; also 
for myself, that he will perfect tl»at which concerncth 
me, and grant me eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
l-iord. 

As nothing more could be done in this business 
till Mr Hodgson’s determination was known. Lady 
filcnorchy wtmt, as usual at this season of the year, to 
Taymouth. Nothing remarkable occurred during her 
residence in the Highlands. The chapel was sup}>lied 
by the assistant, M'hilc she and the peojde were waiting 
Mr Hodgson’s decision. 

In August she experienced another unexpected 
stroke, in the death of the master of hei“ school in 
Etlinburgh ; a man of high respectability, and greatly 
beloved. Her mind at this time was much more com¬ 
fortable than usual. The following reflections on her 
past experience and conduct, and on the events of the 
preceding year, are uncommonly interesting.— 

Taymouth^ Monday, July 13.—I came to this place 
last Saturday. I was rather in a dead frame on the 
road, and since I came here : but I feel strong desires 
after the Lord ; my mind goes out towards him ; I 
want to be wholly dead to the world, and alive to him. 
The Lord, I trust, will keep me from the snares which 
surround me, else I know I shall fall. I hope the 
Lord, who is my strength, will manifest his jx>wer in 
preserving me from this present evil world. O grant 
this, blessed Jesus, for thine own holy nag^’s sake ! 

Friday, Jtdy 17.—This morning I set apart some 
time for seeking the Lord by self-examination, medi¬ 
tation, and prayer. I have been convinced of much 
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practical atheism in my heart, particularly want of right 
apprehensions of the majesty of God, want of :^ve- 
rence in ray approaches to him, and want of intercourse 
with him in my thoughts; so that my heart prefers 
every trifle to tJiinking on him, who is the source of 
all perfection. Perpetual wanderings of heart and 
affection show tlie natural tendency and bent of my 
depraved nature. I have got a clearer view than ever 
of the necessity of divine power being exerted to recon¬ 
cile my heart to God, and cause my thoughts to flow 
in a right channel ; and that he that begins this work 
must also carry it on and finish it. I have seen much 
self-seeking mixed with all my past plans for promoting 
the cause of religion. I have often limiteil the Lord 
to work in the particular way that I marked out. I 
trust in some measure he has now enabled me to say. 
Not my will, but thine be done. I have disctivcred a 
great proneness in my heart to lean nuire on the 
instruments employed in his work, than the hand 
which holds the instrument; and thus have often been 
left to feel the bitterness and evil of trusting to the 
creature, and departing in heart from the living God. 
I have again been convinced of my sinful negligence 
and slothfulness in not seeking the Lord more 
constantly by prayer and meditation; in letting my 
lijart grow estranged from him, thus grieving the 
Spirit, and causing him to depart and leave me to my 
own desires; not improving spiritual blessings when 
received as earnests of still greater things, and thus 
following on to know more and more of the Lord. I 
am persuaded that all true happiness consists in the 
knowledge of him. If we know him, we must love 
him ; if we love, we shall obey him; if we love and 
obey him, he will come unto us, and manifest himself 
unto us as he doth not unto the world: nay, the 
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Father and the Son will coinc and make their abode* 
witb 'IS, and in that day we shall know that Christ is 
in the Fatlier, and we in him, and he in us. O the 
ineonceivable, unfathomable love of God, to admit 
such vile p)lliited worms as we are to this close an<l 
intimate union with himself! But can this union 
subsist when the love of sin remains in the creature ? 
Surely not. It is the new nature, the new born soul, 
that eionsents to the law of God as holy, just, and 
^ootl; that ahhors evil, and groans under it, and a vile 
body of sin ami death, which is thus made a partaker 
t)f a divine nature. This new hature comes from God, 
is imparted by him, and therefore must be united to 
him, and will continue; to he so to all eternity. 

I this day desire, in the strength of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, to renounce all selfish views and aims in his 
work ; to st;ek no gr(;at things for myself; but that 
his glory may be promoted upem earth, his kingdom 
come, his will be done ; and that this may be my only 
end in every action of ray life. I would earnestly im¬ 
plore the aid of the Holy Spirit to mortify and crucify 
this .self in me, that Christ may he cistablished on tlu* 
throne of my heart, and reign the only sovereign there. 

I earnestly beg the grace of perseverance in known duty, 
whatever trouble it may cost. I beseech thee, O Ijord, 
to make me willing rather to suffer any thing than sin 
against thee. G for a more (}uick sense of the exceed¬ 
ing sinfulness of sin, for a tender conscience, a more 
constant breathing and panting after holiness in heart 
and life. O for power to resist temptation, and to 
flee from the beginnings and appearances of evil. O 
to see enmity against a God of love written upon the 
.smallest deviation from the path of duty ! My soul 
longs for move clear impressions of thy image, O God, 
to be stamped upon it; and that it may Iwgin here 
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to taste those divine and exquisite pleasures which 
flow from thy right hand for evermore ; it already feels 
that happiness consists in a holy nature, and believes 
that perfect holiness will bring thee perfection of hap¬ 
piness. O when shall I live wholly to thee, my chief 
good, my only portion, my all in all! When shall the 
thoughts of my heart be brought into subjection to 
thee, my only Lord ? When shall sin be destroyed, 
my soul delivered from its bondage, and brought 
into the glorious liberty of the children of God ? 
When shall I behold thy glorious and gracious face, 
atjd join with the redeemed in songs of praise to him 
who has loved us, and washed us from our sins in 
his own blood ? Lord, whenever it shall be for thy 
glory and the good of my soul, I believe thou wilt 
grant me these petitions. Even so come. Lord Jesus^ 
and do as thou hast said ! Amen and amen. 

Atifftist 8.—^Last Thursday was the day set apart in 
this parish for humiliation and prayer. I kept my 
room in the morning, and had some comfort in prayer 
and meditation till I went to church; but then all 
vanished, and I became as dead and comfortless as gver. 

This day I have in vain attempted to examine my¬ 
self, and meditate upon the word. I have many fears 
about approaching the Lord’s table to-morrow in this 
frame of mind. As this ordinance, however, is a 
means of growth in grace, (and I never had more need 
than now of spiritual food,) I dare not stay away, lest 
by neglecting the means I grow worse, and the things 
die which are now ready to perish. O Lord, thou 
knowest my case ! Thou art able to heal the diseases 
of my soul, and const ^ve me a lively faith. Grant 
now, I beseech thee, whatever thou seest I stand in 
need of, to prepare my soul fear drawing near to thee 
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in thy ordinance ; undertake for me, for I put my trust 
in thee, 

Monday^ Avffusi 10.—^Yesterday morninpf I was 
enabled to examine myself, and found that 1 Imd 
reason to conclude, upon scripture grounds, that I ha<l 
truly believed upon the Lord Jesus Christ for salva¬ 
tion, and that I was now willing to depart this life to 
be with him, were he to call for me. I therefore 
thought. I might approach his table to remember his 
deatli, and show it forth till he come. I found power 
given me during the whole day, to attend to the thing;, 
spoken, with more ct>mj)osure of mind than for many 
days past. I wjis also enabled to ex<;rcise faith on the 
perfect sacrifice of Christ, as having lor ever perfected 
them who were sanctified; and, upon the whole, I had 
a better day than I expected. Glory be to God ! 
This was a sort of preparation for the afflictive news- - 
I received upon coming home in the afternoon, of the 
death of John Robertson, the teacher of iny scht>ol 
in Edinburgh, whose uncommon abilities for his office 
rendered him very useful to me. The rod is once 
mo]^ lifted up. O that I may lay it to heart, to 
search and try wherefore the Lord is thus seiiding 
wave upon wave ! 

August 23.—For some days past I have felt my heart 
more drawn out after spiritual things than it was in 
the beginning of the week; and this day I found comfort 
in prayer, and in reading the word. Having no sermon 
at church, I endeavoured to spend the whole morning 
in those exercises in which I believed most Christians 
were then engaged, and I had sweet fellowship with’ 
them in sjnrit; and even with the church triumphant, 
as employed in thanksgiving for redeeming love. I 
have this day got a little more insight into the deceit- 
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fulness of the heart, and saw the impurity of tile best 
actions of my life. I have been led to cry for pardon 
for the defects of my holy duties, and particularly for 
my rash zeal in the first years of my religious profes¬ 
sion ; whereby I did in many things hurt the cause I 
wished to jiromote, and this from pride and self-con¬ 
ceit ; not being enough sensible of my dependance 
on G(m 1 for all things, and of my nothingness before 
him. I think I did this day truly renounce all hope 
in myself, and rest on Christ as my only Saviour. 
Lord, thou knowt'st. O ! tlo tliou search me and try 
and sec if tlua-c' is any wicki'd way in me, and 
cleanse me from secret faults. What I know not, teach 
me ; and lead me in the way everlasting, for thine own 
name's sake. Amen ! 

Sunday^ Aiif>'iist 30.—Last week 1 had a visit from 
Mr and Mrs Balfour, which was refreshing. He 
preached twice this day ; and in the evening we had 
some spiritual conversation, which was like water to 
the thirsty. 

\Jfred 37.] Wedn^sdayi September 2.—This day 
I would, as usual, look back upon the last year of my 
life, and endeavour to record the mercies I have re¬ 
ceived from the Lord; of the least of which I confess 
myself utterly unworthy. How difficult the task ! 
Every day is marked with his long-suffering kindness, 
and my ingratitude. This has been a year of awful 
disjiensations; of dark and mysterious providences. 
The Lord’s ways have been in the deep ;• how little of 
them can we discover ! Yet this we know, ’that he 
hath done all things well. He is of unerring wisdom : 
great is his faithfulnt'ss. I therefore believe, that all 
his ways towards me have been dictated by me«^ and 
truth, and shall be productive of fruits to his praise 
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and glory; and what I know not now I shall know 
hereafter. 

I deare to bless the Lord, as the hearer of prayer, 
in providing a pastor for the chapel, such as was every 
w’ay suited to begin the work intended, of gathering a 
people into church order and discipline. The pecu¬ 
liar circumstances attending him were remarkable; 
Eminently called of God, and fitted by various moans 
for the situation, and thereby enabled to begin and set 
a-going the work, which to any other person would 
have seemed impracticable, ability was given him for 
bringing it such a length as to render it easy iu’fu- 
ture. The ordinances dispensed agreeable to the 
scripture plan; a number of lively Christians formed 
into a society for managers and helpers in the work ; 
peace preserved, without infringing on holiness, or 
strictness of discipline; all things done by prayer; 
love and unanimity in councils; the Lord visibly 
directing to wise and prudent measures; an assistant 
provided every way agreeable and proper;—and when 
all this was done, the pastor was advanced from the 
church militant to the church triumphant, and had 
an abundant entrance given him into the kingdom 
of his dear Lord. I ought also to bless the Lord for 
permitting me to be a witness to his holy life, and 
triumphant death, and for making me any way instru¬ 
mental in alleviating the evils of disease and sufferings, 
and assisting his servant in his last moments, both in 
temporal and spiritual matters. This was an honour 
I asked and obtained by prayer, for which I desire to 
be thankful. O that I may suitably improve the pre¬ 
cious blessing. What support and consolation did 
not the Lord afibrd me under this trial, beyond all 
expectation remarkably overruling all matters con¬ 
cerning him, according to repeated and united prayers ! 
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So tliat, while my heart was ready to break with grief, 
I was constrained to say. All is well, I would not 
have it otherwise. The Lord is wise, and Just, and 
merciful, and faithful in afflicting me. He manifests 
his love in every stroke. He stayeth his rough wind 
in the day of his east wind. 1 desire to bless God for 
convincing me that there is enough in myself to satis¬ 
fy the soul; that he can by his presence, and the sen¬ 
sible communications of his love, make up for the loss 
.^f every other thing ; and that he has given me a de¬ 
sire to seek no other portion in time but himself, 
wi.ich I take to be an evidence that I shall dwell with 
him throughout eternity. He has also convinced me 
of past misconduct in many respects of self seeking, 
and impatience under the cross ; of discontent with my 
lot, and wandering without a warrant from the place 
allotted me by Providence ; and he is now giving me a 
willingness to give up all schemes of comfort in life, 
so that God may be glorified in me, and his cause pro¬ 
moted by my instrumentality. This summer, he has 
convinced me more than ever, from experience, of the 
deep depravity of my nature, and the absolute neces¬ 
sity there is of depending upon God for every right 
thought, word, and deed; of the danger I am in of fall¬ 
ing again and again into those very errors and evils I 
now renounce and abhor, if left one moment to myself. 
I now see more of the worthlessness and unprofitable¬ 
ness of the creature in its best estate, and of the con¬ 
tinual necessity of abiding in Christ by fmth, in order 
to have peace with God. When I look to myself, I 
see nothing but death; when to Christ, I behold life 
and immortality, and rejoice in the hope of being freed 
from this state of sin and corruption; and I have cause 
to bless God for interposing in my behalf this summer, 
in preventing evil which I had great reason to fear, 
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and was led to pray against; also for preventing me 
from murmuring, when he took away the worthy mas¬ 
ter of my school by a sudden stroke, and giving me faith 
that this also was to work for good, although I knew 
not how; and, soon after, he unexpectedly })rovided 
me with another. I have much cause to record to the 
praise of free grace, that the Lord has lately given me 
much composure of spirit concerning the c;alling of 
another minister for the chaj)cl in Kdinburgh ; ena¬ 
bling me to trust in him, that one shall be appointed 
according to his own heart; making me satisfied, that 
his will in all things shall take place, even althoiigk'it 
should be in demolishing of the whole work, or in my 
not being permitted to see its prosperity ; this I feel 
to be a new temper of mind, wrought in me by re¬ 
peated trials, afflictions, and disappointments. Glory 
bo to his name. What shall I now render to the Lt)rd 
for all his benefits. It is of thine own only, O Lord, 
that I have to offer. I am thine, in every sense of the 
word; thine by creation, redemption, repeated self¬ 
dedication. I can now only renew this day what I 
have often done; and I now afresh solemnly do, as in 
thy presence, devote my whole soul, body, and spirit, 
to thy service, beseeching thee to rule over and reign 
in me. Dispose of me in whatever way is most for thy 
glory; guide me by tliy counsel whilst I am here; 
leave me not one moment to myself. Let me live 
under an abiding sense of thy presence, and of thy 
love in Christ Jesus; and when I can no longer serve 
thee hero, receive me into the heavenly kingdom, to 
dwell with thee for evermore; and thine shall be the 
praise and glory, through Christ. Amen ! W. G. 

At the usual season Lady Glenorchy returned from 
Taymouth, and without spending any time at Barn- 
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ton, as she used to do, eamc directly to Edinburgh, 
anxious to accomplisli without delay the settlement of 
a minister in lier chapel. Mr Hodgson not having as 
yet given an answer to the offer made him in July, she 
invited him to a conference in Edinburgh. He com¬ 
plied with this, and had repeated conversations both 
with her and the managers of her chapel. They 
agreed in all points excepting in the manner of admit¬ 
ting persons to church privileges, on which Mr 
v^Iodgson held sj)me peculiar opinions, from which he 
could not deviate, and to which neither Lady Glen- 
oiv.liy nor her friends could accede. With mutual 
regret they M'crc therefore obliged to terminate the 
nrgtK;i.ation. Lady Glenorchy was thus again placed 
in a state of anxiety and perplexity how to proceed. 

The usual sacramental fast-day of the city was at 
hand, and she and the congregation agret'd to keep it, 
and in doing so to have particularly at heart their pre¬ 
sent circumstances, and to implore the great Head of 
the church to provide them with a pastor that might 
repair the loss they had experienced. As no eligible 
person appeared in Scotland, she turned her eyes 
towards England. She had heard of Mr Clayton, 
who h.'id lately been settled in a Pre.sbyterian meeting 
in London, whose character and talents were highly 
rcs])ectable. She thought it probable that he might 
be induced to come to Edinburgh, and sent therefore 
Mr Dickie, one of the managers of the chapel, to hear 
him, and, if be thought he would answer the situation, 
to invite him to visit Edinburgh with a view to his 
settlement there. These things appear from the fol¬ 
lowing extracts. 

Wednesday, Octd)er 28.—In the afternoon there 
was a meeting of the managers for solemn prayer, to 
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request direction in the choice of a minister. They 
iVere unanimously of opinion that they must give up 
Mr Hodgson. I was led to commit the matter wholly 
to the Lord, and enabled in some measure to belierve 
he would provide. 

Friday evenings October 30.-~Another meeting for 
prayer, and a propo^ agreed to of using next Thurs¬ 
day as a congregational fast with respect to the cir¬ 
cumstances of tlie chapel, as it was the fast-day before 
the celebration of the Lord’s supper in the city. 

November 5.-—This day being set apart for fasting 
and prayer in the chapel, Mr Martin of Monymeal 
and Mr Bonar preached ; the former on Psalm li. 3. 
“ For I acknowledge my transgressions, and my sin 
is ever before methe latter on Revelations i. 17. 
“ And when I saw him I fell at his feet as dead ; and 
he laid his right hand upon me, saying unto me. Fear 
not; I am the first and the last.” The interval be¬ 
twixt the worship in the forenoon and the aftcmtx>n 
was spent by the managers in prayer. My own soul 
has been very dead all day,—-no liberty in prayer,— 
my sins are as a heavy burden,—I am weighed down 
and have no power to raise myself up, or to lay hold 
by faith on the remedy. I feel my heart full of vain 
wandering thoughts, sensible of die state I am in, yet 
not enough distressed on that account. I have no power 
to plead in prayer for a minister, nor for myself, although 
I see the need of both. O that the Lord would have 
compassiem upon me, and melt this frozen heart with 
a sense of his love. This I know would efiectually 
remove the darkness and ignorance dl mind which I 
now groan under. O that he would enable me to 
look up<Hi him whom I have pierced by my sins, and 
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mourn as one mourneth for her first-born. My heart 
is hard as tlie nether mill-stone. 

This night Mr Dickie has written to London to 
inquire about a minister for the chapel:—may the 
Lord overrule and direct in this matter! To thee I 
commit it, O thou great Head of the church ! Send 
whom thou wilt send,—^let thy will be done, thy glory 
advanced, our souls quickened and built up in the faith, 
for thy great name’s sake. Amen. 

Saitirday^ Novemher 7.—I have been this day endea¬ 
vouring to examine myself, and I plainly perceive that 
I have suflered much from not giving more diligence 
in redeeming time, and in suppressing vain unprofitable 
thoughts. I have no strength to perform any duty, yet I 
dare not for this reason absent myself from the Lord’s 
table to-morrow, because the more weak and the more 
sickly my soul is, the more need I have of spiritual 
medicine and nourishment. Viewing the ordinance in 
this light, I will venture forward, as the poorest and 
most needy of all the flock. Perhaps the Chief Shep¬ 
herd may cast an eye of pity upon me, and lead me 
into his green pastures, beside the still waters of com¬ 
fort. Perhaps it may be a day of revival to my soul. 

Sunday^ November 8.—This morning my temptations 
were strong, and my faith weak. I went out in much 
darkness oif mind. When I entered the church they 
were singing the two last verses of the 43d Psalm; 

iVlhy art thou then cast down, my soul ? 

What should discourage thee ? 

And why with vexing thoughts art thou 
Disquieted in me ? 

.“jtill trust in God ; for him to praise 
Ootxl cause 1 yet shall have : 
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He of my count’nance is the health. 
My Ood that doth me save. 


This gave me some comfort, and Mr Plendcrlcatli’.s 
first prayer .seemed very suitable to the state of my 
mind, and his sermon was refre.shing. I found that I 
desired to see Jesus, and, blessed be Gtxl, wlien I went 
to the table I got some degree of light and liberty, and 
was made to see my own vileness and unworthiness, 
and something of the love of Christ in dying for sucli ' 
a sinner. I was enabk“d to give u]} myself wholly to 
him, for time and eternity, and to put all my conewfis 
into his liands. I found a readiness to do or to suffer 
whatever he saw meet for me. I also got a sight of 
the vanity of the creature, and felt a desire to have my 
all in God. My burden was taken off*, so that the rest 
of the day I have felt comfort in joining in songs of 
praise to him who has turned my night into day, and 
delivered me out of the hands of it^y cruel foes. I felt 
joy and triumph in singing a part of the 23d Psalm. 

Sunday, November 29.—This morning I was led to 
expect some comfort from the word preachetl, having 
a.sked it in prayer; and accordingly I did find more 
comfort than usual in liearing. Mr Bonar preached, 
and seemed directed to speak to my particular case; 
and while I heard I was refreshed by it. But this 
evening I cannot recollect it. I only think it has left 
an indistinct impression on my mind, by which I have 
been led to pray more earnestly to God, that perform- 
eth all things for me, with firmer faith than is common 
to me, of being heard. I have put myself, and the 
affairs of the chapel, into the Lord’s hands, and be¬ 
sought deliverance in any way he thinks fit.

Mil. CLAYTON INVITED TO BE

'^Tuesday, December 8.—It was determined that Mr 
Dickie should go to London to invite Mr Clayton to 
come to the chapel. 

1779.—In the close of the month of November, 
Mr Clayton was ordained pastor of the church and 
congregation of the Weigh-house, Kast-Cheap. The 
autlior, at Mr Clayton’s request, was present at that 
solemnity, and remainpd in London some weeks after¬ 
wards. While there he received a letter from her Lady¬ 
ship, requesting his attention to the .son of a noble 
friet-ul of hers, wlio lay ill at Plymoutli Dock. Being 
unable to comply with her recjuest, he immediately 
wrote her Ladyship to that effect; and ui course re¬ 
ceived the following answer, under cover to Mr Dickie, 
begging that he would aid him in his negociatiun with 
Mr Clayton. 


Lady Glcnorchy to the Rev. T, S. Jones. 

Rev. Sir,—I received your letter last night, and 
could not help esteeming it a kind providence to me, 
your being in London at this particular time, as you 
now may be very assisting to me in an affair that I 
have much at heart, and is as follows :— 

“ From what you formerly wrote to me of Mr Clay¬ 
ton, and from the character I have heard of him lately 
from other.s, I am led to form a very favourable opinion 
of liim. And hearing lately that he was ordained mi¬ 
nister of a Presbyterian meeting in London, (a circum¬ 
stance absolutely necessary to qualify a person for use¬ 
fulness here), I have sent a gentleman from this place 
to hear him, and if he thinks his manner of preaching 
the gospel suitable to our congregation, he has powers 
from me to invite him to the ^lastoral care of it. Buf. 
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Mr Clayton being perfectly a stranger to me, and the 
people of this country may possibly be startled at such 
a proposal, and without due inquiry or consideration 
may reject it, I shall therefore lx? exceedingly obliged 
to you, if you will do what you can to remove any pre¬ 
judices he may have formed against it. You know 
pretty nearly my views and plans, though you cannot 
let him into the extent of the sphere of usefulness he 
will have here, without having seen it. But of this 
you may assure him, that if he comes, and is acceptable 
to the people, (which I do not in the least doubt will 
be the case), he will have an opportunity of preaching 
the gospel to more souls in one year, than he can have 
in London in* twenty, unless he goes to Tottenham- 
Court Chapel or the Tabernacle,—^because, besides his 
own stated congregation of two thousand persons, the 
whole town will endeavour to hear him, and I have a 
chaY>cl in the neighbourhood which he may supply 
whenever his time permits. 

“ Mr Clayton being already qualified for this, by his 
ordination to the Weigh-house congregation, is a cir¬ 
cumstance that appears so providential, that I cannot 
help thinking it points him out clearly as the person 
destined for us. The event will show whether I am 
right or not. If he should be of a different opinion, I 
hope you will be so kind as assist, by your advice, Mr 
Dickie, (who will probably give you this letter), in 
search of some other ordained minister, who may suit 
us. I shall make no apology for giving you this 
trouble, as I am fully persuaded you "Wish well to 
Zion, and will be glad to forward the work of God in 
this, as well as your native land. Mr Dickie is one of 
tlie managers of my chapel, and can inform you that 
the work of God still goes on among us: the Spirit of 
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the Lord remaineth, though not in that measure we 
desire. 

“ That He may be continually at your right Imnd, 
to give you the support and assistance you stand in 
need of, is, lleverentl Sir, the hearty desire of your 
well-wislier in the Lord, W. Glenorchy.” 

Mr Clayton, after a very short deliberation, declinecl 
the offer. This occasioned a second letter from Lady 
Glenorchy, in which she pressingly invited the author 
to visit Scotland immediately, to supply her chapel for 
a fejv weeks, and to which he assented. The letter was 
in the terms subjoined. 


Lady Glenorchy to the Rev. T. S. Jones. 

' “ Reverend Sir,—I received your letter, and one 
from Mr Dickie, this evening, from which I perceive 
that my expectations from your friendly zeal have 
been fully answered. 1 feel more obliged to you than 
I have at present time to express. Mr Clayton’s three 
first objections may be easily answered. The last four 
have more Weight; and I feel so much the want of a 
lively gospel preacher here, that I know not how to 
urge him to leave a congregation destitute, who are 
attached to him. Yet the much greater sphere of use¬ 
fulness here, might render such a request lawful. 

“ I would very willingly set out immediately for 
London, to try what influence I could have, were it not 
from present indisposition, and also that Lord B——- 
has been complmning for some days; so that I cannot 
leave this place immediately, nor can I fix any time 
for so doing. Meanwhile, it would give me very great 
satisfaction if you could accompany Mr Dickie, and 
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pay us a visit of a few weeks here; as much longer or 
sliortcr as you please : but 1 should like to see you, 
and consult with you upon what can be done in this 
important affair. You can then see the congregation 
and the country, and could give Mr Clayton a moi'c 
distinct idea of every thing concerning them ; and we 
.should have the benefit of your labours for a few Sal>- 
baths, which would be very refreshing to myself, and, 
I believe 1 may say, to the whole congregation. If 
you do this, 1 shall write your apology to Mr Kins¬ 
man, and take the blame upon myself. You used to ex¬ 
press a desire of seeing Scotland: you now have a good 
opportunity of doing so ; an agreeable companion on 
the road; when you arrive you shall have a room in my 
house, and tAvo thousand people to preacli to, as often as 
you please. I think this will be a more useful expedi¬ 
tion than that into Gloucestershire; and I hopt? you 
will consent to it: and may the Lord send you to u's 
in the fulness of the blessing of the gospel of (Christ. 

“ I have only time to beg you would remember me 
to Mr Clayton, and tell him I enter into all his feel¬ 
ings upon the subject in question, and am sorrow his 
Avay df)es not appear more clear. I hope the God Avhom 
Ave serve will not permit us to err, but will overrule 
this important matter in the way that shall be most for 
his glory. In haste, I must subscribe myself, your 
obliged friend, W. G.” 

When the author consented to visit Scotland, he 
had not the least expectation that the result would be 
his remaining there. After however having preached 
a few Sabbaths, at the request of the managers and 
congregation. Lady Glenorchy made him an offer, to 
Fhich she added her personal request, that he would 
become the minister of her chapel. In the middle 
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of March lie returned to London, where he soon 
after received a written invitation, in the form of 
a call, from her Ladyship, the managers, and tlie 
whole congregation. He had previously been known 
to, and had repeatedly preached for some of the 
members of the Scots Presbytery in London. On 
application being made to them, they received him 
on trial, and on the 9th day of June ordained him 
to the office of the holy ministry, before a crowded 
congregation, in a Scots Presbyterian chapel, Peter- 
street, Soho. Lady Glenorchy, lieing at that time in 
‘ London, was present, and in a few days afterwards 
went to Buxton, and thence to Edinburgh, to attend 
his admission to be the minister of her chapel. 

On July the SJth, Mr Walker, of the High Church, 
preached in the cliapei, and introduced him to the 
congregation as their minister and pastor. Thus, 
after seven years’ contest and anxiety. Lady Glen- 
orchy’s vexations Avith respect to this institution ter¬ 
minated. And here it may be proper to remark, that 
whatever usefulness, whatever respectability, whatever 
comfort have attended the institution, much may be 
ascribed to the many fervent prayers with which Lady 
Glenorchy, and those upright and pious persons with 
whom she associated, accompanied their exertions in 
carrying it forward. They are now in glory; they 
rest from their labours, and their works do follow 
them. 

What were Lady Glenorchy’s thoughts and exercises 
during this period, will be seen by the following extracts 
from her Diary.— * 

January 3 .—Last week my mind has been almost 
wholly taken up with the affairs of the chapel. Thurs¬ 
day morning I set apart for prayer; but felt little 
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lig}it or liberty to plead with God; I could only groan 
out my complaints befote liim, and confess my un¬ 
worthiness of being heard, and his justice, if all my 
plans were brought to nothing. I was oppressed and 
overwhelmed in spirit, and was led to believe that 
the Lord was <loing all things well, although not ac¬ 
cording to my designs and wishes. On Friday, a 
letter from Mr Dickie gave me grounds of hope, if 
not of Mr Clayton, of another equally suitable. This 
rebuked me for past fears, and misgivings of mind 
concerning it. 

This morning I was confined to the house, and had 
a very profitable time in pouring out my heart before 
God, and in confessing my sin, which I saw was done 
away/by the blood of Jesus. Unbelief, I sec, is the 
root of all sin; and faith is the grace which can pro¬ 
cure all I need. I sought -it with fervour, and en¬ 
deavoured to exercise it. In the afternoon and even¬ 
ing I have had some comfortable moments. 

Thursday^ January 14.—This day Mr Jones ar¬ 
rived; and on Sunday the 17th he preached twice in 
the chapel. On Tuesday he preached again. On 
Sabbath the 24th he preached twice. On Monday 
some persons came to beg I would desire him to re¬ 
main, and that I would take steps to procure his settle¬ 
ment as their pastor. On Tuesday the 26th, he 
preached again to their great satisfaction. All this 
time my health has been very bad. 

Thursday, March 18.—Since writing the above, my 
^Border has increased, and the Lord has seen meet 
to lay me on a bed of affliction. The night before I 
was confined to bed, (being the 29th of January), I 
was enabled to cast my cares upon the Lord, beseech- 
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iiig him to relieve me from anxiety of mind, and to 
order all concerning -myself and chapel as seemed 
good in his sight. This prayer has been wonderfully 
answered ; for, during the course of a six weeks’ fever, 
I was never jiermitted to have an anxious thought, 
either about myself or others; and, iluring that time, 
the Lord was pleased to carry on his work in the 
chapt'l, by inclining the people’s hearts so much to 
Mr .Jones, that an invitation and a call is now given 
him, and 1 trust he will return to us in the fulness of 
the blessing of the gospel of Christ. 

Loutlon, Sii^riday, May 30.—The Ijord has been 
pleased to bring me to this place a fortnight ago, in 
health and safety. I have cause to bless him for many 
mercies; in jiarticular, for strength and spirits to go 
through the business and fatigue that I have hatl since 
I came here ; for rendering my journey prosperous, 
with respect to Mr Jones’s ordination ; and giving me 
the near prospect of accomplishing it to my wishes.

Immediately after the tvritet s .-ulioissioo to his ]»as- 
toral charge, Lady Gleinirchy set out for TaynioiitJi ; 
jind by the following cxtraels from her lliary at this 
period it will appear, that her religions experience was 
on the whole similar to what it had formerly been. 

Taymouth, Sunday, Au^uM 8.—This day I have 
joined in celebrating the tlying love of Jesus. I hope 
I was enabled to exercise faith on him as the propitia¬ 
tion and sacrifice for sin, and to plead his broken body 
and shed blood as sufiicient to atone for my sins, and 
as the procuring cause of every blessing, spiritual |md 
temporal. I endeavoured to give myself up to Jesus 
fis bis lawful })roperty, purchased by his blood; and 
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bi'gged of him to dispose of me as seemed good in his 
siglit. I besought him to keep me back from doing 
any thing dishonourable to his name, and I trust he 
will hear and answer me in due time. Some parts of 
the 119th Psalm were very comfortable to me to-day. 
I felt with the Psalmist an earnest desire to be taught 
the will and commandments of God;—every verse 
seemi'd applicable to me. I believe it is in faithfulness 
that, the Lord has {ifflicted me, and I have a comfort¬ 
able hope that my soul shall live, and taste of his lov¬ 
ing-kindness in lieavcn, and enjoy liis favour, which is 
belter than life. Let him lift upon me the liglit of his 
countenance, and 1 am c^tmtent to face a frowning 
world. ^Inly slmw me thy will, and give me power 
and grace to obey it; I ask no more, O ever blessed 
God ' 

[A^rd 38.] Taifmouth^ Scjitemher 2.—How dark 
and mysterious are thy ways, <) Lor<l, to the children 
of men ! yet we are bound to believe that all thy ways 
are tnercy and truth to such as fear thee. The last 
year of njy life has been dee]:)ly marked with judgment 
and mercy. I have in myself a witness that God is 
almighty in preserving niy life, notwithstanding the 
diseases of body which I have gone through. 1 do 
not yet sec the meaning of my trials, but I believe I 
shall yet praise God for them, and be made to acknow¬ 
ledge, that in faithfulness, and loving-kindness, and in 
tender mercy, he has atflictetl me. My only comfort 
is in committing my way to the l..ord, and trusting in 
him, tliat he will do with me whatever is for his glory 
and my gotxl. I find that my will is subdued, and my 
desire is, that his whole will may take place. 

This year the Lord has graciously vouchsafed me 
another minister to the chapel, who has been brought 
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to US in so providential a manner, that I can have no, 
doubt of his being an answer to those prayers put up 
in faith for this blessing, especially as those we at first 
cast our eyes upon were prevented from coming by 
the most uncommon interpositions of Providence. It 
is satisfactory to reflect, that Mr Jones’s call and ordina¬ 
tion was carried on in the most scriptural and accep¬ 
table manner, and with much ease, the hearts of men 
being wonderfully turned to it, so that the Lord’s hand 
appeared conspicuous in the whole, agreeable to the 
petitions every tlay offered up in my house, that the 
Lord’s hand might appear in it. 

I have also had the comfort this year to hear of 
good being done at Lxmouth, and a prospect of that 
work being established on a permanent fooling. Many 
are the particular mercies I have received from the 
Lord as an individual; jireservation from dangers, 
recovery from pain and sickness, pixjtection and direc¬ 
tion, in journeyings, and frequently pleasing and re¬ 
freshing moments in the ordinances, when by faith I 
could realize the invisible world, and lay hold on the 
promise of life eternal in Christ. I have also had 
comfort in seeing my own past miscarriages, and in 
viewing the hand of God chastening me in infinite 
wisdom and mercy, in the way most likely to cure the 
predominant diseases of my soul; thus convincing 
me, that it is the rod of a Father that is laid u}x>n 
me, and that I am not a bastard, but a lawful child, 
an heir of glory. O, joyful transporting thought! who 
would not sufier, nay, desire to suffer chastisement, 
when it’ is to bring us nearer to God, and render the 
soul meet to behold and enjoy him. O my God, I desire 
with my whole heart to submit to thy fathady correc¬ 
tion, and to receive it as a proof of thy tender care for 
my eternal welfare, I ask not deliverance till the end 
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of it is obtained, and every high thought and imagina¬ 
tion of my vile heart brought into subjection to Christ. 
I beseech thee not to leave me to my own devices, or 
to follow the desires of my carnal heart, but lead me 
into thy holy will, whatever pain it may give me ;—let 
my own corrupt will and affections be crucified,—^let 
Christ live in me, that the life I lead henceforward, 
may be a life of faith on him, receiving from him con¬ 
tinual supplies of life, so that it may be no longer I 
that live, but Christ that liveth in me. If I have 
erred, convince me of it, that I may humble myself 
befove thee and seek pardon; and do thou overrule 
my errors for the glory of thy name, and the good of 
thy people. Dispose of me, and all that is called mine, 
in the way which seemeth good in thy sight. IVould 
no longer seek honour from the world, but desire that 
honour which coraeth from thee only. O, let me never 
be ashamed of my hope;—thou art my refuge, my 
strength, my high tower, my only hope. In thee I 
desire to put my trust. On thee I depend for deli¬ 
verance out of ray present perplexities and troubles. 
Surely thou wilt never let me lx; ashamed. 

Sunday, September 5 .—AVe had no public worship 
this day in church, but the Lord has abundantly made 
up the loss to me, by permitting me to draw near to 
him in private prayer, and giving me some sensible 
communications of life to my soul; ^ving me the joy¬ 
ful hope of eternal life in Christ Jesus, and causing 
me to believe the things that are freely given me of 
God. I also read the Bible with delight, and had 
some small measure of light thrown on some passages 
of it, which afforded me delightful meditations. In 
this way J passed four comfortable hours. Glory be to 
God for this profitable exercise. O that a sweet savour 
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of divine things may continue through the week, thatr 
every day of it may be a Sabbath to my soul, by my 
resting in the work of Christ. O for an increase of 
faith, for more love, for greater degrees of spiritual 
life and light, that I may go on from strength to 
strength, till I appear liefore my God in Zion ! 

The state of Lady Glenorchy’s mind at this period 
to the end of the year, although on some occasions 
depressed, yet often rose into high religious enjoy¬ 
ment. Nothing could satisfy her unless all her 
thoughts, and words, and actions, were conformed 
to the will of Christ. This, as well as the principal 
employments in which she was engaged, will appear 
by thS next extracts from her Diary. 

Edinburgh, Sunday, October 3.—Through mercy 
the Lord has brouglit me again to this place, and per¬ 
mitted me to join this day in the great congregation ; 
but, alas! how cold and insensible is my heart to all 
his mercies. O to be thankful! O for more serious¬ 
ness in the things of God, that I may w'alk continually 
as in his presence, as .seeing him who is invisible ! I do 
experience some measure of faith in approaching him 
as a reconciled God. 

Barnion, October 10.—Once more the Lord has 
permitted me to come to this place. The day I 
came I was seized with a cold and fever, which con* 
fined me to my room for two days. My mind was 
dark and gloomy in the evening, but I felt through 
the night some stirrings in my soul towards God. 
Some portions of Scripture were brought to my remem¬ 
brance, but in the mdming this frame was gone, and I 
was harassed by foolish idle thoughts. After combat- 
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»ing them some time, the Lord was pleased to lead my 
thoughts towards the state of my mind, and enabled me 
to lay it before him. I felt the Spirit of God bringing my 
sins and follies to remembrance, showing me my back- 
slidings, and pointing out wherein I had erred and 
grieved him, and brought darkness and distress upon 
myself. I saw the wisdom and goodness of God in bring¬ 
ing that sort of distress upon me which was most likely 
to cure my soul, and wean me effectually from created 
good. I thought I could perceive the cure in a mea- 
suie begun ; I felt M'illing it should be completed in any 
way. the Lord saw fit. After some time spent in confes¬ 
sion of sins, of which I hope I was deeply convinced, I 
was led to view Jesus as the propitiation for them. I saw 
his death as a sufficient atonement for all of them ; and 
that when he was.nailed to the cross, the curse of the law 
was removed, and my transgressions blotted out; and ’ 
when he arose from the dead, my acquittal was declared; 
and when he ascended on high, it was to give me assur¬ 
ance that I also should be received into glory, where he 
now is making intercession for trangressors, and ap¬ 
pearing in the presence of God for us. I found that the 
belief of this, so far from tending to slacken my dili¬ 
gence in duty, was the strongest and most powerful 
motive to holiness; for in the view of being redeemed 
by his blood, I felt a holy indignation against sin, and 
could say with Paul, “ Shall we sin because grace 
abounds ? God forbid.” I had this testimony in myself 
of bclon^ng to him, that I hated all known sin, 
and particularly that which separated my soul from 
him, and may be called my besetting sin. This even¬ 
ing the Lord has been pleased to fill my soul widi joy 
unspeakable, manifesting his name to me as the Lord 
God merciful aftd gracious, and giving me a glorious 
hope of life and immortality beyond the grave. Death 
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seemed a joyful prospect, the invisible world was real-, 
ized, and this world and its vanities disappeared. 
The Lord seemed to draw nigh to my soul, and per¬ 
mitted me to present my petitions. I felt that I was 
utterly unworthy of the least of his mercies, and that 
he would have compassion upon me because he would 
have compassion. His love appeared wonderful, and 
his grace infinite. I was enabled to commit all my 
concerns fully into his hands, and to put my trust in 
his name, and to believe that I should never be asham¬ 
ed of my hope. This frame has continued less or 
more for ten hours past, my eyes often pouring ,out 
tears of joy when I think of the love of God manifest¬ 
ed through Christ to me, a vile worm, the least of my 
father’s house. O what a debtor am I to free sovereign 
grace ! I desire to record it to his glory, who delight- 
eth in showing mercy to the evil and the unthankful. 
Satan has thrown fiery darts at me through the day to 
shake my faith ; but thanks be to Jesus, in whose 
name I bid him defiance ! My vile heart also started 
aside while I was deeply engaged in prayer, and led 
me more than once after lying vanities; but I saw 
this to be the effect of my fallen nature, and made 
use of it to humble myself before the Lord, and to 
rejoice the more in his salvation. Upon the whole, 
this has been a good day to my soul. Thanks be to 
him, who on this day triumphal over sin, death, and 
hell, and purchased deliverance for all who believe in 
liim ! Hallelujah ! Glory to God in the highest! 

Sunday, October 17.—Every day through the week 
past I have cause to bless the Lord for spiritual bless¬ 
ings. I have less or more had a sense of his presence, 
soni^ liberty in prayer, and found peace and joy in 
believing. I have been indisposed in body, and deep- 
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•iy engaged in family afiPairs ; yet during the intervals 
of business I have felt much sweetness within, through 
a sense of the pardoning mercy of God, and the hope 
of eternal life. 

Sunday, October 24.—This morning I got liberty to 
seek a blessing for all the churches of Christ, and in 
particular for our own congregation, where I was once 
more permitted to attend. Mr Jones and the assistant 
had excellent discourses; I trust they were as fruitful 
as they were faithful. I was enabled through grace, 
which I obtained by prayer, to speak a few words to 
my family assembled, and to read an awakening ser¬ 
mon to them before evening prayer. I found much 
comfort in this exercise, and saw it clearly as a sin I 
ought to repent of, that I had not of late been diligent 
in instructing my frunily; and I feel resolved, through 
grac<‘ enabling me, to be more faithful to their souls in 
time coming. This day my own soul has not been so 
lively as I could wish, although I feel a sweet peace 
and comjjosure of spirit in the belief of the truth. 
This night I have b(‘cn frequently tempted by pride, 
laird, preserve me from this hateful sin, for thy name's 
sake ! 

Wedtnesday^ October 27.—Yesterday, going into 
town in the coach, my heart was suddenly filled with 
joy at the thoughts of death, and complete deliverance 
from all sin, and being for ever with the Lord. In the 
evening, upon reading a serious book, the love of God 
was again so ntinifested to my soul, that I could not 
see to read any longer for tears of joy. This morning 
I have had delightful access to God in prayer, and my 
heart drawn out to praise the Lord for his goodness to 
the children of men. 
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I have had so much more comfort of late in my soui 
than usual) that I sometimes think it is a preparation 
for suffering. At other times I think death is near ; 
for my views of it have lieen so pleasant, and it appeared 
so desirable, that this looked like a forerunner of it. 
Perhaps these thoughts are a temptation. Whatever 
is in it, I am sure of this, that the Lord doth all things 
well, and sends either peace or any other blessing in 
the best way. I desire to have no will of my own 
concerning life or death. Ail I ask is to live to Gml’s 
glory here, and to enjoy him for ever when time shall 
be no more, through Jesus Christ our Lord ! 

Sunday^ November 7-—I was permitted to attend 
public ordinances yesterday, and to-day in the fore¬ 
noon. The Lord has vouchsafed his presence in the 
assembly of his people; ray soul desires to magnify 
him, but my frame is not so lively as I could wish, 
from great bodily infirmity. 

Sunday, November 21.—This day I have benefited 
but little from what I heard at church, although very 
excellent. I this night have had liberty to spread my 
case before the Lord, and to believe that he will save 
and deliver me out of all my distresses. I sec trouble 
on every side, and many trials before me; yet he that 
has liitherto helped me in many past trials, can still 
suppiH't and carry me through those which are to 
come; and I believe he will at last bring me to his 
heavenly kingdom, where all tears shall be wip^ from 
my eyes. I look to him for light updi my path, and 
wmt for his salvation. Surely, O Liord, thou wilt hear 
and help me in thine own time, for thou never yet didst 
fin'Sake the soul that trusted in thee! Wait thou, my 
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-«oul, with patience upon thy God; for he that shall 
come will come, and will not tarry ! 

Sunday, November 28.—This day I have been very 
cold and dead under a lively ministrjf, and this even¬ 
ing unable to do any thing to purpose: wandering 
thoughts are the canker-worm and moth that cat out 
the spirit of my duties,, and mar every thing I do. Oh 
that the Lord would spiritualize my heart and affec¬ 
tions more and more, and set them apart for himself! 

Sunday, December 12.—Last week I was confined to 
my rfKJin by sickness. I endeavoured to take the 
oj>portunity of settling ray afiairs. I have been en¬ 
abled to do much in this way with a degree of compo¬ 
sure t)f spirit and peace of mind. This day I was con¬ 
fined from public worship, but I have found it good to 
draw near to God. I found my will swallowed up in 
his; and discovered that the prevailing desire of my 
heart is, that he may be glorified in me either by life 
or death, or in any way that seemeth good unto him. 
I have had unusual liberty in prayer for guidance and 
direction in what lies before me. I have put myself 
and all my concerns once more into God’s hands, to 
be disposed of as he sees fit, praying only that I may 
be kept from sin, which is surely much more to be 
dreaded than affliction!! 

Friday, December 31.—Help, Lord, for the godly 
man ceaseth, and the faithful fail from among the 
children of ! I this morning received the painful 
tidings of the death of Mr James Young, one of the 
managers of my chapel. 

1780. Sunday, January 2.—Another year is gone, 
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—new one begun. Oh to be seriously affected by Ukv 
shortness and value of time ! Now is my salvation 
nearer than when I first believed by many years; yet, 
alas ! how little progress do I make in attaining the 
temper and language of the country whither I am 
bound. Instead of growing more spiritual, more self- 
denied, and dead to the things of time, I fear I grow 
more slothful and carnal. O Lord, do thou strengthen 
the things that are ready to die ! Grant that I may 
now set out afresh in the Christian course, and run 
with redoubled speed in the way to Zion ; redeeming 
the time that is past, and which cannot be recalled. 
Renew my strength, and give power to my fainting 
soul. I ask it for Jesus’ sake, and the glory shall be 
thine for ever ! 

February 3.—This day being set apart for a general 
fast, and being detained by sickne.ss from public wor¬ 
ship, I endeavoured to seek the Lord in private. I 
began by writing down all that I felt I stood in need 
of at this time. I found I was spiritually pcjor, sadly 
deficient in every grace, a backslider, careless, unable 
for any thing good. After making a catalogue of my 
wants, and of my cause of thanksgiving, I looked into 
the Bible, and read Psalm 69tb; and wa.s struck with 
the 32d and 33d verses, “ Your heart shall live that 
seek God ; for the Lord heai^Si the poor, and des- 
piseth not his prisoners.” This enabled me to go with 
confidence to a throne of grace, where with much 
liberty I poured out all my desires before God, putting 
myself and all my interests into his with assu¬ 

rance of being heard; and I believe that he will order 
all things well that concerneth me. I endeavoured 
nla/i to remember all my friends, and their different 
circumstances, together with the church and the land. 
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Sundayf February) 20.—It pleased the Lord to send 
a severe illness upon me in the night of Thursday the 
3d, which ft»r some days deprived me of ability to con¬ 
tinue in spiritual exercises, being oppressed with sick¬ 
ness ; but although unable for present duty, it was a 
great comfort to me during my illness, which appear¬ 
ed a dangerous one, to think that I had so fully and 
freely given myself into the Lord’s hands on the day 
in which I was seized with it. I therefore was enabled 
to believe that it would be for his glory and my good 
whether the issue was life or death. Since my reco¬ 
very I have felt desires of soul for more of the image 
of God. The Lord knows that I desire to be spirit¬ 
ually minded. O that he would arise and make bare 
his arm, and get himself the victory over these enemies 
of iny heart, and set up his throne there for ever ! 
This day I have again been permitted to entdr into the 
congregation of the chapel, and felt some comfort in 
hearing a discourse from Mr Jones. I thought I 
coidd lay hold on some of the marks given of those 
who loved the saints. 

Sunday.^ March 1.-—The Lord has been pleased dur¬ 
ing the course of last week to continue serious impres¬ 
sions u}x»n my soul of the necessity of holiness, and of 
self-denial, and of watchfulness over my heart, in order 
to obtain and promote-k. At times I have had much 
comfort from a conviction of my acceptance in the be¬ 
loved, and had clear and evident marks of my adop¬ 
tion, and begun sanctification. I feel persuaded that 
the Lord wii^gperfect what concerns me. O that this 
were the abichng frame of my heart! 

March 26.—1 wound and I heal, I kill and I make 
aliyc; saith the Lord. This has been fulfilled in my 
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experience for three weeks past. The Lord has becii, 
pleased to show me the mouth of the pit from which 
there is no return, and to snatch me from it by his own 
omnipotent arm. Much cause have I to sing of mercy 
and judgment, yet my heart is so dead this day that 
I feel I cannot command a good thought. The Lord 
knows I desire to serve him with my whole heart and 
soul. He knoweth my frame, he is of infinite compas¬ 
sion ; I will therefore hope in him, and quietly wait 
for his salvation. 

Sundayy April 23 —For the last fortnight both my 
health and spirits h^e been very bad. On this last 
Sabbath I had mucM enjoyment in hearing Dr Erskine 
preach. My heart witnessed that I sought the Lord, 
which was the subject of his discourse,—I therefore 
concluded that I should yet praise him. The savour 
of his sermon continued some days, and gave me a 
strong desire to attend at Leith upon the sacramental 
solemnity. On Thursday I went there, having unex¬ 
pected health and strength. On Friday I was taken 
ill, but had much comfort in the morning by a clear 
view of my own interest in Christ, and my thorough 
acquiescence in the Lord’s will respecting ail that 
should befall me. Yesterday my health was bad, but 
I had comjjosure of mind aU the day. Last night I 
was enabled to pour out my hdiurt before God, and to 
lay hold of his covenant, and to set my seal to every 
article in it, and to take God to be my God, and to 
offer myself entirely to him for ever. I felt joy un¬ 
speakable in believing that he doth oa||s for me, and 
will bring me to his everlasting kingdom. 

On the 10th of May, Lady Glenorchy wrote to her 
friend Miss Hill, informing her, that Lord Hopetoun 
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..bad given his daughter Lady Henrietta permission to 
accompany her to England, without restricting them 
either to time, or the places which they might visit, 
and that slie intended to be at Hawkstone in her way 
home. Accordingly, on the 17th of May these two 
friends left Edinburgh for London. On the 27th they 
reached that city, where Lady Glenorchy w'as taken 
alarmingly ill, and the most eminent physician of the 
day being called in, he pronounced her complaint to 
be a gout in the head and stomach. From this she 
never afterwards was completely free. By the 28th of 
June she was so far recovered as to l>e able to leave 
town, and set out for Exmouth. There she found the 
chapel which she had formerly fitted up, and in the 
welfare of which she was much interested, in a very 
jwosperous condition. After paying a visit to her 
friends, Mr and Mrs Holmes, at their country resi¬ 
dence tiear Exeter, she returned by Bath to Hawkstone 
about the middle of July, and on the 20th of that 
month, arrived at Buxton. A place of worship in that 
neighbourhood being unoccupied, she, during her stay, 
procured a minister to preach in it every Lord’s day. 
On the 18th of August she left Buxton for Taymouth, 
to attend her father-in-law, as usual, where she arrived 
at the end of the month. Some account of these move¬ 
ments, and of the state of her mind at this period, will 
be seen by what is contained in her Diary, from the 
middle of May to the middle of August. 

May 17.-—Set out for London,—arrived there the 
27th, not in good health,—continued growing worse 
every day till the 20th of June, when my situation ap- 
j>cared alarming, and Dr Fothergill was called. He 
pronounced my complaint to be gout in the head and 
stomach. 
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On Wednesday the 28th of June, I left London, an^ 
came to this place (Bridport) the 1st of July;—my 
mind composed, and health rather better. God’s path 
is in the deep, and his footsteps are not known. O for 
a more lively faith in his promises, and more know¬ 
ledge of his perfections ! This would bring peace to 
the soul in the midst of trouble. 

Buxton, Sunday, July 23.—Through mercy I arrived 
at this place last Thursday in tolerable health and com- 
|K>sure of mind. I had some comfort in meditating 
on Psalm xxxii. ver. 8 and 9. 

1 will instruct thee, and thee teach 
The way that thou shall go; 

And with mine eye upon thee set, 

. 1 will direction show, &c. &c. 

I saw that Christ was bringing my soul into that 
quiet and tractable state which is there required, that 
is, to be easily led into the will of God, guided by his 
eye (or providence), ready to forego our own plans and 
ways when called to it. I see something of this temper 
wrought in myself;—^glory be to Got! ! 1 feel willing 
to do and to suffer whatever he has appointed for me. 
Only let me know clearly thy will, and give me power 
to obey, O my God, and command what thou wilt,—- 
I can do all through Christ strengthening me. This 
is a silent Sabbath to me,—^my heart very dead. O 
revive my soul, blessed Saviour ! say unto me. Live, 
live in the knowledge, love, and enjoyment of all thy 
privileges as a redeemed and sanctified soul; and thi.s 
shall suffice, till mortality is swallowed up of life. 
Speak the word, O blessed Jesus ! breathe upon me, 
and say, “ Receive ye the Holy Ghost,” and my soul 
shall be revived and strengthened, and enabled to glo- 
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,rify thee. Come down as the rain on the mown grass, 
as showers that water the earth. Be it unto me ac¬ 
cording to thy word. 

Sunday, Atugust 13.—Since I came here the Lord 
has lxM.*n plea.sed to give me once more another warn¬ 
ing of the frailty and uncertainty of this life, by send¬ 
ing a fever, and other complaints, on my body ; but, 
blessed be his name, he has also sent his servants to 
be comforters to my soul; Mr Edwards, who preached 
in the meeting here, and spoke to the family in pri¬ 
vate., for one week, and then Mr Scott, whose conver¬ 
sation and preaching have ever been a reviving cordial 
to ray soul;—O that I may profit thereby. In some 
measure, I trust, I have been stirred up to more ear¬ 
nest jlesires of God ; but, alas ! how cold ajid faint 
are they still. How far short do I yet come of that' 
spiritual mind and close walk with God that I long 
for. O when shall I live a life of faith on the Son of 
Goil! 1 see my privileges, but still laliour under a 
dead, lukewarm, careless spirit. I have been a griev¬ 
ous backslider in heart;—quicken me, for thy mercies’ 
sake, by the influences of thy Spirit, that my soul may 
live and praise thee for ever. 

The writer of these pages had now resided in Edin¬ 
burgh as minister of Lady Glenorchy’s chapel for 
twelve months. He had formed habits of intimate 
friendship with a considerable number of the members 
of Presbytery, and was known to all of them. The 
hostility of those who had formed prejudices against 
the chapel liad subsided, and a genet'al understanding 
took place, that if he appeared in the Presbytery, and 
there produced the evidcnct? of his ordination, and of 
having (jualified to government, and also signed the 

F f 
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formula, he would be received without opposition. He, 
did therefore attend the Presbytery, and laid before 
them a certificate of his ordination, as will be seen 
from the following minute of Presbytery. 

“ At Edinburgh, the 28th day of July, 1780 years. 
Which day the Presbytery of Edinburgh being met 
and constituted, 

“ Dr Webster represented to the Presbytery, 
That the Rev. Mr Jones, who has been employed 
for some time to officiate in the chapel built by the 
Right Hon. Lady Glenorchy, had acquainted him, 
that he had been ordained a minister by a class of 
Presbyterian ministers in London, who are in full 
communion with the Church of Scotland, of which 
an attestation by the Rev. Dr Hunter, late of South 
Leith, and Dr Trotter, late of Ceres, was produced 
jmd read to the Presbytery. Dr Webster further 
represented, That Mr Jones earnestly desired, in order 
to give full satisfaction to the Reverend Presbytery of 
his firm adherence to the discipline, as well as to the 
doctrines, of the Established Church, that he might be 
permitted to subscribe the Confession of Faith, and 
Formula, in their presence. The doctor therefore 
moved. That IVfr Jones should lie called u|)on for that 
purpose, in consequence of his own request. Which 
motion being agreed upon by the Presbytery, Mr Jones 
was called, and having compeared, he subscribed the 
Confession of Faith and Formula enjoined by the As¬ 
sembly 1711, and expressed in proper terms, that 
though he did not enjoy the emoluments of the Esta¬ 
blishment, it would always give him the highest satis¬ 
faction to be in Ibomm union with the ministers and 
members of this church.”—Extracted from the re¬ 
cords of the Presbytery of Edinburgh by 

Thomas Macknioht, Clerk. 
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Thus ended all misunderstandings between Lady 
Glenorchy, the l^resbytery of Edinburgh, and the 
other Church Courts, respecting her chapel,—a desir¬ 
able event, of which she afterwards spoke with much 
satisfaction. 

Few persons equalled Lady Glenorchy in diligently 
embracing opportunities of doing good- But far from 
taking the least credit to herself on that account, she 
viewed them as gifts from Heaven, which called for 
gratitude to God. Among the many instances she 
mentions in her Diary, we may take notice of the 
settlement of a clergyman of talents and usefulness at 
Kenmore, the parish church of Taymouth, the Rev. 
Mr Thomas Fleming,* of whose ministrations she 
speaks with great approbation, which will appear by 
what is contained in the following extracts. 

[Affed 39.] Taymxmth, September 2.—Again I am 
arrived at this place after another year, in weakness of 
l)ody, and depression of mind. How marvellous arc 
thf ways, O Lord, to me ! Thy judgments are a great 
deep. 

This last year has been marked by mercy, as well 
as by judgments. I have cause to remark the great 
goodness of the Lord, in giving me at times much 
comfort in prayer, a lively faith in my own interest in 
his love, and a strong desire to do his will. I have 
also cause to praise him for letting me sec the grace 
bestowed on the people at Exmouth, and in making 
me instrumental in bringing the gospel to Buxton and 
other places, and in being the means of relieving some 
of his distressed members. O that I were suitably 
affected by his goodness, and could now not merely

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devote, but actively employ my whole heart and life in 
his service. Lord, I would be wholly thine without 
reserve,—take possession of my whole soul, and keep 
me through faith unto eternal life. Into thy hands I 
commit my body, soul, and spirit, for time and cter.. 
nity. 

September 10.—This morning I had some liberty in 
seeking the presence of the I.ord, and his Spirit, to 
help me to sanctify this holy day. 1 heard an excel¬ 
lent sermon on regeneration from Mr Fleming. My 
heart was filled with gratitude to the Lord as 4,he 
hearer of prayer, in bringing such a minister to this 
place. At my return home I went to thank God for 
the same, and to pray for a blessing on the word ; and 
ray soul was led out in holy desires and fervent prayer 
for that renewed nature of which I had heard. I felt 
a strong hungering and thirsting for righteousness, and 
a desii-e for the second coming of Ch.rist to redeem me 
from all sin, and destroy the works of the devil. Bless¬ 
ed be God, I have this day felt the influences of tlie 
Spirit leading my thoughts to spiritual things, tlbd 
restoring a relish for them to my soul! O Lord, 
vouchsafe the continuance of these desires ; cleanse the 
thoughts of my heart; give perseverance in known 
duty ; and fulfil in me all the good pleasure of thy 
will, that thy name may be glorified in thy servant, 
and my soul eternally blessed in thy enjoyment! I ask 
it for Christ’s sake. Amen. 

On the 14th of October Lady Glenorchy returned 
to Barnton from Taymouth, where she passed a few 
weeks. In November she attended the celebration of 
the Lord’s supper with much comfort. On the 23d 
of that month she set out for Bath, wliere, on account

of her health, she intended to winter. After having 
made several visits on the rt>ad, she arrived there the 
9th of December. The Rev. Mr Tupin, whose minis¬ 
try she had purposed to attend, not being at Batb, 
she joined in worship in Dady Huntingdon’s chapel, 
and received much edification. A more particular 
account of these things may be gathered from the fol¬ 
lowing extracts from her Diary.— 

Barnton^ October 22.—I came to this place on the 
'l4th instant. When I think of the comfort I enjoyed 
in this place twelve months ago, I cannot but inquire 
how it conies to pass that I now feel so diflPerently ? 
The Lord’s hand is nqt shortened, nor his ear heavy ; 
he is still the same. Why then am I so cold and life¬ 
less, having no enjoyment in any thing ? Is there any 
sin which lies unrepented of in my heart ? Do I allow 
any known evil to cleave to me ? Lord, thou knowest; 
seai'ch and try my heart, and see if there be any evil 
way in me, and lead me in the way everlasting ! 

Swndaif, November 12.—Last Thursday was our fast 
day, and the Lord was pleased to convince me of the 
need I had of true repentance for the sins of my heart 
and life, particularly the former. He enabled me in 
the evening to confess them, and to plead for pardon 
in the prevailing name of Jesus. On Friday some¬ 
thing jKjrplexed and distressed me, and I was much 
afraid that the enemy would gain an advantage over 
me; but this morning the Lord was pleased to deliver 
me from my perplexing thoughts, and enabled me to 
attend to Mr Jones’s excellent discourse on John xvi. 
20. “ Verily, verily, I say unto you, that ye shall weep 
and lament, but the world shall rejoice; and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be turned into 
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joy and to believe for myself that my sorrow indeed 
should be turned into joy. At the table I was assisted 
to exercise faith on a present Saviour as the sacrifice 
for my sins, and to receive the pledges of his dying 
love as a sure token of the pardon of sin, and of obtain¬ 
ing eternal life through him. I particularly offered 
three petitions; first, that the love of God may be the 
motive, and his glory the end of all my actions; se¬ 
condly, that he would give mo the spirit of prayer con¬ 
stantly ; and, thirdly, that he would make mo a spi¬ 
ritual worshipper. I asked similar ble.s.sings for my 
dear friend Lady Henrietta Hope, who was this,day 
unwillingly absent from our solemnity. If I am con¬ 
scious of any thing, I must conclude that my chief de¬ 
sire is to live to God. 

November 23.—Set out for Bath ; came to Penrith 
the third day. Mr Jones, who so far accompanied me, 
preached in the evening, and twice the next day, be¬ 
ing the Lord’s day. 

Bath, December 29.—On arriving here I was much 
disappointed at finding the dissenting meeting-house 
shut up, as there was no other place of worship that I 
could attend with satisfaction but Lady Huntingdon’s 
chapel, and I was not clear about uniting with them 
in the Lord’s supper. I went there on Christmas day, 
with the disposition to come away at the beginning of 
the communion service. When the clergyman, how¬ 
ever, gave the invitation to all who were sincerely and 
devoutly disposed to come and partake of the ordinance, 
I asked myself. If I durst refuse ? Here was a company 
of devout wearshippers assembled to show forth the 
Lord’s death; the Lord’s presence, according to his 
promise, was to be expected. Why, being invited. 
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should I decline to join them ? Was I more holy than 
they ? By no means; perhaps the most unworthy 
there. Was it the form This wa.s not a sufficient 
reason to neglect the Lord’s command, and especially 
as I had no opportunity of obeying it elsewhere; and, 
moreover, the Lord ItMjks upon the heart, and not the 
attitude of the body. I thought myself a believer; I 
was desired as such to unite. The question was. 
Durst I refuse ? I found I could not. 1 therefore 
staid and partook of the ordinance with more than 
“Usuai comfort. My lieart was dissolved with love and 
joy in believing the great and glorious things held 
forth : it was broken under a sense of sin, and the 
grace of a pardoning God. My affections were drawn 
forth in an unusual manner at the tabic, insomuch that 
it was with difficulty I refrained from crying aloud. 
My faith was strengthened; I was enabled to receive 
a whole Christ to save me from the guilt and power of 
sin, and to sanctify and glorify my soul. I came 
home rejoicing, and my heart more enlarged towards 
his people of all denominations ; and confirmed in the 
opinion, that a catholic spirit is acceptable to God. 

December SI .—Much cause have I to bless God for 
the mercies of the year which is past. Frequently 
have I found deliverance from bodily and mental 
afflictions. In a particular manner, I have to praise 
him for bringing me to this place this winter, where I 
have leisure to examine into the state of my soul, and 
opportunities of conversing and joining in worship^ 
with some lively Christians. O to be suitably impress¬ 
ed with a sense of the goodness of God in once more 
putting into my heart an earnest desire to be wholly 
devoted to him, and thus restoring in some measure 
that light I at first had of the vanity of all created 
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good, and the desirableness of giving up every thing 
to Christ! May I now be enabled to live up to that 
light! 

[1781.] Lady Glenorchy’s Diary this year, and espe¬ 
cially that part of it which refers to the time prior to 
her going to Taymouth in July, is remarkably brief. 
One short entry made in January, another in March, 
and a third in April, form the whole. This was occa¬ 
sioned partly by the state of her health, and partly by 
her frequent and long journeys, from which she seem 
ed in general to get much relief. In February she 
removed from Bath to London, in March from Lon¬ 
don to Bristol, and in June she wont to Buxton. 

During this period an event took place which added 
much to the comfort of her after life. On the death 
of John Earl of Hopetoun in the beginning of this 
year, his numerous family, as is usual on such occa¬ 
sions, were dispersed. His eldest daughter, Lady 
Henrietta, senm after went to London, to which place 
Lady Glenorchy, wlio was then at Bath, hastened to 
meet her. In June she by appointment met her at 
Buxton; and from this time Lady Henrietta constant¬ 
ly took up her abode with Lady Glenorchy, and com¬ 
monly accompanied her wherever she went. They 
were of one heart and of one mind in all things, and 
united in promoting every work of faith and labour of 
love. To Lady Gleiu>rchy she was a most valuable 
acquisition. With a happy temper and high accom¬ 
plishments, she was distinguished for sagacity and 
prudence—talents which she inherited from her father. 
Perhaps the sympathies of these two friends were ex¬ 
cited and strengthened by their extremely delicate 
state of health. 
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Bath^ Mondayi January 1.—This morning my heart 
went out after God in lioly desires for his salvation—a 
present salvation from the dominion and power of all sin. 
I asked powtT to resist sin, although it were to blo«»d, 
so that I might be saved from its tyr.anny. I went to 
church, and joined in celebrating the Lord's supper, and 
experienced comfort from- the exhortation, especially 
from what Mr Penticross said upon the sanctification 
of the heart. I was conscious, that 1 desired to put 
off the body of sin, and longed to be holy as God 
iv'. holy. I went in the evening and heard Mr Tay¬ 
lor, from P.salm cvi. ver. 4. “ Remember me, O Lord, 
with the favour that thou bcarest unto thy people : 
O visit me with thy salvation !” It was a profitable 
iliscourse. May the Lord enable me to follow the 
exhortations given in it ! 

B7-istol, March 27.—I arrived yesterday at thi.s 
place, in a very poor state of health, temporally and 
spiritually. My mind is much discomposed by various 
occurrences which have of late perplexed me. Some 
tlesire, however, still remains to glorify and enjoy God. 
Blessed be his name, although I change, he doth not. 
I tru.st he will revive his work in my soul, and bless 
me in this place. Lord, to thee I look for liealing. 
There is nothing too hard for thee, f) help and de¬ 
liver me from every thing that is contrary to thy holy 
will, although dear as a right hand or eye. Hear me 
for myself, and hear me for my friend. Save us, O 
Lord, from the hands of our enemies. 

April 30.—This day I was seized with a violent and 
‘dangerous illness, which has kept me six weeks longer 
in this place than I intended. This has Been blessed as 
a means of delivering my soul from spiritual disease, and

quickening my views of invisible and eternal things. 
Glory be to God for this dispensation, evidently sent 
in love ! 

A circumstance must be here mentioned, which 
farther illustrates Lady Glenorchy’s uniform anxiety 
to embrace every opj>ortunity of doing good which 
presented itself in the course of providence. 

The state of religion in Carlisle at this time was like 
that of the Church of Sardis, in the days of St John—it 
had greatly decayed, and the remains of it were ready 
to die. Among other proofs of this, an old Presbyterian 
meeting-house, which in former days had flourished, 
was now deserted, and shut up. Lady Glenorchy, pass¬ 
ing through this place in her way home from Buxton, 
observed the fact, and, in compassion to the peo])le, 
purchased this Ichabod, and exerted herself to restore 
its glory. She procured a minister for it, and aided 
the congregation, whom he collected, in providing a 
salary for him. After her Ladyship’s death. Lady 
Maxwell, her executrix, continued to assist in this 
good work as long as the funds intrusted to her ma¬ 
nagement would permit, and finally settled the institu¬ 
tion in the hands of trustees for the purposes for which 
I^ady Glenorchy intended it. The house lias since 
been enlarged, and continues to this day, (forty years 
from its establishment,) to flourish, and its minister to 
be useful. 

About the middle of July, Lady Glenorchy, with 
her friend. Lady Henrietta Hope, spent a few days at 
Barnton, in her way to Taymouth, where she arrived 
about the end of the month. 

Since April, her Latlyship had, as we have seen,' 
travelled much, and met with occurrences which deep- 
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ly interested her. The feelings to which these gave 
rise will appear in the following extracts;— 


Taymouth, Jtdy 22.—From Bristol I went to Bux¬ 
ton, wliere I met my dear friends, T..ady Henrietta 
Hope, and Mr and Mrs Scott. Staid ten days, and 
came by the west road to Edinburgh. The Lord, in 
his gracious providence, called on me to purchase a 
meeting-house in Carlisle, where the gospel, I trust, 
will be preached. 1 stmd four days at Barnton, and 
then came to this place in a very p€X>r state; my 
healtli seems daily declining, and my soul is dull 
and inactive. This morning I had some comfortable 
meditations on the free grace of tlie gospel, as offered 
to all, and consequently to me; and my soul seemed to 
rest on the word of promise. This was after a great 
conflict and much anguish of spirit, from a recollection 
of past sins, and some doubt concerning the pardon of 
them. I have, upon the wlK)]e, felt more spiritual life 
this day than for some time ])ast ; and 1 hope the Lord 
is abf>ut to revive his work before I go hence and be 
no more seen. 


Sunday, July 29.—All last week I was in a very 
j) 00 r state of health and low frame of spirits. This 
day we had no public worship; but the Lord has 
graciously made up the want to my soul, by giving me' 
liberty of access to his throne, and enabling me to 
pour out my wants before him with some degree of 
faith. May the Lord uphold my faith, and keep mo 
waiting in hope till he is pleased to perform his word 
unto me ! The xvth chapter of 1st Corinthians has 
been peculiarly sweet to me this morning, by the read¬ 
ing of it with application to myself. I have felt ray 
faitli increased. 
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Sunday^ August 12.—This day I have been poB- 
initted to wait upon the Lord, in the ordinance of the 
Supper. At the table, I made some feeble efl'orts to 
exercise faith on the sacrifice once offered up for the 
sins of many, and received the sacred symbols as a 
sure pledge of the thing signified. The whole day my 
thoughts have been dull and confused; yet, through 
all, I can look to Jesus as my Saviour, the same yes¬ 
terday, to-day, and for ever. My safety depends not 
on my frames, but on that finished work I have this 
day been commemorating. On this I rest my hope, 
and from his peace-speaking blood I look for p.ardon 
and eternal life; nay, I believe I have obtained them 
already : and though my life is now hid, yet when he 
who is ray life shall appear, I shali*then appear with 
him in glory. Lord, confirm this hojie more and 
more ! Increase my faith, love, and joy, and glorify 
thy grace in the complete salvation of my soul ! 

[Aged 40.] Taynumth, September 2.—This day I 
have, as usual, endeavoured to review ray past life, and, 
in particular, the last year of it, in order to humble my 
soul before God for sin, and render thanks unto him 
for his creating and preserving grace. But O what a 
heart-rending sight has he given me of the un.speak- 
ablc vileness and ingratitude of every period of my 
life! This day, I have endeavoured to call upon the 
Lord for deliverance by his almighty power; and have 
besought him to renew a right spirit within me, that I 
may set out afresh in his ways. My health has been 
very bad for many months past, and my spirits weak. 
Great and manifold, however, have been the mercies 
of the Lord during all my distress, giving me sup¬ 
port, and carrying me through beyond all expecta¬ 
tion, raising me up Christian friends in a distant land. 
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v/hcn sick, and given over for death, to pray for me, and 
comfort me. In the hour of the greatest need, he hath 
given me a dear and faithful bosom friend, who is to 
me as mine own soul; and who is a kind and faithful 
companion to be with me at all times, and to dwell in 
ray house. He has enlarged my sphere of usefulness 
in his church, by opening new doors for the spread of 
the gospel; and still continues to me the heart and 
ability to help forward his cause. Innumerable are 
the mercies I receive; unspeakable is ray ingratitude. 
O Ijtird have mercy upon me ; forgive ray sin ; restore 
thy injage in my soul; j)repare me for the society of 
the saints above, and the enjoyment of thyself in glory. 

I now cmnmit and commend my soul, body, and 
spirit unto thee ; glorify the riches of thy grace in my 
salvation. 

Lady Glenorchy having remained at Taymouth, as 
usual, tluring the summer, left it early in October, 
never more to return; for, before the next season, the 
venerable proprietor was gathered with his fathers and 
his children, and laid with them in the long resting- 
place of Finlarig, the lonely rep(>sitory of the remains 
of his ancestors for many generations. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

The Ltord’i! Supper is begun to be administered in Lady Glcnorchy's 
chapel every second month—Ijord Brcadalbane’s deatli—Extracts 
from Diary, from January 1, to March 3, 1782—Lady Glen- 
orchy’s health rapidly declines—Two Letters of Lady Glenorchy’s 
—Extracts from Diary—Jiady Glcnorchy’s health somewhat re¬ 
vived—Her Ladyship goes to Moflkt with Lady Henrii^tta Hope 
—Letter from Lady Glenorchy to Mrs Bailie Walker—Lady Glen- 
ordiy and Lady Henrietta Hope return to Bamton—In order to 
extend her sphere of usefulness, Lady Glenorcliy purposes to sell 
Bamton—Extracts from Diary, from January 1, to June 8, 1783— 
Almost all the remaining part of Lady Glenorchy’s Diary lost—In 
1784, Lady Glenorchy accompanies Lady Henrietta Hope to Moffat— 
Proceeds to Carlisle—Beaches Matlock—From a singular otxurrence 
in Providence, is led to purchase a chapel there—Beturns to Edin¬ 
burgh—Is again in bad health—Leaves Bamton, and never returns— 
Purposes to reside in future at Matlock-Concluding extract from 
her Diary—She seUs Bamton—Death of Lady Henrietta Hope— 
Letters ftoin Lady Glenorchy to Lady Mary Fitzgerald—Letter to 
Mr Jones—Letter to Laily Maxwell—Lady Glenorchy settles a plan 
for Hope Chapel—In her way to Scotland, purchases ground for a 
chapel at Workington—Returns to Edinburgh—Her health declines 
—Completes the sale of Bamton—Her last illness—Death—Character 
—Funeral—Will—Conclusion. 

[1782.] The Lord’s supper was at this time in Scot¬ 
land rarely celebrated more than once a-ycar, except¬ 
ing in cities and great towns, where it was generally 
celebrated twice during that period. 

On those occasions, it was the practice to have pub¬ 
lic worship on other days besides the Sabbath. One 
whole day was set apart for humiliation and prayer, 
generally a Thursday. On the afternoon of Saturday 
there was an exercise of preparation; on the forenoon 
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of Monday there was another of thanksgiving; and on 
the Sabbath two long sermons were usually preached, 
lK‘sides the other acts of devotion, which were consider¬ 
ably extended. This practice began in the hateful days 
of persecution under the Stuarts, when numerous con¬ 
gregations, collected from every district and corner of 
the land, were constrained to encamp, and hold their 
solemn assemblies in the fastnesses of the mountains. 
As these meeting could only be held in the middle of 
summer, the }>cople, when they came together, devoted 
the whole time to religious jjuiposcs, and could not 
thort^fore employ it more reasonably or usefully, than 
in their fasts, and preparations, and thanksgivings. 
But this practice, like many other ancient customs, has 
extended to times which do not require it, and in which, 
to say the least, has the iuconveniency attending it, of 
jjrevenling the more frequent celebration of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

l..ady Glenorchy, and the congregation worshipping 
in her chapel, were aware of this, and venturing to 
face the ]}rejudices which ran very strong against 
any innovation, they, on the second Sabbath of the 
the month of January this year, began to celebrate 
it with public worship only on the Thursday and Sa¬ 
turday evenings preceding, and which they have con¬ 
tinued to do, much to their comfort and edification, 
without intermission, every alternate month, for these 
forty years, excepting in May and November, when 
they observe the fast, preparation, and thanksgiving 
days, with the other churches of the city. This prac¬ 
tice is now adopted by some parish churches in the 
Establishment, by many chapels of ease, and by a 
great propirtion of the Presbyterian seceding congre¬ 
gations, so that it is no longer considered as a novelty 
or peculiarity. 
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In the end of January, Lady Glenorchy was called 
ujxm to perform the last sad offices to her valuable 
friend and gauch revered and beloved parent, Lord 
Breadalbane, who died at an advanced age, on the 
26th of the month, in his apartment at the Royal 
Palace of Holyrood-house. 

Lady Glenorchy could not be indifferent to his s}ji- 
ritual state, and she omitted nothing-, through a long- 
course of years, that she could nilh j)ropriety do to 
direct liis attention to the thi»igs which bi longed to his 
j)cace, and there is reason to hojn lier attc-iupts were 
not altogether in vain. The wl iter of these j)ageji has 
been informed by the late Mr Ijee, who f)r many 
years was his household steward, and always about his 
fierson, botli by night and by day, and whose veracity, 
integrity, and piety, were well known, tliat for years 
before his death, and much more so at the time of its 
approach, his Lordshi]> was fretjucntly employed in 
reading his Bible, and in fervent prayer; and that he 
rej)eatedly told hint his only hope for a haj)])y eternity 
was founded on the mercies of Gotl, and the merits of 
Christ Jesus his Saviour. 

The state of Lady Glenorehy's mind at this period, 
and for some months after, may be gathered from tlu? 
following extracts from her Diary. 

Barntcm^ January 1, 1782.—Blessed be God for the 
mercies of the past year, and a happy commencement 
of a new one, begun indeed with pain and weakness, 
but with strong desires for spiritual bles.sing8, and grace 
to glorify him more than 1 ever yet have done. The 
I..ord was pleased to give me a minister this morning 
to speak to my family in a suitable manner, and we 
l}egan this day with exhortation and prayer. J wa.s 
afterwards enabled to speak to three of my family 
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Avith earnestijcss alK>ut their souls, and felt comfort 
therein. O to be thankful for undeserved mercies !— 
my soul is too full for utterance. I cannot express 
what 1 sec in the wisdom, go<idness, and compassion 
of the grace of God to me, a poor sinner. Surely 
none ever had such cause to praise, yet no one has 
lu'cn evei ^<) remiss in this duty as I have. Open my 
lips, O L.ind, and let the dumb speak. 

January 1.3.—This day the ordinance of the Lord’s 
snpjjer is to be dispensed in my chapel, Sdinburgh, 
for tlje first tini(> without being accompanied with the 
usual ilays of devotit)n, and at a different time from the 
ehurehes of the city. I am <letained from being a 
partaker of it by ill health, but I have endeavoured to 
have fellowship in spirit, exercising faith on the body 
and blooil of Christ. 1 felt my heart drawn forth in 
desires for the whole body of C’hrist, that as our head 
is holy, we als<j might be holy through his grace im¬ 
parted to us, that he may l)e glorified. My soul has 
been led to seek more sensible fellowship with the 
Father and the Son, through the Spirit, and to know 
my union with Christ by his Spirit. 

Sunday, January 20.—I am still detained from 
public worship, but the Lord has made it up to me 
by giving me liberty' in prayer, and comfort in read¬ 
ing the ^riptpres. 

This last week I have been called to a trial in seeing 
my very aged parent. Lord Breadalbane, deprived of 
his mental faculties, and laid to all appearance on his 
dying bed : but with God nothing is impossible ; he 
may yet be restored to bear testimony to the truth, if 
it seems good unto the Lord. May his will be done, 

and his name glorified, in all thkigs. 

o g 
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Sundayi Jamiary 27.—Yesterday it pleased God to 
take Lord Breadfdbanc suddenly away, ten minutes 
after Dr Cullen had pronounced him much better, and 
that he probably would be up in his chair in a few days. 
I have cause to remark many kind providences in this 
event with regard to myself, that I was so much reco¬ 
vered as to be able to go to town on Thursday to at¬ 
tend him, and had the comfort to sec him pleased and 
happy in having me about him. This day I feel more 
sensibly the loss than yesterday, yet I tlare not murmur, 
—to the Lord bclongeth the disposal of all events,— 
to his sovereignty I desire to Im)w, and to rest assured 
that he doth all things well. What am I that I should 
reply against God ? He still, my soul, and harbour not 
a thought inconsistent with total .submission to God ! 
The Lord he is God : Lot his blessed will be done ! 

Thursday, Fvbrtuiry 7- General Fast. —This <lay I 
arose early, and attempted to humbk* myself for my 
sins, and those of the land,—^but with what cuddness ! 
I read Henry on Isaiah the Ivnilh, and t)ther similni' 
passages of Scripture. I prayed for holiness, and for 
a revival of vital religion in the churches of Christ in 
general,—for the out-pouring of the Spirit, as in for¬ 
mer years,—for quickening grace to ministers, and for 
furnishing them with every necessai’y gift,—^for the 
congregationS-and schools in which I am particularly 
interested,—^for friends,—for relations,—for my parish 
and its minister,—^my tenants and servants,—^the af¬ 
flicted,—the sick,—the wounded,—the dying,—the 
destitute,—the unconverted,—^for prisoners,—and for 
those who have begun to seek G^,—for the king and 
for all in authority. 

I gave thanks for private mercies, and for public 
blessings. I felt some measure of faith. I went to 
public worship, but was cold and lifeless in hearing. 
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and returned in the same frame:—much cause have I 
to be humbled this day, under a full sense of my total 
worthlessness, and utter insuificiency to think a good 
thought. 


March 3.—This day the Lord has given an answer 
to prayer, in sending me a chaplain, Mr J. Camplx'll,* 
who has preached in the chajxjl here this afternoon to a 
large congregation of attentive hearers. May lie send 
down the plentiful influences of the Spirit, to make thi' 
word efl’ectual! We have also heard an excellent dis¬ 
course ;it church from our parish minister Mr Walkcr,*f- 
who improves from day to day ;—^blesscd be the Lord 
for tliis mercy also. O how manifold are his loving¬ 
kindnesses to the unworthy race of men, and to my 
sinful self in particular ! Much I have seen to-<lay of 
ray past backslidings, and present hardness of heart. 
I have a desire for the salvation of others, yet do not 
embrace the opptirtunities which offer to do themgootl. 
I am grieved for the low state of reli^on in my soul. 
Lord, help; revive and cpiickcn me, for thine own 
name’s sake ! 


In the end of May, Lady Glenorchy and Lady Hen¬ 
rietta Hope went to Buxton, and at the close of July 
they retvirned to Bamton. I^ady Glcnorchy’s health 
now rapidly declined. Of this she complainetl as the 
cause of what, it would seem, was thought inattention 
to her friends, and pleads it as her excuse, as will be 
seen from the following extracts from her letters, and 
her meditation on her birth-day, which closes her 
Diary for this year. To one lady she writes thus

•f Nephew of Mr Walker of the High Church. 
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“ Barnton, May 27. 

“ My dear Madam,—The rcprt)of you no doxd)t 
meant to g^vc me in your two last notes, was so gently 
and kindly expressed, that I am at some loss how to 
understand them; Rnd therefore I must beg you would 
in plain terms tell me in what I have offended you, 
and why you have of late adopted the style of distant 
formality in your addresses to me. 1 am sensible, that 
for some time past I have had very little intercourse 
with my friends in Edinburgh. But 4 »s I believe the 
cause of this was understood by them, it did not to me 
appear necessary to make an apology for it. The long 
and dangerous illness I had last summer has reduced 
lx)th my mind and body to that feeble state, that a 
small exertion of either is apt to throw me into a fever, 
under the experience of which I am now labouring. I 
neither am able to make visits, or to receive many, 
without feeling very severe effects from them. I must 
therefore cotisider myself as called in providence, to a 
state of retirement and patient submission to the will 
of God in those things in which I fc»rmerly took ]ilea- 
sure. I desire to wait his time for a removal of the 
bars which in a measure seclude me from the comforts 
of the society of my Christian friends; but I shall 
think it hard, if that which ought to make me the ob¬ 
ject of their sympathy and prayers, should become a 
means of estrari^png their hearts from me, or of incurring 
their resentment. I am conscious that my heart is the 
same towards them that ever it was.—I wish them hap¬ 
piness and prosperity here, and look forward with joy 
to the p«Hiod when these feeble bodies and sickly minds 
will be no hinderance to our communion; and it would 
now be a great satisfaction to me to obtain an interest 
in their prayers, for a sanctified use of the repeated 
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strokes of my Heavenly Father’s rod, that I may no 
longer he a stubborn or rebellious child, but yield up 
my whole self to him in meek submission, that his will 
may be done in me, and that his name may be glori¬ 
fied in every dispensation of it towards me. I am, 
dear Madam, yours affectionately- W. G.” 

To another lady slm writes in these terms :— 

“ Barnton, August 23, 1782. 

“ Madam,—With regard to the state of my health, 
I can truly say it is worse than ever, having lately bt>en 
brought to the brink of the grave by the gout in my 
head: I have not enjoyed a day free from pain for 
many months, yet I mean not to complain. Tlie Lord 
lias wise ends in afflicting his people; he has chosen 
them in the furnace, and has promised to bring them 
forth in due time. I would not exchange my present 
suffering state for uninterrupted case, and every thing 
this world calls good and great, if in so doing I should 
lo.se my title to the precious promises made to an 
afflicteil believer. Forgive me. Madam, for taking 
this opportunity of bearing my feeble testimony to the 
power of religion. I am desirous, while any strength 
remains, to recommend to others the goo<l and graci¬ 
ous Master I have endeavoured to serve, who docs not, 
like the world, cast off his servants in the time of their 
distress, but generally makes the time of their extre¬ 
mity a season to display his compassion towards them, 
by ^ving them the peace which surpasseth all under¬ 
standing, and a hope full of immortality. That you 
and yours may experience this blessing in all its ful¬ 
ness, is the sincere prayer of. Madam, your most obe¬ 
dient humble servant, W. G.” 
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[Jg'ed 41.] Bamton, September 2.—Another year 
is past of this short uncertain life. Examine, O my 
soul, thy state; see what thou hast gained, what pro¬ 
gress thou hast made in thy Christian course ! It has 
been a time of trial; the rotl has not l>een spared; 
and, blessed be God, it has not been sent in vain! 
This last year seems to liave been a season wherein 
the Lord has called upon me to cease from earthly 
comforts, and to seek for happiness in himself alone. 
My soul would obey the call; I see the grace and 
goodne.ss of this ; I am sensible of the propriety ot‘ com¬ 
pliance with it, and my heart longs for its attainment. 
O to love God above all, to love him in all, and all for 
his sake! Nothing less can satisfy me. He is my 
only resting place; how painful are the consequences 
of any separation from him; what solid peace may be 
obtained by continuing in him as an all-sufficient por¬ 
tion ! This seems to have been the language of all the 
dispensations of Heaven towards me. I liegin to at¬ 
tend to his voice; and the answer of my heart is. 
Whom have I in heaven but thee, and there is none 
upon earth I desire besides thee ! O that this may 
become more and more the confirmed and abiding 
frame of my heart. With regard to outward things, 
I have little to record, having lived mostly in retire¬ 
ment, being laid aside by sickness, and have only had 
the privilege of privately assisting others to act for the 
Lord. Perhaps this has been a more safe state than 
one more conspicuous in the eyes of the wta'ld. Bless¬ 
ed be his name if in any way he grants me the privi¬ 
lege of helping forward the interest of Zion ! My 
health is now so precarious that it is very possible this 
may be the last birth-day I shall have to record upon 
earth; therefore I here set down, to. the prmse and 
glory of God, that goodness and mercy have followed 
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me all the days of my life; the Lord lias fulfilled his 
promise of beingj a father to the fatherle^; he has 
made himself known to me as such in every sense of 
the word, and has given me power to believe that he 
never will leave me nor forsake me; but that he will 
guide me by his counsel while here, and afterwards 
receive me to his glory, so that I shall dwell in his 
house for ever. In this glorious h<ipc I desire to 
rejoice now, and to ascribe unto the Father, Son, and 
Holy Gho.st, one Jehovah, the glory and praise, world 
without end ! Amen and amen. W. G.

[1783.] In the course of the spring of this year the 
health of Lady Glenorchy somewhat revived, and her 
spiritual comfort was much improvixl. Lady Henrietta 
llojie had been accustomed to visit Moflat for the bene¬ 
fit of goaUwhey ; she accordingly went, thither in June 
with her sister Lady Jane, afterwards Lady Melville. 
La<ly Glenorchy sot)n after followed, and rem/iined 
w'ith them till the end of August. In this place, ^ 
indectl wherever she went. Lady Glenorchy followed 
out that plan of doing gcxal t<J the souls of her fellow- 
creatures, which always lay so near her heart. Of 
this she thus wrote to her friend Mrs Bailie Walker: 

Lcuh/ Glenorchy to Mrs Bailie Walker. 

“ Moffat^ Atiffust 9, 1783. . 

“ My dear Madam,—The Lord has been pleased 
to vi.sit me by sickness once more, after having attain- 
0*8 to a measure of health I had not known for several 
years past. May I not say with Job, Shall I receive 
good from the hand of the Lord, and not evil also ? 
He gave me health for a season, and now ho has 
taken it away; blessed be his name, for he doth all 
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things well. Yes, I am fully persuaded that this very 
illness is one of the all things that arc working toge¬ 
ther for my good, and my heart freely acquiesces in 
the dispensation. 

“ This is a sad benighted place, but there is a rem¬ 
nant in it that fear God. I have found out about eight 
humble folk, who, though in poverty, are yet rich in 
faith. One has lain nine years in her bed, rejoicing in the 
goodness of God. When I was able, I had mucli com¬ 
fort in visiting her and some others. They have private 
prayer meetings, and many good books among them; 
They speak favourably of the minister who is coming 
among them, and say that he preaches the gospel; so 
I hope their situation is on the mending hand. Be¬ 
lieve me to be yours affectionately. W. G.” 

In the beginning of the month of September, Lady 
Glcnorchy and her friend Lady Henrietta Hope, re¬ 
turned to Barn'ton, where they remained during the 
following autumn and winter. The liberal mind, says 
the Prophet, deviseth liberal things. Much had Lady 
Glenorchy done, and much had site expended, in prt)- 
moting the cause of benevolence and the interests of 
piety ; yet after all she was not satisfied ; she thought 
she had never done enough while there was a possibi¬ 
lity of doing any thing more. Little or nothing in¬ 
deed did she expend on herself more than was abso¬ 
lutely necessary, yet she contracted even that little, in 
order that she might be able to do more good. Her 
economy became great, but it was the economy of piety 
and benevolence, as will be seen from the extracts from 
her Diary. 

[1788.] Jamnaary 1.—The Lord has been pleased(most 
unexpectedly by me) to lengthen out my life to sec the 
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beginning of a new year. He has not only preserved 
me, but restored me to health aiul strength, and crowns 
me with every blessing my heart can wish of a tempo¬ 
ral nature. I also enjoy the means of grace in abun¬ 
dance ; but, alas! how unworthy do I feel myself to 
be of such favours; how ungrateful, careless, negli¬ 
gent, and forgetful of my best friend and benefactor. 
I stand astonished at the goodness of God, and at my 
own total unworthiness. O that I had a heart and 
tongue to praise him, and power to show forth to 
others the grace of God by a holy and useful walk and 
conversation 1 May I this year increase in faith, love, 
and power in my .soul, that God may be glorified in 
me and by me. Let niy soul live, O Lord, and it 
shall praise thee ! Amen and amen. 

January 2G.—The Lord seems to be changing his 
<lispensations towards me: for some time past my 
health has been wonderfully got)d, which has enabled 
me to rise early; and for some days past I have had 
more liberty in prayer, and more comfort in secret 
duties than usual, particularly in the morning; and 
sometimes in the night when I awake, I have been 
constrained to praise him for his mttrcics. 

I have had several instances of his answering my 
prayers for spiritual blessings, and find my mind led 
out to trust and look for yet greater blessings than 
any I have hitherto experienced. I want to be more 
habitually spiritually minded, and to live under a 
constant sense of his presence; to act as in his sight, 
with a single eye to lus glory. My soul longs for the 
mind which was in Christ. O Lord, grant me all 
thou art willing to bestow on a creature here, and 
then take me to thyself to behold thy glory without a 
veil. 
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May 11.—For some months past I have at times ex¬ 
perienced peace and joy in believing, at other tiroes great 
deadness of soul; but on the whole, I have cause to 
bless God for keeping me from many evils to which I 
formerly liave been exposed, and giving me in some 
measure a composed spirit, and an habitual desire for 
heavenly blessings. This day I have found it good to 
wait on Gkxl in his ordinances; the word came witli 
power to my soul; 1 have been both reproved and 
instructed : Reproved for not being sufficiently zeal¬ 
ous in promoting the salvation of others, and for 
not being more diligent in known duties. How de¬ 
ficient have I been in faith and love J O that the Lord 
would now vouchsafe me an increase of these radical 
graces, without which nothing can be done to good 
purpose! Write, Lord, on the tablet of my heart 
the instructions I have this day heard; let them never 
be effaced ! 

May 29.—For some time past I liavc had convic¬ 
tions of my defectiveness in zeal and activity in the 
Lord’s work, and I fear being found among those who 
dwell at case in Zion. I feel strong desires to break 
off' more than I have ever yet done from the world; 
to forsake every thing which mars my progress in the 
divine life. I have felt desires to leave this place, and 
fpve up every unnexsessary expense; and follow the 
L<mi whithersoever he may lead me, where I may be 
of most use to his church. This desire is strengthened 
by finding myself of little use here ; yet hidierto Pro¬ 
vidence has not pointed out where I should go. I 
desire to wait on the Lord to know his will. Here I 
am, Lord, do with me whatever seemeth good in thy 
si^t! Amen and amen. 
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June 8.—My convictions grow stronger daily of 
the call I am under to live more to God, and less 
to the world than I have done. My spirit is wdghed 
down under a sense of the shortness of time, and 
of having already wasted many precious years in care¬ 
lessness ; and of the folly of spending it in idleness or 
vanity, while I possess the great privilege of improving 
it in works of piety and mercy. I long ardently to set 
out afresh for God ; to run in the way of his command¬ 
ments ; to employ every talent committed to me in pro¬ 
moting his glory. A field of usefulness has l»een open¬ 
ed t.(> my mind within these f<;w days. I must Iwcome 
more vile in the eyes of the world if I follow the sug¬ 
gestion of my conscience. May the Lord enable me 
to forsake all if called to it! He knows at this moment 
that the secret desire of my heart is to have no will but 
his; to have no end hut his glory ; to seek no enjoy¬ 
ment in any created thing separate from him. Let 
Christ be all and in all to my soul! Amen and amen. 

That Lady Glenorchy continued her Diary to near¬ 
ly the end of her life, the writer has not the least 
doubt; for a leaf corresponding in size and paper to 
the third volume of the Diary which belongs to the 
year 1785, the contents of which will he given in their 
proper place, has been found among a mass of other 
loose papers, and l>ears evident marks of having be¬ 
longed to a book which seems to have formed a fourth 
volume of her Diary. The writer is possessed of a 
copy of the minutes of a sederunt, as it is called in 
Scottish law, of the agents or attorrties employed in 
Lady Glenorchy’s affairs soon after her funeral, from 
which it appears that an iron chest, containing, as 
they express it, “ parcels and manuscripts,” had been 
sent by them to Lady Maxwell as her executrix. 
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These they probably considered as of no use, and 
mentioned this as their opinion to Lady Maxwell, as 
she seems never to have looked into them. That this 
conjecture is well founded may be presumed from the 
circumstance, that she uniformly expressed an aversion 
to meddle with any thing which had been connected 
with Lady Glenorchy’s person. Both the writer and 
the late Rev. Dr Hunter repeatedly, not only at that 
time, but at the distance of years afterwards, asked her 
ladyship if there were any documents, &c. remaining, 
from which some account of the life of Lady Glenor- 
chy might be drawn up; to which she uniformly re¬ 
plied, that there were none. The Honourable Miss 
Napier, Lady Maxwell’s executrix, however, after the 
lapse of twenty-four years, opened the chest, found the 
Diary, examined the letters and papers, and gave 
some of them away to friends. When confined to her 
room in her last illness, and chiefly to her bed, she 
permitted them to take away and read the Diary and 
other papers; and as several of them resided at a con¬ 
siderable distance from Edinburgh, it is probable tliat 
the loose parts of the Diary were thus lost. This conjec¬ 
ture is strengthened by the circumstance, that some of 
Miss Napier’s papers were (by a person unauthorized) 
destroyed at tlie time of her death, from the fear of 
their falling into the hands of persons who might pub¬ 
lish them. 

Some little account of the remaining part of Lady 
Glenorchy’s life will now be given, from what the write^ 
himself personally knew, and from letters and other 
documents in his possession. 

[1784.] Her Ladyship spent the winter of 1783, 
and the beginning of 1784, at Barnton, and remained 
there till June; when her friend Lady Henrietta Hope 
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went to Moffat, where she lived with her until the 
middle of August. Leaving Lady Henrietta at Moffat, 
she proceeded to Carlisle; from which place she w'rote 
to the author, expressing her high satisfaction witli 
the character and conduct of the Rev. Mr Muschet, 
then the minister of the chapel which she had bought 
in that city, and how much she was gratified by the pro¬ 
mising appearances of good being done there. Pass¬ 
ing on from Carlisle, probably in her way to Buxton, 
she reached Matlock on a Saturday : There her car¬ 
riage broke down, which obliged her to remain over 
the Sabbath. On making inquiries, as she usually did 
wherever she went, concerning the state of religion in 
this village, and finding it very low, she was induced 
to make proposals for purchasing a small but neat 
house, originally built for the residence of the manag¬ 
ing jiartner of a cotton-mill; and which had a chapel 
adjoining, capable of containing three hundred per¬ 
sons. This purchase she finally accomplished. The 
chapel remains, and much good has been, and still 
continues to be done, by the preaching of the gospel in 
this place ! So wonderful are the ways of Providence, 
and so trifling are the circumstances which, by. the 
blessing of Almighty God, often lead to useful and 
important consequences. 

In October she visited her friend Miss Hill at 
Hawkstone in her way home, and in November 
arrived in Edinburgh; where, for the better accom- 

K dation of her friend Lady Henrietta Hope, she 
k for the winter the house of Lord Leven in Nicol- 
son’s-stjuare. 

[1785.] In the months of January and February, 
Lady Glenorchy was so ill that her life was despaired 
of. She however revived, and spent some time in the 
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beginning of summer at Bamtun, and about the end 
of June left it, never to return. Even had she lived, 
she probably would not have resided Uicrc, as she 
thought it led her to expend money which she might 
better employ in doing good elsewhere ; and she seems 
therefore to have intended to make Matlock her sum¬ 
mer residence in future. The purchase of the house 
and chapel having been concluded in the begln- 
ing of this year, she accordingly left Scotland, and 
took up her residence there till September. On the 
second of that month she wrote her usual recollections 
on the single small octavo leaf of paper to which we 
have already alluded, and whidi was the last of those 
grateful and devout memorials which she annually 
wrote; for before the returning day of the next year 
she was removed to that better world, for which she 
had lx>en so long preparing, and to which she was now 
rapidly advancing. Although it is by very much the 
shortest of these meditations, yet, being the last, it will 
no doubt be read with peculiar interest. It is as fol¬ 
lows 

[1785. Aged 44. J Matlock., September 2.—I endea¬ 
voured this morning to call to remembrance the mercies 
of the Lord to a poor unworthy creature ever since I had 
existence among the work of his hands, and to humble 
myself before him for the base returns I have made to 
his goodness. Alas ! how little have I experienced 
of either a humble or a grateful spirit. 1 fou9|| 
a deep conviction of having backslidden in h^l 
and life from his ways, and I hope I had a uneerc 
desire to return to him with my whole heart. I was 
enabled to plead the 14th chapter of Hosea for this 
puiposc, and had some faint hope that the Lord would 
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revive Iiis work in my stml, and renew my spiritual 
strength, before he takes me hence. 

This last year has l>een marked with a wonderful 
interposition of divine power in my behalf, when 
brought to the gates of death by pain of body and 
distress of soul, and given over both by physicians 
and friends: Tlie Lord in answer to prayer, revived 
me again, and put a new song into my moutli, even 
praise to his blessed name. He has also given me a 
delightful habitation in this place, and tlic prospect'of 
some souls being brouglit to the knowledge of the 
gt)spel, which is preached under my roof. 

My every attempt to sell Barnton has proved hither¬ 
to unsuccessful. The Lord knows my design is to 
gltjrify him with my substance, as well as with every 
}X)wer and faculty he has bestowed ujH)n me. I will 
still wait ujx>n him for this thing. 

I desire once more, on this day of my birth, to dedi¬ 
cate the remaining days and years of my life ti> that 
gracious God and Saviour, who has given me lioth life 
for this world and for that which is to come. Fulfil 
in me, O Lord, the good pleasure of thy goodness, and 
the work <>f faith with 2 >«wer. Let my soul live, and 
it. shall jiraisc thee. Let it be sanctified and accepted 
through the peat^e-speaking blood and the purifying 
Spirit of the Lord Jesus, and made meet to enjoy him 
for ever and ever. W. G. 


In this extract, her earnest desire to dis[X}sc of 
Barnton, and her deep regret at not succeeding, arc 
jHJculiarly striking. At the end of this year, however, 
it was purchased by William Ramsay, Esq. then an 
eminent banker in Edinburgh, to whom she sold it for 
twenty-eight thousand pounds. The reflection here 
necessarily forces itself upon our notice. How different 
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art! the views and wishes even of Christians at diifcrent 
periods! The reader will recollect how anxious she 
was to obtain this place, and how often she made it 
the subject of her request before the Lord, ai^d how 
thankful she was when it was accomplished; but now 
she is equally solicitous to dispose of it. Opposite as 
these things may appear to be, there is no inconstancy, 
no fickleness whatever discovered ;—the principle was 
one and the same on both occasions. She desired to 
buy it to enable her to extend the sphere of her use¬ 
fulness, and with the same object in view she desired 
to sell it. Times and circumstances had changed, and 
she wisely endeavoured to accommodate herself to 
them; but in motive, heart, and conduct, she remain¬ 
ed the same. 

Leaving Scotland, Lady Glenorchy and her friend 
went to Matlock, and remained there till September. 
At the end of this month, or the l)eginning of the next, 
she removed to Bristol hot-wells for the sake of Lady 
Henrietta’s health, as well as for her own. Here Lady 
Henrietta grew rapidly worse, became dropsical, and 
suffered much during the months of November and 
Dec.ember. 

On Saturday morning, January the 1st, 1786, this 
excellent lady was released from her sufferings, and 
entered into the joy of her Lord. Some idea of her 
situation in her last moments may be gathered from 
the following letters, written at this time by Lady 
Glenorchy to Lady Mary Fitzgerald. 

Lady Glenorchy to Lady Mary Fitzgerald. 

“ Bristol Hot-wells. 

“ Mr Ford will inform your Ladyship that things 
here remain much in the same state as when I last 
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wrote. Lady Henrietta Hope is much increased in 
size, but Mr Ford does not seem to apprehend lier to 
be near her end. have therefore almost given up 
thoughts of going to Bath this winter, and shall not 
^ve your Ladyship any more trouble about lodgings. 
I find the situation here in some respects adapted to 
my taste, and were I more at liberty to go out, it might, 
by the blessing of the Lord, be very profitable, as there 
is a variety of good gospel preachers of different deno¬ 
minations in Bristol, and some excellent Christians, 
from whom I might receive spiritual benefit. My 
dear , Miss Morgan is also a strong and powerful 
attraction to me. I find her conversation a means of 
drawing me nearer to our blessed Lord, whose pre¬ 
sence alone can satisfy the believing soul. Lady Hen¬ 
rietta Hope’s situation too, is such, that I am neces¬ 
sarily much in her room, and it is very uncertmn in 
what stale she may be in a few days hence. I .am.

“ Albemarle Row, November 22, 1785. 

“ My dear Madam,—I am exceedingly obliged to 
your Ladyship for the favour of your letter by Mr 
Ford, for which I ought to have returned my grateful 
acknowledgments sooner; but the painful situation in 
which I at present am, will, I know, plead my excuse 
with you for this, as well as for sending only these few 
lines, to say tliat my dear friend grows worse every hour. 
Her precious life draws near a close in this world, but 
I am persuaded there is a life begun in her soul that 
can never end. This is at this moment the only con¬ 
solation I have in the event of losing one who has 
been to me for years as my own soul. If it shall 
please God that I live to perform the last offices to this

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inestimable friend, I wish to go to Bath, and shall 
gladly accept of your Ladyship’s kind offer of seeking 
a suitable lodging for me, which t hope will I'je some¬ 
where near your own; and whenever there is a pros¬ 
pect of my leaving this place, I shall take the liberty 
of letting you know when I shall want it, and the 
kind I wish it to be. In the mean while, permit me 
to add my best wishes for every blessing your soul de¬ 
sires in this life and that which is to come, and that I 
am, with mncere esteem, your affectionate and obliged 
humble servant, W. G.” 

“ Sunday^ January 1, 1786. 

“ My dear Madam,—It has pleased our blessed 
Lord to release his dear handmaid, Lady Henrietta, 
this morning, from a body of sin and death, and to 
call her soul to enter upon an eternal Sabbath, where 
I trust she .will enjoy him in the church triumphant 
for evermore. It has not pleased him to grant me my 
request respecting a more explicit declaration of her 
steadfast faith and lively hope in the hour of death. 
This I wished ibr others,—not on her own account. 
Some wise and gracious end, no doubt, is to be an¬ 
swered, by denying me this comfort. 1 have had such 
repeated instances of the goodness of the Lord to his 
poor unworthy creature, that I cannot but felieve 
there is a blessing in every dispensation, although for 
the present it may be grievous. That every spiritual 
and heavenly blessing may be your portion, is the 
prayer, my dear Madam, of your affi^tionate and 
obliged humble servant, W. G.” 

Lady Henrietta, it seems, bad united with Lady 
Glenorchy in the design of building a chapel near 
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Bristol hot-wells, at their mutual expense, and for this 
purpose she left Lady Glcnorchy two thousand five 
hundred pounds. Lady Henrietta’s death was a severe 
stroke to Lady Glenorchy, which, however, she bore 
with Christian resignation and fortitude. The sepa¬ 
ration was but short. Two letters, one written to the 
author, and the other to Lady Maxwell, shall now be 
given, which will show the state of Lady Glenorchy’s 
mind upon this melancholy occasion, and the manner 
in which she continued to pursue her plans of doing 
good, without ceasing. 


Letter to the Rev. T. S. Jones. 

“ Bristol., January 16, 1786. 

“ Rev. Sir,—I am much obliged to you for your 
kind and seasonable letter, in which you point out to 
me the be.st and only grounds of consolation under a 
bereavement such as mine is. The great pain I have felt, 
and do still feel, is, I acknowledge, altogether selfish, 
and it is my endeavour to forget, as much as I can, my 
own particular loss, and to turn my thoughts towards 
my friend’s unspeakable gain. It was no small mercy to 
me, that, from the length of her illness, my mind was 
in some measure prepared for the event, whilst hergreat 
sufterings made me more willing than I otherwise 
should have been to see her released. How wise and 
gracious is our Gt>d, even in the most bitter dispensa¬ 
tions. I am now about to remove from this place, to 
spend some weeks at Bath. I hear Mr and Mrs Holmes 
are to be there next month, and I have some thoughts 
of returning with them to Devonshire. I am. Rev. 
Sir, with much esteem, your friend and servant,

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Letter to Lady Maxwell. 

Bathy February 28, 1786. 

“ I have received, my dear Madam, both your kind 
letters; The first found me at Bristol labouring under 
a severe cold ; but which, through mercy, is now gone. 
Since I came to this place, my time has been much 
employed with attending t>n places of worshijj, and 
visiting my friends, some of whom eanu* from a dis¬ 
tance to sec me, and I thought myself oblig'nl to be 
much with them. I find this place much mori' agree¬ 
able than it used to be, from the society I have met. 
Those I converse with are desirous of pressing forward 
themselves to heaven, and of helping others. There is 
a new meeting-house here, and an able gospel preacher 
in it, which is a great addition to our privileges. We 
arc to have the Lord’s supper there next Lord's day. 
You will suppose from this, that my spiritual life 
grows and flourishes. Alas ' this is by no means the 
case: amidst all this variety of improvemi'iit, 1 carry 
about a cold heart, a confused niiiul, and a deep sense of 
want. I feel, however, strong desires, both for faith 
and love. My soul at times is ready to break with 
longing for a more intimate acquaintance with and 
conformity to Christ; yet it seems to be his will, that 1 
should bear the cross, and to be made more acquainted 
with the depth of the fall in my own experience. This 
is a painful state; but perhaps a safe one for me. New 
opportunities seem to offer from different quarters of 
spreading the knowledge of the gospel, and a blessing 
seems to accompany it, especially at Matlock, where a 
young man, educated at my academy, is remarkably 
useful. I cannot get away from this till the chapel at 
Bristol is begun. I have procured a plan for a neat 
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place of worship, plain, but elegant, and which will be 
a suitable monument for my dear friend. Lady Hen¬ 
rietta, and M^hich I mean to call Hope Chapel. The 
estimate is L.2200. It is to be finished this summer, 
and will be opened next spring. 1 purpose to go 
about the 20th of March, if health permits, to Devon¬ 
shire, to open a new place of worship there, and 
to visit my first attempt in that county at Exniouth, 
where there is now a stated congregation. After this, 
I must I’eturn to Bristol, and then pay a short visit 
to my mother in London, in my way to Matlock. 
I wish to be there by the 1st of May, to stay that 
month ; and if during that time you come to Eng¬ 
land, it would give me much pleasure to sec you. 
1 have matle an appointment with Mr Grove to go to 
Edinburgh, by Workington and Carlisle, in June; 
ami he is to preaeli, .and aid me in settling matters at 
these places. It woidd be very comfortable if you 
would join our party ; but, at all events, I hope you 
will come to Matlock, as that cannot be far distant from 
ai»y road you take. May the Lord overrule and di¬ 
rect all your movements to his own glory, and the ad¬ 
vancement of his kingdom, both in our hearts and the 
world. T<i his grace I commend you, my dearest 
Madam, who, though very unworthy, am your very 
aflectionate friend, W. G.” 

Lady Gienorchy followed out the designs she had 
formed, and which are mentioned in the preceding 
letters. She settled on a plan for Hope Chapel, enter¬ 
ed into a contract with workmen to execute it, and saw 
its commencement. Soon after this she, accompanied 
by her intimate friend Miss Morgan of Bristol, went 
to Devonshire, and there accomplished her generous

and pious purposes of promoting the interests of reli¬ 
gion. After which she returned to Bristol and Bath. 

In the beginning of May she went to London. On 
the 16th of that month she wrote from Derby, in her 
way to Matlock, to Lady Mary Fitzgerald. Her stay 
at Matlock was short. In her way to Scotland in 
June she seems to have visited Workington in Cum¬ 
berland, purchased ground there for the erection of 
a chapel, and saw the work commenced. On the 
19th of June she came to Carlisle. On her arrival 
at Edinburgh her friends observed with regret a most 
unfavourable alteration in her appearance. Her time 
at first was a good deal occupied with the completing 
the sale of Barnton. This was the last business in 
which she was engaged; and which had she not ac- 
crornplished, as she seems to have made no destination 
of her landed property, all her plans of benevolence 
and piety, excepting the chapels t)f Edinburgh and 
Matlock, would have perished with her; but this 
being effected, her work it seems was finished, and it 
only remained that she should die in the Lord, rest 
from her labours, and receive the heavenly reward. 

On Friday evening, the 14th of July, the writer, 
intending on the Monday following to leave home for 
some weeks, waited on her Ladyship to pay his re¬ 
spects, and take his leave of her. He found her sitting 
in her dressing-room, easy and cheerful during the 
hour or more that he spent with her. They talked of 
many important things, and her conversadon was not 
only seasoned with grace, but had that vivacity and 
innocent pleasantry which often made it so fascinating. 
When the writer, fearing he had fatigued her by the 
length of the interview, gave indication oi his being 
about to depart, she said to him with a tone and man¬ 
ner that could not be mistaken. If you are to be away 
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so long, I shall not see you again. Unwilling to re¬ 
ceive this sentiment in the absolute sense in which it 
was given, he replied, What! is your ladyship about 
to leave us so soon ? Resuming the gaiety of her tone, 
she said, I am thinking of going south. What! said 
he, to the south of France ? Why, replied her Lady¬ 
ship, perhaps I may. The physicians say I ought not 
to winter in Britain. I have written to the Holmeses 
to ask them if they will go with me; and if they con¬ 
sent, it may be I shall be on my way there before you 
return. She kindly gave him her hand, and bid him 
farewell. These were the last words he heard from 
her lips. 

Soon after he left her, Mr Alexander Pitcairn, a gen¬ 
tleman who had for a considerable time gratuitously 
taken charge of her schools and other charitable institu¬ 
tions, called upon her; and she talked with him easily 
and with spirit on business for upwards of half an hour. 
He left her about eight o’clock in the evening. She 
afterwards took an emetic, the operation of which 
continued much longer than was desirable,—^a circum¬ 
stance that was not uncommon with her. Her aunt Miss 
HairStanes, who was with her, sent to Mr Alexander 
Wood, her usual medical attendant, at ten o’clock at 
night, informing him of her state, and asking him if she 
might give her Ladyship a few drops of laudanum, 
which used to remove the irritation, and which with 
that gentleman’s approbation was done. The sick¬ 
ness, however, continued all night. On Saturday 
morning Mr Wood saw her, and said it would leave 
her in the course of the day. She lay still, and al¬ 
though she spoke but little, she seemed remarkably 
composed. Some time in the forenoon, the curtain of 
her bed being drawn. Miss Hairstanes approaching as 
so ftly as possible, for fear of disturbing her if asleep. 
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heard her say. Well, if this be dying, it is the plea- 
.santest thing imaginable !—It may here by the way be 
remarked, that although her spiritual experience was 
so habitually painful, among all the causes she assigns 
of her uneasiness, she never once complains of the fear 
of death, or a dread of entering into eternity. It was 
the want of a more satisfactory conformity of heart to 
the divine image and will, which was alone the source 
of her distresses. 

Having fallen asleep on Saturday night, she did not 
awake at the usual time on the Sabbath, but con¬ 
tinued to sleep softly. Her medical man saw her in 
this sleep about ten in the morning, and said she 
would awake well. This not being the case, about 
irnon. Miss Hairstanes becoming alarmed, sent for Dr 
Hope, who being a relation of Lady Henrietta Hope, 
was accustomed as a friend, as well as professionally, 
to visit her. Being told the circumstances of the case, 
he gave the same opinion with Mr Wood. He re¬ 
turned in an hour; and suspecting that it might pro¬ 
ceed from gout or some other disease, desired that 
more assistance might be called in. Dr Cullen, her 
ordinary physician, was accordingly sent for; but he 
could give no decided opinion on the case. At ten 
o’clock the writer received a note from Lady Glenor- 
chy’s servant, kating that he feared his Lady was at 
the point of death. This was the first notice he had 
got of her situation. He instantly hastened to her 
Ladyship’s residence, which was in Lady Sutherland’s 
house, George’s-square; and being admitted to her 
bed-side, found her reclining on her right side, the 
posture in which she had fallen asleep the night before, 
breathing it is true, but so imperceptibly as to require 
close fittention to discover it. In this state she passed 
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the night, and about half past eleven on Monday fore¬ 
noon, the 17th of July, she expired. 

Thus lived and died Willielma Viscountess Glenor- 
chy, a character distinguished by every qualification 
that could adorn exalted rank, and endear her to all 
who knew her. Her person was to the last agreeable, 
and in her youth must have been handsome. Her 
manners were polite, elegant, and dignified. She 
naturally was endowed with talents far above medio¬ 
crity ; and these were highly cultivated and improved, 
and brought to bear with full effect on her whole con¬ 
duct in life. But when she became a recipient of the 
grace of God, they were rendered by her peculiarly sub¬ 
servient to the interests of reli^on, not merely person¬ 
ally, but in promoting it in her fellow-creatures. Her 
imagination was lively, and her spirits constitutionally 
gay, on which perhaps she laid too severe restraints; 
and she had a vein of ready wit and pleasantry, which 
gave a delightful air of ease and frankness to her con¬ 
versation. Her piety was unaffected and deep; her 
views of divine truth clear and distinct; and her at¬ 
tachment to the peculiar doctrines of the gospel de¬ 
cided, firm, and not to be shaken. No one could 
possibly possess a more delicate sensibility and tender¬ 
ness of conscience, or feel stronger the obligations of 
moral and religious duty. Obedience, in her mind, 
was the only satisfactory test of Christian discipleship. 
Although she acutely suffered under the many trials 
and afflictions which were appointed her, yet she seems 
carefully to have endeavoured to suppress her feeKngs 
on those occasions, lest indulging her griefs and talking 
of her distresses might be construed into any thing like 
the most distant munnurings against divine'* Provi¬ 
dence, and from a conviction that all events were 
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ordered by unerring wisdom and infinite goodness for 
the best, and that as regrets were unavailing, so they 
might in many cases prove sinful. Of the truth of 
these remarks, we have a striking example in her beha¬ 
viour on the death of her friend Lady Henrietta Hope. 
Her attachment to her was unbounded, and had been 
confirmed by years of the closest and mosl endearing 
intercourse; but when the unalterable event by the 
will of God t(x>k place, she thought, that although she 
felt the loss to be the most severe and the most irre¬ 
parable that could be inflicted, yet both good sense 
and piety forbade her to disetwer useless sorrow, and 
she conformed her conduct to their dictates. Her anxi¬ 
ous desire to be the instrument of doing good in the 
world, led her to devote the whole of her life in con¬ 
triving plans of beneficence, and her whole fortune in 
executing them; and the institutions which remain to 
this day show that her views of usefulness had been by 
her extended beyond her abode upon earth. But what 
perhaps forms the most striking feature in her charac¬ 
ter, is the proof she has given of the efficacy of true 
reli^on to resist the mighty snares and temptations 
of high rank, great fortune, and powerful worldly in¬ 
fluence and friends; no one of these, nor all of them 
combined, although employed with all their subtlety 
and all their powers, ever shook her fidelity to God 
and religion. And it is a proof to those in high life 
what may be done for the cause of Christ, if there be 
integrity, in the midst of the most unfavourable cir¬ 
cumstances, for such for one half of her religious life 
were those of Lady Glenorchy. How superior her 
diaracter to the mass of our wealthy and titled popu¬ 
lation I While they were gratifying their unhallowed 
passion's, and passing away their predous time in 
splendid vanity, she devoted herself to usefulness, and 
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considered it to bo her highest happiness to be the 
instrument of doing good to the world. 

To say that she was faultless is to say that she was 
more than mortal; but all who knew her will unite in 
testifying, that there has seldom lived a person in 
whom individually so many excellent traits of charac¬ 
ter were so richly combined. 

Undoubtedly there were persons who might equal, 
or even excel JLady Glenorchy, in some particular 
graces and virtues, but as an entire character, she did 
not leave behind her one who might be compared with 
her. Her talents, and her opportunities for employing 
them, arising from her high rank and fortune, were 
things over which she had no control, and for which 
no praise can be due to her, for they were the imme¬ 
diate gifts of Heaven, and were certainly great; but 
her diligence and fidelity in the use of those things 
over which she had control, were equally great and 
uncommon; and in this she is peculiarly an object 
worthy of praise, and admiration, and imitation. 

Her I^adyship had expressed a wish to be buried in 
her chapel in Edinburgh. The persons who took the 
charge of her funeral accordingly ordered a vault or 
catacomb to be prepared to receive the body. On 
taking up the flooring, the ground was found to be 
solid rock. With considerable difficulty an excavation 
was made, just sufficient to contain the coffin. The 
head of it lies directly under the middle of the commu¬ 
nion table. A stone, with a brass plate inserted in the 
centre, on which is deeply engraved her name, age, 
and time of death, and hermetically sealed, closes the 
opening of it. On Monday the S4th, fourteen days 
after her death, the body was deposited in this place. 
The present Earl of Brcadalbane, who came from 
London for the purpose, attended as chief mourner. 
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Her silent obsequies* took place in the midst of a 
great multitude of weeping spectators, who crowded 
the chapel on this occasion. This heavenly grain was 
sown in weaknjess, but it shall be raised in power. It 
was sown in dishonour, but shall be raised in glory. 

On the Lord’s day after Lady Glonorchy’s interment, 
two funeral sermons were preached in her chapel in 
Edinburgh, that in the morning, by the minister of 
the place, from Luke xii. 42—48. “ And the Lord 
said, who then is that faithful and wise steward, 
whom his Lord shall make ruler over his household, 
to give them their portion of meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant whom his Lord, when he com- 
eth, shall find so doing ; of a truth, I say \mto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all that he hath : but if that 
servant say in his heart, my Lord delayeth his coming, 
and shall be^n to beat the men-servants and maidens, 
and to eat and drink, and to be drunken, the Lord of 
that servant will come in a day when he looketh not 
for him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and 
cut him in sunder, and will appoint him his portion 
with the unbelievers. And that servant which knew 
his Lord’s will, and prepared not himself, neither did 
according to his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes ; but he that knew not, and did commit things 
worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with few stripes ; for 
unto whomsoever much is given, of him shall be much 
required ; and to whom men have committed much, of 
him they will ask the more.” That in the afternoon, 
was preached by the then Professor of Divinity in the 
University, the Rev. Dr Andrew Hunter, from Psalms 
xii. 1. “ Help, Lord, for the godly man ceaseth; for 
the faithful fail from among the children of men.”

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Lady Glenorchy, ever mindful of the uncertainty of 
life, had for many years kept her will in readiness. 
The frequent changes whicli took place in her circum¬ 
stances, however, required her repeatedly to alter it. 
On the 17th of February 1785, immediately on finish¬ 
ing the purchase of Matlock, she, by a separate deed, 
gave the house there, with its furniture, and the cha¬ 
pel, to the Rev. Jonathan Scott, and after him, to his 
wife, without limitation or restriction. 

On the 26th of January, this year (1786,) she exe¬ 
cuted a trust-deed of her chapel and school-house in 
Ldinbtirgh, to five gentlemen: Alexander Bonar, 
Banker ; Andrew Hamilton, Deputy Comptroller of 
Excise; James Ogilvy, Deputy Receiver-General of 
the Customs; John Pitcairn, and Alexander Pitcairn, 
merchants; with full power to nominate their suc¬ 
cessors. 

Lady Glenorchy left more than ^£*30,000 in money. 
A will was found, regularly drawn, and executed at 
Bristol, dated the 6th day of December 1785, in which 
she made Lady Maxwell her executrix and residuary 
legatee, burdened with .£*5000 to the Society in Scot¬ 
land for Propagating Christian Knowlege; the interest 
to be employed in supporting schools, and for other 
religious purposes, on the estates of Sutherland and 
Breadalbane, provided the noble proprietors gave due 
encouragement; or otherwise, to be employed for the 
general objects of the Society. ^£*5000 to the Rev. 
Jonathan Scott, for the educating of young men for 
the ministry, and other religious purposes. To her 
mother, her aunt, and others, large legacies and an- 
nuties, besides a number of smaller ones, amounting 
to the half or more of her fortune. 

Lady Glenorchy evidently intended to have made a 
new will. Memoranda and other papers found in her 
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cabinet after her death, prove distinctly that she had 
l)een preparing for it. In fact, the scroll of it, together 
with the stamp paper on which it was to have been 
written, were found, and she had actually appointed 
her attorney and his clerks to attend her for the exe¬ 
cution of it the evening of the day on which she died. 

This occasioned her executrix considerable trouble 
and expense, as some of the memoranda clashed one 
part with another, and yet by the gentlemen of the 
law were considered to have codicillary powers. Lady 
Maxwell, however, by much patience and lalxjur, ad¬ 
justed the whole to the satisfaction of all parties. 

Lady Glenorchy had left a sealed letter addressed 
to Lady Maxwell to be delivered after her death, re^ 
quiring her to finish Hope chapel at Bristol-wells, and 
to aid those of Carlisle, Workington, and her other 
chapels and institutions, which she did, and not long 
before her death, had completely exhausted all the 
funds Lady Glenorchy left. 

Lady Alva survived her daughter more than twenty 
years, and Miss Hairstanes died only three or four 
years ago. 

A neat marble slab has been placed at a consider¬ 
able height, directly above the pulpit- in her chapel in 
Edinburgh, on whidht is the following inscription :— 
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Sn iHrmorj) 

or 

THAT MOST EXCELLENT LADY, 

WILLIELMA MAXWELL, 

VISCOUNTESS GLENORCHY. 

Few characters in the religious world were better known, 
or more universally and justly respected. 

Her many amiable personal qualities, and superior 
understanding, improved by education, 
genuine religion, reading, and experience, 
greatly endeared her to her numerous acquaintances, 
her family, and select friends. 

And 

this house, with several other places of worship in 
Scotland and England, founded by her, 
together with the large sums she bequeated 
to the Societies for Promoting Christian Knowle%e, 
will be a lasting monument how much 
she had at heart the glory 
of the Redeemer, 
and the best 
interests of mankind. 

She died July 17, 1786, aged 44.* 

Her remains are deposited in the centre of this chapel. 
This monument was erected as a tribute of respect, 
by her executrix,

• This inscription in the former edition of this book is an exact copy 
of that on the monument, which was executed in London, and &om 
some cause not now known, the sculptor erred both with respect to,the 
time of h«: death and her f^. This line thereibre is altered, to mtike it 
consistent with tiie account given of these in the work, and which is the 
truth with respect to these drcumstances. 
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Lady Glenorchy’s friends, after her death, expressed 
a wish to have her picture engraved ; but although 
there was one in Lady Sutherland’s house in George’s- 
square, painted .in Italy, in which she is represented as 
playing on a lute, it bore no resemblance to the origi¬ 
nal. There is another in the hall of the Society for 
Propagating Christian Knowledge: this was painted 
by Martin^ at the particular request of the Directors; 
but as he had no personal knowledge of her Lady¬ 
ship, and therefore drew from imagination and the 
description of her person which he obtained from 
others, he did not, as indeed it was impossible he 
could, succeed. On this account, the wish of her 
friends could not be gratified.—It matters not: her 
likeness can never be effaced from the memory of 
those who knew her; and those who knew her not, 
may discover the features of her mind, and the dispo¬ 
sitions of her heart, in the lasting productions of her 
beneficence and piety, as long as they shall endure; 
for.

LETTER FIRST. 

November 3, 

Yoitr letter, my dear friend, of the 13th of October, 
gave me very great pleasure; accept of my sincerest 
thanks for this, as well as for every other mark of 
your regard; and be assured you aie always on my 
heart, and mentioned with much earnestness in my 
petitions at the throne of mercy, that you may be par¬ 
taker of every gospel blesdng, interested in the un¬ 
changeable covenant, and enjoy all those precaous pri¬ 
vileges which were purchased for us by a bleeding 
Saviour. That same Saviour, my dearest Mend, con¬ 
tinually intercedes for yoUf he is the Keeper of Israel 
who neither slumbereth nor sleepeth. Your name is 
written on the palms of his hands. A mother may for¬ 
get her sucking child, but he cannot discontinue 1^ af¬ 
fectionate concern for the weakest believer. What a 
sweet comprehenrave prayer does this glcnnous Imman¬ 
uel offer up for the little flodk, to whom it is the Father's 
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good pleasure to give the kingdom, in the 17th chap¬ 
ter of John, where he pleads that we may be preserv¬ 
ed from the evil that is in the world ; that we may be 
sanctified through the truth, that is, through the 
word of Scripture ; that we may be united to himself, 
have fellowship with the Father by faith, and fellow¬ 
ship with one another by brotherly love; that we may 
lie made perfect in liis righteousness, presented with¬ 
out spot through his blood, and finally be with him 
where he is, to behold his glory, and partake of his joy. 

Should you be desirous (says one) of knowing whe¬ 
ther you are of the number of those for whom Christ in¬ 
tercedes, you may determine this important point by the 
following questions ; Do you value above all things the 
blessings for which Christ intercedesDo you join 
your own repeated and earnest supplications to his in¬ 
tercession ? and. Do you rely wholly on Christ’s un¬ 
speakable merits, for the acceptance of your prayers ? 
If so, lx; not discouraged : Christ is your advocate with 
the Father; he died for you on the cross, and pleads his 
meritorious oblation for you on his throne. Is not this 
an inestimable blessing ? If Ilezekiah desired the 
prayers of Isaiah—^if Darius desired the prayers of the 
godly Jews, for himself and his sons.; how should we 
rejoice in having an interest in the prayers of the exalt¬ 
ed Jesus ? If we are tempted, let this be our security, 
Luke xxii. 32. “ I have prayed for thee, that thy 
faith fml not.” If we fall into sin through the infir¬ 
mity of the fiesh, let this be our refuge, 1 John ii. 1, 2. 
“ And if any man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous : and he is the pro¬ 
pitiation for our sins.” If we are under apprehensions 
of death or eternal judgment, let this be our consola¬ 
tion, Rom. viii. 33, 84. “ It is Crod that justifieth ; 

who is he that condemneth ?” The above cited com- 
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fortable scriptures, I found blessed to me when I last 
lay on a bed of sickness, and which are at all times 
necessary to be imprinted on our minds; may the 
blessed Spirit apply them to yours ! My heart is filled 
with thankfulness on the recovery of your health, and 
to see the work of grace so visibly carried on in your 
soul; for I think I can perceive a progress in self- 
knowledge throughout your IfKt letter, and consequent¬ 
ly Jesus is become more precious to you, for till we are 
made deeply sensible of that mystery of iniquity which 
dwells within us, we know not how to value him who has 
wrought out redemption for us, and who proclaims the 
glad tidings of salvation to us. The more you are ac¬ 
quainted with the secrets of the Lord, the more you 
will see and know of the glories which compose his 
name ; and the more your heart is drawn out to him 
in holy reverential love and fear, the more detached 
will you be from all earthly things, and the less liable 
to fall into those snares and temptations of which you 
complain. The seeing them in the light you now do, 
is a sure sign of spiritual life, and of your having your 
spiritual senses exercised, and I am persuaded, you 
will shun them as your greatest enemies, if they in the 
smallest degree draw away your soul from God, or 
grieve his holy Spirit, thereby provoking him to with¬ 
draw the light of his countenance, and leave your soul 
in a state of darkness and desertion; what a blessing 
is it to hunger and thirst after righteousness, there is a 
gracious promise annexed to it, “ You shall be filled,” 
filled with all the fulness of God, filled with every 
spiritual blessing, filled with joy and peace in believing : 
The hungering, thirsting soul, shall not remain unsatis¬ 
fied ; God’s grace and favour are adequate to its most 
enlarged desires: “ He fiUeth the hungry soul with 
good things; be satiates the weary soul; and he re- 
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plenishes every sorrowful soul.” You know the Lord 
Jesus to be a tried and a sure foundation ; I wish you 
then, my dear friend, to rely on him as such, to rejoice 
in him; he cannot possibly disappoint you. Cleave to 
him for every thing, for pardon and righteousness, for 
acceptance and strength. This cleaving to him evi¬ 
dently supposes, that we are sensible of want, and that 
we regard him as one that is able to supply us liberally ; 
it is, indeed, the grand source of Christian joy, and 
for which we shall be thankful to all eternity. God 
hath looked upon and loved us in Christ; he is every 
way sufficient to help and deliver us; yea, Gotl is 
greatly glorified in the salvation of sinners through him. 
Faith in Christ is productive of confidence and liveli¬ 
ness, provided our views of him are strong and lively ; 
but if they are weak and dull, no wonder that we are 
cold in our love and obedience. Do not, however, ray 
dear friend, mistake me ; I would not be understood 
to say, that all coldness is a proof of insincerity, if we 
are not making excuses for it, and indulging in it our¬ 
selves. The experience of the saints of old is a 
BuflUcient proof of this. The word of God says, “ Sin 
shall not have dominion over you it may fight with, 
perplex, and even cast you down, but dominion and 
sovereignty it shall not have, for ‘‘ ye are not under 
the law, but under grace.” Your soul, you say, is 
weighed down under numberless corruptions: all 
whom the Lord has in any measure brought out of 
darkness into his marvellous light, make the same 
complaints.. Not to see the plague of our own hearts, 
argues the greatest blindness, and most d^tructive in¬ 
sensibility ; and I am sure, the longer we liW in the 
world, the more shall we be made sensible of our own 
depravity, and our utter helplessness without Christ. 
We cannot be too deeply impressed with the sight of 
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our own vileness by nature and practice, and what 
guilty, perverse, perishing creatures wc are; but should 
we therefore sit down in despair ? No; God forbid; 
rather let us say with the apostle, “ where sin hath 
abounded, there does grace much more abound.” God 
is glorified more in showing mercy to our souls, than 
he would be in punishing us as our iniquity deserves. 
The everlasting covenant is well ordered in all things 
and sure; our debt was paid when Jesus bled upon the 
cross, our foes vanquished, and grace purchased. What 
then is now wanting ? Nothing; all things are ready 
for our final and eternal salvation. My dear friend, I 
wish you to experience more of the comfort of these 
delightful truths; for I really believe, the Lord has 
been pleased to give you an actual interest in them. 
Whosoever will, is invited to take of the waters 
of life freely. You may therefore come freely, and 
freely receive. And O, that we may lx>th go from 
strength to strength, growing in grace, till we appear 
before God in glory ! Lord help our unbelief and 
increase our faith, so that we may be enabled to re¬ 
ceive Jesus as our Saviour, as our Prophet, Priest, 
and King; our wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption ! 

You are very kind in wishing to be with one so un¬ 
worthy as I am, and in allowing me to write to you 
with such freedom. Though absent in body, I trust 
we are present to each other in spirit, and knit together 
in one communion and fellowship. This I esteem a mer¬ 
cy ; but what an infinitely greater mercy must it be to 
be admitted into heaven, never to part again. The 
hope of this may reconcile us to aU interriiptions of in¬ 
tercourse here below. I rejoice to find you are likely 
to meet with two such comfortable companions at — ■ 
and I earnestly hope they may be indeed followers of 
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the Lamb, united to him by living fadth, and adorning 
the doctrine of God our Saviour in all things. But 
allow me to caution you once more against the unpro¬ 
fitable walk of mere professors ; you know all are not 
Israel who are of Israel, and such people I have found 
more dangerous companions than the more openly care¬ 
less. Beware of indulging in familiarity or intimacy 
with any persons whom you have not reason to hope 
and believe are created anew in Christ Jesus. Com¬ 
mon acquaintance and civility must be kept up so long 
as we are in the world; but there is much difierence 
betwixt acquaintance and intimacy, civility and fami¬ 
liarity. All David’s delight was in the saints of the 
earth, and in those that excelled in virtue; and we see 
that sweet communion of spirit, that love and tender 
regard amongst the children of God, which the world 
has no idea of. Indeed, there can be no solid friend¬ 
ship, where Christ is not the foundation of it. I 
have been under great apprehensions lately for my 
brother,* who has been ill, though, I thank God, he 
is now better. His alone end and aim is to live to 
the glory of God; and he often tells me, he has no 
desire to remain on earth, but tliat he may be useful to 
the souls of his fellow sinners. Farewell! To the care 
and protection of that God who keepeth the feet of 
his saints, I earnestly recommend you ; he can and 
will keep you from falling in the midst of temptation.

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LETTER SECOND. 

November 26,1766. 

Were it not for your kind desire of hearing often 
from me, I should not presume to trouble you so fre¬ 
quently with my unprofitable letters, notwithstand¬ 
ing the delight I take in conversing with one so justly 
dear to me. But indeed, my very dear friend, you set 
too high a value on what I write, wliich has no other 
claim to merit than proceeding only from a heart warm¬ 
ly interested in your welfare, and earnestly solicitous 
for your progress in that true faith, and fear and love 
of God, which alone constitute happiness, and are pro¬ 
ductive of that solid joy and peace with which an un¬ 
believing world intcrmeddleth not. O the blessings, the 
comforts that flow from the right knowledge of a cru¬ 
cified, risen Saviour ! Richer blessings I cannot wish 
my dear friend—greater treasures she cannot possess 
nor enjoy. This knowledge the chosen vessel Paul 
vahied above all things, counting them but as dross 
and dung in comparison with it. The study of our 
exalted Lord is doubtless to a believer the most de¬ 
lightful of all others. Surely a whole life is too little 
to devote to this important object, since he is above all 
finite comprehension, glorious in his person, offices, and 
benefits. There is something ever new, refreshing, 
and entertaining, in meditating upon our Great High 
Priest; in thinking of him as the way of trutli and tlie 
life ; in beholding him as our chief good, and high¬ 
est end, as our owner, ruler, and judge, our gracious 
lienefactor, our sure guide, faithful friend, and strict 
observer. The works of nature, such as the sun, moon, 
and stars, and the watery elements, are very pleasing 
and useful subjects of speculation, and produce imr- 
proving lessons, such as may serve to enlarge our ideas 
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of the Divine Parent of all; but they are not to be 
compared to the study of Jesus the Mediator. The 
works of grace, of salvation, the free ^ft of God, of 
Immanuel our incarnate God, are to believers tlie most 
delightful themes. O that I could ever dwell upon 
them ! But, my dear friend, with shame and sorrow 
I confess to you, that other things too much employ 
my wandering thoughts; and the meditation of a bleed¬ 
ing Saviour does not impress my corrupted heart, nor 
influence my walk and conversation as it ought to do. 
But to that Jesus who giveth strength ii- ,'.c’v.eak I 
look, and on him I desire alone to de])enti, to carry on 
and perfect the new creation which I trust through his 
mm'cy and the riches of his free grace, he has begun in 
my soul. O when, dear Lord, will that happy hour ar¬ 
rive, when all sin shall be entirely done away; and thou, 
amiable Saviour, and thy redeeming love, be the con¬ 
stant object of my happy wondering soul, and the 
praises of thy free grace the only theme of all my joy¬ 
ful songs ? It was the death of Jesus that procured us 
remission of our sins ; it is his grace that imparts new¬ 
ness of life; and it is his righteousness that merits the 
kingdom of heaven for us; this is that pearl of great price 
which the wise merchant will sell all that he has to be 
in possession of; this is the one thing needful, which 
if we once enjoy, (as our Lord told Martha) shall 
never be taken from us. This precious salvatitm is 
freely offered to all, even the most unworthy. Ho ! 
every one that thirsteth, come to the waters; come, and 
the guilt of your sins shall be washed away; your 
hearts shall be sanctified, and your souls live for ever¬ 
more. This is the invitation of our Lord; freely he 
holds forth, and gives these inestimable blessings, which 
are better than all science, all knowledge, and all the 
thrones and sceptres upon earth,—everlasting exalta-. 
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tioii in the heaven of heavens ! Surely this ought to 
engage us in the most ardent contest for this eternal 
weight of glory ? We shall not beat the mr: salvation 
never was, and never can be missed by those who search 
after it as for hidden treasures; and then the mer¬ 
chandise of it is better than the merchandise of choice 
silver, and the gain thereof more precious than fine 
gold. True riches are to be found in nothing short of 
II full forgiveness of sins, a real renovation of soul, and 
a final acce]>tance with the righteous Judge. The 
bulk of mankind seek them in worldly things; but, alas i 
they aiK. feeding upon husks and ashes, they sow the 
wind and shall reap the whirlwind. O may we take 
warning from the infatuated multitude around us, and 
bless refleeming grace which has shown us the things 
belonging to our peace ! L.et us press forward with all 
f)ur might in the strength of Jesus our triumphant 
head, towards the glorious mark of the prize of oUr 
high calling. Let us never stop, but earnestly strive 
to attain daily more of that only seal and witness of the 
Spirit, the image of Christ on our souls. O may we 
daily learn of him to be more meek and lowly c)f heart, 
and thus shall we find both in time and to all eternity, 
rest for our souls. 

1 believe I did not inform you that I have great rea¬ 
son to hope that H. and her sister K. are both awaken¬ 
ed, and in the road to Zion. Glory be to free grace 
for this. Their letters are expressive of an earnestness 
and zeal which delights me; and when I saw them a 
few months ago, their conversation convinced me that 
the Spirit of God was striving with them; and I trust 
they will neither of them stop short of an experimental 
knowletlge of the truth as it is in Jesus. M. B. is an 
amiable man, and is so far from opposing H. in matters ■ 
of religion, that he encourages her attendance on the 
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means of g^race, and allows her to receive what com¬ 
pany she pleases, which is extraordinary; for generally 
formal professors had rather their wives and children 
kept company with the openly profane, than with such 
as are decidedly and consistently religious. Of all the 
evidences in proof of Christianity, there is perhaps not 
a greater than the accomplishment of that prediction of 
our blessed Lord: “Ye shall be hated of all men for 
my name's sakeand we see it daily fulfilled. Yet can 
we conceive any thing more strange than that, so long 
as a person continues a rebel to God, a slave to his 
lusts and passions, and an enemy to his acquaintances, 
by endeavouring to keep them from their only good, 
and encouraging them to go on in the broad way which 
leads to destruction; that so long as this is the case, 
he should be esteemed and well spoken of; but no 
sooner is he become a new creature in Jesus—^no sooner 
is he become sensible of his dangerous delusion, ac¬ 
knowledges, and is deeply convinced of his base ingra¬ 
titude to God and his Saviour, and becomes meek, 
humble, affable, obliging, and kind, than he becomes 
an object of neglect and aversion ? Were I to say all 
that occurs on this subject, I should fill many sheets. 
May we, my dear friend, fight valiantly under the ban¬ 
ner of our crucified Captain, and never give up a crown 
of glory, because the enemies of the Lord oppose the 
only way of salvation. O may we never prefer the 
smiles and favour of a wicked unbelieving world to 
the favour of our God and Saviour, but may we cleave 
close to him, as we would hereafter reign with him in 
glory ! And now, my very dear friend, adieu ! May 
Christ dwell in your heart by faith, that you being 
rooted and grounded in love, may be able to compre¬ 
hend with all saints, what is the breadth and length, 
and heighth and depth, and know the love of Jesus 
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wluch passedi knowledge, that you may be filled with 
all the fulness of Grod; so prays your most imworthy, 
but most obliged and faithful friend. 


LETTER THIRD. 

December 9, 1766. 

I am much grieved to find you have been attacked 
with a return of your complaints. May the blessed 
God in much mercy soon remove them, and restore you 
to that health of which you have so long been de¬ 
prived ; but if he sees fit it should be otherwise, I 
know all will work together for good, as it has hither- 
‘ to done, for afflictions when sanctified are real blessing, 
and most instructive lessons: they work humility, and 
wean from the world ; they teach us to pour out, not 
our words only, but our very hearts before God in 
prayer; and create an ardent desire after that inheri¬ 
tance which endures to all eternity, and where sorrow 
and sighing flee away. I believe I shall not go to Lon¬ 
don this winter. Where my duty seems to lead me, I 
trust I shall always joyfully go, but if it is the will of 
God I should continue (at least for a time) where I 
am, I shall gladly stay. I wish, like many, to be 
ever found at the feet of my Saviour, hearing attentive¬ 
ly, and receiving with delight those wise and faithful 
instructions, (which are the words of life) as they fall 
frcHn his gracious lips. And O that I could so lie at 
the feet of Jesus with that love, humility, and sincerity 
that Mary did ! but alas, 1 find indwelling sin, that 
hateful thing that crucified the Lord of life, in every

thing I do, pollutes my very best duties. I find pride 
a besetting evil. I see and feel it whilst I say I ar¬ 
dently wish for more humility. 1 detect this vice even 
when confessing it. O the deceitfulness and desperate 
wickedness of the heart in this and every other thing! 
However, glory be to free, rich, unmerited grace, I 
can say with a young Christian of my acquaintance, 
The Lord does sometimes humble me before him, 
and makes me thirst, to drink deep of his own lowly 
spirit. But O the resistance of my proud, hard, unbe¬ 
lieving heart! Time would fail in enumerating the in¬ 
stances in which it is putting forth its strength, and 
working to bring forth fruit unto death. O what a 
hidden mystery is the spiritual life ! Through what 
difficulties, trials, and temptations is this work of God 
carried on! What prosperity and adversity ! what 
fightings without! what fears within! Surely when 
we attain the desired-for end for which we contend, 
our cry will be, O the grace, the grace, which hath 
kept us through faith to this everlasting salvation !” 
I rejoice in tlie comfortable state of mind you were in 
when you last wrote to me. O it is a blessed thing to 
rely cAtogether on the arm of Christ! Whilst wc 
do this we can never fall. He is every thing: a 
support in all our weaknesses; a supply for all needs; 
in every rircumstance a full and a complete Saviour. 

I see, blessed be God, that it is not by poring over 
and looking into myself, especially in times of dark¬ 
ness and desertion, that 1 am to find consolation; this 
would be to seek tile Jiving amongst the dead; but 
if we look to Jesus, who is the strong-hold of the pri¬ 
soners of hope, if we direct our prayers to him, and cast 
all our burden upon him who careth for us; as surely 
as we do this, as surely as he heard the sighing of his 
people Israel, by reason of their bondage, and deliver- 
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cd them out of the hands of a cruel and merciless ty¬ 
rant ; as surely as he fulfilled his promises to them, in 
bringing them, by the blood of the covenant, out of the 
pit that had no water from amongst the Chaldeans;—-so 
surely will he deliver every one that takes refuge under 
the shadow of his wings; he will incline his ear to their 
cry, and take them out of the horrible pit, and out of 
the miry clay; he will set th^r feet upon the Rock, 
and order their goings, and become a strong tower of 
defence to them from all their deadly enemies. O 
then lot us rest on this Rock of Ages, tliis sure founda¬ 
tion, thi! tried stone; praying him to give us increase 
of faith, which shall surely quench all the fiery darts of 
the devil. Faith gives a hope full of glory and of im¬ 
mortality ; this enters within the vail, where Jesus, our 
adorable forerunner, is gone. This enables us to bear 
hardships as good soldiers of Jesus Christ: animated 
by this, we may bear the reproaches, taunts, and ridi¬ 
cule of an unthinking world, and endure as seeing him 
that is invisible. And as our great and glorious Mas¬ 
ter, for the joy that was set before him, endured the 
cross, despising the shame, and is now set down at the 
right hand of the Majesty on high ; so his fmthful chil¬ 
dren and followers have such an earnest of their hea¬ 
venly inheritance within their hearts, that they can 
walk and not be weary, run and not be faint, in all the 
ways and works of the Lord; and when Jesus, the 
compassionate Lord, is pleased to sign their discharge, 
and give the command to deliver them from the prison 
of a mortal body, then he, being “ all their salvation, 
and all their desire, they will joyfully walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, and fear no evil, saying, 

“ God is the strength of my heart, and my portion for 
ever.” O happy are the people that are in sudi a state 
then! Happy are they whose God is the Lord ! 
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LETTER FOURTH. 

December 22, 1T66. 

I have met with a kind and pressing invitation to 

go to S-; and wish to know before I determine to 

accept of it, whether you can meet me there. Pray let 
me know as soon as possible: and may the good Shep¬ 
herd who continually watches over the steps of his 
sheep, direct us all for the best! In his hands I desire 
to leave this and every other event, knowing assuredly 
that he will appoint that for us which his wisdom sees 
best for our progress in tlie heavenly way, in which we 
must expect to meet with some rugged road, and many 
thorns and briers. But O, what an animating glorious 
view is the end before us : even the heaven of heavens ! 
the full viaon and fruition of our God and Saviour ! 
If this does not make us press forward with anxious 
solicitude, nothing will. O may we so run that we may 
obtain ! We have, blessed be God, an infallible guide 
in the written word, which will direct us to the road 
which we should take. Christ himself declares, “ I 
am the way, and the truth, and the lifeand least 
any of his sheep should wander from the fold, and be 
lost in the wilderness of this world, he gently leads them, 
and carries them in the bosom of his love. How affec¬ 
tionately does he direct and guide them through this 
dangerous road, quickening their steps, and strength¬ 
ening them by those exceeding great and precious pro¬ 
mises contained in his sacred word ; supporting them 
under discouragements, keeping them from fainting, 
or turning back into the paths of vanity and folly ! Yet 
how apt is the carnal mind, notwithstanding all these 
cheering truths, to cleave closely to earthly objects, 
and be cold in the contemplation of the lieavenly ones 
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SO abundantly held forth to guilty perishing sinners ! 
What an evidence this of the total corruption of our 
nature ! An acquaintance of mine truly says, “ we are 
naturally the creatures of God’s hands, bound by every 
obligation to the observance of his laws; but pride 
and self-love usurp the reins of government, boldly 
bid dehance to the Majesty of heaven, and cry out, 
‘We will not that thou should st reign over us.’” In 
the unawakened, whether they arc careless or formal, 
the strong man armed keeps possession, and inspires the 
soul with a spirit of proud independency. At this 
time the goods of the sinner are at peace ; he goes on 
secure and insensible of the danger of his state; but 
when a stronger than the strongman armed com^s with 
a superior force, and ejects him, then Satan roai’s, sin 
is stirred up and irritated, and convictions seize the 
conscience. Then, instead t)f proudly vaunting as here- 
tofore in our arrogance and self-sufficiency, we are op¬ 
pressed under a sense of God’s wrath, and we groan 
under sentence of condemnation. Satan now takes the 
opposite way, and works by the power of unhelief. All 
his stratagems aim at the one point—to keep the eyes 
of convinced sinners from their deliverer. Self-right¬ 
eousness favour this purpose, and while these two prin¬ 
ciples unite, we cannot be persuaded that there is par¬ 
don in reserve for such rebels as we are, or that there 
is a sufficiency of strength in grace to subdue the irre¬ 
gularity of our hearts. We are trying to bring some¬ 
thing or other by way of a recommendatory gift to 
conciliate the favour of God—^liut in vain. How does 
proud nature make every effort, rather than submit to 
the free offer of gospel salvation ! All this I know by 
long and deep experience. But let us never give way 
to the tempter, especially when he assumes the charac¬ 
ter of the accuser of the brethren. He was a liar 
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from the beginning; all his plots will be found to 1 k‘ 
laid in falsehood. When once Christ says come out of 
him, he will turn his back and slink away like a baffled 
coward. The lofty mountains of unbelief shall then be¬ 
come a plain, and the spirit of self-righteousness be 
abased; we shall be content to lie down as poor sup¬ 
pliants at the feet of Jesus, being made willing to re¬ 
ceive his salvation as a free gift from the infinite ful¬ 
ness that is in him. Now, my dear friepd, do you find 
the above correspond at all with your experience ? I 
will venture to say, that you do ; it has often been the 
case with me ; and after all, I find this to be the proper 
spirit in which to appear before the mercy seat, for 
when I am content to feel and lament my own pover¬ 
ty, and to come in lowly subjection to the foot of the 
cross ; and when I am enabled simply to cast myself on 
Jesus-—the ever to be adored Jesus, for righteousness, 
strength, and every other spiritual blessing; then, in¬ 
deed, he appears as he is, truly precious, and altogether 
lovely, full of grace and truth. Then I can even 
glory in my infirmities, that Christ may be all in all, 
and his divine power rest upon me. But O, my 
dear friend, would to God I experienced more of this 
delightful state, for I am as yet but little acquainted 
with it. I can only say, and with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude and thankfulness, I do say, that I have 
at times found the blessedness of it. It is Immanuers 
ground; O that my feet were established upon it!

Clothed 
and adorned with this garment, we have nothing to 
fear, but every thing to hope for. The self deceived 
and haughty Pharisee may build on outward obser¬ 
vances, external rites, and ceremonies—^bad ground on 
which to rest a hope for eternity, and acceptance with 
a pure and holy God, whose eye detects, and whose 
heart abhors iniquity ;—^but blessed be God, we have 
a more sure foundation on jvhich to build our hope, 
the Rock of Ages, the tried stone, which stands so 
firm, that not all the powers and malice of death and 
hell :||p|n' overthrow the structure raised upon it. It is 
amazing to me, that the doctrine of imputed righteous¬ 
ness, so clearly taught in the scriptures, and so full of 
consolation, so much adapted for the encouragement of 
the fallen race of man, should be so universally despis¬ 
ed, ^d every where spoken against. This surely is 
owing to pride, as well as blindness; for proud man 
would have something whereof to boast, and cannot 
digest the mortifying tliought of standing righteous 
merely on account of the merits of another, which must 
be the case if ever we would appear spotless before the 
throne of God, and reign with him eternally in heaven; 
and indeed who is there that knows any thing of his 
own heart, that will deny thtf necessity of a better 
righteousness than his own to bear the holy scrutiny, 
whidhi the law requires ? The common pretence which 
is brought against this doctrine iSi that it is destructive 
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of morality, an enemy to good works, and that it leads 
to licentiousness. This is impossible: it excludes 
works indeed as the meritorious cause of our justifica¬ 
tion in the sight of God; but it certainly requires obe¬ 
dience as a proof of our having this righteousness im¬ 
puted to us, and as a declarative and necessary evidence 
of our justification in the sight of men. How then can 
this soul reviving doctrine (of which I would not lose 
sight for ten thousand worlds) tend to licentiousness ? 
If we deny it, we must absolutely deny the sacred writ¬ 
ings to be true, and expunge those places which declare 
that we ore saved by grace—that salvation is not of 
works, lest any man should boast—that it is the free 
gift of God—and that he that glorieth must glory in 
the Lord ; for, says one, “ if the whole personal right¬ 
eousness of Jesus Christ be not the sole cause of my 
acceptance with God, if any work done by, or foreseen 
in me, was in the least to be joined with it, or be 
looked upon by God as an iriducive impulsive cause of 
acquitting my soul from guilt, then I have somewhat 
whereof I may glory in myself. Now boasting is ex¬ 
cluded in the great work of our redemption ; but this 
cannot be, if we arc enemies to the doctrine of the im¬ 
puted righteousness of Christ. Surely tliis is the alpha 
and omega^ the beginning and the end of divine reve¬ 
lation. God forbid, my dear friend, that we should 
either of us be so unwise as ever to lean upon a broken 
reed, when we. have the Rock of Ages on which to re¬ 
cline, and which remains fast for evermore, and can 
never be removed, while the otber’^bends before every 
wind. If arraigned on the foot of aggravated guilt, 
have we not an atonement to plead ? a ^crifice, in point 
of efficacy, of unknown and inestimable value ? a pro- 
{Htiation glorious imd divine We have the blood of 
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the immaculate Lamb to plead, which taketh away all 
sin; the law can have no further demands, for Jesus 
has pwd the mighty debt; and a more complete satis¬ 
faction cannot be insisted on: “ By the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous.” Is. xlv. 24. Rom. 
V. 19 . O my &iend, what is there that we need more 
that Jesus has not done for us? Let us take a nearer 
view of that amazing transaction, of that wonder of re¬ 
deeming love and grace; let us, with the eye of faith, 
ascend Mount Calvary, and there behold our tender, 
bleeding, dying Saviour, extended on the cross ; who 
was made sin for us, who knew no sin, that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him. See here the 
incarnate God despised and rejected of men, a man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief; betrayed by his own 
familiar friend, forsaken by his disciples; the multitude 
of the people crying out, “ Away with him, away with 
him; crucify him, crucify him—false witnesses arising 
and laying to his charge things that he knew not; he 
is scourged, he ^ves his back to the smiters, and his 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair; the ploughers 
plough long furrows upon his back; he is crowned with 
thorns, spit upon, bufletted, condemned, though his 
very judge declares him innocent; he is dragged to 
Mount Calvary, numbered with transgressors, and 
nailed to the ignominious cross! O hear Jesus, the 
adorable Jesus, the Son of God, crying out in the bit¬ 
terest agony of soul, “ My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me induring for six hours the most provok¬ 
ing insults of an enraged tumult, and the horrible blas¬ 
phemies of impious Jews, and the cruel wounds of bar¬ 
barians, who had struck thorns into his sacred temples 
and around his head, and driven luuls through lus hands 
and feet, which ever were employed in doing good, 
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but on which he now hung till his bones, were, as the 
Psalmist predicted, all disjointed, and his weight sus¬ 
pended on his tortured sinews. Then, in the spirit of a 
victorious conqueror, he bowed his bleeding head: ‘*It is 
finished,” he cried, and gave up the Ghost! Finished! 
and for whom ? For sinners, for the ungodly, for us, 
my dear sister, to the end that we might be saved. “ It 
is finished !” Salvation is completely finished ! Blessed 
words ! Do they not pour balm into your heart, and 
bind it up, and fill your soul with songs of thanks¬ 
giving ? O what music in the ears of poor convinced 
and condemned sinners! “ It is finished,” and it is free, 
free for the chief of sinners, free for you and for me ; 
only believe—Lord, I believe, help thou mine unbe¬ 
lief. O for the faith of Jacob to wrestle with our 
Lord ! for arms of faith that grasp and will not let him 
go without the blessing ! A ransom price is found, and 
accepted, and paid ; and pardon, and peace, and life, 
nay, and even death with Jesus; all are ours; only 
believe. Let us then be ever drawing from this won¬ 
derful, inexhaustible fountain of living waters, fresh 
supplies. Jesus bids us come and take of the water 
oi life freely, without money and without price; let 
not our hands of faith be ever weary or unemployed 
in drawing; but depend upon it, the more we use them 
the stronger they will grow. As the hart panteth after 
the water brooks, so may our thirsty souls pant after 
Jesus, the fountain of living waters ! Amen. In Jesus 
is my merit, in Jesus is my worthiness. Lord, I will 
make mention of thy righteousness, even of thine only. 
Join with me, then, my||^ry dear friend, in lauding 
and magnifying the God our salvation, and in giv^ 
ing praise to his great name ; for he It is that plucks 
our feet out of the net, that breaks our bonds, and sets 
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our souls at liberty ! O, then, cleave close to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, to his word, his promises, his merits; and 
while sitting with holy Mary at his feet, I trust we shall 
experience his word to drop on us as the rain, and dis¬ 
til upon us as the dew. 

The scheme of my going to S-is yet uncertain : 

I wait your answer before it is determined. Though 
we have been long absent in the body, I trust we often 
meet in the spirit at the throne of grace; and there 
supplicate blessings, not for ourselves only, but for 
each other. I am impatient to iiear liow you do, both 
spiritually and temporally. Have you any farther 

cause of grief on account of- ? But whether you 

have or have not, I am sure it will all terminate in joy, 
because you have the express promise of an unchange¬ 
able God on your side. Act faith on him, and all will 
be well. “ As a mother comforteth her afflicted daugh¬ 
ter, so will the Lord thy God comfort thee.” 


P.S.—Since I wrot.' tbid, 1 nave received your let¬ 
ter, which gives me both pleasure and pain;—pleasure, 
to see you arc fighting the good fight of faith; and inex¬ 
pressible pain, to find you are ill. May the Lord remove 
your affliction, and soon restore you to health ! 1 have 

not time to answer the particulars of your’s concerning 
Sunday ; but I will (God willing) write again in a few 
days. In the meantime, I beseech you, as you value 
the peace of your soul, do not submit to worldly com¬ 
pliances, nor sufier the eaetE^ of Jesus to prevail with 
you to mispend that day which God has hallowed for 
himself, by vain virats or unprofitable discourse, and 
in which we are commanded neither to think our own 
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thoughts nor speak our own words. Stand fast in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made you free. Be not 
afraid, my most dear friend; they that are for you are 
more than all they which are against you.
